NOTE BY THE AUTHOR 


My purpose was to write something about the ancient families of the 
Old North State, but by the time I had completed it I found I had written 
a History of North Carolina. However, it is doubtful if any other book, 
other than a census schedule, ever mentioned as many different families as 
this one. 


This book really contains FOUR VOLUMES, as follows: 


Pages 1 to 192: “Index and Digest to Hathaway’s”. 
Pages 193 to 312: “Colonial Granville County”, 

Pages 313 to 558: “The Mecklenburg Signers”’. 

Pages 559 to 714: “Old Albemarle and Its Descendants”. 


Each section has its own index and appendixana and may be secured in 
a separate binding, with the other sections omitted, except the first section 
on Hathaway which was long ago absorbed. Published with the ordinary 
type, either of them would have been of an unwieldy size. 


I like the people I have been writing about. Most of them were of the 
purest Anglo-Saxon strain and were inordinately human and tolerant, ex- 
cept as to restrictions on their political freedom. Had the writer lived in 
their day he would have signed all “Regulator” petitions with them. Their 
South Carolina cousins were prone to boast a little of their “Landgraves”, 
“Pallatines”, “Lords Governors”, “Sir John Yeamanses”, “Cassiques”, etc., 
and were regarded with a kind of tolerant amusement therefor, by the 
“Tar Heels” along Albemarle Sound, the Roanoke and Neuse. In revolu- 
tionary days, to them, a Tory was a kind of despised curiosity. All of them 
joined the Army, tour after tour, and formed a bodyguard around General 
Washington at Yorktown when the arrogant Cornwallis clicked his heels 
and surrendered his bloody sword to their gallant leader. 


On the way across the mountains a long time ago Obediah Ray’s six- 
year-old son, Massenberg Pearson Ray, disappeared one morning from 
camp. Searchers found him tramping barefooted some ten miles to the 
rear, but resolutely headed for the old North Carolina home. Grandpa's 
parents took him in charge and forcibly carried him into Blount County, 
Tennessee, where the family settled on “Nine-Mile Creek” adjoining the 
widow Houston, who had a boy named SAM. Sam Houston eventually rose 
to fame, licked Santa Anna at San Jacinto and made a “Republic” out of 
what is now the great State of Texas. Decades later the oldest son of 
Massenberg Pearson Ray, followed this widow’s son to Texas, and his 
oldest son perpetrated this book. 


This was a long time ago. The book contains many 
errors, as nearly all good books do, but I will never live 
long: enough to re-write it, so Tam sending it out into the 
world just as it is. Future writers may correct them later. 


If you should happen to like the book after you have read it, there is no 
law against writing a letter to the author telling him so. It would cause 
him pleasure, and that is all he will ever get out of it anyway.

Tae Deputies selected WILLIAM GIOVER, Cary, who was selected as deity governor, had becn collec= 
tor of rents of the lords Proprietors, and had neglected to settle his accounts. For abbile he 
aeentd to yield to the sway of Glovsr, but, nflded by hie friends, he seized tha records of the 
Province, and proclaimed himself governors 

The Colony was now = scene of anarchy; ths lews were suspended and justice fied, Tho res 
pectsble portion of the colony ailhered to Glover, while Cary pomsessed the force.

It's ancestor is NEW RANOTER 
COUNTY, which was formed in 1728, from which BLAD- 
GY COUNTY was taken in 1734, and thereafter in 
1749 ANSON was established out of a part of ELAD- 
EN, 20 that, ganealogically spesking, NEW HANOVER 
was the grandfather of ANSON, For a period of 
SOUR years ANSON COUNTY comprehended all of the 
Western Fart of the State, and except for claims 
of the Indians extended throagh Tennesses to the 
Miveiseipp, River.

According to MR, WHENIMR, JUDGE WILLIAMS and hie wife AGHES 
had only one child borm to them, whose name wes AGATHA (named for AGATHA KNELING, denghter of 
OWORGE KRELING JRe ), who married COL, ROHERT BURTON, an account of whose family will follow the 
WILLIAMS PANTLY HISTORY. The town of WILLIANSBORO, seven miles West of the town of HENDERSON, 
Ye Coy was the home of JUDGE JOHN WILLUAMS,; ( then in GRANVILLE COUNTY, tut now in VANCE), About 
1%0 the WILLIANS anc HEMTERSON and other families began to settle there and the place wat called 
MUTSUSE, On ths old county records there wat a NUTBUSH DISTRICT which surrounded it. After ths 
death oF JUDGD WILLIAMS in 1799, his son in law, COL, ROBERT BURTON named the place WILLLAMSBORO, 
in hia memory, Col. Burton fell heir to the Williams property there, ‘The finest rece track in the 
Gtate of North Carolina was loceted in this commnity, and many of the State's most prominent léai- 
ere resided there.

Tiina store at WILLIANSSORO ( then called NUTBUSH ) was for a time Imown as the WILLIAMS &

More than two hundred years ago a travel-worn frontiereman and hie wife and little fam 
ily drove across the swirling watere of the YADKIN RIVER in the firet "wheeled vehicle" ever to have 
been séen in that part of the country , im search of a uew home and a little less government, The 
orude wagon was of archaic design end the slow moving animals hea guided to the South bank of the 
Stream were known as “orens", When Thomas Spratt reached dry land again, the history of MECKLENBURG ! 
COUNTY, NORTH CAROLINA begen to take fourm, This was in 1740 or earlier, He had traveled a "fur Piece! 
considering the traneporation facilities of that day and time, lesving behind him the memories of the 
“Eaetern Shore” of MARYLAND and VIRGINIA, and the islands and "poquosona” of SOMERSET, Tired and 
Weary with the long journey he and his family were ready to rest for awhile when they reached the wa- 
ters of "ROCKY RIVER" in what is now GARABRUS COUNTY, according to tradition, but afterwards "pulled 
up stakes" and took up lands, it ie eaid, in the neighborhood of the prenent PINEVILLE, some miles 
South of the later CHARLOTTE, and almost within hearing distances of the roar of the CATAWBA aa it 
flowed southward to the sea, 

4 long time afterwards the first court aver held in MECKLENSURG COUNTY waa st ble home. 

Thomas Spratt 13 buried near the corner of Fast Fifth and Caswell Road about two miles 
from the business center of the present City of Charlotte near the Mercy Hospital. 


One fine day, uvar the setting of the sun, a lone foot traveler arrived at the humble 
cabin of Thomas Spratt with » knapsack on his back. When Spratt met him at the door he recognized tae 
oldest son of a SOMERSET (Maryland) neighbor, one THOMAS POLE. Polk received « warm welcome, settled 
down in the same general neighborhood and was followed later by severs] brothera and sisters, Wot \ 
long afterwards THOMAS POLK married SUSAN SPRATT, » daughter of Thomas Spratt, and WILLIAM POLK, his 
brother, married her sister, ANN SPRATT married JOHN BARNETT, EZEKIEL POLK the youngest brother of 
THOMAS POLK married MARY WILSON and he and his wife were the graniiparents of JAMES KNOX POLK, Prest- 
dent of the UNITED STATES. 

JOHN BARNETT and ANY SPRATT were the parents of SUSAN BARNETT, who married GEORGE W. 
SMART, a contemporary in age with ANDREW JACKSON, REV. FRANCIS CUMIINS and CAPT. JAMES JACK, who 
carried the MECKLENBURG DECLARATION to the Convention in seseion in 1775 at PHILADELPHIA, thus being 
an inetrument in the hanfls of Providence in touching off the sparks that caused the explosion heani 
round the World an@ furnished the cue that made the delogates there assembled resolved to “hong to~ 
gether" at the risk of “hanging separately". 

Thus the history of a nation had ite beginning, which is thue traced to the door of 
THOMAS SPRATT, Prominent emong those whose signatures were attached to the MECKLENSURG DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE, which Jemes Jack carrisi to Philadelphia, wae this same THOMAS POLK, the Imapesack 
traveler, now grown wealthy and influential in thie new country, who more than a quarter of a century 
before had followed the wheel tracks of his old SOMMRSBT, MARYLAND, neighbor acros# the YADEIN,

Of these interesting characters SUSAN (BARNETT) SMART outlived them 111. When she 
passed away about 1850 she left an interesting will on record in MCHLEMBURG COUNTY, It was dated on 
June 11, 1850.

Tt hes been repeatedly asserted,and by many writers, that the ScotchIrich were the 
founders of MECKLENSURO COUNTY, North Carolina, and that this particular race of people were the 
instigatore behind the adoption of the Declaration, Further, that most, if not ALL of the signers 
of that document were from PENNSYLVANIA, 


The campiler does not agree with either statement, Pew, IF ANY, of the signers came from 
the colony of Williem Penn. As we understand it, the term "Scotch-Irich” applies to SCOTCEMMN, who 
took refuge in the Worth of Ireland, where they remsined for a time, and later found their way to 
the AMERICAN COLONIES. The signers were not generally of this type. Some were perheps from SCOTLAND 
and som were IRISH, but a study of their origin from the recoria seens to disclose that the families 
to which they belong were in the early American colonies BEYORE the so-called "Scotch-Irish" began 
to arrive in this country.

C,, at a time when oe 
ery citizen of Mecklenburg County was supposed to be a "subject" of the King of England and of the 
mighty empire of Great Britain, 4 concorse of duly elected delegates frou the surrounding country, 
being fully satisfied that they were carrying out the will of their neighbors and truly voicing the 
prevailing sentiment of an awakening miblic in the midst of which they lived, drew up and adopted 
& ringing set of resolutions couched in plain and unmistakable language repudiating the English 
Crown and the theory that rulers were the "bosses" of the people, and expressing the opinicg, 
on the contrary, that the people should be the "bosses" of the rulers, and would be from that time 
on so far as those represented at the convention was concerned. 


This was the most startling reversal of govermmental policy that had ever bean announced 
since the beginning of time] It was the final thunderclap that shook the thrones of all Europe, as 
@ raging stom shakes the frail vessels at sea. Mhe prior rumblings in the conventions of Virginia 
and other American colonies head been mere meetings of protest. This was no protest, They were not 
asking for anything. They were TELLING THE WORLD, Patrick Henry's ferver Tan towarfs a war, aa on8 
colony seeking to end a dispute with another, or compromise it. There wes no ddspite in the Mecklen~ 
burg Declaration. It was a statement of facts, springing from breaste and hearta whose minds were 
foreclosed and settled snd called for a complete chifting of the Sovereign powers of the State; a 
total repudiation of the soverign (7) rights of Kings, making "servants" of so-called rulers and 
transplanting al] powers to the citizen. The fiction of a "Titled Aristocracy", ao far as American 
life was concerned, received its death blow at the corners of Tryon and Trade Streets in Charlotte, 
HW. Cs on May 20, 1775, and the brave men who affixed their signatures to the document changed the 
whole courte of bumsn experience.

The Census Dietricta shown on the accompanying map have teen segregated from the 
original liet as published, neing the alphabetical grouping ttet was followed a the min key, al- 
though the published list was ali jemmed and jumbled together when finelly made up for publication 
by the United States Cansus Buresu; other keys used wae knowledge obtained from contemporaneous 
records of verious kinds found by the complier in doing bin sewearch on the lives and femiliow of 
the older Mecklenburg families. The job now undertaken by the writer ie to take this long, tedious 
Itet of name epart to “see what makes it $ick*® and resssenble it in some sesblence that would com 
form pommmhat to the known facts otherwise revesled, 

District No, 1 may be properly called the “Steele Crock District®, since both the 
cred of that nam and the famous "Steele Creek Church” intersect and is locateé within the area, 
the Southweat comer of which started at the JOHN BIGGERS FERRY on the Catawba River, oppowite the 
mouth of what ts known as CROWDER'S CREWK, ‘hie District, in 1790, was the home of at leant one 
of the "Signere® of the Mecklenburg Declaration = BZRA ALEXANDIR, The grave of this etgner hes 
never beex located, and Dr» J. B, Alefander in hie “Rietory" declares (p. 78) that be my have gone 
with BZIKTEL POLK to Tennessee, where possibly he found his last resting place. If uo, he porhaps 
aettied in Sumer County in that State with Zaccheus Wileon, another of the "signers" who le known 
to have diet there, 

The writer, in trying to analyse the Lives of some of these femilies has discor 
red that the members were wometimer scattered over the Mecklenburg areas, some owning lands in ome 
part of the county and others of the same name and family being located in another part, So it 4s 
we find that OMOROY CATMY, Sh, and his wife ESTHMB, and ALEXANDER CATHEY lived in thie Steele 
Oroek District, while some of the other Cathoya were Listed in othgr Districts, further up the Ob 
TAWSA and wlaewhere, "Cathey'» Mooting Mouse", if the Historian FOOTE can be relied upon, wan le 
cutnd womewhsre dn what has bean designated on our mep as District“Mo. 7. The graves of som of , 
the Catheys will be found at Steele Creek, including a younger JOHN BEATTY who wos born in 1790, 
the year the Census waa taken. Also many of the members of the COFFEY PAMILT are interred at the olf@ 
Steele Creek burial ground, the family for which COFFEY BRANCH = an arm of Big Sugar Creek wan nemad, 
NICHOLAS GIBRONY, entered on the list is also buried there, as are CAPT. HUGH PARKS and JOHW end 
ESTHER McDOWHLL. On this list will also be found the names of the three celebrated and distinguish 
et brethers, GECHGE, JAMES and MAJ. JOSEPH GRAHAM, Neither of these men are buried at Steele Creak 
Church, but at least one of them is known to have had his home on PAW CREEK, West of Charlotte, par 
haps in 1790 within the bounds we have Isid off for the Steele Creek District. Moore will be mié 
about all of these families later on in this work, ROBERT INVIN was "signer" from thiz District.

Thin District apparently embraced that territory lying Bast of a line passing 
through Thntersyille, Cormeliue and Davidaon ae presently located and extending to Rocky River om 
the Best wand a point South of the present Huntersville. A certain ZACCHEUS WILSON is listed on 
thin roll, but aa there were several Wilsons of that name we cannot be gure that this Zaccheus wes 
the "signer®. ‘The home of EPHRADV BREVARD, Secretary of the Convention, ie known to have been in 
‘his area, somewhat South and East of the present town of RAVIDSON, where the Collage ia located, 
but eince he died at the home of his friend JORN McKNITT ALMLAWUER, when trying to reach his hone 
atter 4 long ilineen tn prison during the revolution, he wat not alive at the time the census was 
feken, Dre Brevard married in Mecklenburg, though the Brevarda lived somewhat North of the unset- 
tled Line between it and Iredell. District No. 2 is therefore credited with being the home of 
Mm Celebrated EPARAIM BREVARD, the "Signer*® and Secretary of the Medclenburg Convention of Mey 20, 


Thie District was aleo the home of the HBOX WAMILY, and of JAMES KWOX, the grend 
Toather of Provident JAMES KWOX FOIX. ‘The nomes of JAMES, SAMUNL KOK SE,, SAMUEL JR., MATTHRW and 
JOM SVOK will bo noticed on this liet. The claim is made that Prowldent Polk wae born near the 
town of tintersville at the home of his grandfather, JAMUS ENOL, while others claim he was born at 
tho old POIX HOMESTHAD Gast of PINEVILIE in District Mo. 3, It is at the latter place the marter 
donignating his birthplace has teen located. 

Another family of considerable importence whose manbers sre listed as residing in 
this District was that of the SMARTS, Thia family was related to the BARNDTTS and SPRATTS, who 
Pere mmong the first femiites, Séveral membere*of the SMART family moved West and settled in Tan = 
nesses, GRORGE SANT married SUSAN HAMWETT, and LITTIMBURY SUART appears to have been ore of hia 
eons, who wee timmarried «t tho time the eemmes woe taken. ,

This wes the PINEVIIIE DIFTRICT. It wan somewhere within the bounds of thie ter~ 
ritory, sccording to tradition, that tha pioneer THOMAS SPRATT finally wattled prior to 1750, Thera 
wre no Pineyilie there in those days, nor until long afterwards, It was 4 crose-rosés known at the 
*orror TurmOfi located near the lande of the Indien reservation and what is now the line of South 
Oerclina, Prominent names to be found on this list are thowe of WILLIAM, THOMAS and CRARTZS POIs, 
representebives in 1780 of that family which produced JABS KWOK POI, a Preeident of the United 
Stateu, A short distance Hat of this Little *cronwroads” town stands the marker denignsting the 
birthplscé of the President. About five or six milew mlmoet duc South of this point Lived the par- 
enie of enother Aistingilihed Preatdent of the United States = ANDREW JACKSON, between two branchal

Tis i the SUGAR CHEEK CHURCH DISTRICT, and was the hone of the Chairman of the Msa~ 
lenburg Gonvention which adopted the famous "resolves", elthough at the tims the census was taken 
in 1790, be wat deceaned, and only the name of his wifes, DORCAS ALMXAnDER, appsars on the list, 
who bed at that time four sonw and two doughters in her household; according to Dr. Alexander's 
Bietory of Medclenburg County he died April 28, 17764 though bie tombstone says 17866 The latter 
te perhepe correct. Dorcas Alexander, his widow, died May 20, 1900, The grave of both HEZHEIAR end 
ASRARAM ATEXANDER may be found $4 what fa known as the second oldest Sugar Creek burying ground, just 

“arose tha road from the present churchyar¢, (There are three Sugar Creek burying grounds). The 
Feeder will note that there wére no lese than fifteen heads of families Listed in this District Yo, 
4, bearing the name of ALEXANDER. The name of HEZEKIAH ALEXANTIER doez not appear on this list, el- 
though he was obviously alive et the time the cenuss was taken, he having lived until July 16, 180L 
(Tombetone). ‘There doea appear on the Met however an "EZEKIAH ALMXANDER, FX.", with five sons & 
two dgughtore and with thirteen slaves, 211 of which indicater that thiu entry was intended for Col. 
WRZERIAH ALEXANDER, the aigner of the Me d&lenburg Declaration, This shows that the Sugar Creek Dis- 
trict (No. 4) was the home of at least two of the signers. The relationship between thase several 
Alezanders of Sugar Creek Giurch and who were living in different parte of Mecklenburg County about 
the time the U, S. Census was taken, has never been accounted gor by any student or writer, 80 fer 
as this compiler mows, This problem will be disuussed in these noten laters 

On thie list appear the names of an old family of ROBISCi 4, including BOBERT, SA. and 
TR, JOM, MOSES, DAVID, JAMES SR, and WILLIAM and RICHARD ROBISON. The graves of these ROBISONS 
are, sane of then, in the oldest Sager Creek Siurchyard, inoluding DAVID ROBISOW who die@ fn 1308 st 
the age of 82 years, which would throw his birth back in 1726, ‘The ROBISOWS married orachly into the 
EENDERSOY FAMILY, of which CAIRNS HENDERSON (aleo lieted) appears to have been the ancestor, #o far 
aw the Sugar Creek Gmarch Henéersons were concerned, JOBN MoGil, whose name tn shown on the list of 
henéw of families in this Tdstrict was a son of ROBERT MoGN, who is buried in the original Sugar 
Oreek Charchyard, and who died October 9, 1775 ate the age of 75 years, being born therefore in the 
Yeor 1700, Se fer ss noficsd this appears to be the oldest person in point of date of birth, whose 
grave 10 to be found therein, Other important families represented by two or more "heade" on the 
list, were the PARES, ORRS, MONTOOMERYS, RICHWYS, SAMPLERS ana WALLACES, Chief among the Istter wae 
ELUKIED WALLACE, father of REV.

oeversl sources that Hesdciah "the eigner’ was a brother of JOMN McATITT ALHXANDMR, the writer is 
conetrained to believs that thia particular Hesalciah wav a nephew, or ths zon of the "signer", and 
not the one who attached his name to the Mecklenburg Declaration. Anothor person of interest whosw 
name 4u written here is ROWER] CRATGYZAD, doubtless a son of the petriachtal ALKANDUER CRAIGHEAD who 
it 4s ¢lained, more than anyone else sent forth the seed of political and religious freedon fran 
which sprang the almost spontaneout "reaolvea" of L7YS, that sent Gapt. James Jack speeding on tliat 
Momentus mission te Fhiladelphia, If Robert Craighead was hie son, then he wea a brother in law 
of the famous DR, DAVID CALIWHLL, who had married hie sister, and a brother of REV. THOMAS CRAIGHBAD, 
the famous minister of Wanhville, Tennesses, 

The name of ALEXANIUS QUERY appears on this list, blessed with a family ef four sone and 
three dmighters, evidently a velativa in soms degree of JOEH QUST, another ame of the fanous "nign~ 
exe" of the Declaration, Another name is thet of FILLIAM PICERYS, evidently syoune man, married, but 
without children, who my hive been a son of CAPT, SAMUEL PICKMNS who lived in an adjoining distriot 
on the other side of ROCKET RIVER, of whom see later, 

Qhe name of BEECUY). shiZPE appears on thie List, obviously a nephos of JONN McEMITT sTRK~ 
ANDER and one of the sons of JEMIWAN SIARPS, « sister of John MoKnitt Aletender, who wan naved for 
his distinguished uncle, 

‘The names of JOURN, JAMDS, Sr,, JAMUNS Jr., snd THOMAS SIOAN, appearing on this liet among 
the others brings forth s long list of connvotions in maky of the Weetern and Southern Statics, who 
claim, and have ettablinhed, connestion with the Hlosn family of North Cerclins, between the TAIT 
and the CATAWBA,

tory hetween hie home, which he oslleé "DVDHPENIMNCE HII", and the Catawba iver, inclading the land 
‘lying in the bownds of HOPEWELL PEESITTERLUS CHURCH, in which ke ead » Bife long meander, The wiith 
ef the District wat evidently meceured by the meanferings of LONG CREZE on the South and MoDOWELI'sS 
—~ wenotines ealled Mammy's = CHUEX , on the Morth., The samen em thin List are intereiting becmus# of 
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the fact that within its Dounda Yealded the patriots who msdé Mécklenbure Coumty, what General 
Tarlton daclared it to be, o "regular hornet's newt" for the Britieh Army, #uring tha revols*ton. 
Wot all of the membership of the Kopewell Presbyterian Church, however, resided fn the bound, of 
Shite District, because som lived farther away and the membership of that famour place of religy 
foun worship lapped over into District Nos 5, Noe 7 and othets abjoining. IM ms at Hopewell 

& that Genoral William Les Dnvideos woe buried at the #204 hours of midnight by hie faith 
Tul friends, after he was shot from hia horee at Cowan's For@ on the Catewba in District He, 7, 
as ehowns on the mp, Matthew, Oeorgs and Alexander 2obison, kinemen of the Sugar Sreck Bobinons, 
resided in this District, as did the Blisotts, another prominent femtiy, the Galbraiths, some of 
the Crocketts, MsShine Hammond, the McOlures, David Russell, John Peoples snd John and James Sharpe, 
nephews of the old Gecretary of the Convention. It ie probable that Mrs. Jaoimsh Sharps, their 
mothyr, teeided closes to Huntersville, and near her brother John MoKnitt Alexander, tut whether in 
District 6, Sor4, 4» problumationl. At ney rate she wen not far away from "Independence Hill’, 
the home of the old gecretary. A mech better ides of just who lived and died in the bounds of the 
District may be gleaned from the Cametery Records of Kopewell Preshyterian Smrch, which will be 
found later beroin, with dates, oto.

Anteresting of all ‘the several Aress in Modclenburg County. Thoumands of people all over the 
Seathern States can trace their ancestry to the “heads of families" that sppesr on this list, and 
4t is « heritage of which they may well be proud, To dsive into the background and Metory of 
these men hat been on absorbing pest-time for this compiler, thpough many long years, and it will 
be «a difficult task to set down theses facts without o certain dieplay of partiality in favor of 
the mibjects. At least two "signers" of the Medclenburg Beclaration lived ( for the grester part 
of their lives ) and died in the bounde of this strip of territory. They were RICHARD BARRY smd 
MAJOR JOB DAVIDSON. Many of the members of numerous patristic Societies, inclnéing the Denghters 
of the American Revolution proudly ride into membership on the coat tails of theea two sutstanding 
patriots of the American Revolution. Richard Barry was one of the faithful followers of General 
William Lee Davidson, who under cover of darknews and at the risk of thelr lives anf liberty, 
helped to depoett bis remains in the old churchyard at Hopewell Prestyterian Church where they seat 
today, properly marked, after many years of neglect. The story of the BARRT ané DAVIDSON femilias 
will be inadequately told in the remaining pages of thiw volume, sanewhere, if the writer liwes to 
set 1¢ down in his crude ani awlowaré way, 

Bere lived at leset seven of the membaru of the famous Alexander fam{ly, who were then 
hende of families, namely AMOS, MOSBS, ARON, DAVID, DANIEL, JOML an@ ISAAC, Aare lived the 
BLYTHE family, with SAMJEL end RICHARD besding the two families of the namey Bugh Bryson, a rele- 
tive of the Deridsons by marriage; John and Walter Bell, JAMES CURRY and WILLIAM MILL, = bunch of 
patriots nemed DUCK, Tavid and Deniel DAVIS, Joseph ond James Gillespie; the Gilmores and GIVEN3 
fomilies, end WILLIAM GRAHAM, another ose of the famous "Signers* = making three who lived in this 
dietrict in 1790, (hie shows that these texporary census districta aid not coincide with the Die 
triets fram which men were elected as delegates to the convention 1m 1775, fram which only two 
Mambars were alected by the residents), 

This District (Nos 7) was also the home of the POTTS FAMILY, the PRELES, who cam free 
Northeastern Ne C,, JAMES, JOHN and ROBERT PRICE, one of whom married MARY DAVIDSON, sister of 
MAS, JOMY DAVIDSUNy also living in this section in 1790 were DAVID and JOMN SLOAN, DAVID AUTCRIS- 
SON, BENJAMIN and JOSEPH CIAHK, the @ietingnished SAMJEL WILSON, father in lew of MAJ, JORW NATID- 
S00, and Great Grandfather of JaM¥S bOIOX POIK, who was the grandson of his daughter MRS. BZBKINL

Between Cowen! Ford and Beattie's Ford, on the Catawba, ani s whort divtence from the old 
river itaelf, ae attempted to be portrayed on the map, is the buriel piece of that early religions 
i ahelguad end miesionary HEV, JOHT FEOMSON, known Baker's Graveyard, In thia place alwo sleep the 

ast remains of MARY PRICE, oleter of Maj. John dsony; HUGE LAWS0H, father in law of NUGH KART 
and SAMUEL BAKER, Up to some fifty yesru ago there were crude head and foot stones, on one of which 
wan carwed the initiele "B-Il” marking the greve of AVGH LAWSON. ow the spot is a ahambles, yield 
ing at last to the rerages of centuries, ite enclosing stone fence tom down to build a highway for 
the mo@ern, speefing generations. ‘the stately cals, under which Rev. John Thomson delivered hin 
atirring pioneer sermans between 175i and 1753, no longer sprond their encred foliage to tha Catawba

These numberet Districte (arBitrerily mumbered by tha compiler, in the order in which 
the severel Aistingulehodle groups of names are officially published tha Goverment) now shift to 
the Northern eiés of ROCKY RIVER, in which 512 of the territory covered is now in CABARRUS OOTY, 
which wau erected out of Mecklenburg the next yoor (1791) after the Osnsus was taken, If thore was 
4 “aigner® of the Decleration who resi¢ © in thie Dietrict (No. 8) 4¢ was ROBERT HARRIS, BR},, who 
ie aceredited with « wife and fanily contesting of two sons end two daughters, and whose standing 
Wet marion tn the comminity by being the owner of eleven wlavee, The ROBERT HARRIS, whom JOM Bi 
YARD ALEXANDER, in hie Bistory, declares war properly listed se 5 atgner ( inetead of MICMALD MAi- 
RIS, whose name 4e on the monument tn the courthouse yar? ) was o brother of JAMMS HARRIS, whom we 
identify ae probably CAPT. JAMES HAMKIS, of District Mo. 13, aithough there ite another Jenee Harris 
who lived is TIS DISTRICT, The family Biatorian, MISS CLARA BARRIS, of Concord, H. C., in a letter 
to the compiler, admits that the real ifentity of neither JAMES HARRI or BICEARD or BORER’ HART 
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has never been positively determined, since there were 80 many persons of the samé name living cam 
ftexporamously in the eam section, the task has been well nigh an imossiblé ons. 

This Dintrict, like many of the others, has representatives of the numerous Alexander fm 
Aly listed on the L790 census, two heads of families being CAPTAIN STEPHEN and JOSIAH AIMZANDER+ In 
this District lived two BROWNS, Benjamin and Semiel, two of the HEWSONS, Thome and Robert, Janen 
Bell and James Bradford and JAMES CARRIGAN, DESNIS COPELAWD, and-ISAAG, JORW and DAVID DAVIS; John 
and ARCHIBALD GILMERE, JAMES GILIESPI£ and three members of the HOUSTON family in the persons of 
JOHS and DAVID and CAPT, ARCHIBALD BOUSTON, DAVID THMPIETOW is also on this list, which indicates 
that sone of these families livel in the upper section of the District, near ROWAN COUNTY, which was 
the homs of many of the name EOUSTON. MOS8S and ROBERT AWTREWS are also on the list. 

Another interesting name on this list is that of CAPT. SAMUEL PICKENS, who in 1790 had 
three sons under 16 years of age and thres daughters. One of these sons (b. in 1780) became Goverm 
or of the State of Alabama in 1821, the celebrated IGR2AEL PICKENS = his brother EZEKIEL also went 
to Alabema and becema a member of the highest court in the State. The latter died an old bachelor, 
but after a useful and distinguished career as a Judge on the bench of his adopted State, Captain 
Semel Fickens was a brother in law of GOL.

He perhspe Lived on 
the Beet wide of *Bcotch Buffalo” Creek, while hin sons lived on the Weut aide, with just the Oreck 
batwoen thes, Tho neme of MAT and GRORIE ROMS appear also on this List, doubtless of the same 
braoé as thowe in the Winth District = just across the creek, We note that there were no less then 
four "heads of families" by the nave of TOWEEID living in this District — HENRY, WILLIAM, DUDIAY 
and GEORGE TWNSEND.

Still encther family, the name of which is mentioned in the revolutionary history of 
Mocklentmre County, was that of the WHITER. On the list is entered the nemer of JOURS, THOMAS, WII- 
LisM, ARCETEAYD, DAVID and JAMES WHITE, Theos bays fornished « part of the crew who concedcted 
whet iu called the "gun powder plot" in the days of the "regulator® troubles, Joined in the enter 
prive by "Black Billy" Alerander, who coald poasibly have been the WILLIAM 5, ADEIANUER who almoet 
hends Yhis list, or his son. Space here will not permit a repetition of the thrilling etory, shich 
hon boom related in some detail by other writers. 

On this list appesrs the nemos of ROBERT and RATE! COLWELL. While there appears to 
be « fully besring the name em thus spelled, on the map drawn by Major Joreph Orsham the fexily of 
this name in the Cabarrus territory, is spelled CALDWELL, so that omy have been the correct eay to 
wpoll 1t.

Of particular interest, and bearing « decided MARYLAND flavor are the last two samen 
on tha list, those of ADAM and HUGH EAGER. 

The POPLAR TENT CHUROM, which was located in thia District, on the upper reaches of 
ROCKY RIVER and CODDLY GREK, is » famous lané-mark in Mecklenburg History, better tolé in the wor- 
Aorfal uarratives of the Historian William Henry Foots, on which we shall drew for a wore extended 
notice in the proper place. 

Owing to the uncertainty as to the idenity of the two "Signers" who bore the nme of 
HARRYS we are wiable to say with confidence whether tite list contains the names of only one or of 
two of that 4istinguiwhed group. As for RICKARD MAMRTS, JE., whose name appears on the monument, by 
the inedetance, it ie said of the Rev: Bumphrey Banter, if hie nams appears on the seumes of Meck- 
Lenburg County for 2790, we have overlooked it. He could have resided — eopecially in 1790 - ont~ 
wide the bounds of the county, or he may have ied before the census wan taken.

ADAM ALEXANDER, one of the Immortal "Signers"™ of the Mecklenburg Deo- 
aration heade thie list. The year following ths enumerstion of the inhabitants in this, the first 
United States census, CABARHUS COUNTY was eatablished and the territory taken from MECKLENBURG. The 
Line between the two counties 1s indicated on the map by the dotted boundary, and shows that a large 
pert of District Mo. 14 was left in CABARRUS COUNTY. 

COL. ADAM ALEXAWNER iu the ancestor of a large uumber of descendants scattered all om 
er the United States - partimlarly the South. Ese wae residing on ROCKY RIVER as far back as 
1786, when the Bey* HUGH McADENW made hie celebrated tour through the Osrolinss end on hie triz thrwegh 
thie section wam the guest of Cole Alexander, of whom he speaks most glowingly in his famous di«ry. 

Dr: Caldwell refers to COl. ATEXANDER, when President Washington made bis Southern 
tour in 1792, as "far advanced in life". He died in 1798 at the age of 70 years, and the sccounts 
teen mm was buried at ROCK SPRINGS. More espace will be devoted to Cole Alexander further along 

iu work. 

On this list appears the name of a SAMUEL CROWIE &. and JR. The writer ie quite sare 
that the spelling in this instance is erronsous, because on the tombstone records in old ceseteriet 
in the ares eebraced in this District the neme is chissled OBOMELL, Of course the later members of 
thie fumily msy have changed the spelling, but it ie wore than likely that the cenmus taker was in 
error u$ the tims he made the emmeration.

Ae for the POIKS, it will de noticed that the bounds of thie District, om the 
Wat join District Noe 3, where the POLES are know to have lived, and as there were mamerons persone 
of the name by 1790, it iv likely that some of them lived oger the line in (Ol. ATM ATAQANTON'S 
DISTRICT. In fact, THOMAS POLK, the “nigner” my have been elected to seivelin the convention from 
what was at the time 6 part of the territory of this District Ibe 14, se was Col, Sim Alexanior.

FORD, BS, Tha Bistorisn, JOMY BEBVARD AYSTANNMN, dsclares that both QUEANY acd POM, resided io 
that part of MICKLINIMG COUNTY "which now forme Union County", or, ae he intended to exy, "now « 
Part of Union County", as shown on the mep accompanying these notes, 

Tho writer, of course, is personally interented tn the fact that bis cen fenily name 
anf kinesen appears on thin list, dmummdiately following the memes of the QUEART family, vis, 2MAA0 
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BAY, who appeare to have had only ons son and about four daughters, while the family of the canpil- 
ecta wife i also woll repredented by the MUCH, AMUREW and DAVID MOORE, JH., whowe names appesr just 
@ fee notches above on the same List and residing in the same neighborhood. Other collateral xin 
of oar family were the WAIKERS - MATTWEW, WILLIAM, MOSES and CAPT. ARCHIRALD WAIKER, JOHN BLACK, 
near the top of the list, followed by IZEKIML, SAMIEL and WILLIAM &2,, accompented the writer's maT

Som ara on the list who perhaps lived at one time in ths presemt CA\RARHUS COUNTY and along the 
reaches of ROCKY RIVER, There are also soma on ths list who wndonbttaly had kinnery living dom in 
that part of Madclenburg which is now UNION COUNTY, and the POTTS names on the list are dram fran 
al far North as IREDELL COUNTY and on down into the WAXHAW end BELL ATHE section of South Carolina. 
ANTMEW SPRATT probably ome to the Charlotte section fram down around Pineville in Mhetrict Mo. 3, 
while HOUAS WHITE was perhaps one of the Whites who lived over on Rocky River, and = who knows =may 
have been one of the confederates who helped "Black Billy" Alexander destroy the amunition that was 
being Brought in to quell the “regulators” = doubtless being a regulator sympathizer himself. AvaI~ 
AUTER RAMSEY, we almost know, was of a Providence family, and the PIWLEYS lived along the CATATEA, 
perhaps wamewhere above PAW CHEEK and IOWS CREEK, or even further up stream.

So far as we have been able to sficer 
toin neither this of District 16, furnished » "signer" to the Declaration, tt both sections furnish 
ed = lot of fighters to help mks it hot for Cornwaliie when be invaded North Carolina, Tt wma from 
this section that Captain WILLIAM RICHARDSON DAVI® collected many of hin brave men who went to the 
Pevouse of COle JAMES WAIZUP and his home down on LYNOM'S CMI, when the British arrived in that 
tection. OOl. JAMES WALKUP lived in this section, himselfy he and all his family. Seo hin will in 
previous pages of this work. 

COL, JORN EERE, whose name appears near the head of thio liet, lived near COL, WAIKUF in 
this District, his hams being on the upper branches of Iynch's Creck, He was a man of substance god 
4mportance, being ths owner of broad acres and many slaves, The BBIX name still lives in the Giar~- 
lotte section and the lower part of Mecklenimrg County, there being many dsecendants, who have played 
importent roles in the subsequent history of the county. 

The Old Waxhaw Church, a landmark of three centuries, is over the line in South Caroling 
only « thort distance. This was the homs of Captain DAVIN and hia ancestors, and here he is buried. 
Ta wtory of the part he played in the history of the Mecklenburg Declaration, particularly ite 
preservation, and his political career in the State of Worth Carolina, ie epochal, After a brilliant 
career im the Old Yorth State, he returned to the Waxhaw settlement to mpond his last years and 
there dte@ end is buried in the ol4 cenetery at the dmrch, where Likewise rutt the remains of the 
father of ANIREW JACKSON, President of the United States,

Besides this signer there are many 01d revolutionary patriots ond soldiers who spent 
the bast years of their lives in hts District and sre turied in the weme place where reat the ashen 
of HENRY DOWNS.

But at any rate nons have ever questioned Polk's nativity as being elsewhere than in Mecklenburg 
County,

Thie compiler'sa theory about COL, WILLIAM KENWOW is that, while he practiced 
lew at Salisbury and wae Chairman of the Committee of Safety in that County in 1774, he may have 
resided in the lower edge of ROWAN in the neck contiguous to CENTHE CHURCH, which afterwards be- 
came s pert of IREDELL CouNTY ( the boundsry line st which point remained unsettled for many 
years after 1762, according to Alexander ) and that his home was counted as being in MECKLENEURG, 
and that he may have actually been 4 resident of Medclenburg County and of either District 1 or 
2 s8 lsid off for the emmeretion as shown on the Census map, 


WAIGHTSTILL AVERY'S law office was in District No. 16 in the town of CHAR- 
LOTTE, but Dr. Alexander says that he made his home with HEZEKIAH ALEXANDER'S family in District 
No, 4, in the Sugar Creek settlement, after he located in Charlotte and about the time the Med= 
lenburg Convention was held. What particular group had elected him to the convention is wiknown, 
because the Districts were not bounded as were those shown on the mp, which were mere temporary 
area’ fixed for the enumeration of the cenmms only. :

The First United States Consus a8 chown herein on pages 357 to 349 inclusive cantaina 
= lot more informetion than the mere list of names would indicate. howe paged and those preceding 
it, back to 357, are intended as a study of that enumeration, with the iden in mind to draw from the 
monotonous colummeé of names all of the data possible of a historic interest or nature, 

By segregating the emmmeration into sections, comparing those listed with other and 
contemporenccus records, we have partially, at least, succee#ed in ferreting out where these people 
lived with respect to the geography of the couty, as at that period constituted. This iu no mall 
accamplishment. By this means, aleo, we are able tu point out with some certainty, the different 
Ceammunitios whe sent representatives to the Mecklenburg Convention, ani who they elected as delegates 
to that body. Another service of great Yalue. 

We know a lot about some of these great mon, because enterprising historians of the 
past have delved into the subject and given us the benefit of the knowledge they thus acquired. But 
none of them have attempted spscifically to point ont to uo the more wealthy and influential men of 
that period when public sentiment against a foreign government wae gradually taking form in the mind 
of these people, Again we turn to tha "monotony of names" on the 1790 cansus to see if they throw 
any light om this point. We find thet it doses, because, the mmber of slaves omed by each resident 
or head of a family is given. That furnishes ths "key® that mocks the "rating" of the men of that 
day and time. The mmber of slaves « men owned in 1790 was as atpressive of his wealth and standing 
finencislly as the mmber of dollers in his balance in the banks at the present day. ‘The difference 
in that nowedays a man can hide his bank balance behind the closk of benking confidence, but in thoee 
days the owner of every slave was known, ‘Taking this as s asfe criterion, we are sble to turn back 
to the osnsus list of 1790 and point out the wealthy and influential men in Mecklenburg County in 
the year 1790, because we can Judge their worldly wealth; and then as now, stealth meant influence,

In the year 1790 the two wealthiest and moet dnflnentinl men in Mecklenburg Comty, 
according to the records wers COL, FHOMAS POLE and JOM SPRINGS, who lived in the general vicinity 
of PIVEVILIE, District No. 3, of the census map, JOHN SPRINGS, 5 son in lew of ADAM ATEXANDER, wat 
the owner of 00 slaves, while COLONEL THOMAS POLL 47. Yo other planter in the bounds of MECE- 
LEBBURG OOUNTY had half as meny, Save one = MAJOR JOAN DAVIDSON with his 26 to WILLIAM POIR’® 21. 
COL, THOMAS POI served in ths Convention, tut JON SPRING dtd not. Of courne, ouch of these men 
had large bodies of land, on which to use thia slave labor, and accordingly atamtically were con 
sidered the lesdiing planters in tyeir respective communities.

NOTE: A few names of persons and places are on the list and noted by nunbers 
on the map that were not strickly within the Comty, such, for instance, as CENTER and OLD 
WAXHAW CHURCH and Col. Jacob Forney. But they were all "neighbors" in a real sense, 
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Dr. J. B. Alexander, in his fine History of Mecklenburg County, publiched in 1902, 
makes the following observation with respect to the boundary line of MECKLENBURG COUNTY, to 
be considered in connection with the location of CENTRE CHURCH: 3 


"The boundary of MECKIENHURG was marked off tn 1762 = 
that ie, the eastern, southern and weetern borderes the 
northern or NORTHWESTERW wee not marked off, but was left 
open to wee where it would be settled up, eo a0 to TRAW —4 
TEE BOUNDARY Line.“ 


Considering the facte at tims etated, it 48 easy to ase just why many of the sarly 
settlers of the upper NORTHWESTERN part of MECKLENBURG OOUNTT, in the general neighborhood 
of the present location of DAVIDSON COLLEGE; were in doubt, perhapa for many years,as to 
whether they were residents of BOWAN or MECKLEWEURG, In Dr. Poote's account of what he calla 
“Centre Congregation”, and in Rev. Hugh McAden's famous diery and account of hie visit through 
Mecklenburg ( p. 168 Poote's Sketches ), it is plain that the location of tha mesting house 
of CENTRE, was moved about several timea fram one place to another, and it appears more then 
probable that for a time, at least it wae located on the MNCKIENBIRG side of the lines, Event- 
ually, however, 1% appears to have bean finsliy located in what is now THEDELL COUNTY, some 
dictance North of the town of DAVIDSON, where the College of that nane is situated. McADIN 
msde his trip through the coumtzy in 1755, two years after tha death of HBV. JOURN THOMSON, ad- 
mitted plonser minister of Mecklenburg County, whose place of burial has been questioned, a 
matter that will be diacussed under the notes pertaining to BAKER'S GRAVEYARD, 


Dr. WILLIAM HEMRY FOOTE on page 433 saysr 


"The boundaries of CENTER COWGHNGATION wore originally large, ani with 
the Limits of THIATTRA, filled a broad space from\the CATAWHA to the YADKIN; they began at 
JOHT CATHEY'S, south of BEATTIE)S FORD, on the Catewha; fran thence to MATTHEW MoCURELE!S and 
THOMAS HARHYS'S; from thence to DAVID KERR'S, on the old SALISBIRY ROAD; from thence to Gale 
BRAITH MAYIS' northeast corner; from thence down the river to the first vamed place®, 


It in plain from this that CENTRY CHURCH had ite Southwestern boundsyy st the home of 
YORN CATHEY, well down in ‘MECKIZWRURS am the CATAWRA RIVER towards the hone of RICHARD BARRT 
and MAJOR JOBH DAVIDSON'S place that a line ( the Southern ame ) extended Bast from that point 
Clear to the ROCKET RIVER about where CODDIM CREEK joins that stream from the Bast, and where 
THOMAS HARRYS had his mill. MJrom there the Eastern line extended North to the Salisbury road 
and turned back West towards the Oatawba, crossing the territory now in IREDELL COUNTY, then 
Dack down the river into Mecklenburg. Thus, it is probable thet all of the Worthem part of 
Mecklenturg County, beginning e little above or shout where MOFEWELD CEUHCH ie now located, was 
dn the tertitory occupied by the membership of CRITRE, and that the area included many mileu of 
what Jo now TRED@LL COUNTY, where the BHEVARDS, OSRORWS, WINSIOWS, MoCONNELLS and sows of the 
MOSRUNCES lived. Tha GQASRUTHS also lived in this territory, se wa lear from the WcADEW JOUB- 
wat, 

These early families, occunying the territory inmsdiately above DAVIDSON'S OXEEI, and 
the present DAVIDSON COLLEGH site, were perheps kept in doubt for some years after 1762, when 
Mecklenture County wae established, as to just which county they lived in. In fact the records 
at CHARIOTTE end aleo at SALIGHURY indicate that members of the jury were sometimes drawn from 
this settlement to serve in both counties; also that wille of persons decease, who perhaps died 
in Mecclenburg, wera placed on record in ROWAN, end after 1788 in IR@DELL COUNTY. 


One of the most important historical links in thie geographical parzle is the map made 
by GEN, JOSEPH GRAHAM, end dated January 16, 1789, after the close of tha American Revolution, 
This may does not specifically draw the line between Mecklenturg and Rowan Countics or ISEDELL 
County, but does depict what ie called "Lord Granville's Line", evidently intended to be and 
trented as the line betwean these counties at that time (1789). It is from this map that the 
writer, with the sid of other written accounts, hes been able to determine the approximste ple- 
cee of reaidence of many of the early pioneere of Mecklenburg County, Including the home of COL. 
JOSEPH GRAAM himaslf, West of Charlotte and um the banks of the CATAWBA. From the paregraph 
quoted by the writer from Dr. Moots, above, the home of JUMY CATHET iu located, though lster his 
son8 GEORGY and ANDAUW relocated themaclves on other lands, lower down, 


DR, JOOTE further says (p. 433): The firet Presbytery that mst between the two rivers 
held ite sesaione in CRNTRE; the first meeting of the Concord Prestytery wae in CEYTRE, and there 
too, the "SYNOD OF TH CAROLINAS" was organized, The tradition is, that the flrat white clitid 
born betwaen the two rivers (Yadkin ond Catawba) wes in CENTRE, inetent pitched upon a broad, flat 
rodk; the name of the child is not certain, sxpposed however to be MARY BARNETT, grand-daughter 
of THOMAS GPRATT, that settled finally nemr CHARIOTTE, and held the first court of UECELERBURG 
COUNTY at his honss. 

The location of CENTHE meeting house, says Foote elao, wee a matter of compramiue in

REV. HEWRY POOTE, in 1845 wrote in his Sketches of North Carolina: "After passing CHAR- 
IOTTS, the first object of importancs that meets the eye of one searching for localitiss, is the 
plain, brick meeting house of the SUGAR CREEK CONUHEGATION, about three miles Worth of the village. 
This is the present place of worship of part of the oldest Presbyterian Congregation in the upper 
country, in some measure THE PARENT OF THE SEVEW CONGREGATIONS that formed the Convention in CHAR 
TOMS tn 1775. The Indian names of the creek, which gave name to ths congregation, was pronounced 
SUGAW or SOOGAW, and in the early records of the church was written SUGAW; but for mmy yeara it 
has been written according to the common pronunciation, ending the word with the letter R, instead. 
of W, The brick chur is the THIRD house of worship used by the congregstion; the first stood 
about half a mile West from this, and the second a few steps South, the pulpit being over the 
place now occupied by the pastor's grave." 


REV. ALEXANDER CRAIGHEAD, According to the same authority, the firat Presbyterian min- 
ister that took his residence in Waetern North Carolina, and the third in the State, was Rev, Alex 
ander Craighesd. This statement i» erroneous, in this, that REV, JOHN THOMSOW, was residing in 
Medclenburg County and preaching on the soil within the bounds of that couty as now consfitued, 
Seven years prior to the arrival of UR. CRATGHEAD on ROCKY RIVER to accept the call of the 6 
gation of the Church of that name, in the year 1758. Bat Mre Craighead, frightened by the Indians, 
tn 1755, left with many of hia church members the Valley of Virginia, on the Cow Pasture, and came 
to what is now Mecklenburg or Cabarrus County, His firat chares was at ROCKY RIVER, and following 
that at SUGAR CREEK. At the time of hio arrival RSV, JOM PAOMSON was no more, and until the month 
of March, 1766, REY. CRAIGHEAD was the solitary minister between the Yadkin and the Catawba rivers. 


Just how meny different edifices have housed the Sugar Creek Congregation since its astab- 
lishment in the days of Rev. ADEXAWIER CRAIGHEAD, the writer is not advised, but it is certain 
that it hae ocatpied THESE DIFFERMIT SITES, as was stated by Dre JOOTE when he wrote in 1846. Today 
there are three different burial places containing the last remsina of ite members. The writer of 
these lines, within the past demés hae visited all three of them and has copied the inscriptions 
from the gravestones of many of than, wisre thoy were marked, although, of course there are inmmerm 
able graves having no markers or identification teblete. Mot all of the inseriptiona were copied, 
and more particular attention was given to the more ancient ones. Fram the notebooks used on the 
Occasion of these visits, the following copies are mada.

In his HISTORY OF UNOKLENBURG COMNMY, Dr. J, B. Alexander presents an account of what he 
calle the OLD ROCK SPRINGS BURIAL GROUNDS, which he says is located somewhere in the general neigh= 
borhood of PHILADELPHIA CHURGR, out in the comtry sane miles South and Bast of the town of CHAR ~ 
LOT, and for which, in its isolated location, he seems unable to accomt for, although many of 
the old graves are well marked, and it is apparent wers at one time well kept ap and cared fore 
In his account he gives the inscriptions fram some of the grevestones, which we include in this ao- 
count. We found there were several such old graveyards in MECKUINRURC COUNTY, with no Church or 
other identification near then, such aa BAKZRS GRAVEYARD and OLD BETHESDA, not fear from the os 
Called ROCK SPRINGS.

POPIAR TENT VERTING HOUSE wes in that part of MECKLENSURG COUNTY, N. C., which in now a 
part of CABARRUS COMMIT, cut off from Mecklenburg in 1791, after the firet U. 3. Census was taken, 
Tt te one of the SEVEN OLDEST CHURCHES traditionally credited to the early missionary activities of 
TOM! THOMSON, ALEXANDER CRAIGHEAD and their colleagues. 

The location of this old Church, secording to WILLIAM! HENRY FOOTE, wes abont seven miles 
tyvom the town of CONCORD, on the road ( at that time ) leading to BRATPIN'S FORD, and abont fourteen 
miles East of Davidson College, By the word "TET" as used in this name wes meant a stand or plece 
Yor holding mablic worship, in the absence of « building specially erected and built for that por~ 
pose, such 26 was commonly used by religious congregations in the earliest days of the settlement of 
this and other regions like it, The emigrants to the Carolinas used these “tente" in all seasons of 
the yesr, till they could build « house of worship. This particwlar "tent" - so-callei, even after 
a church butlding had been erected, was organised about the year 1764 or 1765, at which time the 
houndarles of the congregstion wae eecertaine’ and agreed upon. 

The first regular pastor of POPLAR TENT CHURCH appears to have been the REV, HEZERTAR 
TMS BALCH, a meriber of what was called the "Frestytery of Henover" but previous thereto of the 
"Prosbytery of Donegal", At the tims he came to POPIAR TENT he with otier noted Presbyterian lead= 
tra Nad been set off to form still another Presbyterg, called the "Presbytery of Orange”, the late 
ber being composed of a half dosen ministers only: Rev, HUGH McADEN, who had viaited North Carve 
lina in 1755, leaving an interesting Journal, detailing his adventures on the journey, including « 
reference to his vieit with COL. ADAM ALEXANDER on Rocky River; Bev. HENRY FATILIO, a noted Minister 
and terncher, of Granville County, N. C., and sometimes of GUILW(RD, and father in law of COL, RICHAID 
HARKISON, of the Revolution; Rev. JAMES CRISWELL; REV. JOSEPH ALEXAWWER, son of THEOPAILUS ALEXANDER, 
Si Older brother of JOT McKNITT ALEXANDER; REV, HEZEKIAH BALCH, who settled in that part of North 
Qarolina, which afterwaris was made a part of the State of Tennessee, and REV, HEZEEISE JAMES BALCH, 
who wes pastor of POPLAR THWT from sometime in 1770 to the time of his death sometime in 1776, His 
grave is probably at Popler Tent, but was never marked and its location is unknom, notwithstanding 
the fect that tn 1775 be served as 2 member of the famous MECKIANSURG CONVENTION which adopted the 
ringing resolutions of absolute independence of the King of England. - 

Whet becam= known as the POPLAR TENT CONGREGATION was taken from ROCKY RIVER, a still old 
er orgatiisation. Among the elders of ROCKY RIVER were AARON ALBXANDER, MATHANTRL ALEXANDER and 
DAVID RERSE, who theresfter became elders of the Poplar Tent Church. 

Other elders of the POPLAR TENT CONGREGATION, added in 1771, by the choice of the congre-

Dr, Toote, in his "Sketchee" declares that there is nowhere « momment-or tradition to direct to the 
grsve of HEZEKIAH JAMES BALCH, or anywhere a LIVIQG MORTAL to clsim him as their ANCESTOR, whith im 
Plist thot, tf he ever married, he left no doscandants, or else the Line became extinct. It is 
Provable that he was born in Scotlend or Ireland. 

After the paasing of D2. ARCHIBALD, the Poplar Tent Congregation obtained the services of 
TS. JOH! BOFINSON, who, wat born in the bounds of SUGAR CREE CHURCH, om Jan. 8, 1768, and who was 
raised in the Charlotte neighborhood, who remained as pastor until his death Dec. 15, 1843. This Diy 
JO0HW ROBISON wae a member of en interesting familye—Seeaster.

On page 480 of Poote!s Sketches of Morth Caroline it is said: ROCKY RIVER Wes one of 
the SSVEIl CONGREGATIONS that covered the region of country represented in the Convention ot CHAR 
Lorre, of Declaration memory, and wat uo disinterested epactetor of the doings & oatattrouhe of 
the Begulations Among the first settlers dn the bounds of the congregation, who, sesmingly, came 
ins compeny, ware: (COL, ROBERT HARRIS on Heedy Creek; his brother SAMUEL RARRIM, on CLEAR CREM; 
DIN DAVIS, on REDDY GREK; HOSES SHELBY on CLEAR CREEK} WILLIAM, JAMES ang ARCHIRATD TELTE on or 
near ROCKY RIVER; DAVID CALDWELL, on Celdwell's Creek, and ADAM ALEXAWDUR on Clear Creek, The MOR 
BISON FAMILY also came enrly to ROCKY SIVER, and it 18 said they came from SCOTLAND. 

Of these inom early comers to this settlement, JAMES WHITE was the father of JAMaS, 
VILLIAM end JORW WRITE; ANTAEY DAVIS bef a son ROBERT TAVIS, aud of the same coneration were ROBMRT

YOOTE, om Whom one can rely, sayy that it ie probable that what is known ad 
CREEX CHURCH, in Medclenburg County, was organized by REVS, WLIEN SPENCEN ani ATEXANES MeWEORTER, 
who were sent by the Synod in 1764 to the back partes of Worth Carolina, to aid the peuple in om 
Ganizing their churches, settle their boundsries and teke proper steps to obtain regular pastoral 
services, He adds that the settlement of all these congregations commenced about’ the samo tims, 
SUGAR GREEK and ROCKY RIVER taking the precedence sauewhat in point of time. 

In 1767, the BEV, ROBERT HEBRY, who for sane time had served as pastor of the Gharch 
on CUB CREIK, in CHARLOTTE COUNTY, VIRGINIA, resigned that charge and accepted a call fran STNEIZ 
CRERE and FROVIDEWCE CHURCHWS in Mecklenburg County. Thie man appears to have been the first reg~ 
ular settled minister of both these interesting congregations: There ie not the slightest doubt 
in the mind of this writer but what many members of these two congregations who called him to this 
work came from the same general locality in Virginia, and had beard him preach there, The records 
contained in these notes will bear out this statement. He lived only a short time after coming to 
Borth Carolina, dying the sme year of his arrival. Other preachers had preceded him to both 
places as the deliverers of occaeional sermons as “suppiies", tut he appears to have been the first 
regular minister, From 1778 to 1797 Steele Creek had for its pastor Hey, Tf, McCREE, who had been 
pastor of Centre Gurch, serving many Mecklenbargars in the Northern part of the County for years 
previous thereto, 

. DE. FOOTE in his interesting account of this Church declared that it had no history, 
but that it had RECORDS ~ not written with pen and ink, but graven in the enduring rock « record# 
brief, concise, mmerous and charscteriatic. By which he had reference to the gravestones that 
Stand like immortal sentinels cuarding the last resting place of members of the congregation who 
found in its burial plot their findlibevén of reet: mith their neighbors and forefathers, who hal 
preceded them, This io literally trus. ‘hie writer hes visited and sxamined many 014 cemetorion 
fo his travela, tut thete are few, if any of them, can excell STMEIZ CHEEK CHURCH in interest, f 
have walked among thease ancient gravestones and markers; have read the inscriptioné graven thereon 
with the owlward tools of the ¢ra in which thay were mde, but which are sunk deep into the hard 
stone of which they are written, so that the pasaage of time:and the flight of the warmtom cent 
Ties have left them still plain and legible. and they do tell the atory of a glorious past, of 
lives of service, of heroic service in the armies of the country, and of an enduring patrictim 
that did not falter or shudder when signing a deflance to the thrones of Europe on May 30, 175, 
and transmitting that act to the assemblage that eventually affimed their simple mt firm demn- 
ciation of an out-moded tyrany, 

Aa-you stroll anong theses ancient stones and mémments you may read the names of the 
014 families that formed the band of emigrants to thié now popolous neighborhood; the NEELYS, the 
BARTS, PORTERS, BIGHAMS, SLOANS, McDOWELLS, GRIERS, MARSHALS, POTTS and others, Many of these 
Same names may be found on the old records up in the Valley of Virginia, from whence, accompanied 
by the intrepid Pastor of their flock, they fled to Worth Carolina, when ths defeat of Braddock 
opened the way for intrusions of the eneuy into their mifst, Rey. Hugh Modden telle of mesting a 
Cavzlcais of them on their way down, accompanied by ALEXANDER CRAIGREAD, who when finally settled 
in the Carolinas gave free reign to hic teaching of the doctrinas of freedom and ilberty that gave 
birth to the Mecklenburg Declaration a decade later, after hio own demiee. Among the "Signera® of 
thst declaration was at least one or more of the Steele Cresk meubers,

The settlements within the bonnde of PROVIDENCE CHURCH - first called EW PROVIDENCE ~ 
Eituated twelve miles South of the town of Charlotte, near the present line of UNION COUNTY, 
ut which did not then exist, but most of which belonged to Mecklenburg, were made about the one 
time 26 those in SUGAR CREEX, STNEIE GREER and ROCKY RIVER. Previous to the actual organisation 
of the church in 1765, Rev. ALMKAWDER CRAIGHBAD, had probably preached in the bemutifl grove mere 
the meeting house afterwards stood, ae many of thete who settled in the neighborhood haf cane with 
him from the Cow Pasture congregation im the Velley of Virginia, and were his old friends and 
neighbors. Yoote says that the first eldere in the Church were ANIBIW REA, ARCHIBALD CROCEETT, 
JOSHUA (JOHN) CROCKETT and AARON HOWIE. At least the first three of these formerly resided on 
Gow Pasture in Virginie and had head ALEXANDER CRAIGHEAD preach there manya the time.

We were told by old residents that the old Church 
bad stood at one time close by the graves, now grown up in weeds and but few of then showing any signs 
of the slightest care. We were told that the Church boilding and site had been removed to some other 
location, just where we aid not ascertain. ‘The graveyard is not far from a bend in Goose Creek, and 
the names we copied will give acme idea of the identity of the families who lived in this community.

Centre Church" = under the spreading oaka near the Barry Hone. In fact, through his brother, HU 
BARRY, this signer was related to REY. JORN THOMSON = Eugh having merried o LAWSON, sister of the 
LAS3ON who married HAMAR, the youngest daughter of JOAN THOMSUM, But that te for the genealogical 
account of the BARRY FAMILY, which will come later. 

Triw RIGHSRD BARRY was 55 yeare of age when, with other wesibers of the MECEIZNBURG 
TROOPS he diemted the passage of CORNWALLIS army at COWAN’S ED, a close distance frem bir himuey 
tn February, 1781, and it wae RICKARD BARRY, who on that lamentable oocasion when the gallant WII 
LIAM TEE DAVIDSON was alain, with other comrades, carried the patriot soldier's remeins at the 
dend hours of night to tbe old HOPEWELL CHURCHYARD ané reverently 1sid then by the side of hie 
deesswl neighbors and other patriote who were then sleeping there,

The troth of the matter io that nll of thé evidence availebis, which ts ecunt, bends to 
ohow thet ROBURT HABRTS wan one of the signere: that he Woe the son of CHAINS RANKIS, ancestor of 
WIILLAM SHAKSSPZARD WARRIS, of the now CABARRUS COUNTY, aod that be was toro in PRIVCH Foam 
ar AMELIA COUNTY, VIRGINIA, where hie father CHARIES HARRIS wae Living tn the year 1755 between 
Buffalo Greek and the Line of Charlotte Comty = or, what aftermrds became the Line, and where 
he ta lieted enone the tithebles. Wie mother wae JANE MoIURAWNST, and after her death hie fathor 
ttried ELIZABETR (TSDMSON) BAKER, & daughter of EBV. JOY FHAMAOW, and the widow of S4MURL BAKER, 
when he had Inown in PRISCE EDWARD GOUSTT, Virgleia, wheve ohe married SAMUEL RARER, hie ROBERT

The account of this signer of the Mecklenburg Declaration camot bu better presented 
thao in the exact langusee of CTAUS Lb, BUNTER, that son of the famous HUMPERET WUT, warly minte 
ter of STEELE CHEEK end other ancient Gmrches, av com appears on pages 53 sai Bd of his "SKETCINS 
of WESTERN WORTH CAROLINA.” Be aayel 

JOERN PHIFER wae born in CABARRUS COUNTY (when a pert of Blaiem) in 174. Be wan the 
oon of MARTIN FHIVER, o native of SWITZERLAND, anf of MARGAVET DLACKWELDER, We raised a mmearcus 
family, who inherited the patriotic spirit of their mncestors. The original speliing of tha nem 
woe PYEIVTR. He resided on "Dutch Buffalo Oréak” at ths Red Hil1, inown to this day as *PHIVER'S 
SILL"; He was the father of GEN, PAUL PHIVER, grandfather of OKA. JOHW 1, PHIM, of MISSISSIPPT, 
aud great grandfather of GEVERAL CHARIZS H, PHIFER, a distinguished officer in tha battle ef "SHI~ 
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LON", In the late war between the States. At the provincial Gengctis held at JOMVSTOW Courtbease in 
Deomiber, 1775, he was appointed Ideutenent Colonel of the firwt battalion of "Mimts Men‘, in the 
Salievury District; General Griffith Butherford, Colonel, and JOHW PAISLEY, Mbjor. Ho was a tenbher 
ef the Frovincteal Congress which met at Hillsboro on the 2let of August, 1775, asfoctated with MMA 
POI, WAIGHTSTILL AVERY, JAMES HOUSTOW, SAMUEL MARTTW and JON McKNITT ATEXANUER: and alse of the 
Congress which mat at BALIPAX on the 4th of April, 1776, with ROBERT IRWIN and JOHN McKNITT ALETANIER, 
By thie latter body he wae appointed Ideutensant Colonel of the regiment commended bm COL. ADAM ata. 
ANDER. He Was also a member of the Provincial Congrews which met at Halifax in November, 1776, which 
formed our first Constitution, associated with HEZEKIAH ALEXANDER, WAIGHTSTILL AVERY, ROBERT IRWIN & 
ZACCHEUS WILSON, as colleagues; (All of whon had signed the Mecklenburg Declaration at Charlotte in 
the year 1775), Hie wife was CATHERINE BARRINOER, which latter name wat originally spelled as BYHB- 
TNGER, JOHN PHIFER filled an early grave, and lies buried at "HED HILL* on the Salisbury Bool, where 
a decaying hesdatone, scarcely legible ( in 1877 ) marks the last reating place of this trues pstriet. 


(13) WEILL WOERRISOR 


In one rather reliable book we are told that the MORRISON FAMILY came from SCOTLAND to 
PENNSYLVANIA in 1750, and removed to North Carolina (CABARRUS COUNTY cow, but MECKIENBURG then } 
in 1757; in snother, an eradite Historian informs us that NEILL MORRISON was born in PHILADELPHIA 
in 1728, and engaged in business there before coming to MECKLENBURG COUNTY, North Carolina, with hie 
father, JAMES MORRISON. Ths latter writer says his father JAMES lived to be an old man, 81 years, 
and ie buried in PROVIDENCE BURIAL GROUND. At Providence we find the grave of a JAMES MORRISON and 
on the tanbstane he is called the "Signer", The WEILL MORRISON tombetone may be there tt we did 
not find it, or, if we did, we misread it "JAMES" = possibly because of its decafent condition. 

Toe name of BILL MORRISOW as a signer appears on the Monument tn the courthouse yard at CHARIOTE: 
snd it appears that way also on all the other lists, excapt that CYRUS HUNTER in his "Sketches" of 
the signers, does not mention him at all. Why? 

Every inference points to the fact that NEILL MORRISON belonged to the aeme family ae that 
of REV, ROBERT HALL MORRISON, D. D,, founder and first Prasident of DAVIDSON COLLEGE, and which or 
iginally settled in what 4¢ now GARARRUS COUNTY on the North side of ROCKY RIVER. ‘The grandfather 
of REV. ROBERT HALL MORRISON ( father in law of STONUWALL JACKSON ) was ROBERT WORRYSOMW, whe had « 
Drother JAMES MORRISON, also a brother JORN, end tt wa happens that DN. ALEKANTR vay that the fe 
ther of WHILL MORRISON = JAMES = had three sons; thoush from this attempt to stralehten out the fm 
tly, he mist have bad four, But thsre is such a divergence of statements about the orizin of the 
MORRISONS, one dosa not know just WHESE they cae fron, The SOOTYISH origin is probably correct, tert 
the dates most be wrong, and as usual, no proof is whow tit the family ever lMivel in PRNVSYLVAWIA. 
Thareforée wa doubt seriomsly, if there wea 5 reaidenoe in that Colony at any time, We accept the 
etatament of DR» ALEXAND=R that NEILL MORRISON and his father JAMES lived within the bounds of PROUT 
TOEVCH, und perhepes on FOUR MITE CREEK, as augeooted, but undoubtedly members of tha family alwo re 
aided within the hounds of ROCKY RIVER and 41n what is now GNAARNUS Quy, 

NHTLL MORRISON himself died on September 1, 1784, at the age of 56 yeare, and hie wifa, 
ANVABTLE MORRISON Lived util September 9, 1816, when sho Ate in her 89th your, wcoording te te 
{nweription tn MROVIDINGH CHURCHYARD, Eyidently she was Dorn tu 182%. WEITTL MORRISON and his wifes 
ANNANELE wert the parents of one daughter, wao Deceme the wife of MAJ, THOMAS ALIXMNDAB, and of thrve 
botm, Dit. WILLIAM MORRTSOW, whe served th the Revolation, and afterwards became » prominent phyetots, 
anil of ALSXANIMA and JAMES MORRISON, AL thres brotiers died in 1806, twolva years before the death 
of their motior, who survived them, It is not improbable that NEILL MORRISON'S wife wos em ATZIADES.

Sts fethor moved to GREE 
OOUNTY, GHOHGIA, and several of bin children settled in that State alto, some in HANCOCK, an odjotn- 
ing County. AD hae been stated before JAMBS HAGEIF the sioner wae NOT a brother of ROTMRT Baners, 
alho @ aimner, tut they were cousins, Rebort Harvts deine the oon of SAMUEL HARRIS! brother GUATES 
WARRTG, In the year 1785 JAMES HARRTS wav choeen to reureonnt Modclenburg County in the State Seon 
nte, According to the family chart he waa born in 1733, end his death ocourred Ssptender 27th in 
the year 1797 af which time he woe 59 years old, He had » younger brother, SAMIJZT BARRIS, whe wae 
s soldier of the revolutions Tha wife of JAMIS BARTS, the signer, wan MARTHA HARRIS, a daughter of 
hic uncle NOBERT HARRIS and his wife PANT CUNNTNGHOM. He and his brother Samzel Harrie married 
Sisters, Mero will be meid about the HARRIS VAMILY in later genesiogionl notes. I am quite sire 
that the parents of thts man Iived at one time tn VIROTHLA, thouch whether his soos were Dern there

(16) COL ADAM ALEXANDER 


COL. ADAM ALEXAWDER, of Clear Creek and Rocky River, is eaid by ADEXANDER, the Historian, 
to have been a2 cousin of JORN MczyrTT and EXZEKIAS ALEZANDER, and he was perhaps « oative of CECT 
COUNTY, Maryland, where he was bom in 1723, which feet t= deduced from hie tombstons record tn the 
O14 ROM SPRINGS BURTAY, GROUNDS in the Clear Creek section of Medclenbure County, which states that 
he diel Nove 13, 1798, at the age of 70 yerrs and 7 months, and that MARY, his wife died Hov. 26, 
1323 at the age of 76 years, She wae MARY SHEIBY, » cousin of the famous General Selby of King's 
Mountatm fame, 

As early av JU, 1770, ho wa® living in the BZestern part of Mecklenburg County, and war 
a copeg.t of Choar Craak congregation. Be wae for teny years a prominent matistrate and member of the 
County Yourt, and tn May, 1775 was one of the sleners of the Mecklenburg Declaration of Independense, 
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In September, 1775, ADAM ALEXANDER was appointed I4entenant Belonel water Colenel Folk 
and served in what was called the Snow camaien against the Tories in South Careline.

Be come of « Prestyterian family fren 
SOMERSET COUNTY, Marylend, where bs had known the POIK family pricr to the time they hed left the 
ame parte, The statemmht has been made heretofore that not only ths POIX femiiy, but ths GPRATTS, 
KWOX and many other Mecklenburg early comers wers fram that port ef Vinginis and Maryland, JOny 3m 
"as not only ane of the signers of the famous Mocklenburg Yeclaration in 1775, but he alee served os 

ot wefors. Like

Here we bave encther PRESBYTERIAN ELDER who wat a signer of the famous MECELEIEUR? DBO-

and whese name appears on the old Church records se early a2 1770, Very Little information is now 
evelisdle shout his family, We only know, from the Census records of 1790, that ha was 
ef IMMA0 BAY, of ANIEDW, DAVID and HUGH MOORE, who lived on Four Mile and Goose Oreck, and that 
there wes a WILLIAM QUEARY GR, and « Willies Jre and = JORY anf an AGETANTER QUEARY alec listed, se 
that it 48 not improbable that the fanily to which be belonged wae more or lese numerous, in spite 
ef the fact that 1t is not offen mentioned am the records, ‘his ta often trus about many faullics 
of thet day and tims, Dr, Alexander says that he had deen told thet JOHN QUEARY wos = man of vigor 
ous intellect, wae well to do ané a good echolar; that be sccumlate’ considerable property and died. 
et an early period, without giving the date of his death, 

Having signed the famous Declaration he was unquestionably a patriot and doubticss dme 
hin part in the American Zevelution, which be certainly survived. Hs Lived in that pert of Mecklen- 
Duarg which te now in Uoton County, where be is buried, His immediate Aencenfiaote, if any, heve net 
been certeinly identified at thie writing. 

JORH QUEARY wae a Scotchmen, as were ths others bearing the name, and ec far al known, prob- 
adly cane direct from a port of entry to Mecklesburg County. 


(19) WAITGHPTSTFILEL ABET 


Phis distingoished sagner of the DECLARATION was a ustive of GROME, CONMECTICUT, shore he 
was bora in 1747 according to bia chroniclers. Hs grainated at Princeton in L766, Ho first went te 
the Zastern Shore of Maryland or Virginie (fram whence came the Polka and others) whers he entered 
Upen the study of tke lew and after = residence there af seus three years com to North Corelins ani 
esbtained his license to practice the follewing years Es warriet a Mrs. Frask, the doughter of « FIL~ 
LIAM FROBART, « wealthy merchant of SHOW BIL, Somerset County, Murylend, in 1778. Momtins he hel 
dan a resident of the Marlotte commmity for ssversl years, miking his home before bis mrriage 
with the fextly of HEZEKIAH ATMKAMIMR, also ome of the wigners, After participating in the signing 
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of the Declaration, in the year 1777 he wes appointed one of the trustoee ef Liberty M52) academy 
and was also chosen at one of the two members to represent Mackienbarg in the Moase of Commons, & 
served on the Committee to revise the public lawa of the State. In 1778 be mis appointed and com 
wisnioned Attorney General for Worth Cernlina. It was shortly after this that he married and for 
a time took up his residence In JONES COUNTY, from whence in the next year or two he removed to 
Burke County on the upper reaches of the Catawba, where he called his heme Swan Pond, which war sf 
terwards the home of bis son ISAAC 7. AVERY. He represented Bourke Comty in the legislature sevar~ 
ul terms. Ip hia lifetime in North Carolina he practiced law throughout the entire state end was 
well and favorably lmown throughout ite domains. His wife, thengh living at the time of their gar 
Piagw in Jones County, not far from New Bern, was from SNOW HILL, Maryland, Hie eon, Col» ISsac TY. 
AVERY bed several distinguished sons, including (ol. Waightstill W. Avery, Cole Moulten avery and 

Alphonso ©, Avery who served well and long on the bench of his native State. He wee related 
te the Lenoir family, of revolutionary fame. Col. Waightstill Avery lived until the year, 1821 wheo 
be died in the enjoyment of an ample estate, the patriarch of the North Carolina Bar, and especially 
of Western North Carolina. His descandants still reside in Hillsboro and itm environs, respected 
and renowed, 


(19) HEVRY DOWNS 


Mrs Hunter in hie excellent work "Sketches of Western Morth Carolina”, who cives a brief 
biography of each of the signers, fails to mention the name of HEURY DOWNS, though his name appears 
as such on the monument erected in their memory, and all of the other various licte that have been 
published, eo there can be no question but what he was one of the patrote who atteched their nemew 
to that famous document on May 20, 1776, Dre Alexander, howevwsr, who mentions him, declares that he 
was "PROBABLY born in Pennsylvania", which is PROBABLY a mietake, He wea born in 1728, in VIRVIUTA, 
where on the Augnats records in 1758, when be was thirty years of age, he sold ea tract of land te 
JOSEPH HAWNAH, coneisting of 300 acres, tn Augusta County. He is mentioned in the Journal of THOMAS 
LEWIS, the early surveyor of Auguets County, whe in 1746 undertodk to establish a part of the linw 
of the Lord Fairfax grant ( p. 467 Waddell ), or elte the reference is to hin father, an older HETAT 
DOWNS; In the note dated September 10, 1746 he 1s called Captain Downe, and It 1s appended thereto 
that Csptain Downs was probably ths HENRY DOWNS who wae presented by the grand Me of & Coun ty 
tn 1740 “for Sabbath=breaking by traveling with loaded horses to the Shanendonh" ( pags 485). 

At any tate KMRY DOWNS the signer, wat perhaps one of tha "flack" who follwwed Rev, ADEe- 
SRDES GRAI0HEAD, from Jackson's River and the Cow Pasture asttleuent to the Rocky River in Meckleo- 
berg County, an in all Mirelihood = native of ORANGE COUNTY, VIRONWIA, where the nane af BRUT DOWNT 
either father or son offen appears on the records, He may havw been of Beotcl-Irieh despent, but 
ho wee not from Pennaylvenis. Eis name and that of his two sona THOMAS end SAMUS! DOMNS appears an 
the United Statew Cenms of Mecklenburg in the year 1790, from the 19th and leet District, es shee 
on the map herein, We mettied in that part of Mecrlanburg which wae later cut off ani mele « pert 
of Union County, tut not in his life-time. fe lived to be 70 yaare of age ani died oa Octoser Sth, 
1798, ond is buried in the 024 PROVIDENCE CAURCYARD, 


(2) BB2uxeran JAUSS BDALCH 


The name of JAMS hat always followed the first seme of thie «tener, obvionsly te &istio~ 
guish bim fron another WWZEKIAH BALOR, whe played an important roll in the early History of that 
part of Worth Carolins which becom a part of Tennetaus, Both were minietare and Cont erporanadcus , 
tut the relationship betwen thes = there must have bean a relationship = has never bom disclosed 
by any of the writers or documents wa have seen, His neme appeare on the "Signer” monument as plait 
HEZEKIAH BALCH, but Dre Foote in his account of hin, elways refers to him ae HEZERIAH JAMES BAICE. 
This elgner was born in BARFORD COUNTY, MARYLAND, on what was called DEER CHEEK, in the year i'46 & 
is guid to have been a great grandson of COls JAMES BALCH, « native of ENGLAND, Here te at least 
Qne signer who wat not of the ScotcheIrich clan, as has been claimed for eo many of then = often ab 
font proof or evidence, save conjectures The father of HEZEKIAH JAMES BALCH is aniA ta have moved 
from Maryland to Mecklenburg when the signer was yet a youth in years. 

HEZERIAN JAMES BALCH went from Mecklenburg County te PRINCETON COLLEM, whers he erndua- 
ted in 1766 in the same clase with another signer, HOW. WAIOHTSTILL AVERY. In 1767 he was licensed 
te preach by the Presbytery of Donegal and in 1769 waa sent a’ a missionary to ROCKY RIVER and POR 
LAR TENT Gintrchee 1n Mecklenburg. He is belisved to have married a KISS NcCOMNELL, of the family 
of that name thet lived almoat directly on the line between Mecklenburg and Tradel1 County ( after 
the latter was astabliched ) and thay settled six miles Wout of tha present town of Concord, not far 
from the home of hie wife's parents, on the Besttie's Ford road, He did a aplendisd piece of pion 
oer work for these two churches, and demonstrated hin patriotism by being one of the signers of the 
Mecklenburg Declaration just about s year prior te hie death, be having died st the aarly age of 30 
yoara, in the sumer of 1776, After hie death hie widow married ane of the younger members of that 
Well know: NcWHORTES. family, who dled mhortly thereafter, whereupon the widow moved with ber children 
beyond tha mountaina to the Meat and settled in eanes, where al} trace of then disappears, By 
hey marriage to HRZEKIAN JaMs BALCH, Ure. McWHORMM hai two or more children. This signer is known 
to bxve ‘had three brothers: Heys Steven B. Balch, of Geargetow, Reve JAMES BALCH, of Kentucky, ani 
WILLIAM BLAGH who sattied in the Stete of Georgin. 

He ig buried in the eraveysrd of POPLAR TINT CHORCH and it was not until the year 1847 
that funds were maised to orett a marker Or mamiment. over hin grave to perpetuate big memory. He 
weo the first pattor of POPLAR TINT CONEEREGATION. 


(21) BEEa ALEXZARDER 


EZBA ALRZANIER ta said by Mh, OYRUS L. HUNTER, in his "Sketches" te have been a san of 
ATRAHAM ALEXANDER, the Provident of the Ueuklenbure Convention of 1775, although TH.

Tho identity of CHARIES ALEXANDER, the signor, 19 not clear, Ha lived, Dr+ Aloxanier says, 
on, the line from Charlotte to the Waxhaws, and in that part of Medclenburg County which ia now part 
of Union County, He belonged to the came ALEXANDER PAMIIY au the others, and originated, 

Die oncestors, in CECIL COUMIT, MARYLAZD. We find him listed on the United States ceneus of 1790 
4n Dintrict No. 19, somewhere on the upper waters of Twelve Milo Creek, with » femily censiuting of 
three sons and as many daughters, if he is the "Gupte Charlee Alemnder", of that lint, of which we 
ure not sure, That he was one of the patriots who signed the Dsclarmbion on May 20, 1775, bat net 
been questioned, even by HUNTER, who omits sows known signers from hie list. 

There 18 a story connected with him, gleaned from Dr. Alerander'a accounts, thet he became 
an infidé1 and renounced ell connection with the Charches, 4A society of infidele wae established 
at one time in Mecklenburg County, and it 4u said that he became one of ite members, Another state 
wont is mede that he my have followed Jeccheus Wilson and others to Tennessee. But Alexander sare 
he @ied in 1801 = apparently in Uedclenturg County = end that he had o grandson eho was an officer 
snd poldter in the War with Mexico, Dre C. L, HUNTER mikes the atatanent that both he and JOBE WORD 
were menbers of CAPT, CHARLES POIK'S company of "Z44h4 Norse" in 1776 in the Wilmingteo campaign and 
that he rendered other military services during the revolutions [t 1s posuible thet we can Shrew 
more ight on CHARLMS ALEKANUER the signer, when we get to the Alerundor Memily in the 
Section of thase noten. 


(23) BBETANIB PATTON 


Miie BENJAMIN PATTON, who signed the Medelenbure Dsolaration in L775, wat the previous year 
a Gelegute So the Provincis] Congress which met at Wew Bern on dnguet 25, 17%, and shich JOS 
MARTON, the then Governor, proclaimed against in behalf of the high and mighty X00 of Mogland. Be 
40 gaid to have walked the entire distance from his home in whst ia now Oxbarrue County, mther than 
fall to be there and cast hie vote. He wat a men of iron firmmoss and indomitsble ovurage and heti~ 
tated not one minutes to attach his names to that Mecklenburg document which threw the defy into th 
teeth of w foreign potentste in behalf of a poopie Inmgry for freedom and wnxious toe shake off their 
political shacklae, He hae deen classed ae "an early and devoted friend of liberty". 

BENJAMIN FATTON came from Virginia, and was followed to the (srolinay by many other menbert 
of the same family. Due to the fact that he settled on the Morth aids of Hockey River not fur from 
the first qdharces of REV, ALEXANDER CRATGHEAD, it is not oy mer thet he too, ceme frem the OOF 
PASTURE section of Virginin, where his kinaman COL, JAMES Pal had located as military commndet 
of the Virginia troops in the early Indien deye. 

At the Provincia] Congress which met at Hillsboro, August 21, 1776, shortly after the Meck 
Jesbirg demonstration, BENJAMIN PATTON, though somewhat advanced in years was appointed MAJOR of the 
Second Gontinentel Regiment under Cole Robert Howe and Ideutement Colanel Alexandor Martine Te waa 
a menber of the Commitee of Safety for Macklenburg Comty, aesookated with two of hie close ROCET 
RIVER fricnda end neighbors, JOHN PAUL BARRTVGIR and MARTIN FRINER, and these three and their other 
abgociates are said to have been o "Terror unto evil @oers® of that day and tino. 

BENJAMIN PATTON died, it ia sald, at his home near CONCORD, in CABARHUS COUNTY at a ripe 
age, ond bis remains were interred on the banka of BUFFALO CREME. The date of bin death doe not 
Asem to be of record, nor ia there a statement showing when he waa born, a8 no momment marie his 
lett resting place, MATTHEW PATTON, who married a MI3S NOOHR, davehter of PROF. CHARIS MOOEM, who 
lived in the Wexhay settlement in the old part of Mecklenburg County at one tine, ia delioved to haw 
beon 4 son of BENJAMIN PATTON, Hic son's wife wat a second cousin of GMM. JOSEPH GRAHAM, 


(2) MATTEHDW Mo GLUES 


KATTEET UeCLURE came to Mecklentmre County, or whet 4a now Modklecburg, sbout 1751, and he 
wes therefore among the eerly arrivals, The chroniclera say he was born in THRTAND about 1725; that 
he and hie wife married there, and came direct to Mecklenburg section when they arrived in Americas 
Thoy settlo® about five milee South of Davidson College, e North of HOPEWELL CHURCH where 
ihembers of the femfly =ze wuried, On the old toabetones at 1) the name dn epelled in two waysi 
UcCLUME and MoDURE, He was one of the migners of the Declaration. His dsughter JANE MoCLINE was the 
wifes of GECRGE HOUSTON, who belouged to the equad of brave Mecklenburg soldiers, who charted a whole 
ory aruy out of the community af McIntyre's Drondh, with the aid of a few bees or hornets, ant tins 
serned the title of "The Hornet's Newt" for Mecklexturg County, coined by the followers of the mux 
who gave up his sword to George Wachington at Yorictown not long afterwards, A son of ONORON BOUSIUR 
and his wife JANE McCLURM served throughout the revolution. 

After the death of GEORGE HOUSTOM his widow married another Trialmen by the name of "SILIT" 
KES. She Aled in 1820, but left three KERNS children, THOMAS, MANY and PARPER KOE, atl descend 
ante of MAMTREW MoCLURE, the signer. 

JOBN and ARTHUR MoCIUHE, sone of MATTHEW MoCLURE, and thelr wives are buried at SOPNWELL 
Churchynrd, JOR MeCLUHE died April 21, 1927 at the uge of 78 youre and tem sonths, anf ARTHIR Mo- 
OLURT died Morch 16, 1817 at the age of 69 yours.

JOHN FLEWWIEIN, the signer, in not mentioned among the aketchos written by CYBUS L. BUR 
TER, which were published in 1877, although hi# name appears on the monument and in all of the oth- 
er liste published, 80 fer as we have seen, JOHN FLEWNIKIN 1a said to have been the aeventh of nine 
children, born to sither JAMES or JOHN FIZNHIETH, two brothers who settled in Mecklenburg County 1h 
an early day, He is said to have been born on March 7, 1744. His parents were Scotch-Irieh emigrants 
whe lsnded in Pennsylvania and came South. hie slener may have been born in PENNSYLVANIA, though 
no proof is offered to that effect. It appeara thst they settled in the lower part of Mecklenburg 
and that JOHN FLENNIKIN lived on UcALPIN'S CREEK, though his brother DAVID FLENNIKIN lived down in 
the Waxbaw section in what is now Union County, where he is listed on the U. S. Census in 1790. A’ 
CHARLES FIEWNIKIN lived in 1790 in the HOPEWELL section of the County. The brother DAVID FIENVIEIM 
@1ed April 26th, 1626, and drew a pension for wounds received when serving under General IRWIN and 
SUMPTER during the rerolution, 

The wife of JOHN FISWNIEIN was named MARY, and ehe died and is buried at PROVIDENCE BUR 
TAL GROUND. Het death occurred February 14, 1823, when she wad only 47 yeare of age, so that she 
was bors in 1775, the tame year that the Mecklenburg Declaration was signed by her husband, the ax 
plaination of which seems to be that she mst have been a second wife and mich younger than her 
husband. Om her tombstone (See PROVIDENCE CHURCH RECORDS) the name of her kusband is wrotten JOHW 
0. FLONNIKIN, described thereon as one of the Medrclenburg signers. 

Weishbore of the FIENNIKIVS on McALPINE OREEK was the ROGER CUNNINGHAM family, into 
which the FLIMNIKINS mst have mrried, because JOHN FIZWIIKIN and GAMUEL FLENNIEIN, whp were fone 
of the signer, moved to KNOXVILLE, THNVESSEE and are buried in whst was called the old 
graveyard just outelde of the town; one of the oldest in thet section. The eiener is buried at 
Providence Church beside his young wife, though there seems te be no marker on hie grave; or at 
least we failed to find one, 


(26) DaVID REBESD 


DAVID BEES, the signer, was a native of WAIZS, and the ean of a DAVID REESE, Presbyterian 
Preachers, who ta sald to have taken pert in the terrible seles of Londonderry: the son DAVID war 
Derheps born in Wales, to which hie father had returned, in sbout the year 1711 or 1712, since hw 
bed a brother, WIILIAM MBESH, who lived in what is now the Southwest corner of IREDELL COUNTY, ani 
who Gied tn 1808 st the age of ninety-nine years. 

The wife of DAVID REESS was SUSAN POLK, a eister of GN, THOMAS and BZEKIEL POLK, whoo he 
probably married in SOMERSOT COUNTY, on the Mattern ahoye of MARYLAWD, and they probably came to 
What 6 now Mecelenburg Sounty, about the sane time that the POIK FAM{LY arrived, The date of hin 
merrisgs to SUSAN POLE can be placed at apprarinately 1989, maybe earlier, wince their sou HIV, 
Wiias Verse, Whe married JAE EAB2IS, wna dorm in 1%2, 

DAVID SSESE wae en educsted man and settled in the POPLAR TENT region tn whet is now Ocbal~ 
MUS QOUNTT, where tn 1761 be wee elected un olfer in that congregation, according to ADEKANDIR, who, 
hewover, appestw te lowe sicht of the fact that at that pariod thie church haf ast yet been orean - 
ised, 20 fsr as the records show. Anyway, we will eseume, that DAVID REESN was one of the earlinot 
elders in POPLAR TENT. In 1767, DAVID HERSE and his wife SUSAN POLE had = grewn son, to whom they 
executed « Geol to Isnde, Thies may nove been their con HOV. THOMAS HENSS, who married JANE HARHIS, 
daughter of GIABLRS HANRIS, by bie firat wife, JANE McIIHEMIY, ‘The statement on page S% of HUNTER'S 
SKETCHES that DAYIN MINS was a brother of Bev. Thonss Reese, is mm error, althoieh the signer anf 
pod bis wife may hays had slgo « son DAFID who wes a brether of THOMAS. 

BEV, THOMAS HARRIS, a distinguished minister in the Presbyterian fhurch, removed to FENDI} 
TOU DISTRICT, 3. C. where in 1792 he became pastor of HOPEWELL and CARMEL GMMCHNS, near the hone of 
OHH Cs. CATHOUN’S family. Your years later, in 1796, he died at the age of S years and waa the 
firat person to turied st what is known as the "OLD STOWE CHURCH", Afterwards the renaino of Gilt. 
PICKENS, O2M, ANDERSON and mmerous other revolationsry patriots were baried heelde hin. The sitn 
of Mopowell Church there, of which he wae pestor, is now marked hy a marble shaft. fhe 014 Stone 
Tharch was built oot of native stone by an old stone mason from Virginia, named JOBN AUSE,who ie al- 
80 buried there, the father of GEN, THOMAS J, SUSK, camender of forces at the dette of SAN JACI

In 1775 he 
Was 1 weber of the Provincial Congres#, and he held other positions of trust and confidence at the 
Anotance of is nelelborse He was born in VIRODIIA, where his forbears obtained Iiberal and ax 
tensive grants of larids in q very carly day, the family being widely connected, with the LEWIS ent 
other well known families, His signeture en the Declaration 1a attrilrted by MMPLT to the fact 
that the committee on credentinile wore rather camlees, This writer does not so think, but deliove 
that Kennon resided somewhera near the line of BOWAN in UCELMBUIG, that bin county of residence 
at that time was unfetermingd, and that be was accepted os a MRCRLENBUHE man a m members To GEORGIA.

Beginning almovt 
opposite the old HOPEWELL PHESBYT#RIAW CHURCH "on the Beattie's Ford Road" and not far from tha 
location of the home of MAS, JOR DAVIDSON, and hie mother MRS, HENRY, there was what ie still 
known as TOOIE'S FORD, at least in the writings ome finds today. Am old Indian Trader, with the ue 
tal Isfian wife, who lived at thia point, and it is eaid on the present Mecclesburg side of the

0 far distant. There is an occavionsl mention of the OOWAN FAMILY on the records of Rowan Comty, 
ani these were probably of the same stock.

Fut if we read the old recoria intelligently, there wae not only a "Beattie's Ford® 
~ penning a place to cross the river with tems or on horveback = but a smel) tow of the name, 
Wut 4t was across tha river in what 16 cow LINCOIM COUNTY, but bailt ercond the lomation of the 
"ford" mentioned, More properly speaking it may have beex just a goo sized "settlenent", at mort 
@ kind of village or "town" as that tem would have beer used in the era of its existence. Fut tt 
was the home of some personages of importance in the History of North Carolina. 


Among these important personages were two brothers, ROBERT HUTCHINS BURTOR, and 
ALFRED M, BURTOM, sons of COL, ROBERT BURTON, of GRANVILLE COUNTY, North Carolina (who married 
Agatha Williams, daughter of JUDGE JOM WILIIAMS, noted Jurist of Worth Carolina) aid who married 
sivlers. 
ROBERT H, BURTOR wee married May 21, 1813 to Mery Follinwider, dmgh- 
ter of JOH¥ FULLIVWIDER, in licolm County,

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JUDGE ROBERT HEWUERSOM BURTON ( from Sherrill ) son of COL, ROBERT BURTON of GUANVILIZ 
County, North Caroline, was born in 1781 in Granville County, and died at BEATTIE'S FORD, April 
26, 1842. Hs wae educated at the University of Worth Carolina and came to LINCOIW COUNTY, where 
he was admitted to the bar and began the practice of law, In 1818 he was elected JUDGE OF THE 
SUPERIOR COURT and after one year on the nech resigned and resumed his lucrative practice, Phila 
om the nech his courts were held at Salisbury, Buncombe and Rutherford and eluewhere in the wide 
district, inchiding HTLISBORO. In 2830 he declined the office of State Treasurer, which was of- 
fered him by the Ieet#lature, He was married to MART (POLLY) PULLINWIDER in 1613 and settled on 
2 plantation at BEATTIE’S FORD, He and his wife rsised = family of 11 children, oly four of

Be and his wife set~ 
tied in the town of SHELBY, Worth Carolina, (CLEVELAND COUNTY), whers he Practiced law until 
1861 when he volunteered in the Civil War and went to the front as Captain of ths Clews land 
Guards, He waa afterwards promoted to Major. After two years active service he wat transferred 
to the Comissary Department and stationed in CHARIOTTE until the close of the conflict in 1885, 
Befora ths war he had represented Cleveland County im the Eouse of Commons gnd was elected State 
Solicitor for the Western District of Worth Carolina, which office he held wntil 1858. ‘hereafter 
before voluateering in the C. Se A, he was State Senator from Cleveland County. He had two sons:

MAJOR RENRY We COMWOR 


Another distinguished resident of BEATTIE'S FORD, on the Idncoln County side, was MAJOR 
HENRY W. COMWOR, who wae born near AMELIA COURTHOUSE, in VIRGINIA, dngnat 5, 1793 = possibly io 
Prince Eiward County. He serve ten terms in the United States Congress from Iincolm County, & 
Ce. and at thet tim the County included what is now CATAWBA COUNTY, but of course be represented 
& large pert of the entire 014 North State. It 1s said his parents ceme to MECKLENSUR COUNTY in 
1800, and perhaps settled on the East or Worth side of ths CATAWEA. The map mie by GE, JOSErE 
GRAHAM shows "COHWOR'S STORE” located in the Northern Part of MECKISHSUB3 on DAVIDSON'S GREE at 
the time the map was drawn 4n 1787. Thia shows thet CAPT. CHARTS COMMON and his wifes ANN EPPES, 
Parents of HENRY W. CONNOR came to MECKLENBURG in 1800 to join thelr relatives, and it also uhows 
that the COMNORS of Horthera Mecklenburg had come there from VIRGIVIA and not PEEWSYLVANTIA or oth 
er foreigs parte, as has been stated, 


MAJOR HENRY W. COWWOR wan a son in law of GOV. WILLIAM HAWKINS of WARREN and GAANVILIZ 
COUNTIES, North Carolinas, having married April 9, 2839, MRS. WICT (HAWEDYS) COTZEAN, in Washing 
tom, De Ge He wat s brother in Jaw ( by this warriags ) of JOBN WHITE MORROW ( son of BEXJANIN 
ton, De C. Hs was a brother in law (by this warrisgze) of HON, BEMAMIN MORROW, (elso a Major ia 
“the wat of 1812) whe belonged to another old REAT#IE'S FORD family that resided on the Mecklen ~ 
berg aide of the river, who married MARY JaNR HAWKINS, another daughter of GOV.

This close relationship between the CONNORS und MOREIWS, of Mecklenburg ( around BEMPYIEtS 
FORD ) accounts for the following item, taken from an 01d nowspapert

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CAP?. CHARIS CONWOH, who married AWW EPPES, ths daughter of PETES BFPES, of PRINCE 
GEORGE COUNTY, Virginia, and who was the father of HON. RENRY W. COMVOR, ins said to have bee ao 
merchant and sem Captain on ships plying between LIVERPOOL and WORFOIK, Virginia. He wat, ac- 
cording to tradition, a wealthy ean, and received his title a2 an active soldier of the sevelu- 
tion. The same authority quoted, says that he caus to MBCKIZERIBG QOUNTY, BW. C. anil anttied 
near HEATTIE'S YORD, wherw he died in 1803. He 46 credited with only two children:

COUNTY, of course). ‘Thay were married BEYOHS 1800, becsuse their som, CHARLES D. CONNOR was a 
representative in the State Senate fram 1817 to 1820. LILLIG WILSON was born 4prii 1, 1773 end 
died September 23, 1844 (Tombstone). They wore the parents of CHARLES D, CONNOR (State Senator) 
end EEWRY WOREMAW CONNOR, who sattled in Charleston, 3. C, 


There ie an interesting chapter in the life of thie JAMES CONNOR (born in 1754) which 
has been entirely overlooked by the historians. His tombstone states that he waa born in 17% 
end that he died April 11, 1835, at hie seat in Mecklenburg County "where ho had resided for the 
Jaet sixty years tn the Blet yeor of his life, ‘The statement on the tombstone iu not wtrtetly 
true, for the reason that the sixty yeara he is supposed to have resided in Mecklenimre County, bas 
@ Zap of many years in it, when he was absent in Tenhesves, ad will be explained below. 


THE MOSES WEITS PauITY 


Among the other families who settled along DAVIDSON CHEEK in the upper part of MCKIE 
SURG COUNTY and the lower elge of what in now IHEDELL, tut the line between which was uncertain 
for many years after Mecklenburg had been established, according to Dr+ J, B, Aletander, was thu 
MOSES WHITE FAMILY, We claes the Whites among those who lived on the Mecklenburg side of BEATIIN'D 
FORD, Because they lived between the present site of Davideon College and the Yord in Mecklenburg. 
There was a cloae amsoclation between the WATTSS and the COWNORS, a8 well as the LAWSONS, MORROWS, 
BRATYIRS, DAVIDSON’ and others. TSAAC WHIZ, a counin of MOSES WHITE lived in LINCOLN, end at 
leawt two of hie children married into the BEATTIE TANILY; JAMES WHITE, eon of WSES, married MANT 
LATSON, deughter of HUGH LAWSON whose home atood on the banks of DAVIDSON CREEK. Teaac White 
moved over into the Watauga Valley, when it was a part of WORTH CAROLINA, and becam a member of 
the first court, avd also served in the W, C. Iegislature. JAMES WHITE, con of MOSHS, migrated 
across the country and the mountuins into the Holaton Valley, and settled a few miles South of the 
danotion of the Holaton and the French Broad rivers, where he and one JAMES CONWOR erected a ors 
end s cabin, and 1nid the foundation of the present City of Knoxville. We copy an extract fros the 
hintory of this settlenents 


The Act granting Western lends to soldiers for services in 
the revolution was passed in 1783. Thie ie what prompted JAMES WHITS, 
slong with JAMES COMMOR, Robert Love and FRANCIS RAMSEY to uxplore the 
Valleys of the Franch Broad os far down as the Idttle Tennewses for 
new homesites, They mt back to their ferms im Iredell (etic) County, 
Borth Carolina, pated up their families and goods and moved went, 


Mrancis Ramsay was the eon in law of JOBW McKNITY AVEKANDER, of Meoklenture; JAMES COH- 
FOR was the revolut: soldier of DAVIDSON'S CHEEK or BEATTIE'S FORD, in Meckloubure County & 
the uncle of (afterwards) Hon. HEWET W. COMWOR, M. C.; JAMES WHITH was the wom of MOSKS WHITE qn 
the son in law of HUGH LaWsow, sho ie buried qtout two miles from Beattie's Ford on the MECKIaN- 
BURG SIDE of the CQATAWEA in the 014 Baker's Graveyard, with BEV, JOHN TEOMSON, MARY (DAVIDSON) 
PRICK, and others. Just how long JAMES COMWOR remained in White's Fort and Enorville and vicini- 
ty, hee not dbaen recorded, but, he mst have spent some length of time there; possible several 
yenrs, since Ye and WHITE came back after their families, Perhap! sn sbeence of some yours from 
the neighborhood, and the presence of other wenbers of the Connor family alone DAVIDSON'S Com, 
bad been ao near forgotten, thet tha lapse of time had erased it from the memorice of those who 
marked his grave. At eny rate, it is thus recorded thet JaMBS COMMER plonsered along the French 
Broad in Tannsease, with bis friend JAMES WHITE and his wive MARY LAWSON, for some time, at lonnt. 


S08y HILL WHeELER 


Another notable resident of BRAMPTIE'S FORD, on the Lincoln side ( the town ) was the 
notable JOHW HILL WHIRLEH, It ww here, in the old home plantation or home of JUDIE ROBERT H. 
BURTON, that Mr, Wheeler wrote for poblication the widely quoted end volunincuse "Wheeler's Mintory 
of Worth Carolina" and his notadle “Raminisconses* which may be found in every Idbrary of any con 
Kequence in the United Stetes today, Here in the rery midet of the scenes he pictured ao adequate 
ly, mrrounded by neighbory who bore the nemes of the ance®tor he wrote about, such a# the JORNIYS 
and Others, and within somd of the rippling shosle of ths Catawba fords, which Davideon's gs} Lent 
‘banf guarded so sealously to hold back the Bettiah ecay, thie distinguiahed and gifted historian 
wrote the indelible racord of their achievements. From 1837 to 1841 he had been Superintendent of 
the United Stetes Mint at Charlotte, but on retirementhhe wought the tranquility and peace of a 
quiet home near Unity Cmrch and at BEATFIE'S JORD to completes hie monumental work, Tater in life 
he gave up bis home in Lincoln, however, and removed to Washington, D. C., where hin biographers 
tell us he died en December 7, 1882,

SAMUEL BAKER was the son in law of HEV. JUHM THOMSON, and not "JURY BAKER" as written 
by PEOF. E, I, BOCKWELL, of DAVIDSON COLLEGE. Of the BAKER'S GHAVETARD, Profs Bockwell says: 


"It dates from 1753, and ite first grave was thet of HEV. 
JORY THOMSON, probably the first missionary in there parte, 
who died in September, 1753, and was burisd near his cabin 
in which he lived. JOHN (2ic) BAKER, who lived near by wae 
buried near Ehe sids of his father in law and gives name 

to the ground. HUGH LAWSON, grandfather of HUGH LAWSON 
WHITE, lies there, as do soldiers and godly church members, 
among them WAS, ISABELLA HENRY, mother of MAJ, JOHN DAVID ~ 
SON, JAMES PRICE and his wife MARY DAVIDSON PRICE. Quite a 
nunlier of crufe rock shafts, all grow over with mosa, stand 
aa sentinahe in this lonely place, overshadowed by giant 
oaks". 


Dre J, 3B, AIMXANDER in his History of Medclenburg Couty, N. C., says 


"BAKER'S GRAVEYARD ia seven miles northwest of HOPIWELL on 
the west side of Beattie's Ford Road, and two miles east of 
the Catawba River," 


To which Mr. James Price,of Charlotte, sddsz 


"Half mile or a0 west of Gilead's Church on the way to John- 
son{s mill * * and there ia buried MARY (DAVIDSON) PRICH; but 
her maband, JAMES PRICE, killed at the Iron Furnace in Lin- 
eoln County, da not buried with her." 


To which they all might have added, as doeo thia writer, who has himself vidited the 
spot, that it is in MECKLENBURG and not in IREDELL COUNTY, as has been so meny times erroneously 
stated. There are still many crude stonee marking the head and foot of graves, but uo inscrip- 
tions, no dreased stones and no identification of any kind. In 1877, nearly 70 years ago, accord 
ing to WR. HUNTER, there was one rough slate rock, about one foot high and nine inches broad, on 
which had been rudely chiseled "Hl", the initials of the early osttler, HUGH LAWSON, grendfather 
p Pot LAWSOW WHITE, and whose son ROGER LAWSON had married the youngest daughter of REV. JOHW

In 1943, Dr* John Soodwin Herndon, of Haverford College, in Pennsylvanis, one of REV, 
JOH THOMSON'S degcendants, through the CUNNINGHAM PAMITY, wrote « sketch of thie dietinguished 
early North Caroline minister, which wus privstely printed and dietribated among the members of 
the family. It was a scholarly production and worthy of the erudite writer who produced it, but 
much lacking in the color that belonged to the subject, 

In this admirable sketch Dr. Herndon quotes from records showing that REV. JOHN THOM- 
SOW entered the University of Glasgow in 1706, that he was probably born abont 1790; thereafter, 
about 1715 he came to Amprica and with bis wife and probally one child, landed at "YORK" (inter 
preting that to mean WEY YORK), ‘wo years afterwards he wae called to the Gmrch at Lewes, Dela~ 
Ware, where he remained until the latter part of 1729, or nenrly 1730, after which he went to yar- 
ious places in Penneylyania, meantime making various trips to VIRGINIA, where, at some unknown 
@xact date he settled st Baffalo Ghurch in Prince Edward County, Virginia. Thereafter in 1751 
he went to North Carolins on "visite", preached there for a year or so, and died in 1753 and is 
buried st Bskerts Graveyard in TRUNELL COUNTY, though the author credite this writer, with con - 
tending otherwise, ‘he author reviews the literary work of Rev* son in a most interesting way, 
and devotes the last chapter to « very accurate and complete account of bis family and thirteen 
children, and some of their connections, ‘The sources of most of the information used by Dre Hern 
Gon are the Presbyterian Church recoris, which are not to be impeached. 

My brief coment m this work is that Lt pictures REV. JOHN THOMSON as coming to this 
country, a strange yoime man, with his wife, and cating his lot among utter strangers, absent ell 
Telatives and friends; forming no comnettione except among members of his flock, and being allied 
only with those families into which his children myrried, whereas the notes which I shall set out 
Welow giwe 2 widely different picture of the man ond hie family and his own comections, This 
picture may or may not be correct, but it is the writer's conception, based on his knowledgs of all 
of the persona and families mentioned, and the recorde I beve found in my research in Virginia and 
Worth Carolina, ‘he writer is not ea descendant of thia man, but hte wife is, though he ia connec- 
ted directly with the DUNIEL FAMIIY, about whan several erroneous statements were made by the same 
writer, in his article cbout the "CUNNDNGHAMS OF CUB CRWEX" (Virginia). Ya, Mag, of Hist. & Biog, 
Vol. 52 pages 135 et seq., 1944, 











REY, JOY THOMSON, the youne Glasgow student, wot licensed by the ULSTER SYNOD meeting at 
AMUTRIM on June 23, 1713 (Dr, Herndon's record). He probebly cams to Virginia that year, or tt 
might have been in 1714, Rev, FRANCIS McKAUTE and bis associated bed formed the Prestytery of Phile 
adeiphia in 1706, while Thomson wss attending the University, MeKamie died in the year 1708 leat 
dng 2 will in ACCOMAC COUNTY, VISGDTA. Young Thomson's arrival was « half dosen years later, mut 
it 49 conceded gensrally that he was the ultimate ani almogt immedicte successor of FRANCIS McKAMT® 
iu VIRGINIA and MARYLAND. he Presbytery itself did not receive notice of THOMSOU'S arrivel with 
‘his wife and femily" ut "York" until 1715, at which time he had probably boon in the country at 
least one year. It wan not until two years later that he beceme pastor of the Cmrch at Lewes, Del~ 
oWsre, BEV, JOBW THOUSOW "and his family" as the record describes him, did not come through the 
port of MEW YORK, but by way of "TORK" ~= in other words, TORETOM, VIRGINIA. 

He 444 not help his wife and children (perhaps at least two of them) ashore at Yorktown, in 
1718-14, among strangers, but wan greeted by his own relatives and a host of their friends. He did 
not spend the two or three years interval between his arrival and his removal to Lewes, Delaware, in 
dacleted idieneas. He had a wife and a growing family to support ond immediately "went about hie 
master's business", In doing that he formed friends and ties among his relatives and their neigh « 
bors, which lasted throughout his long life, Heardy Willismsburg was the capitel, and doubtlees for 
4 guitable remuneration he spent sone of his time teaching, in order to take care of himself ant 
femily, If we could open the doors of the dim years of nearly 250 years ago the writing of thin 
man's career would be made mch simpler. But « review of some of the recorda help a little

; The basis of the claim that HSV. JORW THOMSON with his wife and family lended in NEW YORE 
is uo letter presented by REV. GEORGE McWiSH to ths Presbytery of Philadelphis in 1715 relating to 
Rev. Thanson, which read: 


“Tyepe 1s one Mr, Thomson now arrived et Tork with his wife and family" 


and hich our perverse chroniclers insist meant they had arrived et New York. ‘The last parngraph 
of the Journal of Rev: SAMUEL DAVIES, preserved on page 218 of Foote's Sketches of Virginia, reads;

THE TEOMSON KTV: There were THOMPSOWS living in York County, Virginis. lonz before the 
young Glasgow student, REV, JOHY THOMSOW and his family, arrived there in 1712-14. On the records 
their names were usunlly spelled THOMPSON, Because in many instances the Reve John Thameon spelled 
Die nome without the "p", members of the familly often insist that was the correct spelling, This 
in posetbly tru, but hie own name appears on some records spelled WITH the "P", thus, THOMPSON, 
However, while, to the mind of this writer, this alleged fonh of spelling, cannot be relied upon af 
4 determinative factor in distinguisning our subject's family, from others who spell it THOMPSON, it 
4u tantwlicinely indicative sometines of a relationship betveen his branch of the THOMSONS and the 
others, ut not always so, because we find many THOUPSONS who apparently mat have been his kinmen,

Im York County, Virginis, a8 early a8 1646, a JOM THOMPSON confessed judgment in favor ef

Tn one instance HRURY THOMPSON SR. and JR. both witnessed 2 deed. HENRT THOUPSON, JR.

REWRY THOMPSON, JR. and his wife MARY become a planter in 
Janes City County, and in the year 1690 they deeded a tract 
of 140 acres of land in BRUTOW PARISH, YORE COUNTY, lying 
next to JOM! DANIEL, which land was a part of MARY'S inher~ 
itance from her father MAURICE HURD, 


Standing alona, this item from the records of York County seems meaningless, but in the 
light of what follows it is plainer: 


We have traced this JOHN DANIEL of BRUTOMU PARTSZ, who had 
been or was o neighbor of HEMMY THOMPSON JR. with unerring 
accuracy, end he has been identified as the Grandfather 

of JAMES, JORW end WILLIAM DAWIEL, of Prince EBiward County, 
Virginia, who married respectively ELIZABETE, SARGH and 
HANNAH CUHTINGRAM, grand-daughters of BEY.

They were the daughters of JAMES CUMDIGHaM who married ANNE THOMSON, one of the daugh- 
ters of REV.

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A previous note records that tn 1646 ene JOHN THOMPSON of York County confessed judgment 
to one BLIAS WIGMORE; we now find another note from the seme record of the same year to the effect 
that this sama ELIAS WIGIRE cenfessel judgment to THOMAS SWANS. This SWANN FAMILY was prominent 
in the Jamestown settlement for perhaps twe centuries, ELIZABETH THOMPSON, supposed to have been 
 deughter of WILLIAM THOMPSON, of MANSEMOND COUNTY (South of the James) married CAPT, THOMAS SWANN, 
who we a Burgess in 1692, They hed a son THOMAS SWANN, who was fathor of THOMPSON SWAIN, Cleric 
of Cumberland County, Virginia in 1764, Aad-JOSEAH THOMPSON, 2 sou of HEWRT THOMPSON, of York Co.

The first son ms named for his grandfather MAURICE HUARD or H@ARD; the second was named 
for JOHN DANIEL, of YORK COUNTY, their old neighbor end probable kcinamen in some way, while the 
third derived his name from the THOMPSOW family comection with the descendante of ola ANTHONY 
WADDY of YORE and New Kent Counties. Probably WILLIAM THOMPSON (father of ELIZABETH who married 
THOMAS Swamm ) or eles HONEY THOMPSW, GB. married a WADDY. WADDY THOMPSON, of this record died 
in GHEENVILIZ, S.C, Following is hie tembstone inscriptions 


Sacred to the memory of WADDY THOMPSON, who wae born in 
Camberlend County, Virginia, the 18th day of Hovenber, 
1769, and died in this place on Feb. 8, 1845, Us filled 
the office of CHANCELIOR of this State (5.C,) for twenty- 
threes years with signal sbility and was en able and vir 
uous magistrate and en upright and honorable man. 


This WADDY THOMPSON was the famous Chancellor Thompson of 3. 0., a% recorded on the in 
Seriptione Hie wife was RLIZAMETS WILLIAMS THOMPSON, the daughter of a certain OOL. JAMES II~ 
LUM (but not the one of King's Mountain fame).Por a lundred years the genealogists have been 
olaiming that this WAUDY THOMPSOW married ELIZABETH ANTERSON; thet they were married in LOUISA 
COUNTT, Virginia, August 7, 1787; that he wae the son of another WAUDY MOMPSON wno marricd as 
hin macand wife MARY IZWIS, daughter of ROBERT IEWIS, etc. 


The explaination is that there were not several, but inmmoredle persons besring the name 
of WAIDY THOMPSON, all resulting fran a first marriage between an early THOMPSON of YORE COUNTY 
and some one of the family of ANTHONY WADDY, HANOVER COUNTY, LOUISA COUNTY, GOOCHLAND COUNTY end 
AEDEMARIEZ COUNTY, Virginia, all have their WADDY THOMPSONS, showing on their records. Som of them 
even spelled the neme THOMPSON es "THOMSON without the "p", They were all descendants of the YORK 
OOUNTY THOMPSONS, and possibly related to REV, JOHN THOMSON, the principal subject of these notes, 
This statement is bourne out by the obvious fact that ANTHONY WADDY was tho ancestor of all the 
WADDY PAMILY, and lived in YORK COUNTY. At a meeting of the YORK COUNTY COURT on December 20,1545

This little entry is significant in the light of ad@ed facts: That ANTHONY WADDY lived 
in YORK COUMTY, Virginia, in 1645; thet ROBERT LEWIS was his neighbor, and they had frequent bus- 
inese transactions; that ROBERT LEVIS was the enmigrent ancestor of the famous “WARNER HALL Lew 
ia family, so-called, and was the supposed Great Great grandfather of ROBERT IBWIS of "Belvoir

Was an uncle of JAMBS CUNWINGHAM, who married ANNE, the dauchter of HEY. JOHN THOMSON, and who died 
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4n L719 in YORE COUNTY. His will was dated Jan. 13, 1719 and wes proved Vebruary 19th of the 
®eme year, It was witnessed by LEWIS DELONEY, JOSEPH DAVENPCRT and JAMES MORRIS, the executors 
being WILLIAM ROBERTSON and SAMUEL COBRS.

In hiv lifetime of getivity, especially that spent in Virginia, many yomg ministers bed 
been the reolplents of encoumgement ahd sid ot the hands of REV, JOHI THOMSON, the resalt of watch 
Lead to thety ultimate success, Two notable instances hive been cited, se in the cese of REY, JOEW 
CRAIG, of Mukling Spring, in AUGUSTA COUNTY, and HEY, HENHY PATILIO, of North Caroline, 


BEV. JOHN CRAIG. He wae the minister of the TINKLING 
GFRING Congregation ntar Stainton, Virginia, In APeIL 
1757 he witnessed the will of HUG! THOMPRW, Ancueta 
County, Virginia, with his brethor JAMES CRAIG, then in 
Euliter County, DY, JAMIS CATS was the miniater of 
CUMBERLAND PARISE in Imnenture County for mony years, and 
hia wife, whom be married Deb. 19, 1776, wes WARY BOOKER 
TERRT, daughter of MARY BOCKER and SAMUEL TERRY, and 
WARY SOOEHR was the daughter of RICHARD BOOKME and RACHEL 
MahOT, sister of EDITS WAROT, who was the wife of SMA 
OORBS, end ANNE MAROT who married JAMES SHIEINS, WARY 
BOOKER was first cousin of JAMES SHIZLDS, a son ih law of

In the year 1751, the REV, SAMUEL DAVIES, then resid- 
ing in HANOVER, VIRGINIA, made an excursion for preaching to the 
Joansl-e. In the course of his journeyings, he became acquainted 
with H°FY PALILIO, then a young man, desirous of commencing his 
stuiies in preparation of the Gospel Ministry, and imvited him to 
come and commence his course with him in Hanover. This invitation 
Mr. Patillo first declined, as he had engaged to go to PEMNSYL = 
VANIA (error) with another young man, and camence his stuiies 
under the care and tuition of the HEY, MR, JOHN THOMSON, who was 
at this time in CABLINA on a mission to the new settlements. 


Rev, Foote's accomt further on says that in August 1754, Henry Patillo commenced a Jour=- 
nal, only a part of which remains, and that from the fragments that remain Mr. Foote gathered the 
following facts: 


"Born in SCOTLAND, of pious parents, who were well sit- 
uated in-point of religious privileges, he was early placed with a 
merchant to learn the aities of a counting-house. He was later in- 
duced to seck for better things in the Province of Virginia, a re- 
gion to which many young Scotchmen turned their eyes with empty 
pockets and hearts full of hope," etc. 


Was REV. HEURY PATILIO born in Scotland? Foote says he was, and is relying upon a Jour 
nal, supposedly written by Patillo himself, It is no disgrace to be born in Scotland, and even 
REV. JOHY THOMSOW, the subject of this study ie supposed to have been bor there, though proof is 
lacking. If REV. HOWRY PATILIO was in fact born in SCOTLAND, how do we account for the following 
recoris:

Bo other inferance can be fram from this statement re~ 
lating to the petent erented STEPH HUGHES and TARIMOM VEMMING, JAMES DANTE, three of whose 
fons married srand-daughters of REY. JOHE THOMSON and dlso grami-danghters of this same JAMES CUR 
WINGHuM, else took up land on WILLIS RIVER about the same time, JAAS DANIEL moved there and set~ 
tled on hie property, but it t* not known whether the first Jams DANIEL ever left YORK COUNTY 
and came to that aection to live.

Heretofore it has been shown that ABV. JORN THOMSON with his wife anu fumily came to 
YORETOWS, VIRGINIA, and remained thers perhaps for nearly three years before Le took up hie work at 
LEWES, DELAWARE, where be remsined until the first part of 1730, or for about thirteen years. Then, 
that he evidently took his family and did miesionsry work in different parts of Pennsylvania, ané 
perbsps Meryland, ‘but perhaps often visited and worked during this time in vurlous sections of Vir~ 
ginia. his son-in-law SAMUEL CROCKETT having settled in what is now PRIVCE EDWARD COUNTY before 
1735, when and where his firet child was bom. 

2t was TRY YEARS after this grandchild of JOHN THONSON'S was born on BUPFALO COREE, in 
AMELIA COUNTY ( later Prince Edward )that SAMJEL CORBS sold his old friend BEV, JOHN THOMSON » farm 
of 286 acres in the same lecality, though his son in law, JAMES CUNNINOHAM, had purchased lands from 
SAMUEL COBBS in the same general locality thres years previously. And it was about this time that 
another son in low, REY, RICHARD SANKEY, settled there, from Pennsylvania, he haying no doubt met

WEHHE THE THOMPSONS OF "DINKLING SPRING" IW AUGUSTA COUNTY MEMHERS OF TRE FAMILY 
OF HEV. JOH THOMSOMT =~ A STUDY OF THE QUESTION. 


JOSEPH A. WADDMLL in his “ANNALS OF AUGUSTA COUNTY, VIRGINIA", says thet in the year 
1747, WILLIAM and JOHW THOMPSON, deeded 110 acres of land for the use of the Presbyterian Cangre~ 
€stion.of Tinkling Spring, ‘The deed was made to JAMES Paro, JOR CHRISPIAN, JOHN FINLEY, Jamo 
ALEXANDER and WILLIAM WIGHT, as Trostees for the Cangrezation. 

A JOHN FIVIZY, JR. married a daughter of HEV, JOHY THOMSON, and seftled in MECIENEURD 
County, Worth Carolina, where they were living in 1771, on lanis which joined those of JOHN 
SHIELDS and his wife MADGARE? THOMSON, aw chown by a deed to be found among those sbstracted in 
these notes. 


MOSES THOMSON and ADAM THOMSOW, apparently brothers, bought land fren WILLIAM BEVERLT 
out of "Beverly's Manor" in Anguate County, sametioe prier te 1744, This land wat on CURISTLAM'S 
CREEK, and adjoined the lande of JOKN RANSET and JAMES ARMSTRONG. Sametime the next year, MOSTS 
TEOMSOW ( they so epelled their names ) moved to SOUTH CAROLINA (Just what part the records do not 
state ) and December 12, 1745, MOSES THOMSOW ( in &. C. ) etecuted the following deed:

JAMES PATTON, THOMAS CHEW and HENRY DowuS, JH. 


The witness HRY DOWNS, JH. moved to Mecklenbure County in 1773, and was one of the 
Gigners of the MECKIENBURC DECLARATION. On the sume date aa the above deed THOMSON executed, with 
JAMES PATTON, the following instrument: 


MOSES THOUSOW, late of AUGUSTA COUNTY, now an inhab- 
itent of South Carolina, and JAMES PATTON, to JOHW 
MADISON, bond conditioned to defend against the 
right of dower in said land of JANE THOMSON, wife of 
MOSES THOUS, end adjoins JAMES ARMSTRONG and 
JOH RAMSEY, 


JOHN RAMSEY, whose Inands adjoined those sold by MOSES THOMSOW in the above conveyance, 
married the widow of ROBERT CROCKETT, brother of SAMUEL CROCKETT, whe married ESTHER THOMSON, the 
deughter of BEV. JOHY THOUS, After hie marriage to MARGARET CROCKETY ( widow of ROBERT ) JOHN 
RAMSEY woved to Mecklenture County, North Caroliia, and he and his etep son, ARCHIBALD CROCERTT 
Were smong the first elders of what was then called NEW PROVIDENCE CHURCH. (Foote pp 245-6), 


JAMES PATTON was killed by the Indias at Draper's in dugista County, in 1755, as 
Hear a8 can be ascertained, and among the persons mentioned in the settlement of his estate, were 
WILLIAM SAYERS and hie wife ESTHER, ‘sther Soyers ({ at that time ) had Deen BOTHER THOMSON, the 
daughter of REV. JOEY THOMSON, who died in Mecklenburg County, who first married SAMUEL CROCKETT, 
and after his death became the wife of WILLIAM SAYERS, s young man, who owned the adjoining fam to 
SAMUEL CROCIETT before his death, SAMUEL end ESTHER (THOMSOW) GROCKETT, having left Prince Biward 
County sometime around 1747-8, and settled in AUGUSTA COUNTY in the same neighborhood where MOSES 
and ADAM THOMSON and their descendanta lived. 
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Prom Waddell's "Annals of Augusta": ‘The Presbytery of dngusta continued their "suppl i= 
Sationatthe the Presbytery of Donegal for a pastor to reside siong them. In 1759 they firet ap 
plied for the services of REV, JOM THOMSON, who CAME AND PREACH JOR THEM FOR A TIME, 


Fean YOOTS'S SKETCHES: Mr, JOHW THOMSON of the Presbytery of Donegal visited VIRGINIA in 
the year 1739, and spent some time in the OPEXON neighborhood, in the neighborhood of STAUNTON, in 
ROCKFISH tn NELSON COUNTY, on CUB CREEK, at BUFFAIO end in CAMPBELL COUNTY, He wat 2 man of 
great vigor and took an active part in the affsira of the Church, Through his instrumentality 
Messrs, BLACK and CRAIG were sent by the Presbytery, the one to TRIPPIS FORKS, the other to ROCK~ 
FISH. He lived for a SHORT TIME at BUSWALO, te which place Mr. RICHARD SANKEY hia son in law re« 
moved with his congregetion, and continued their pastor for many years, 


The above notes disclose TWO IMPORTANT points: First, that REV. JOEN THOMSON came to the 
neighborhood of STAUNTON, VIRGINIA, in Mmgusta County, where HE PREACHED FOR & TIME; not Just one 
Sermon, but that he was stationed there; it was his hone FOR A TIME, Thie was apparently very 
Sarly, at least by 1739, But he had evidently been there PRIOR to that time, because the people 
mew him and knowing him ond having heard him preach BEFORE THAT, sent out a call for him to come 
BACK and live among them. Second, that he only lived for a SHORT TIME at BUYFAIO, He was there 
long before his son in law RICHARD SANKEY came, and had owned a fam on Spring Creek, which he had 
bought from SAMUEL COHBS at least two years before SANKRY and kis wife moved there, His son in 
law SAMUEL CROCKET? lived there TEN YEARS BEFORE his feather in law bought lands from SAMIJEL COBBS, 
Bat SAMUEL CROCKETT and Kis brother ROBERT moved to AUGUSTA COUNTY, Robert before Samel, and 
Possibly tie death in 1746 of his brother ROBERT, caused him to remove to the neighborhood of 
STAUNTON. How many times and how often was REV. JOM THOMSON in Jugusta County? Even after SAlbe 
UEL CROCKETT died his widow ESTHER married into the SAYERS TAMILY, and thus WILLlaw SAYERS ( tha 
ancestor of Gov. JOSEPH IRAPER SAYERS, of Texse ) became a son in law of REV. JOHN THOMSON, 


WOSES THONSON and his descendants perhaps all moved to the vicinity of SPARTANBIRG, in 
South Carolina. In later years they were Joined by the sons of ROGER THOMSON, sen of REV. JOR 
THOMSON, These all spelled their name without the "py", 


ADAM THOMSON died in jneuste County leaving a will in 1769. His wife was WAOMIE, anil 
hig children were ANTREW, MARGARET, REBECCA. Son Andrew Wal made executor, and when he qualified 
bin Dood wee signed by JOHN THOMPSON and JOBN HANDIEY. AMIRET THUS and the other children 
ana om the records spelled THOMPSON, so there seams to be no consistency in the warmer of at 

the nome, 


ABOUT HUGH THOMPSON WHO LIVED Im alcusrs COUNTY 


The next name of interest in this THDMSON study is that of HUGH THOMPSON, an early 
settler in AUGUSTA COUNTY, VIRGINIA, ond a neighbor and associate of all of the other THOMPSONS 
according to the records, He died about 1762, and his will was probated om Bei! IS, of that yaar. 
He mentions his wife, but not by nama, The will of HUGH THOMPSON is exceedingly interesting for 
Several ressons, ove being that it 18 witneesed by both JOHN CRAIG and JAMES CRAIG, The will war 
written in 1757, five years before, so that HUGH THOMPSOM mist have been contemporaneous with 
MOSES and ADAM THOMBGW. It wac OFYHRED for probate in February 1762, but wat not admitted for the 
Tessan that JOBN CRAIG was the only witness, JAMMS CHATG being at that time over in Lanenbure 
County, Minister of CUMBERLAND PARISH, or elsewhere, On dugust 18th, however, six months later 
JAMS CRAIG came over and finished proving up the will, and it was admitted, This abstract of Ge 
will io taken from Chalkley Vole 2, p. Tle

‘The will certainly sounds like be might have been, 
The bequest bo bie daughter ELIWER of a copy of "THOMPSON'S CATECHIGM"” guthored and poblished by 
ROY, JOHY WHOMBOM 4s significant, The book had been written ty “Jokn Thomson of Amelia™ and prin 
ted in WELLIAMSRURG, VIRGINIA, by WILLIAM FARES in 1749, just eight years before HIGH THOMPSoEt sg 
will wae executed, 

The wize of CALMS BAKER, three of her husband's brothers being sone in lew of BEV. JON 
THOMSON, when ber "beleminga" were inventoried in 1759, included a copy of "THOMPSON'S POOR on 
PHANS! TRQACY*, written by REV. JOHN THOMSON and published by BENJAUDT JRANKLIN in 1735, 
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It will be motioed that among the grand~children of HUOH THOMPSU!, mentioned tn the 
foregoing will are HUGH, JAMHS, JANB and MLIZABETH IMEPER. Thies is intensely interesting te the 
writer, for the reason that a certain JAMS LEXPER was a CATAWHA BIVE? picneer, at about the time 
ot near the time that BEV, JOHN THOUSON died (1753) and was buried at Baker's Graveyard near the 
old BEATTIZS FORD, ‘From the best information available JAMES LEEPER owned lands, which he hed. 
Doth patented and bought that almost fronted on the West bank of the Ostawbs river, site BALERS 
oe oe following extracts fran MIMNIE SIOWE FURTT'S History of Gestan Comty (fs ¢.) bear 
on s poin' $ 


“JAUeS LEEPER was one of the CATAWHA RIVER pioneers. 
The date of his settlement is not known, but a Erant. to 
him by King George III was enrolled in the general office in 
Wilmington en the Bth day of April, 1765, It was for's 
tract of lend containing 300 acres lying on the West side 
of the river in what is now Gaston County, joining hia om 
Plantation on beginning, The survey and plot were made by 
JOH MoKMITT ATAXAWDER, a signer of the Mecklenburg Declar~ 
ation (afterwarda), The above proves that JAMES LEXPER 
owned 5 plantetion and was living on the CATAWBA before 
the grant was made.(1765). dn older grant in the same lo~ 
cality was ene of the many to FREDERICK HAMBRIGHT. It was 
Gated April 23, 1762, and JOINED THE WEST SIDE OF THE Ch- 
TAWSA RIVER, It wae near the JAMMS IMEPER land and was le 
ter sold by Hambright to HIM. (Jamee Leeper). 


On still another page of Mre. Puett's History thie appears: 


"HATTHEW LEEPER was born May 27, 1755, the son of JAMES 
TDEPER, pioneer and owner of largé tracts of land or the 
CAPAWRA RIVER, JAMES LEEPER had at least two sons, MATTHEW 
and JAMES, JR, Watthew wae a "South Fork boy" who served 
in the Revolutionary War, taking part in the battle of 
KING'S MOUNTAIN. He died October 12, 1649," 


Cumilative evidence tending to link HUGH THOMPSOW of the will in Augusta Ceunty 
dn 1757, with REV, JOHN TROMSOW, is the fect that the will named as EXSCUTORS, Willian Thompson 
and SAMUEL HENDERSON. This SAMIDL HEYDERSON was the brother of JAMES HENDERSON (Ses page 224 
of this completed work) who married VIOLET LAWSON, one of the deughters of HUGH LAWSON, whose 
brother ROGER LAWSON married the youngest daughter of HEY. JOHN THOMSON; furthermere, almost in 
View ef the early grant and lands of JAMBS LEWPER, on the bank of the SOUTH FORK of the CATAWHA 
RIVER, this brother of SAMUEL HENDERSON (Executor of HUGH THOMPSOW in 1757) lied sleeping his 
last sleep, on the top of e high hill overlooking the CATAWRA VALLEY. He it is, who was the 
grandfather of JAMES PINCKNEY HENDERSON, the first Governor of Texas. 


COL. JAMES PATTON'S CONNECTION WITH THE THOMPSON FAMILY 


among the earliest and most prominent citizens of AUGUSTA COUNTY, VIRGINIA, was 
OOL, JaM—S Party, Nothing very mthentic is known of him. Waddell in his "pnnale" gives what 
is plainly a TRADITIONAL &CCOUNT; that he was a native of IHELAND; that he was bred to the sea; 
that he cerved in the ROYAL NAVY of England; that he was the ower of a paSsenger ship; that he 
traded (maybe lived) at what is known or was then know as HOBB'S HOLE on the RAPPAHANNOCK RIV- 
ER, and that he "had crossed the Atlantic as many as twenty-five times,"pl1, of course, previous 
to his eettlement in William Beverly's Manor, in Augusta County. ‘The voluminous pages of CHaTx- 
LEYS ABSTRACTS and records of AUGUSTA County, Virginia, reflect inmmsrzble lend transactions 
by him with the settlers there, and particularly with the THOMPSONS and THOMSONS (some of which 
have already been referred ta heretofore), the WIESONS, ALEXANDERS, CHRISTIANS, FOIVLEYS, CRAIGS, 
LEWIS! and SUIRITINGHAMS, ‘The name of HENRY DOWNS, doth &. and Jr. often appears in these items, 
lad. 

Tne deacendants of Col. James Patton, who left only two daughters and no sons, have 
4¢ handed down to them that his wife wag named OSBORNE, ‘hie is but a family tradition, but the 
writer is impressed with the fect that all the surrounding circumstances and family history tend 
to establish it ae a FACT, which my be relied upon, I fimly believe that his wife (who is de- 
clared by Mra, Goy» Floyd to have been a haughty woman ) was a sieter of HON. ROBERT OSBORNE, of 
HORTHUUBERLAND, ESSEX and OLD RAPPAHANNOCK COUNTY, Virginia, and of ALEXANDER OSBORNE who settled 
in the bDounde of "GEYTHE CHURCH" in that part which is now in THEDEIL COUNTY, North Carolina, the 
father of ADLAT OSBORNE, somewhat distinguished in the annals of the Old Nerth Stete. 


So far as can be found no member of the OSRORNE FAMILY of the name married into the 
THOMPSON FAMILY, but RORERT OSBORWE'S wife was a MISS WADDY, and certainly the WAIDY FaMIly did 
Antermarry with the THOMPSONS, particularly those in HANCVER and VEv KENT COUNTY. 


Put, (and thie makes it of much interest in this study) MARY RATTON, one of the 
two daughters of QOL, JAMES PATTON, became the wife of WILLIAM THOMPSON, while his other daughter, 
VARGORU? PAMTOW married COL, JOHN BUCHANAN, ol. Patton wat killed by the DDIANS, while ma 
trip to the DRAPERS about 1755 and bie will was proven at the Novenber term of the Joguste County 
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Court in November of the sams yeer. However, the abstract shows ths. tne wili had bee executed 
in the month of September, 1750, and in it he refers to “Mary, the wife of William Thempson® and 
"Margnret, wife of Col, John Buchanan" between whom his estate is to be Aivided, "and their chil- 
dren", presupposing they had children at that time. From this it can safely be inferred thst in 
1750 both daughters were married and had children, so that WILLIAM THOMPSOH must have married 
MAEY PATTON somewhere between 1745-48, at which time he would heave been a grown man, born perhaps 
before 1720, He could have been contemporaneous with MOSES end aDAM THOMSON, or, on the other 
hand, he may have been the son of one or the other. It certeinly seens inescapable that he mst 
have been related to them very closely, 


The writer has been unable to find a will of this WILLIAM THOMPSON, who married MART 
PATTON, tut from the papers in two lawsuits filed in Augusta dod Montgomery aero what is 
believed to be a complete list of his children have been secured. They were 
(Vol, IZ Chalkley pp 206-7) end Patton Thampson ve James Thompson, from the seme aource end 
volume. From these papers it is shown that WILLIAM THOMPSON and his wifs MART had the following

Tims, WILLLAM THOMPSON and wife MARY PATTON had ten children. In examining the notes per 
taining to these children, it becomes obvious that what bas been said about COL. JAMES PATTON, the 
name of his wife, and previous place of residence on the RAPPAHANNOCK, that these facts are coreb- 
orated by the uamas. For instance: 


MARY THOMPSOW married a man nsmed McGARTY. ‘The Montgomery County suit (Thompson v. Thomp- 
sen) shows that Mary and her bueband McCARTY had two daughters; that their names were VIOIET 
and LEPPICE. Attention ia called to these notes: 


ROBERT OSBCRME (m. Miss Waddy ) lived im NORTHUMBERLAND 
Oounty, Virginia, and wes a praninent lawyer, Probably a brother 
of the wife of COL. JAMS PATTON. 


DENNIS McCARTY (patented lands) lived in NORTHUMBERLAND 
COUNTY, Virginia, 1691 and afterwards, His wife was s MISS BYI~ 
LINGTOW (Deu. of IKE) whose sister MARY, married HUGH DANIEL, 
His son wes DANIEL McCaRTY, 


DANTEL McCARTY was an eminent lawyer, contemporaneous with 
ROBERT OSBORNE. He left will in about 1724, and among the legatoes - 
was a daughter LETTICE. This name remeined in the McCarty family, 
and this chows that the daughter of WILLIAM THOMPSOY osrried into 
this particular RAPPAHAMIICK COUNTY family. 

SAMUEL HICKMAN who married MARGARET THOMPSOY appears to have 
been a descendant of THOMAS HICKMAN, who settled in YORE COUNTY, 
VIRGINIA, and whose nawe frequently appears on the records there 
before 1750, His father of brother, NATHANTEL HICKMAN, petented 
lants also in NORTEUMBERLAND COUNTY as carly a8 1653, according to 

. one record, SAMUML RICKMAW and MARGARET THOMPSON had three children: 
LWPTICE { who maxried HOWARD BAN® and finally went to Alabama ), a 
JOHW and » WILLIAM HICKMAN, ‘The two sone were revolutionary sol- 
diers and moved to ORANGEBURG COUNTY, S. C., where their names are 
found on the BARIWELL COUNTY records, HEBECCA HICKMAN, said to have 
been « daughter of JOHN, married ISAIAH WROTIT, whose daughter SARAH 
Married JESSE RICE. JESSE RICE came to S. C. from HANOVER COUNTT, 
VIRGIVIA, where so many THOMPSONS lived, and was o descendant of the 
RICE FAUILY of OLD RAPPAHANNOCK COUNTY, who were related in some 
wey to the McCARTTS, Doubtlesa the name LETTICR, given to their 
Aaugliter by SAMUEL EICEMAN, comes down from the previous comection 
of the HiCKMANS with the MéCARTY of CORBIN FAMILY. One THOMAS HICK- 
MAN: ( died in YORE County in 1731 ) was Cleric of the Council, and 
his brother EDWIN was Sheriff of SPOTISYLVANIA COUNTY in 1729-30. 


WIILIaM THOMPSOW, con in low of COL, JAMES PATTON ( Agsuming he was born shout 1720 )

PATTON GARIWER and CYNTHIA GABDWER were two of the children of NANCY THOMPSON and her 
Imsband HENSON G4ETWER, They moved te GEORGIA and settlod in JACKSON COUNTY. CYNTHIA becane 
the wife of DAVID 3, McCREARY, the son of an 01d neighbor of the Pattons and Thompsons in snguste 
County, sud WILLIAM HICKMAN, their contin, visited them in the year 1804, when they executed a 
@eed to some of the other heirs of COL, JAMiS PATTTON, who hed then been dead for nearly fifty 
years, It is en established FACT that some of the descendants of the WROTENS of Barnwell, S. Co 
tute wich fanlly We danchter of JOM BUQKN married were dgeconted trom 25Y. JOR DEMON,

The significance of some of the relationships between the THOMPSONS, PATTOWS and others 
of early AUGUSTA COUNTY, VIRGINIA, can be better understood in commection with facts about the 
WILSOWS and CUNNINGHAMS, who were mixed up with them in various wayS. 


Woen WILLIAM BEVERLY obtained his immense grant of lend where the town of STAUNTON was 
almost immediately thereafter located, the coumtry wes opened up and the settlers flocked in, and 
with the first contingent came the CUMNDWGHAMS, the WILSOWS, COL. JAMES PATMOW and his brother in 
law JOHN PRESTOW, IRISH JOHN LEWIS, the THOMPSONS, TUNLAPS, FINLEYS, CROCEETTS and various other 
clans, This newly opened country, which had been detached fram ORANGE COUNTY, was entitled to 
representation in the House of Burgesses, and the first person selected to represent it in that 
Capacity was ROBERT CUNVINGHAM. His brother JORW CUNNINGHAM had bought the first lot aold by 
WILLIAM BEVERLY, and SAMJEL CUNNINGHAM, another brother had followed REVERIY to his new Eiderade, 
and doubtless invested in some of his lends. Of course it may have been due to BEVERLY'S influence 
and Robert Cunningham's other connections that he was selected. 

Mr. Willian G. Stannard in his COLONIAL VIRGINIA REGISTER prints the following interest- 
Ang note on page 114 of his Volume: 


“There was a Mr’ Lee, a member in 1742, and perhaps 
other years, and a MR, CUNNINGHAM in 1745, 1746 and 1747, 
who cannot be identified, or their comties fixed, A WII- 
LIAM RANDOLPH was a member in 1745, 1746 and 1747, after 
the death of WILLIAM RANDOLPH of 'TUCKAHOE!, who represent- 
ed Goochland. ‘This seems to be certainly WILLIAM RANDOLEE 
of WILP0U', but he did not apparently represent HEWRICO or 
GOOCHLAND, Possibly it was Goochland.” 


Thus Mr. Stannard finds =» CUNNINGHAM in the House of Burgesses of Virginie, whom he can 
not identify, But the identificstion is cleared up by the CHAIKLEY records of AUGUSTA COUNTY, 
It appears that at that period the Qbunties or Districts were called upon to pay the members of 
the House who served from their different districts, by the collection of a tax levied for that 
particular purpose, and the Chalkley records contain thie notation from the records of AUOUSTA 
COUNTY for the year 1747: 


1747, ROBERT CUNNINGHAM for expenses in attending the 
Council and going down; 1670 tythables at 323 pounds of 
tobacco at three farthings per pound. 


This settles the idedtity of the CUNNINGHAM who served from AUGUSTA COUNTY in the years 
1745, 1746 and 1747, 


These further iteme from the sam source are of interest in this connection: 


ROBERT CUNIINGHAM in 1745 was surety for JOH WILSON, ad- 
ministrator for ROBERT WILSON.

1753, ROBERT CUNNINGHAM and wife MARTHA 322 acres in BEVERLY 
MANOR on CEDAR SPRINGS. 


From the above we sea that ROBERT CUNWINGHAM in 1746 was surety for COL. JAMES PATTON, 
whoce daughter married WILLIAM THOMPSON. 

That he and WILLIAM PRESTON were attorneys together, WILLIAM PRESTO was the san of 
JOEN PRESTOY and his wife, woo wat a aister of COL, JAMES PATTON. 

That he owned lands and probably lived on CHRISTLAN'S CREEK in Beverly Menor, havin 
bought lands fren WILLIAM BEVERLY. 

That he was surety in 1745 for COL, JOHN WILSON, (ol. John Wilson was either the son 
or a brother of ROBERT WILSON who died at about thie time, COL, JOHN WILSON succesded ROBERT 
CUNNIUGHAM 28 a member of the House of Burgesses from AUGUSTA COUNTY. When COL, JOHN WILSOW died 
in 1773, bie son MATTHEW WILSON was given charge of his estate a8 adminietrator; and as there wae 
an older MATTHE) WILSON shown on the AUSUSTA RECORDS, the writer is convinced that Colonel WILSON 
had a brother named MATTHEW WILSGH. Mote the following item from the records; 


1750-51: Inhabitants bear CAPT, JOHN WILSON petition for a road from CAPT, JOHN WILSON 
and JOBW McCLERY'S field to JAMES WILS0Y'n, to JOHN CHRISTIAN'S, there to join read from COLONEL 
PATTON'S MILL, to TOIKLING SPRIWOS MEETING HOUSE. ROBERT CAMPBELL, MATTEEY WILSON, and others. 


It will be noted that COLONEL WILSOW ths early was called CAPTAIN. Ieter he appear® oo 
the records invertably as COLONEL JOMI WILSH. It is hardly probable that the MATTHEW WILSOR 
whose name is signed here in 1750, would be the son of 23 years later, intrusted with the manage~ 
ment of COL, WILSON'S estate and called his "son", He was pethaps hia brother, 
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The Christian name MATTHEW, according to the records we have eXaminel, appears to have 
been in common and constant use in both the WILSOW and the THOMPSON families of this time snd 
place, as witness the will of = MATTHEW THOMPSON proved in AUGUSTA COUNTT, May 16, 1755, in which 
he mentions his wife MARTHA and sons MATTHEW, WILLIAM and JOBN THOMPSON, in which JOHN DAVISON and 
the testator's daughter MARGARET THOMPSON and her FIVE children are uiso referred to. The son 
MATTHEW THOMPSON was made executor. ‘This MATTHEW THOMPSON dates back contemporaneously with ADAM, 
MOSES and HUGH THOMPSON, ‘These seme records alse disclose that there was a JOHN THOMPSON of the 
Same vintage, who was deceased by 1761, when a son THOMAS THOMPSON left a will, naming his wife 
MARY and a brother JAMES THOMPSON. 

Tous, considering these records we have ADAM, MOSES, HUGH, WILLIAM, MATTHEW and JOHW 
THOMPSON living in AUGUSTA COUNTY in "Beverly's Manor" among the very first settlers, ‘The reatier 
can therefpre, very easily, surmise that the records suggest a merriags between the THOMPSONS and 
the family of COL. JOBS WILSON may have been conmmated at an early day. 


a® for the MATEHEW WILSONS. Thore was one whose will was proven in December, 1795, 
whose wife was MARY. The will appears in Will Book Wo. 1. He hed sone THOMAS, JOHN, SAMUEL, 
MATTHEW, JAHNET, BETSY, POLLY, SALLY and MANCY. 

Sti11 another MATTHEW WILSON had » wife named HELEVA, His will was proved in June of 
1804, He left hie son WILLIAU WILSON land on Idttle Back Creek adjoining JOHN and THOMAS SHARP; al- 
fon son MATTHEW WILSON, JOB WILSOW and daughters SARAH, MARTHA, EIMAWOR, ELIZABETH and MARY, His 
executors were wife HELENA, son JOHW WILSOW and JAMES MITCHDIL, Hs also left ino_Grandsens by © by the 
name of MATMISW WILSGW. That is to aay, st least two of his sone had a son nemed MATTHEW WILSON 
I am of the opinion that one of the MATHEW WILSONS who left the two above wills may have been the 
son of COL, JOHN WILSOW, who had died in 1773, while the MATTHEW who died in 1804 may have been 
8 son of a brother = maybe MATTHEW - of COL. JOHN WILSON, When these two died, we know fram their 
wills that they left at least THREH or FOUR other MAMBEWS of a later generation. 


COL. JOHN WILSON appears to have been a man of considerable influence and property os 
well, As her served in the House of Burgesses for sbout 20 years, he wat probably a statesman of 
some note. But scattered notes from the records disclose that several members of this same WIISON 
family were ministers, although I have not been able to find a preacher among them named MATTHEW. 
That there was a HEV, MATTHEW FILS, however, of that day and time is established by the followius 
item fran Dr. Jobn 0. Hernden's life of HEV. JOHW THOMSOR: 


REV. JOHN THOMSON “lived frem 1717 to 1729 in 
Suasex County, Delaware, while he was postor 
of the Church at IEWES. In the Records of the 
United Presbyterian Churches of Lewes, Indian 
River ana Cool Springs, Delaware, it is stated 
that the burial of 'WIDOW, ESTHER WARSENTON, 
ye BEV. JOM THOMSON'S sister! took place on 
April 6, 1768, and elsewhere it is noted that 
at her funeral the PREACHER WAS REV. MATTHEW 
WILSON", 


So, we have thus found that REV. JOHN THOMSON ( who died in Mecklenburg County, M. 
C, in 1753 ) hed a wister ESTHER, for whom, no doubt, his dmghter ESISER (who became the wife 
Ox) SAMJEL CROCKETT) wae named; that she died on or sbout 1768, m4 that, although she wes in 
TULAWARE at the time of her death, the officiating minister who attended her last rites was a 
MATTHEW WILSCH. Whether he wae the brother MATTHEW of Col» John Wilson, of Augusta County, we 
can only surmise, 


Who were these Wilsons? 


We think the ancestor of the family is referred to in the following items fran the 
records of YORK COUNTY, VIRGINIA, before 1650: 


That WILLIAM KWIGHT stands indebted to the estate of ED. 
CHISWELL, deceased, 800 ibs tobacco, which debt THOMAS 
BROUGHTON undertook to anewer "tor at the request of THOMAS 
WILS, Master of the good ship DESIRE". 


THOMAS BROUGHTON to have abtachment against the estate of 
THOMAS WILSOW, Master of the ship DESIRE 


March 24, 1647/8. MR. DENNIS STEPHENS makes oath thet he 
received the goods listed in this entry, out of the ship 
DESIRE, whereof THOMAS WILSON was Master, and delivered in 
YORK RIVER in Virginia by bill of lading to him from MR. 
WILLIAM CARY, of London, merchant.

WILLIS VILSOW, gris.dson of the old ses dog of the DESIRE, himself becune a bea Captain 
end he and his wife BLIZABETE GOODRICH had children, the Lord only knows how many, but notice is 
taken of just ONE:

ANE SEAY was the demghter of JAMES SHAY of "York River". This BUNJAN IN WILSON and 
his wife ANNE SZAT joined the tide of emigrants Westward Ho} and settled on lands situated on WII- 
LIS RIVER, in Cumberland County, where JAMES CUMVINGHAM hod lands already located in 1733, as 
shown by McILWAIN'S "Journale of the Council" heretofore quoted. Having given us thus mich of the 
T-mily history, somewhat sketchy though it ie, ur genealogist setacout the names of the children: 


Then we sre given three more dates to help us, BENJAMIN WILSOH died in 1814. He had settled in 
Cumberland County about 1750, and his daughter MARY ( who is said to have married THOMAS MUMFORD ) 
died in Cumberland County in 1822, 


So you eee, exsmining thie list of the children of BENJAMIN WILSON, we find another 
MATTHEW WILSOH, of Cumberland County; we also find a GOODRICH WILSGW. Can there be any question 
but whet BENJAMIN WILSON and ANNE SWAY are the ancestors of our good friend, BEV. GOODRICH WILSOW 
of WIINDNOTON, W. C. and IYNCHBURG, VIAGIVIA? 


From all of which we conclude that COL, JOHN WILSON, of BEVERLY MANOR, very likely 
wae a descendant of CaP?, THOMAS VILSON, Master of the good ship DESIRE, but the family being so 
numerous and its branches so Varied in extent, an ordinary mortal after some three hundred years 
with no records to guide him, would ever be able to find his parent stem among the children of 
the old s¢a Captaim. The odds however, would be in favor of the oldest son JOHN “who moved up 
the POTOMAC". ‘he tradition is that COL. JAMES PATKW "retired from the sea", so it would not be 
unreafonable to say thet his neighbor and close friend COL. JUHW WILSON sprang also from that tribes 
of men who "go down to the ses in ships", in the light of the above femily chart.

JOHN CHRISTIAN, Trustees for the Cpngregation, On LITTLE CALF PASTURE over across LITTIZ NORTH 
MOUNTAIN lived ROBERT CROCKETT, AIZXANDER DUNLAP, xHOMAS GILLIAM and others, on lands laid out and 
sold to them by COL. JAM#S PATTON and IRISH JOHN IZvIS. 
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The preceding pages of this atcéunt have been devoted to = atudy of sume of the people 
with whom the subject, HIV. JOHN THOUSON, come in contact with, prior te the year 1751, shen he 
came te what is now MECKLEWBURG COUNTY, Worth Carolina, and the bounds of eld CEITHE CHURCE, ef 
‘which he wos undoubtedly the first preacher, and which at that time embraced practically ali of 
the northwestern part of what afterwards became MECKIEWBURG COUNTY.

Speaking in the first 
person, I only know ‘that the records, only part of which I have 
here reviewed, tell a sost peculiar story,and a very convincing 
one, and that it would indeed be most singular, if not unreason— 
able, 4f in fact he actually lended among TOTAL STRANGERS, lived 
$ime among them for at least TWO IONG YEARS, formed alliances be 
tween Ws own and their families of the most intimste nature, and 
afterwards had immmerable transactions with then, end yet was 
not related to them in any way. Jurther evidences of these inti-

JOHN THOMSON was twice married. ‘here are RECORDS to support ths identity of his 
second wife, but the surname of his first wif. is supported enly by circumstantial evidence, and 
while her vama, a8 so adcertained, may be doubtful, the compiler is taking the responsibility ef 
using in this account of the THOMSON FAMILY, 


Hie firet wife wes a MISS OSBORNE, 

Eis second wife was a MRS, REID, the widow of a THOMAS RETD. Her maiden name was MARY 
NeKBAN, and she is deseribed aB a "Highlend wousn of dark complexion”. By his second wife HEV. 
JOHN THOMSON had only one child, HANNAH, who married ROGIR LAWSOW. His firat wife was the mother

All of the dates of birth of these children are eatimted, and the list ss given is iden 
ticle with the list miblished in the "Life of Rev. Jahn Thomson" by Dre John Goodwin Herndon in 
1942, who was good enough to give this compiler credit for having assisted him in securing the Mist 
of children nemed and in ascertaining the facts on which the dates are bused. However, the writer 
has deviated just a little from Dr. Herndon's accomt of the dates of birth of sume of the chil- 
dren, aS well as the date of birth of REV, THOMSON himeelf, which he is convinced was earlier than 
1790, a® usually given. 


We will now undertake to give some account of each one of these children, including much 
informition aa we have been able to find about their children and their descendants, and hope to 
do this without becuting too tiresome in the recital,

CROCKETT'$ birth is given as 1745, in AUGUSTA COURTT, which shows that SAMUEL and ESTHER had thos 
early left AMELIA COUNTY and purchased lands fran COL, JAMES PATTOR, aNDEEW CROCKETS and his wife 
inoved to and settled in DAVIDSON COUMTY, TEMNesses, (now WILLIAMSOB), where he received lands fer 
his services a8 a revolutionary soldier, He and hie wifo are buried at BRERTWOOD, net far free 
FRANKLIN, TENNESSEE. It may not be tiresqe te the reader te see a list of their children:

Wo, I do not believe he was =» sen of SIR FRANCIS DRAKE, as claimed, 
but of course he my have belonged te the same family sr soms of its branches, We are cautioned 
not to mistake this JAMBS CROCKET? for the one who served in tha House of Burgessea for VIRGOII, 
laying that honer to another JAMES, eon of 5 ROBERT WATKING CROCKETT (meaning, of course, plain 
ROBERT CROCKE'M') whose name we have never fuund on the records eXcept os ROBERT, and whose sen 
WRMEH was living in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, BH. C. at the tims he is supposed to have been a Birgesi. 
JAMES CROCKER? and his wife MARY DRAER hsd twelve children, whore uames would be ef little value Se 
the readér, with the exception of a daughter! 


SSTRER CROCKNT?, named for her grandmother, ESTHER THOS. Eether wes bern tu Jematy, 
1780 and ated July 9, 1970, over 90 years of age, and is buried at MADISONVILLE, TEMWESSEE, 
Dirthplacs of thie writer, in the old Baptist Churchysrd. ESTHER CROCKETT married FRANCIS JACKSON 
CanTMR, in Virginia. The "CROCKETT PAMILY" tims identifies FRANCIS J. CARTER:

Since no less than TRRED members of the BAKER PAMIY, of Prince Miward County, Virginia, 
Garried into the family of BEV, JORY THOMSON, who died in MECKCLENSURO COUNTY, WN. C. in the year 
1753, it is essential for an understanding of the THOMSON PAMIZY ond ite mumeroux commection, ta 
give same kind of an account of the BAKERS. ‘The THERES BAKER BROTHERS who married as many 
ters or REV, JOHN THOWSON, were 28 follows:

In an ably written article in Yol. 49, of a Magazine of History and Biogre- 
phy, beginning em pege 311, a few years ago, DH, JOSEPH WAGES, then President of the 
Virginia Historical Seciety, presented an outline of this Riis PAMILY, and I think pretty clear 
ly established the Parentage of these Baker sons who married Bhomson daughters. Beyond the name 
of the father, however, no further ancestrial lines were established. Dr. Regleston's account is 
the basie of most of the material here Presented, end this writer, 1s unable to afd with any cer 
tainty to the ancestrial history of thie family. Wie father of the family appears to have been a 
Certain ROBERT BAKER, SR,, who died in the year 1728, in LAWCASTIR OOUNTY, Pennsylvania, intestate, 
bat with a CALEB BAKER ae administrator, witnessed by a DOUGIAS BAKER. A subjoined signature to 
the papers was that of a "ROBERT BAKER, JB." 


It is easy for this writer ta conjecture, and by considering certaln isolated notes te 
be found on the earliest records of the Colony of Virginda, to deduce, that although this family 
of Bakers are tims discovered first on the records yf Pemaylvania, it ie nevertheless possible 
that they msy have gone there fran either MARYLAND er VIRGINIA. However, the point is not impor 
tant for the purposes of thie etudy. 


As to when this family first came to VIRGIVIA, from Pennsylvania, we can draw on the 
fact thet as late as July ia, 1741, ROBERT BAKER (then called Sr.), CALEB BAKER and his wife MAR

As hee been stated at the beginning of this stuily of the family of THOMSON, the REY. 
JOH binges died at the hone of his son in law SAMUEL BAKER in Medclenburg Comty, North Caro- 
lina in 1753, 

SAMUEL BAKER and his wife BLIZAWNTH are supposed to heve had FIVE CHILDREW at the time 
of his death, which probably oecurred in 1757, because his will was probated december 24th of that 
Year, in ROWAY COUNTY, ‘he fact that his will was recorded in HOWAN COUNTY does not mean that he 
lived in ROWAN COUNTY, but it means that SALISBURY was the nearest place where an tnatrument per- 
taining to land titles could be recorded at that time. There wae then BO MUCKIENBURG COUNTY. The 
latter County wae not established witil FIVE YEARS LATER, 1762, and even then for some yeare there 
Wat no office where a will could be Placed of record; no books or regolar courthouse,

ROBERT ANTERSOW was born im VIRGIVIA in 1741, the fifth 
child and secend son of JOHN and JANE ANDERSON, who owned = 
comfortable farm in AUGUSTA COUNTY about five milee from STAUN- 
TOH. Yeung Robert was baptised on tha 15th day ef November, 
1741, by REV. JOHN CRAIG. He grew up living the ordinary life 
of a VIRGINIA Planter's son, receiving the average education 
of a Virginia gentleman; and became a surveyor by profession. 


Among the neighbers ef ths ANDERSONS was a family whose 
name was THOMSON, having a daughter called ANNE, whem Robert , 
regarded as his "best girl", though he used no euch undigni - 
fied term in telling her about it, prattling instead of starry 
eyes, soul's ideal, and other such peetical things.

The appointed day for the wedding dawned. A bevy of mer-

Thereupon she seized a shawl and throwing it over 
her head sped away te meet the man she really loved, The Young 
Lochinvar had come out of the West, and mounting his horse be~ 
hind hin, they rode awey te sosk for Eldorado, Trem that maent 
AWE THOMPSOW is lost to history, though she lived for twenty~ 
five yesra longer, and left five children, ROHERT ANDERSON, JR. 
and four demghters, ANWE, ELIZABETH, MARY ond IYDIA. 


KOHER? ANDERSOW married twice more, the second being MAS. 
MAVERTCK, a wealthy widew ef PENDIETON; Lydis Aniereon, aus of 
the daughters married young SAMUEL MAVERICK, 


COLONEL ANDERSON bécoming again 2 widower, asked MAS, 
REESE, widow of his fermar pastor REV, THOMAS HEESE, te marry 
him, which she did, and he outlived her, MiS, REESE was JANE 
HARRIS, a8 a girl, and had been raised and cared for as her 
step daughter by MS. CHARLES HARRIS, second wife ef COLONEL 
CHARIZS HARRIS, who a8 a girl was ELIZABETH THOMSON, daughter 
of REV. JOHW THOMSON, the early minister of MECKLENBIRG COUNTY, 
North Carolina. 


Tres, it seems, COL. ROBERT ANDERSON, appeared te be very 
fond of marrying inte the MSOMPSOW FAMILY, 


At this point it will be soticed that REV. JOHN CRAIG, ef Augusta Ceumty, Virginia, sho 
hed baptised COL, ROBERT ANDERSOY as a child in 1741, and knewn to have been a kind ef pratege of 
REV, JOH THOMSOW, had been one of the witnesses te the will ef HUGH THOMPSOH, ef Angusta County, 
Virginia in 1750. The identity of the several THOMSONS and THOMPSONS ef fdugusts have been herete— 
fore discussed, but there were several the nemes of whose children have net been feund, end ABE 
THOMPSOW whe Decams the first wife ef COL. RORERT ANDERSOW, must have been the daughter of one of 
thees. Which one we have never ascertained, and wa ds not believe that the records thew, er that 
any persen, even descendents of the family, knew.

It te positively 
thrilligg to have bean able to work out here problems of family relationships that for 150 yous 
have bean tn total obscurity. Ths reader, it 18 hoped, will appreciate ths teuarity with which

More tham 100 years ago, 2 distinguished planter, whose domain is said to have extend~ 
ed for som tan miles along the comtry road near the famous Broad River settlemnt, bearing the 
Aue of SAMUEL EWING DANIEL, lived and flourished, died and left his broad scree to a mmerouw 
progeny who claim Virginia descent. This writer hes Vieited with his erest grandchildren, who 
Were nailed about the origin of his mame SAMUEL SWING, and which they have always been unable to 
explain. They had never heard, of course, what becams of hie grandfather's sister, MARY DANTEL, of 
VINGINIA, who was the om simt of CUNNINGHAM DANIEL, aon of JAMES DANTEL end ELIZABETE CUM OKEUM 
of Prince Biward County, Virginia, and which ELIZANETa CUMIDNEUM (grendmothar of SAMUEL ISTND 
DANIEL) was a gtent-danzhter of our old V.D.M, HEV, JOY THOUSOS, who died in North Cerclins, In 
Gelving into the History of the EWING TILT, the records on which theses notes are Dased tone very 
Teadily to light. 

The mother of SAMUEL EWING DANIML was S4MR COFFEE, who married CUNMTINGHAM DAWIML. this 
TAME COFFEE was the daughter of a certain PETER COFFEE, from Prince Biward County, Virginis, who 
followed the DANIEL and COWNINOKAM FAMILY to GREEIE and OOLPTUOAS COUNTY, Georgia, after the open 
tne up of lands for Fevolntionary woldisrs along Broad River. PETER COFFEN, the father of JANE, 
who married CUNUIWGAM DANIEL, wan the sou of smother PETER COFFEE, who is mentioned in the will 
of JAMES DanTEL, erentfather of CUNITBGHAM DANTEL, which provides miong other things that "I give 
aad bequssth to my non JAMES TANTEL, 400 sores of land (on whieh) TAMMY JARROT liveth, Joining 
PETER COrrar®, Tims a Gescendant of an old neighbor in VIRGINIA, Deceus the wife of the descendaat 
of mother old neighbor, = custom so often followed that it becam practioully a BUIa OF OmmUCE, 
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HUGH EWING, son of SEORGZ EWING and his wife CATHERINE LAWSUR, is mentioned in the Colonial 
Records of Borth Carolina a8 being a roai overseer, a8 serving in the revolution during the last 
year of the War and participating in the battle of King's Mowmtsiz, and as receiving pay for his 
military services, He married and raised a femily of three sons and thres daughters:

EXANDER) who bought the Henderson property from the heirs of JAMES ENDER: after his dsath. 
This JAMES HEEDERSOW wax the grandfather of JAMES PINCKNSY HESTBRSON who became the firet Governor

Tegieter 1s euthority for the statement that WILLIAM GILLIAM married a POYTHRESS. ROBERT GILLIAN, 
who married MI@8 4...SANKSY, daughter of REY.

Qnroling, on what waa afterwards known aa GILGLAM'S CHIEK, to JOHN GITLIM, “of Imenburg County, Val 
Tn thé yoor 1769 BOREAT G{Ll2éu ( the then son in law of BEV. RICZAND SANZEY ) sold to EDMOND TATIOR 
a tract of 1220 acres of land in GRANVILLR COUNTY, Worth Carolina, located om GILLIAM'S BRANCH near 
the Virginia line.

Ae a rale tedlea or charts containing long liste of names are boresom, but by the 
use of the sbove charted lint of the children of JAMES CUMMINGHAM and his wife AINE THUMXM, one 
is able to got a "bird's-eye view" of this set of grandchildren of REV, JOBN THOMSON, and somes 
dakling of whet became of them, Bach one of the ten had a family of hie or her own, and all hei

JAMES CUNNINGHAM, father of the above list of children, was twice married. He mer 
ried AWE THOMSON, daughter of HEV.

That this compiler 
Aiffersuwitathis erudite end accomplished friend of Haverford College, should not and dose mot dis- 
turd a long friendship end the cammon desire of both to ascertain the true facts, and/ehe the 
writer here seszerte that JAMZS CUMTINGHAM never sew Northern Ireland, but wat « uabive of the Col- 
ouy of Virginia and an ‘intimate and in meny instances a kinsman of some of its olfiest and most dim 
tinguished families, he doe# not desire to detract one iota fram the high esteem in ehich bs holds 
his Yellow research worker on the Cunningham femily. Fnrthemore, tave ani except for one thing, 
there ia not a ecintilla of evidence, or any stightesttwecord tending to establich it as a fact 
that the CUNNINGHAMS OF OWS CRERC (headed by this particular JAMRS CUNNINGRAM) were Scoteb-Irish 
themselves, or of Scotch-Irish descent.

His son JAMES CUNNINGHAM married FEANCES MEDD, who, (according to Dre Herndon) was a direct 
descendant of the HANOVER ANTERSOWS, from ENGLAND, and ths Great Great Granf-daughter of NOUR ¥II- 
LYaMS, who died in Old Reppehannock County in 1677. 2

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JAMES CUNNINGHAM who married 4HNE THOMSON, daughter of REY. JOHN THOMSON, who Gied in 
Medglenburg County, North Carolina in 1753, belonged to what is mom 2s the *Cus CHEERY CUNNING. 
HAMS" of CHARLOTTE COUNTY, VIRGINIA. The anceator of this JAMES CUNNINGHAM was the emigrant 
WYLLIAM CUNNINGHAM, who came to Virginia on the "SPEEDWELL", which weighed aichor and sailed from 
Gravesend, England on May 28, 1635. 

CaP. WILLIAM CUNNINGHAM belonged to a family of merchants in ENCLAND, and hie first 
visit to the Colony of Virginia, was provably in the capacity of a Seaman, or the agent of his 
family in charge of business interests of the firm.

Onnningham's name does not appear among the patentees of lands in York County, 
probably for the reason that he trafed his om headright twice, and that of his two sons, for 
other lands in York County, His own first headright was bonght by SAMUEL EDWARDS, of JAMHSTOWR, { 
of an old family afterwards established there and in 01d Rappahemnock County; his second went to 
hia old neighbor and friend, nineteen yeare later, CAPT, THOMAS HALLAND, of York County, into

DENT, who married ALICE TRAVELER in Aecomac, a connection of the STONE and GRAVES FAMILY, se-

This genealogical story of the REV, JOHN THOMSON and hie asséétated families, the 
Sankeys, Gilliams, Underyoods, Bakers, Ounninghams ani others is based upon unimpeact~ 
able records, as to the essential facts, and some of it on that indefinsble element of 
Magnetism, equally an dependable, in the view of the writer, that has always impelled 
the Inman race, consciously or unconsciously, to seek homogenious fields of endeavor 
emo Ysllow-beinga of the same blood, otigin and traditions; whose canmon experiences, 
enviroment and understanding leads more surely to happiness and contentment.

No history of old Southern families could be complete without some mention of the JACE 
FAMILY, of Mecklenburg Coty, Worth Carolina. This family and many of the men and women it pro = 
fuced, weilded a wide influence in practically all of the Southern States. ‘There have been a few 
Sketches of certain brenches of this family appearing in print from time to time in the last hundred 
yeers, all of which have deen inadequate to give the student of old families a true perspective of 
thie partiqular clan. There ore e few pointe this writer would like to bring out that have never be- 
fore been mentioned, atide from a mare tatulated list of the descendants, ao that the reader my gat 
2 better view of this family. 


PATRICK JACK was the Worth Carolina ancestor of ths family, WILLIAM JACK, presumably 
of Pennsylvania, has been called the "ancestor" of PATRICK of Mecklenburg, but those historians who 
bave mntioned him were careful not to say that he was the FATHER, As a matter of fact they did not 
know, nor does the writer of these sketches, Undoubtedly the best outline of the family was written 
by Gyrue L. Bunter in his "Western North Carolina in 1977, ‘The following, appearing on page G2 of 
his rsre yolume, bears on the ancestry of PATRICK JACK: 


In the reign of Charles [I, in 1661 * ® that despotié monarch * 
in Ireland ejected from their benefices or livings, under Jeremiah Tay= 
lor, thirteen ministers of the Presbytery of Iagan; in the Northern part 
of Ireland, for their nom-conformity to the Church of Ingland, Among the 
honored nanés of these thirteen weret 

ROEEAT WILSON, ancestor of the REV, FRANCIS McKENIE, who twenty 
years later, was the first Presbyterian Preacher that had ever visited 
the Weatern Continent, and near relative of GEORGE McKEMIE, of the Wex- 
haw settlement, and brother in len of Mrs. Blisabeth Jackson, the mother 
of General AWDREW JACKSON. 

ROMERT CRAIGHRAD, ancestor of the Rev. Alexander Cyaighead, the 
first settled pastor of SUGAR CREEK CONGEESATION, the early apostle of 
Civil and religious liberty in MECKLEWSURG COUNTY, und who ended his days 
there in 1766, 

THOMAS DRUMMOND, a near relative of WILLIAM PRUMIOND, the first 
Royal Governor of NORTH CAROLINA, who was bung by BERKELEY. 

ADAM WHITE, ancestor of HUGH LAWSON WHITE, a native of NORTH CAR~ 
OLINA (who rose to political hights of leadership in THENITSSED). 

WILLIAM JACK, ancestor of PATRICK JACK, of CHARIOTIN, N. Ce (and 
of CAPT, JAMES JACK, who carried the Mecklenburg Declaration of Independ= 
ence to the convention in session in Philadelphis.) 


At this point in these annals, end before precipitating am account of the descendants of 
PATRICK, ths father of CAPT, JAMES JACKE, the messenger, i¢ is proper to state that thers were TWO 
DIFYENENT PATRICK JACES who lived, for a time at least, simultansously in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, ORTH 
GAROLINA, Ons was the father of CAPT. JAM@S JACK, of Charlotte, and the other the father of a JORN 
PINTRY JACKE, a distinguished lawyer, who settled in KNOXVILIE, TENNESSEE, and married TLIZABDIE 
COCK, the daughter of GEN, WILLIAM COCKE, Osptain in the revolution, and member of the United Staten 
Congress from Tennasses, who died in COLUMBUS, MISSISSIPPI, in 1828, in his 87th year, His son, JOEW 
PINLEY JACK was the namesake of the intrepid indian fighter and companion of Daniel Foons, of whom 
mention has been heretofore made = the son in law of REV. JOHN THOMSON. John Finley and this second 
Patrick Jack were not only near neighbors in Mecklenburg County, on the Oatewbe River, but were kin- 
dred spirits with an adventurous disposition in common that made them close friends. For convenience 
the sécond PATRICK will be referred to as PATRICK JACI Il. 


PATRICK JACK II was an "armorer® and is one of the few persons who bave been identified 
in history as having been at. the fall of the garrison at PORT IOUDON, erected by the British on the 
Little Tennessee River, on its South Bank, in what is now MONROE COUNTY, TENNESSEE. At the central 
Massacre of the inmates treacherously engineered by the indians, his was one of the three lives that 
were spared, through the influence of on Indian leader called the "little Carpenter", 


On page 63 of RAMSEY'S ANNALS of Tenusssee, there is a note reading: 


A grant signed AYTHUR DOBBS, Governor of North Carolina; WII- 
LIAM BRAMEH, Sr., Superintendent and Deputy Adjutant in end for the

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PaTRICE JACK £2, who was in Fort Loudon, according to Hunter, returned to Pennsylvania, 
where he became a gallant officer in the American Revolution, ‘he writer trusts thie personal 
note will not be considered cut of place, im making the statement that he was borm om a part of 
the land embraced in the "fifteen miles square" allegedly purchased by this Patrick Jack from the 
Indians in 1757, later (in 1762) confimed at a Council held in Mecklenburg County, North Carolina. 
Since thie Patrick returned tp Peunsylvania, no further reference to him will be ueceseary here, 
but we will return to the family of PATRICK JACK, of MECKLENBURG COUNTY. We think the chart below 
will make it easier to understand the ramifications of this family:

DESCENDANTS OF CAPT, JAMES JACK OF MECKLENBURG 


100 CAPT, JAMES JACK, of Charlotte, was the son of PATRICK JACE, the old hotel keeper on 
South Trade Street, about a block from where the Mecklenburg Declaration was signed on May 20th, 
1775, who made the trecherous and perilous journey all the way from Charlotte to Philadelphie, 
Pennsylvania, where the Colonial Comvention was then deliberating to present then with the im =< 
mortal document. Of all of the sons of PATRICK JACK, perhaps CAPT. JAMES is best known in His = 
tory, but not a great deal ia known about his family, Thanks to Drs Cyrus L. Hunter ( son of the 
old Steele Creek Minister, HUMPHREY HUNTER ) some of this information has been preserved, and, to~ 
gether with other items found here and there, is presented below:

In 1907 he 
Wes living iu MECKLENBURG end bought out the interest of his thres brothers in the lande left the 
by their father's catate. Presumably he may have continued to live in Mecklenburg County. 


347, JOH MOORE. Frem his gravestone in the SIX MILE CHURCH, which ie located now in 
South Carolina, a short distance over the line from the PROVIDENCE TOWNSHIP, we know that he died 
in 1833, and from his age that he was born in 1775, which gives us a fairly good idea of the dates 
of birth of his brothers and sisters.

349, HUGH MOORT moved from MECKLENBURG COUNTY, NJ. C. to GREENE COUNTY, GEORGIA, where his 
uncle 212 WILLIAM MOORE had evidently preceded him by several years, and may bave been living there 
when he arrived. HUGH MOORE married MARTHA FITZOERAID, whose parentage has not been identified, 
but who is believed to have been of the eame family of FITZ@RRALDS who married into the DANIEL and 
HILLIARD FAMILIES in GEORGIA, and at least one of whom settled in PERRY COUNTY, ALABAMA, before the 
Civil War and was associated in business with the MOORES from SPARTANBIRG COUNTY, S. C., doing bus- 
iness, first, under the name of EVINS and BARRY, and later as MOORE & FITZGERALD.

GOOTM was closely allied to the 
WOODSOMS, PLEASANTS and JORDANS of HENRICO, This fact accounts for one of the sone of (1) JOH

HUGH EWING the witness to the will of JAMES HENDERSON was ths aon of Gare EWING, who 
married JANE LAWSON, sister of VIOLET LAWSON, wife of the testator in the above will. 


The statement on page 226 that all of the children of JAMES HENDERSON, the testator, 
moved to TENNESSHE with their mother VIOIE1 HENDERSOW sbout 1803, is error. Both LANWSOH ( who me 
BLIZARETS CARBUTH ) and WILLIAM ( who m, MLIZAPETH ABERNATHY ) remained and lived and died in 
Tincoln County, Worth Carolina. 


JAMMS, LOGAN and JOHN HENDERSON appears to have migrated to the "Duck Hiver® section 
of Bennesses, KATHERINE HEWDERSOW married a cousin, WILLIAM M, LOGAN and lived in TEWNESSER, and 
MARGARET ( daughter of JAMES ) married DANIEL McKISSICE, of Idncoln County, and also moved to TH 
NUSSEB with her parente.

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JAMES PINCKNEY HENDERSOW was the firet Governor of the State of Taxaé, after it was admit~ 
ted to the Unione In 1937 he was Minieter to Englend and France, from the Republic of Taxa#, mt 
in 1640 he returned to Tetae and practiced sw in Bast Texas, im partnership with KRWNETH L, SEA- 
SQM and THOMAS J. HUSK. By authority of the legislature he commanded the Taras troops in the War 
with Mexico with the rack of MejormGeneral of Volumeesrs, In 1857 he was elected United States Sen~ 
ator from Texas, tt, according to the histories, ‘died before teking his seat. He was the son of 
TAWVSON HENDERSON, the old Clerk and Sheriff of LIVCOLM COUNTY, and the grandson of JAMES HENTURSON 
ang VIOLET LAWSON, hie wife.

681 acclaim except in inatances where he finds a positive record to the contrary. Mre Waddell's ao- 
count of the family of GX¥. WILLIAM CAMPHELL, which is to be found on pages 396 to 398, of hie work, 
mentions only the descendants of a JOBN CAMPBEIL, whows sone are PATRICK, ROBERT and DAVID. Patria 
had 5 oom CHARIZG, who he enys was the father of GEN. WILLIAM CAMPBELL. Tine Waddell's version ie 
that GiW. WILLIAM CAMPEBLL was the great grandson of JOAN CAMPRELL, Nothing 18 said about the JaMas 
CAMPBELL, who left will in sugusts in 1753, and who mentioned his aon in law ISAA0 WHITE, as well aw 
« com JORW CAUPRELL and others. Mr. Waddell ends his account, however, with the statement that: 


"Several other families of GAMPRELIS, not related sa far 
ae known to those just mentioned, were among the early ssttlers of 
Auguste."

Weither was THOMAS ALLISON from Phii~ 
sdelpbis; nor wan Susan. 


THOMAS and JAMES ALLISON were original emigrents to VIRGINIA, at shown by the records of 
LANCASTER COUNTY, and were well settled in that county by 1752-3. = Vol 22 Va. Colomial Abstracts, 
page 7. JAMBS was the headright of ARRANAM MOOR, while THOMAS was claimed of « beadyight by the 
Obstrepercus CAPT, HEWY FLEET, the "Daniel Boone of Virginia and Maryland", 


Eventually, the descendants of these two ALLISGVS settled in SOMEBSIT COUNTY, on the 
Eastern Shore of MARYIAWD and VIRGINIA, while some of them located higher up the POTCMAG on both 
sides of that atream, some being in PRINCE GEORGES anf CHARLES COUNTY in Maryland, and scmeiin 
WESTMORELAWN and FAIRPAL COUNTY, in Virginia. It wat perhaps in WESTMORELAND COUMIT, Virginia, 
where the ALLISMS first contacted the MOORE and LAMPEIN FAMILIES, a connection that lasted all the 
way @own through Virginia, the Carolinss and into THMIESSER and GEORGIA, The records of WESTMORE- 
LAND COUNTY yields up very little information about the ALLISOVS save and atcept the will of THOMAS 
ALLISON, dated Septanber 2, 1701, his inventory revealing that hie wife was MARGARET; the fact that 
HAWWAN, the deughter of HENRY GAHWUR, married am ALLISON, and that the will of WILLIAM MOORE, as 
late a8 April, 1796, left s eon VINCENT MOORE and a daughter MARY ALLISON. 


But the ALLISON FAMILY wiquestionably lived in WESTMORLAND and had many representatives 
in the settlements, Among theee wat a ROBERT ALLISON, who moved to FAIRVAX COUMIY. It wes this 
ROBLRT ALLISOW who became the firet "comnection" of the DANIZL PAMILT, to which H, CLAY DAWIEL, the 
father of MES, JOHN TROTWOOD MOORE, belonged. 


HUGH DANIEL married MARY BILLDVOTON. URNNIS McCARTY married her sinter BARBARA BILLIW- 
TON. DWRNIS McCARTY and BAMBARA were €Tand~parents of (1) DANIEL and (2) DENNIS McCARTY, The 
Jaet named settled in FATRVAX COUNTY, where he died leaving a will in 1742, Hie children were some 
DANYEL, DMOIS and THADRUS McCAMTY, denghter SARAR, who married HON, GECROE JOMNSTON, end ANNE who 
Married QOL. WILLIAM RAMSEY, One of the daughters of COL. WILLIAM RAMSEY merried MOAERT ALLICON, & 
DANINL MeCARTY moved to LINCOLN COUNTY, Worth Carolina, with the ALLIGONS, where hy Ipft a ill in 
1785, Incidentally, the ALLIGONS were living in LIVCOLA ( or GASTON ) at about the dome tine. Oo 
of the daughters of DANIEL McCARTY, of Lincoln, married SAMUI JOHNSTOS, her cousin, wod Lis dangh- 
ter, JEMINAH UcCANTY married HUGH BLATE.

TSS ALLISOWS of MECKIEWAURG lived in densus District Wo. 1 in 1790. (See pages 357 ani 
369 of these notes ), Their homes were down on the CATAWBA RIVER near the BIGGRRS FERRY, near tha 
Prevent South Caroling line. ALLISON'S CRIME tock its name from thie family. There were many of 
the@iLLTSs who settled in that section, and some lived om FISHING CMMI 4p what in now South Car 
Olins, Omly the names of THREE appear on ths concus. A number of them had departed before 1790, 
Among these was ALVHED AWLISON, who moved after the revolution to GREGYE COUNTY, GEORGIA. ALFRED 
ALLISON married a sister of DAY JACKSON, SR., and an sunt of PRESIDEN! ANDREW JACKSON. Another 
Sister, it is believed, was JANE JACKSON who married MAJ. JAMES MOORE, and aleo moved to GHEEHE 
COUNTY, GEORGIA, In the "Life of aNiR@W JACKSON" by Marquis Jemes, it is stated that ANDREW JACK- 
SQ, Sk. came to the WAXHAWS accompunied by his family and ths balance of a small colony of emi- 
erants that his brother HUGH JACKSON ( who had already been fighting Indians in the Waxhaws ) had 
induced to leave Ireland with him, HUGE "backed out" on his enterprise, but ANDY came om with the 
remnants, and it is certain that among them wat two or more SISTERS of the JACKSON FANIIY. ALmiED 
ALLISGH & his wife hai several children, We are sure of the names of only two of the sons, imt 
we know there were other children, They weret

Both DAVID and GWINH ALLISON were first cousins of PRUSIDENT ANDREW JACKSON. ‘This is » 
known and well established fact in the history of GREENE COUNTY, GEORGIA, (Fuge 31 "Yenants of 
the Mmighty" py Reaper.) 


GWINN ALLISON lived between the present town of GHENNSBOKD, and UNION POINT, in 
COUNTY, GROAGIA. When a new railroad wae projected between these pointe about 1835, he refused to 
give up a pert of his land for the right of way. Hse war subject to suit, by which the lend was 
awarded to Bhe purposed sought. He then loaded hie shot gum and proposed to shoot the first man 
who caue on his place, Finally he wae jailed for his conduct, released and the money for hie land 
tendered him, which he refused to accept. He finally became reconciled, and at hie death left a 
Dequest, in the form of a truet fund of $20,000 towarda the schooling of poor children in Greene : 
County. Ee died in 1865, SNDREW JACKSON visited GWINN ALLISOW and hia father several times, and 
it de a historical fact that on one of these visite to hie uncle ALLISON, Mrs Jackson was enter = 
tained at s sumptuous banquit attenfed by the most prominent citizens of GREEWE COUNTY. Thile 
there he was always a guast at the hone of the ALLISON FAMILY = hie uncle and cousins. 4 part of 
the GWINN ALLISON truet fund, left to the Commissioners Court of Greene County, Georgia, in 1865, 
we are informed, atill remains intact, The inauguration of the free school systen, made its ume 
dopractical, tud it was specified that the interest oly, and never the principal, was to be used 
Zor the purposes mentioned in the bequest.

Katie Prince W, Baler, of Washington, D. C., says thet 
et the time of their marriage ROBERT AULISON lived near COLUIG1A, TENWESSEEZ, which, at thet time,

Ome of the earliest settlers of MECKLENBURE COUNTY, North Carolina, was SAMUEL WILSON, @R., 
who, according to Hunter'a Sketches of Western North Carolina, died March 13, 1778, in the sixty 
eighth year of his age. He wee therefore born about 1710, He really dates back, His name is not 
Listed among the elgners of the MECKLENBURG DECLARATION, though RAMSEY liets « WILLIAM WIISON, as 
well acs ZACHEUS WILSON, the latter known to be a signer, 


Hie aon MAJOR DAVID WILSOM, with RICHARD BARRY, both of whem participated in the ekimish 
at COWAN'S FORD on Vebrusry 1, 1781, secured the body of GEN. WILLIAM LEE DAVIDSON, after he was 
killed, and carried if to the home of SAMURL WILSON, SR., prepared it for burial there, sent for 
MRS, MARY BREVARD DAVIDSON, who resided some miles distant, perhaps sbout where DAVIDSON COLLECE 1s 
now located, who was brought down immediately by a neighbor, GEORGE TEMPLETON, Then MAJ. WILSON & 
RICHARD BARRY, with the help of other neighbors, after nightfall carried the remsine to BOPEWELL 
Church where they were buried by candlie-light, late in the evening of the same day. 


Dr. Hunter in his "Sketches" ways that SAMUEL WILSOW was of Scotch=Irish descent, while m= 
merous other accounts say that he was an ENGLISHMAN and a kinenan of an Bnglish General, STR ROBERT 
WILSON. Hunter adds that he emigrated from PENNSYLVANIA to MECKLENBURG about 1745, where he set - 
tled "in the bounds of Hopewell Church". Hopewell Church did not exist at that time. The campiler 
thinks he was of ENGLISH lineage end a descendant of that REV. ROBERT WILSON, who, about 1661-2 
wes ejected fram the Presbytery of legen in the northern part of Ireland, with thirteen other min~ 
isters, for his nom-conformist tendencies towards the Church of England. This does not mean that 
he was either a Scotchman or an Irishman, The Same ROBERT WILSON wae the ancestor of REV, FRANCIS 
McKEMIE, the sarly Presbyterian pioneer, of ACCOMAC COUNTY, VIRGINIA, and of the McKEATES of the 
lower part of MECKIZNBURG, who were related to the femous JOHN McKEMIE WILSON, well known in the an- 
nals of MECKIMNBURG. With the exception of the date of hie death and his age at the time, dates on 
the family of SAMUEL WILSON SR. are simply uon-existent. An excellent owt-line of his family is con~ 
tained in SOMMRBVILLE'S History of Hopewell, po 195199, but it is almost wholly devoid of dates to 
guide the historian. 


The writer ie inclined to the belief that SAMUEL WILSON, SR. was born in SOMERSET GOUNTY, 
MARYIAND, where thore was s family of WILSONS, who came there and settled during the life-time of 
REV, FRANCOIS McKHMIE, who were probably his cousins, Among these was a WILLIAM WILSON end his wife 
AGNES, of STUPWRY PARISH, as early as 1709/10, which was about the time - if Mr. Hunter's dates are 
right = that SAMURL WILSOH was torn. The statewent hse been made in several accounts that SAMUEL 
WILSON wae "not related" to numerous other persons named WILSON who settled and resided in UECELI- 
BURG COUNTY, We think this ig erroneous, also, SAMUEL WILSON, SR. was married three times, to the 
persons, and in the order nsmed below:

HUWTER is in error in saying that SARAH McCONNETL, who married 10 WAS, DAVID WILSON, 
was sister of the wifs of GEN, JAMMS WHITE, father of HUGH LAWSON WHITM, OEY, TAUES WHITE ( who 
Temoved to TENNESSEE ) was the son of MOSES WHITE and his wife MARY McCOUNELL, bat HUGH IAVSON, JB., 
Drother of the wife of GEN, JAMUS WHITE, married REBUCCA McOOMELL, daughter of JOHH McCUNWZIL, in 
Iredell County, N. 0, May 26, 1770, which would be shout, contemporaneous with the marriage of MAJ.

JOSEFH WADE HAMPTON was twice married. Hie first wife wae SARA STIREWALT, by whan he 
haf nt least one daughter MARY ANNETTE MauPtow, who married RICHARD 3, EARRIS. Wis gecond wife won 
CYNTHIA WILSON, daughter of 18. ROBERT WILSON, anf grandson of SAMUEL WIISON SR, CYNTHIA WILSOW'A 
wtnt MARY, being the wife of BZWKIEL POIK, CYNTELA was therefore a firet cousin of SAMUEL POI, ths 
father of JAMES K, POI, thea President. 

About the yesr 1749~50 JOSEPH WAUE HAMPTON, moved to Terae and settled with his wife 
aad family at ASTIN, whgre he engaged in the newspaper bueiness, and belonged to and was one of the 
Original membera and organisers of the FIRST PHESBYTZRIAW CHURGH in that city. We died in AUSTIN in 
1855, where he is buried, leaving two sone and three daughters, besides his widow, all of whom after 
bis desth retumed to MECKLENBURG COUNTY, They are buried at the HOPEWELL PRISSTTMRIAN CHURCH.

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The advent of the POLL FAMILY into the Yadkin-catawia valley must not have been 20 Fery long 
after that wamoreble day when the pioneer eiventurer THOMAS SPRATT and bis little family ix his 
“wheeled vehicle" crossed the swirling watera of the YADKIN somenbere Worth, perhaps, of the present 
town of GALISBUIRY. At the door of his rude cabin, in an undetermined spot, South of CHARLOTTE, as 
the long shadows of lofty pinee softened an approaching twilight, the lone traveler, THOMAS POLE, 
weary and footesore, reached for the lstch-string, and was welcomed by the lusty pioneer anf his 
family, af an old friend. ‘THOMAS POLE, considering the eveats which followed, mist have been the 
bardy scout of a mmerous clan bearing the same fumily neme, sent ahead to "spy out the land" and 
Send back word to the others, the date of whose appearance on the records beare out thie theory, 


The tradition is that the POIXS ceme to MECKLENBURG from PENNSYLVANIA, tat this seess te be 
only a tradition, since the actual records show that here wat an old éetablished family from the 
"Eostern Shore” of perhaps both MARYLAND and VIRGINIA. This same tradition is coupled with another, 
by which it is claimed that the nam was originally POLIOCK, shortened to POIK, ‘the last, a8 well 
ae the first, must be discoumted, 


Mmerous writers have sttempted to camit to print end writing the annals of thie POIX fami- 
ly, and oll cling to these i112 founded traditions, es if for Mear life. They sll insiet that the 
Ancestors of the POIXS were MARGAHET POLE and ROBERT POLK, she who wat ao TASKER, and he the son oF 
an TRISH RARONET named POLLOCE, whose descendents in North Carolina shortened the spelling to plain 
POIX. They even call him ( the ancestor ) ROBERT BRUCE POLLOCE, by what authority, we have been um 
able to ascertain = perhaps, this too, is based on tredition, The will of a MAGDALENE POLZOCE, who 
ie Saiu to have been 92 years of age, proved in SQERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND, in 1720, if civen as ae 
thority for the nomee of the first aMINICAN GENERATION of the family, iaclading JOEW, WILLiIay, 
EPHRAIM, JAMES, ROBERT, JOSEPH, MARGARET and ANN POIX or POLIOCE, Thee the first named am, JOEY 
POLK is given as the ancestor of the North Carolina set, through his only sam, WILLlall POI, saié to 
Dave married (1) PRISCIile ROBERTS and (2) MARGeRET TATION, ‘he wice of JORW POU wae JOANWA EVOKE, 
according to this aceount, and they were the supposed ancestors, Their son WILLIAM FOIR, from the 
best we ean gather, waa the father of THOMAS, BZEXIEL and the other MECELENSURG POLES, 


This well rounded, but wholly unauthenticated story of the POLLOCE or POIX family, fails 
to teke into account the presence in SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLaD, of numerous other persons mamed FOIE 
and WON calle? POLLOCK, who resided in the same general neighborhood at and about the same time. 
The marriage of « JOHN POLK to a JOANNA IOX seems plausibly true, considering the fact that thare 
was a EWOX family residing there in SOMERSET at the time, with whom the POLES were evidently very 
closely, and perhaps intimately associated. Sometimes the name of ENOX was spelled differently, but 
this is accounted for by the fact that slight differences frequently occurred in the spelling of all 
the ancient Colonial names, on documents of the recorde. About the time THOMAS POIK left MARYLAND 
and went to WORTH CAROLIWA, one HENRY KVOCK left a will up above SOMBRSET in KENT COUNTY; and FOOTE 
in his "Virginla Sketches" says that one of the sisters of the wife of HEV. FRANCIS McKEMIE married 
3 man named "NOCK", quite evidently of the regular KWOX FAMILY, 


Bot only did the POLE PAMILY of SOMMESET have weny dealings and intimete relations #ith the 
KNOX femily in SOMBBSET OOUNTY, )uRYLAND, but they were also intimately connacted with the ZPRATT 
family, of the same place, a® well as with the CALDWELLS and ATEKANDERS and WILSOWS, In 1736, the 
will of ROEERY WILSON, of MOWOKIN, in SOMERSET, believed to have been 5 aon of the BEY. ROBERT ¥IL- 
SON of the Presbytery of LABAN, in IRELAND, and a relative of REV, FRANCIS NcKEMIE, was witnessed 
by « DAVID POLK and a MOS2S ALEXANDER, both obviously relatives of the same families of the neme 
who a/terwards flowrished in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, H, C. In 1696, the will of WILLIAM PORTER in the 
Guunty of SOKERSIT wae witnessed by JOHY POLE and WILLIAM POLK; end in 1698, JOHN POLE and WITLIAM 
ENOX together, were the overseers of the will of one WILLIAM OWENS, These instances could be ml- 
tiplied several times by a minute search of the records. - Baldwin's Meryland Galendar of Wills.

The writers say that he was the oldest of the several sons of WILLIAM POLE, the som of JORW POLK 
and his wife JOANNA ENOZ, 

THOMAS FOIX became a surveyor and was largely self-educated from necessity, but os early 
26 1770 was a representative in the Aseambly from Mecklenburg County; he aided in romning the waat- 
Sra extension of the boundary line between Worth and South Carolina, about 1771: at the breaking mt 
of the American Ravolution he becam Colonel of the Usdklenbure County Militia, which then included 
all of the present CARMERUS COUNTT, afterwards set apart and named for STEFAN CABARRUS. Ae Colonel 
of the militia, in 1775, it waa this THOMAS FOIE, the tired, lonaly traveler of mech earlier years, 
who tesued the call for the election of delegates im the various commmnities then embraced in MICK 
LENSBURS OOUNTT, to ths famous convention of May 19 and 20, 1775, which brought forth the first real, 
cemine and uncompromising DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE aver written on American soil. 

Though far advanced in yeart THOMAS PUIK served through the revolution, end at his retire 
ment was made a ERIGADTER GEWERAL, His valuable service to his country was recognized by GEN. Nix 
THANTEL GREENE and other leaders with whan he wat intimtely associated, and in the end he wal re - 
warded with oumerous valuable grants of lands set apart in what is now TENNESSEE for himwelf and his 
heirs, Wart to COL. JOH SPRIWGS, Thomas Folk at one time was coneidered the wealthicet man in MECK~ 
LENBUBS COURTY {p. 337). 

GSN, THOMAS POIX and bis wife SUSANNA SPRATT were the parents of FOUR sons and eeveral 
dewghtere. We have searched in vain for a complete list of these children, and still have two of 
hie sons missing from the list. We know, however chat smong their children these belonged:

CHARLES POIK, brother of THOMAS and EZEKIEL POLE was wa gallant soldier of the revolution 
and also commended a company in the regiment of COL. GRIFFITH RUTHERFORD, in what ie known as the 
Cherokee Indian campaign, which was mistered into ths service on March 12, 1776. 


4ccording to an account, Vol 1, American Historical Magazine, CAPTAIN CHARITIES POLK married 
POLLY CLARK, and had the following sons, no daughters being mentioned: 


Tn this memorable campaign against the Cherokee Indians, CAPT, CHARLES POIX'S command and 
those with him, penetrated the Cherokee country clear over the mountains into what is now MOUROE 
and BIOUNT Counties, in TEMNESSEZ, Rumple's Rowan County Mistory, is authority for the statement 
that only three or four men in the entire command actually lost their lives in this campaign, bt 
it was s successful effort and resulted in a gain of much valuable territory,which was ceded by the 
Tndians afterwards, to white settlements. On pages 89 and 90 of Runter's Sketches of Western Worth 
Carolina, is preserved a roster of the members of CAPT, CHARIES POIK'S company, which 1s of great 
interest historically.

JAMES HALL, whose name appears on this roster was the REV. JAMMS HALL, was afterwards the 
Captain in a company in the revolution, and Chaplain of a Regiment to which it was attached; and 
he was also the famous minister and teacher, an account of whose Isbore is given at great length 
in Foote's Sketches of North Carolina. 

HUMPREY HUNTER, another whose name is listed above also became a distinguished minister 
and for many years was pastor of STEELE CREUK and other MZCKLENBURG CHURGIES. When the authentic- 
ity of the Mecklenburg Declaration was brought into question many decades later, it was IR. BU 
TER, JAMES JACK and REV, FRANCIS CUMMIVS ( together with SUSY SMART ) who teetified that they 
were present at the signing and the meeting, though too young, or not delegates participating in 
its adoption themselves. ‘hie soldier was the father of IR, CYRUS HUNTER who wrote the SKETCHES 
of WRSTZEW WORTH CAROLIWA end gave them to the World. 

SAMUBL LINTON lived and died in MBCKLEWSURG COUNTY and was the ancestor of the LINTON Fak 
ILY who settled in GRERYZ COUNTY, GEORGIA. ‘Thies men was the son of EDWARD LINTON, an abstract of 
whose will appears on 324, dated 1776. 

WILLIAM SHIELDS was, it is likely, a son of .JAMBS SHIELDS, and 2 grandson of REV, JORW 
THOMSON, JOHN FINDLEY, on the same list, married hie mother's sister and in that way was the um 
cle of WILLIAM SHIZIDS, On this campaign with COL, MUTHERFORD, this WILLIAM SEINLDS found e bag 
of gold in the camp of the enemy, which he promptly turned over to his commanditg 2fficer to par 
Chose mich needed supplies for his fellow soldiers. 

JOEN WOARD, listed here, was one of the "Signers" of the MECKLENBURG DECLARATION lese 
than one year before he enlisted in CAPT. CHARLES POIK'S Company. 


CAPE. CHARLES POLK kept a diary during this campaign, and smong other items mentioned ty 
him was the death while over the mountains of a soldier named HANCOCK POLE, whose identity hes not 
been established, As JOBW POIK, daptain Polk's# brother, appears to have hai e son listed ae TAT 
LOR POIX, it suggests that bis full name may have been HANCOCE TAYLOR POLE, and that he was the 
Hancock Polk who died or was killed in this Indien campaign, though he appears not to have been a 
Member of hie uncle's campany. 


The record shows that CHARLES POL, Ji., #as a member of hie father's company, but there 
geene to be no available information before the writer in regard to his younger brothers, (16) 
THOMAS, (17) SHELBY, (19) MICHAEL and (19) WILLIAM POIX.

C.. where he died, Dre Alexander declores, without 
specificate identification, that abe was a "close kinsman" of THOMAS and EZEKIEL POIK. One would 
assume that, since they had a sieter SUSAN POTZ, she was that sister, but for the FOIK FAMILY CHART, 
which declares she married BENJAMIN ALEXANDER, Possibly she, or one of the, was cousin to the 
otber, which must preauppdse that more than ane femily of POLKS came to MECKIMNBURG.

SOR, In 1769 he wes the first Clerk of the County Court of Tryon County = the territory fran which 
Lincoln, Rutherford and Catawba County have since been formed. 

The claim ie made thet he was born in PENNSYLVANIA on December 7, 1747, though the fact 
is pretty well suthenticated that the POLE FAMTIY came fron SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND, ‘This writer 
Qoee not claim to KNOY that DZEKIEL POLE was born on the Eastern Shore of MARYLAND, but reserves 
the right to BELIZVE thet he was. 

RAWKIEL POIK lived in MECKIEZNRURG COUNTY, before TRYOW COUNTY waa established in 17695 
and on his appointment es Clerk of the new County, he removed to that County. After TRYON 
wea sbolished, about 1778-9 he removed to MECKLENBURG COUNTY again, and settled eleven miles South 
of CHARIOTTE, near the present PINEVILIZ, where his grandson JAMES K, POIK was borne This wat a 
period of quiet in this region, end remained so until the invasion of the country by Cornwallis in 
September, 1780, Dr. Alexander says that the Polk hones wa® in the pathway of Cormmallis' army, and 
that when it reached the Poll place, om Big Sagar Creek, in order to save the burning of his home, 
the destruction of his property and the suffering of his family, COYONEL POI was forced to take 
British protection, which merely was understood to have been for the purposes stated, without imply- 
4ng any pledge for sympathy or service, The following startling statement appears on pege 78 of 
Aletender's History of Me dlenburg County? 


Of EZRA and CHAKIEZS ATEXANTER ( signers ) diligent enquiry bas re- 
vealed nothing that ia satisfactory about then, from the oldest citizens. 
One informant was under the impreseion that they lived within the bounds 
of PROVIDENCE CHURG@H and were neighbore of EZEKIEL POIK, end like him —- 
WERE ATHEISTS, If this is true, they probably emigrated with him to 
Tennessee, carrying with them their CIRCULATING LIBHAaY or infidel liter- 
ature -* ® and were a good riddance to their fellow citizens. (p. 420).

The research worker im gemeslogy, who hee followed these eruds notes will by thie time 
heve diseovered that the relationship betwees sli of the old families of Worth Carolina, dows m- 
der the surface, is almost enflews. This relationship ie not always appsreat on the surface, and 
it is only whem one digs down deep into -the origin of these families sometines that it is dis = 
covered. This by way of preface to the remark thet the distinguished JONNSTON FAMILY of North 
Carolina wes related to the NOX FAMILY. 


The first intimation of this relationship comes about through the SINCLAIR PAMILY. Al~ 
though previous chroniclers have, in the writer's judgment, gone far estray in discussing the be- 
gimnings of the KNOX FAMILY, om other pointe they have beem correct, for the reason that there is 
always some semblance of fact in "handed down" traditions on which so many of them rely, but which 
the writer always diecounte im the face of actus] records thet are to be found refuting them. 


Of JOHN KWOX who married JEAN GRACY, the known immediate ancestore of the KNOX FAMILY of 
ROWAN and MECKLEWSURG COUNTY, the account in Romple's History of Rowan County, says 


"JOMN KWOX married an Irish-Preabyterian, JEAW GRACT, whose 
mother's neme was JRAN SINCLAIR, a relative of the mother ( alto 
a SINCIATE ) of JON ENOK, THE REPOWER." 


Because the name SINCLAIR in obviously a SCOTTISH family neme, writers have handled sll 
references to these alliances as if they occurred in SCOTLAND, when as a matter of fact the sIuclamm 
femily was mmerons in lower Eastern Virginis and tn North Carolina, though of course, representa - 
tives of the sams family in SCOTLAND, 


GOVERWOR GABRIEL JORWSTON 


GABRIEL JOHVSTON, said to have beew a son of JOHN JOMISTON ( or JOBNSTONE ) was GOVDRROR 
of the Province of North Carolina under the CROWN, frow October 27, 1734, until Jcly 17, 1752. He 
was twice married. His first wife was PENELOPE EDEN, daughter of GOV. CHAHLES EDEW, who was at the 
tise the widow of her THIRD HUSBAND, GHORGE PRENNY; and his second marriage was to FRANCES JOMNSTON 
who wes also s widow, MBS. BUTTON. By his first marriage GOV. GABRIZL JOHNSTON had one denghter, 
PENEIOPE JOMVSTOH, who becams the wife of GOL. JOEN DAWSON. Ta 1770 MRS. PENELOPH DAWSON, adminis- 
tered om the estate of JORY DAWSOW, in BERTIN COUNTY, and executed a bond with THOMAS BALLARD and 
SAMUEL JORNSTON as sureties. (Vol. 3 N. C. Hist. & Gon. Register, pe 448. ).

Rot all of the MECKLENBURG ALEXANDERS came fron CECIL COUNTY, MARYLAND, for some of thes 
were from SOMERSET COUNTY on the *"RASTEEN SHORE" of MARTLAND, and some of them hed doubtless 
originated in ACCOMAC COUNTY, VIRGINIA, around ONANCOCK and DRUMMONDSTOWN, and members of the 
Preabyterian flock ministered to by HEV. FRANCIS MAKEMIE, JOBW NAMPTON, and perhaps occasionally 
by the young JOHN THO)SON, 


But we WOW that JOHN McKHTT? ALEXANDER was of the CECIL COUNTY, MAXYLAND FAMILY, and 
have followed the history of the AIZXANDERS to the point where it seems that after all, those of 
CECIL COUNTY and those of SOMMRSET were of the same Scotch Irish strain. We haye found it mich 
easier to trace the JOHN MeXNI?PT ALEXANDERS, who lived in MECKLENBURG, and when it appears that 
one of the name was NO? of his stock, we just credit him to the SOMERSET FAMILY. 


The ancestor of JOHN McKNITT ( or McKWIGHT ) ALEXANDER in CECIL COUNTY, MARTLAND, war one 
JOSEPH ALEXANDER, Just when he eettled at NEW NMISTER im CECIL COUNTY is a matter of conjecture, 
since hie name does not appear on the records until four years before his death, when he executed 
his last will and testament, This JOSEPH ATEXANUER was a TANNER by trade, aad that set him apart 
at once as a man of character and substance. It wade him a leather worker and a crafteman of no 
Slight tmportence, Im those days the TAW YARD was an institubion to be redmned with in the com 
mercial and industrial life of a community. It was a magnet that drew to its portale practically 
every citizen snd family in the céumtryside, absent the more modern system of trade and traffic in 
leather goods. As the proprietor of this establishment JOSEPH ALEXANDER wae not only a skilled 
craftsman, but a reepected depository of public information and learting. His neighbora came to 
him for afvice and counsels his views were disseminated up ani dom the valley with its verdant 
forme and hones, and his opinions on the welfare of the country was respected. JOSEPH ALEXANDER'S 
busy tan yard, we cun imagine, in thoae days, probably furnished the seeds of longing for religious 
freedom and liberty in the minds of his neighbors and his children and grand-children, which now~ 
ished into ful1 fruition, the desires anf trends among the people of that early period which cul~ 
pee the "Mecklenturg Declaration" which his Jescondants helped to write nearly a HUNDRED 
TEARS Be 


All that the chroniclers of the ALEXANDER FAMILY have told ua about that clan is evidently 
based wholly upom family traditions. Save that his name waa JOSEPH and that he had a son JAMES, 
who was the father of JOHN McKHIT? ALEXANDER, with a long list of children, we have not deom fur~ 
ther enlightened, Thus the scope of information has been narrowed at the end of THO CENTURIES anit 
almoet a HALF, to the descendants of ORE SON, JAMES ALEXANDER. Row fortunate that JOSIPH ALEXANDER, 
the old TAMWER of MEW MUNSTER, left = last will end testament, which has beem preserved, at least 
in part, From tts mety pages we can read a bit more of this absorbing etory. We can see that he 
had other sons, even though we cam largely only surmivze what became of thsir descendants. The 
treck Southward across VIRGINIA, where doubtless some tarried, and on imto the CAROLINAS where the 
granison JOBE MAKNIT? brought his tape and broadcloth to follow his "trade.of a tailor", accomanied 
by at least ome sister and several brothers, and no telling how many cousins and other relatives 
we @an visualize more fully by reading betwesn the lines of this old document, iu which the crant- 
sire named his several children, his relatives and some neighbors, The abstracted copy of the will, 
taken from Baldwin's Calender of Maryland Wills, Volume 7, pags 195, is as follows:

daughter of the witness JOKN McKHIGH?, She was the mother of JURY McEWIT? ATEKANDER, ome of the 
signers of the "Mecklasburg Declaratica’. 
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4s to the descendants of FEANCIS ALEXANDER, the som, and ELIAS ATEXAWTIER, called 
"son in law" in the will of the old tanner, JOSIE ‘ALZLANDR, 4a 1728, the record is asither on 
lutely clear or positive, What we do have bending to identify the progeny of these two will be 
found in a later parsgraph, om the mart page. 


Enowing somewhat of humm nature and the custoas that prevailed smong the Scotch Irish 
families of the period when JOSEPH ALEXAWER mst have firet come to’ MARYLAND anf settled at TEW 
MUSTER ani set up his tam yard, 1s not a wild probability that he was mot alone among the members 
of hin owk family when he came, His brother WILLIAM ALEXANTER, who seems to have settled om the 
Fastera Shore in SOMERSET COUNTY, probably came over altout the same tims, aed it is not improbable 
that ons or more other brothers of JOSEPH came with him and eettled im CECIL COUNTT. Two of thess 
way have beem the MARTIN ATEXANIER and SAMOEL ATELANTER who were living im CECIL COUNTY om APRIL 
23, 1728, both of whom witaeseed the will of JOHN MOLTHAM of Cecil Commty om that date. We con 
only speculate a8 to their identity. They all perhaps left deacendanta and sincs many of the ALEI- 
ANDERS appeared im the CAROLINAS and in TIRGIVIA in the generations following, doubtless soms of 
then belonged to thess other brothers or near relatives. Constant research in time may yield up 
luteresting Idertitics. 


JOH McKWIGHT. ‘That there was a fanily of UcKWIGHTS who cams from ths vicinity of I05- 
DONDERRY and settled in CECI COUNTY, MARTLAWD, with JOSEPH ALECANDER and his family there i= a0 
Question. They may have pronounced ths name McKNITT, and it iv certain that JOBW McKNIT? ATEXay- 
DER so spelled and pronounced it. But that it was spelled McKWIGHT there can be little questics, 
either, for it was so written wherever found on the records, ‘These McKWIGHTS come to parte of 
VIRGINIA and remained for a time, anf then to the CAROLIWAS, and REV. JAMES McKWIGHT was a very 
early Presbyterian Minister in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, where he left descendants, who intermarried 
with several of the older families of the County. We are impressed with the ides that there wall mo 
distinction, save in the prommciation, betwoou theres persons, and that the REV. JAMES McKVIGHT waa 
of the same family as JURY McKNIGHT of Cecil County, Maryland, whose sister ABIGAIL married JOMEPE 
ATEXAWDER and was the grandmother of JOEW MecKBITT ATAXAWIER. 


JAMES ALBXANDER, the son of JOSEPH, whose will appears on the preceding page, married 
MARGARET McKNIGHT, the daughter of JOHN McKWIGHT, the witness, at his VIRST WIFE. By this marriage 
he had WDE childrea. After the death of MARGARET McKNIGHT, he married as his Second wife ABIGATI

"som in law applied to ELIAS ALEXANDER by JOSEPH in his will, at that day and time (1726) usually, 
but not always, denominated a “step-son" sugeeating that the person named wad m eon of the wife, 
but not of the testator, by a former marriage, In regard to this matter, the compiler has reached 
the comclusion, based entirely upon suggestive conditions and the customs which them obtained

ANDER, was the WIDOW, MARGARET armxamm, sister of ABIGATL ( the first wife ) and tar of 
of JOHN McKWIGHT, and that thers was @ som by this first marriage wamad ELIAS AIMAANDER ( mentioned 
in JOSEPH ALZXANDER'S will in 1726 ) who was uot only a son in law ( stepson ) of JOSEPH, tut who 
was also a nephew of the testator, Margaret's first husband having bean a brother of JOSEPH, whoss 
name is lost in antiquity.

THE SHARPE FAMILY OF 
MECKLENBURG 


THE SHARPE FAMILY of MECKLENBURG COUNTY, BORTH CAROLINA, was allied by blood and marrisce 
with the ALECGWERS, CALDWELLS and POLKS, aud the firet SHARPE to arrive im AMERICA cams on the {ll- 
fated "VIRGINIA MERCHANT", bound for JAMPSTOWW and loaded with many epigrants. In Januery, 1650 
it was driven by a etorm, snd foundered amoug the islands of the CRISOTEAGUE BAY om the Atlantic 
sonst of Maryland and Virginia.

Was proven in CALVERT COUNTY, May 28, 1672, who left to hiv son, another WILLIAM SHARP ond his heirs 
certain lands and properties of hie estate in TALBOT COUNTY om TOCKANOE CREEK or River, ‘he PETER 
SEURPE who om April 28, 1718, in TALBOT COUNTY, witnessel the will of ELIZARBTH EVING with MARY AIZX 
ANTER and ALICE FOSTER, was perhaps a great grandson of WILLIAM SHARPS of SOMMRS™Y COUNTY, From Phe 
WOT COUNTY the SHAHPES and the ALEZAWDERS pushed on Worth across the SASSAVRAS RIVER to the "force 
of the Elk" and the Bohemia River into CECIL COUNTY, MARTIAN, where, in 1749 THOMAS SHARP died ani 
left s will, in which he named the following children;

ALEXANDER CHAIGHSEAD the first pastor of BOCKY RIVER and SUGAR CREEK CHURCH, 
She other DAVID CALIWELL was the distinguiahad son of COL, ANDREW CAIDWELL who married RUTH SHARFY, 
the daughter of WILLIAM SHARPE, mentioned on the preceding page of these notes, 

HON, DAVID FRANKLIN CALDWEIL, eon of ANDREW CALDWELL and his wife RUTH SHURPE was 
born in 1792 (Buxple's Rowan County, p- 223), and attended the University at Chapel Hill, after 
Which he etudied law in the office of HON. ARCHIBALD HENDERSON at Selisbury. He was the brother 
of HON. JOSEPH P, CALDWELL, of IHEDPLL and DR. ELAM CALDWELL, of Idncolnton, 3. C. DAVID FRANKLIN 
CALBWELL was Judge of the S.werior Court of North Carolina, to which position he was elected in 
1844, He was twice married. His firet wife was FANNY ATMXANDER, daughter of WILLIAM LEE ALEXAN. 
DER, who bad married a sister of HON, ARCHIBALD REWDERSON, His children ty the first marriage 
were WILLIAM LER, ARCHIBALD H., ELIZAS@7TH RUTH, RICHARD ALEXANTFR, DR.

The femily genealogists have bsen unable to trace any relationship whatever between 
the two femilies of thease two DAVID CALDWELLS, anf while thie writer mist admit his inability to 
present an absolute record of the connecting links he entertains no doubt whatsoever of their be- 
ing‘of the same famtly. 


We have already show in these notes how and when the CALDWEIL FAMILY lived in SOMER- 
SET COUNTT, Maryland, and that they ware associated with the ATZXANDERS and the POIXS and SHARPES 
on the "Baatern Shore" of MARTLAND, Ry following the RECORDS that have been preserved of these 
Eastern Shore families, we trace the CALDWELLS on up the Eastern Shore through TAIBOT, QUERY 
ANNE au other counties into CECIL COUNTY in the "forke of the Flk river.” The McCONNELL family, 
which became numerous in JREUVELL and MECKLENDURG COUNTY, W, C,, lived In QURFEW AWE County, Mil,, 
and JAMES McCONWSLL remained there util sfter 1790, when he appeara on the Census of that ysar; 
aad in the same year the names of DAVID CALDWELL and JAMES CAIDWELL appear there on the same List 
as neighbors of the McCONNELL family. AN ANTREW CALDWELL of this family marrie( MAROARET MOOEE, 
whose desceniflents we have already discussed, andi HUGE McOOMNELL married MARY CAIDWELL, of this amo 
femily. Both the MOOHES = some of them = and the SHARPES lived in SOMPRSET, and also im CEOIL 
COUNTT, inclufing au ANIREW MOORE and his brother JOBN, who are mentioned in the will of EDWARD 
COLLIES in SOMERSET, Anenst 20, 1688) { MAJ Cal. of Wills Vole 2, ps 36), while RICHARD MOOKE wae 
witness to the will of JURY DAVIS in QUEEN ANNE'S COUNTY in 1710; (Md, Cal. of Wills Tol 3.); and 
THOMAS MORE andi WILLA MOORE were witnesses to the will of WALTER NEWMAN in CECI COUNTY, MART~ 
14ND, Wor. 20, 2729 (Mi, Cal. of Wills Vol. 6, ps 151). 


WILLIAM SURPE, deacendant of the WILLIAM SHARPE of ACCOMAC COUNTY, VA. and SOMERSET 
COUNTY, MARYLAND, ( WILLIAM SHARPE'S name appears on the TYTHE LIST of BORTHAMPICH COUNTT, Virginia 
in the year 1666 = which was then called ACCOMAC ) married a REESE, grand-fsughter of a RUZ from 
SOMERSET, and his mother was JEMIMAN ALEXANDER, » crand~-deughter of JOSEPE ADEIANIEA, of CECIL 
COUNTY, MARYEANT; kis denghter HUTH SHAHFH, married COL, ANDREW CALDWELL, of the CALDWELL family of 
SOMERSET ani CECIL COUWFFY, and hai » DAVID CALDWELL. 


The other DAVID CALDWELL married RACHEL CRAIGHEAD, a grand-daughter of HEY, THOMAS

@egoest removed, ani alzo belonged to and were cottieine of the CALDESILS OF CUB CAEEX, nome of whos 
Blo came to MECETENBURG, EOWA and TEEDILL, Aran there by the magnet of comsangninity.

REV. STLLIAWN RICHARDSON is buried at thé old WAXHAW CHURCH cemetery. He was a contemporary 
Of ALEXANDER CRAIGHEAD and held the installation services for him at ROCKY RIVER CHURCH, in MiG 
LEWBURG COUNTY, Ne C. om Sept. 27, 1758, which dates the arrival of IR. CHAIGHEAD into Mecklenburg 
territory, and shows that hia son THOMAS (who was born in 1750) was NOT born in Mecklenburg, a8 sbe- 
ted om his msrkar in NASHVILLE, THMIESSEE, REV, RICHARDSON was from WHITEHAVEN, in ENGLAND, where 
he wae born in 1729. Tor a time after coming to AMERICA, REV. RICRARDSON lived im the hae of REV, 
SAMUEL DAVINS, and before 1758 he was in the WAXEAWS, His sister, MARY RICHARDSOW, bad married in 
EYGLAND, ona ARCHIBALD DAVIE, and they were the parents of HON, WILLIAM RICHARDSON DAVIE, who after 
a brilliant career in the Revolution as 2 soldier, and in North Caroline as a statesman, settled in 
the Warbaw Oirch section in his old age and died snd is buried thers, with the RICHARDSONS, RON. 
WILLIAM RICHARDSON DAVIE was present a8 a boy when the MECKLENBURG DECLARATION was signed at CHAR = 
UOTE, Ne C. om Mey 20, 1775, and preserved a copy of the resolutions as adopted for the use and 
benefit of posterity. 

The wife of REV, WILLIAN RICHARDSON was NANCY CRAIGHEAD, daughter of REV. ALEXANDER 
CRAIGHFAD, snd sister of the JAWE CRAIGHEAD, the firat wife of PATRICK CAUHOUM. ‘HEV. SAMUEL DAVIES, 
friend end mentor of REV, WILLIAM RICHARDSOW and of REV. JOHN THOMSON and HENRY PATTLIO, wo far ap 
known, wat not related to AXCHTBAID DAVIE or his son WILLIAM RIGHARDSON DAVIS, tmt there waa a corm 
tain ROBERT DAVIES, an elder in tha WAXMAW CHURCH in 1758, who wes probably a aon or brother of tha 
Preeident of Princeton. With the RICHARDSON FAMILY at WAXHAW lived a certein ROBERT CARR, an un 
#le of WILLIAM RICHARDSON DAVIE, who had brought the letter over from ENGLAND to live with REV, 
RICHARDSOW and kis wife NANCY CRAIGHZAD, who were childless, HORERT CARR was 4 Revolutionary soldier 
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under his nephew (whose mother was Carr's sister), After younz Davie came over from ENGLAND his 
Parents cams and also settled in the Waxhaw Church neighborhood. ARCHIBALD DAVIE and his wife 
MISS CARR had three children:

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Few people know that the ancestry of DAVID CROCKETT, known in the history of ‘THEAS 
ag the "hero of the Alamo" lived in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, or that his forbears lived within the 
dounds of two old churches abont which imch has been sald in these rambling notes, PROVIDENCE 
and the WAXHAW CHURCH, 


DAVID CROCKETT was a descendant of the TANGIER ISLAND family of the name, some of 
whom lived in SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND, from whence came the FOLKS, CALDWELLS, SHARPES and 
AIZXANTERS, of MECKIENBURG, (See p. 428 of these notes). ‘The will of RICHARD CROCKETT, of SOM 
ERSET COUNTY, Maryland, was written February 28, 1726, and proved April 26, 1728. (Maryland Cal. 
of Wills Vol. 5, p. 115). ‘he three sons named in that will ware L. JORN CROCKETT, 2. ROBERT 
CROCKET? and RICHARD CROCKETT. Three other children were referred to but not mentioned by name, 


It is believed that the second son, ROBERT CROCKETT, was the father of SAMUEL CROCKETT, 
who married ESTHER THOMBON, ard ROHERT CROCKETT, who was the great grendfether of DAVID. ROBERT 
and SAMUEL CROCKETT were brothers, and lived for a time in that part of AUGUSPA COUNTY, VIRGINIA, 
from whence ALEXANDER CRAIGHEAD, came in 1755-58 to MECKLENBURG COUNTY, to take up his work at 
ROCKY RIVER and later at SUGAR CHEMK.

There were perhaps other children. After ths death of ROBERT CROCKETT, the father, io 
about the year 1745-6, the mother MARGARET married JOHW RAMSEY, and in about 1758, she and her 
second husband and most of the sons, and daughters, if there were any, moved to MECKLENBURG COUNTY, 
N.C, They arrived there a little before, or at sbout the same time as REV. ALEXANDER CHAIGHEAD, 
and had perhaps been members of his cimurch at NH PROVIDENCE in what is now ROCKERIDGE COUNTY, 
Also, some of the children of the other brothers of the elder ROHERT CROCKETT perhape were inclu- 
ded in the migration, some coming dirsct from PRINCE EDWARD OOWITY, where Robert's brother SAMUEL 
and his wife ESTHER THOMSON had lived for many years, together with WILLIAM CROCKETT another bro- 
ther of SAMUEL, ANDREW CROCKETT, an uncle of this youmger generation, with his wife MAHGAHET, 
were livingin MECrIZNBURG, HN. C. as early as 1758, after the death of the elder ROBERT in AUGUSTA 

QUNTY, Vas, ab shown by the following deed: 


ANDREW CROCKEDT, and (wife) MARGAREY, of MBCKIENBIRG 
COUNTY, N. C., with JOHN RAMSEY, sedi lands on the Cow Pasture 
to JAMES CROCKETT. ‘The land had been patented to ANIREW and 
VARGARET CROCK, Sept. 5, 1749. Still enother ANDREW CAOCK- 
ETT, probably the son of SANUEI CROCKETT and ESTHER THOMSON 
witnessed a deed from the executors of JAMES PATTON in Angus 
ta County, Vae in 1769, 


ROBERT CROCKETT, son of ROBERT and MARGARET, and brother of ARCHIBALD, was living in 
MECKLENBURG COUNTY, NW. C. in 1767, a8 shown by the following deed: 


JAMES CROCKETT and MARTHA of AUSUSTA COUNTY, Ve., and ROBERT CHOCKETT 
end JANE ( or JEWNET ) CROCKETT, sold 370 acres of lanf om the CALF PASTURE, to WILDIAM THOMSON, 
ROBBER? and JETETT were then living in MECKLENBURG COUNTY, 4. C., August 18, 1767. 


In 1742 both ROBERT CROCKETT and hie brother AIDXANDER GROCKETT were members of the 
Company of CAPT, JOHN WILSON, of sigucta County, as shown by his onister roll, ‘These citations are 
all on CHAINLEY!S AUGUSTA RECORDS, and could be miltiplied, but are sufficient to establish the 
point of the origin of the MECKLENBURG CROCKETTS, 


The CROCKETTS, when they moved to MECKIENBURG COUNTY, were already related to the ALEX 
ANDER FAMILY, and perhaps with many other of the old families; certainly to the family of HEV. 
JOH THOMSON, perhaps in more ways than one, through SAMUEL who married ESTHER, and perhaps to 
same of the other THOMPSONS in AUGUSTA. It is remarknble to note how, when we go back to the 
place of their origin, in SOMERSET COUNTY, we Aiséover the influences that impelled the formation 
of later alliances that arose in the course of their history. 


THE KING AND THE HENRY FAMILY 


REV. ROBERT HEMRY, ag the notes on the preceding page show, was engaged to serve as the 
first HRGULAR PASTOR of PROVIDENCE, aleo serving the Congregation of STEELE CREEK ( p, 390). HEY. 
ROXERT AEMRY was born and rsised in SOMBRSET COUNTY, from whence the CROCKMIT ANCESTRY cams, and 
wWa® a son of REV, JCHN HENRY, contemporary, irdevd and associate of REV. JGHN THOMSON. The mother 
of REV, ROBERN’ HENRY was MARY KING, of SOMERSET COUNTY, a scion of whoee family, WILLIAM EING early 
came to MECKIENBURG COUNTY, but to that part South or Hast of the CATAWBA, which afterwards beceme 
LINCOLN COUNTY. ARCHTBALD CROCKETT, son of ROBERT CROCKETT, married MARY ANN KINO, daughter of 
WILLIAM KING, whose son HON. THOMAS KING, moved to HAWKINS COUMY, TENNESSEE, and was one of the 
orisinal organizing commissioners for thet county. Hie sister's husband's son, and his own nephew 
JOY CROGKETT, and several of his brothsre, also moved to HAWKINS COUNTY, TENWESSER,

The following is from SHERRILLS “Annals of Lincoln Cour ” North Carolina! 


"In his autobiography DAVID CROCKRTT say: > born in 
1786, in Idncoln County, He we8 a son of JOHN CROCKM.., a member 
of the Lincoln County ( N. C. ) Militia, during the period of the 
Revolution". 
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The last will and testament of WILLIAM KING, a near relative of the ROBERT HENRT, who 
ministered at PROVIDENCE and SYEELE GREEK Church, will be founf'in Will Book D, page 138 of the 
records of MECKLENBURG COUNTY, MN. C., dated Nove 1, 1788, He was the great grandfather of the 
eslebrated DAVID CROCKETT of Tennessee and Texas. He was a man of prominence and should have been, 
Deceuse he was pethaps a great grandson of ROBERT KIWG, who aided in the Rebellion sgainst Lord 
Baltimore and aided materially in depriving that worthy of same of his power and influence in MART- 
LAND, one of his daughters, MARY, having married REV, JORS RAPT, the collateral relative of 
COL, ANDREW RAMPTON, a great militery figure in the annals of Morth Carolina, whose ancestry hat 
so long puzsled the genealogists. 


In thie will, WILLIAM KING mentiona his wife MARY ANN KIWG, and hie four children: 


The FXECUTORS to this will were ARCHIBALD CHOCKETT and JOHN KING. 

The witnesses wore ELI (ELIJAH) CROCKERY, JOHN ELLIOTT and HENRY DOWS. Thie HENRY 
DOWNS, of Course, wae formerly from AUOUSTA COUNTY, Virginia, and ome of the signers of the MECK- 
TEWBURG TIBOLARATION of INDEPENDENCE. 


It would be well to explain here that there were SEVERAL persons named DAVID CROCKEIT 
in the history of the CROCKETT CLAN. It 1s not improbable that ARCHTBALD CROCKETT had an uncle 
named DAVID, among the sone of the first ROBERT CROCKETT from SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND, ané he in 
turm may have hed a DAVID. One DAVID CROCEETY is buried in the old WAXHAW CMMETFRY in what 1a now 
LANCASTER COUNTY, South Osrolina. (See page 410), and on page 321, a DAVID GROCEETT and his wife 
BLIZAHBTH made deed to a JOSEPH GALBRAITH in Mecklenburg County in 1782, In this connection, in 
David Crockett's own autobiography, which if he did not actually write, he certainly sponsored in 
1834, in detailing the various moves of hie father, JOHN CROCKETT, over in thet part of Worth Caro~ 
lina, which is now TENNESSEE, he says, page 21: 


"Me next move my father made was to the mouth of COVE 
CREEK, where he and s man by the name of THOMAS GALSAEATE un~ 
dertoak to build a mill in partnership", etc. 


This item suggests an umidoubted connection between DAVID the "hero" and the DAVID of 
the GATHREATH DEED in MECKLENBURG in 1782, The DAVID ( who it hss been cleimed was the grandfather 
of the TEXAS DAVID ) was dead st that time, and according to the tablet erected by the THINESSEE 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY at ROGERSVILIE, "killed by the Indians". If a DAVID CROCKETT wae killed by the 
Indiane at the time claimed, although no Tennessee History mentions it, he was NOT the graidfather, 
but sn UNCIM of our Texas DAVID, and 5 son of JOHW CROCERTT, the revolutionary soldier of LINCOLN 
COUNTY, North Carolina,

When ARCHIBALD CROCKET? made hie will in 1804, several of his song were then dead, TAVID and his 
wife uay have been killed by the Indians; = mmpposition based om the fact that an afministration 
of = DAVID is found on the records of WASHINOTON COUNTY, VIBODNIA, about 1880, which makes same 
reference to an interest in lends on the Holston.

SFRATT ia ome of the oldast private burial grounde in the Comty, tm which tiis mortel remiss re- 
pose, Here are found the grayeatones of aevers] members of the SFLATY, BARNETT and JACK fsmilies, 
who intermarried; alao those of the BINGHAMS (Sighemst), MeXNIGHTS and a few others, On ths head < 
stone of MART BARNETT, wife of WILLIAM BARNETT, it in recorded ahe died on Octobdér 4th, 1764, aged 
forty-five yeerss A hiteory tree, tan or twelwe Lluchee in dismeter, is now (1877) zrowing ov the 
ereve, casting around its benificent shaie. The primitive foreet growth, once partially out down, 
ie here fast seeming ite original sway, and peacefully overshafowing the mortal remaine of theese 
early sleepers in this ancient grereyerd. 

Tn 1989 the writer conducted = vain asarch for the location of thie old burisl ground, 
described by Dr. Bunter, and it is only within the month of February of this year (1945) that a 
geng of workmen unearthed the site of it, neer the present Mercy Hoepital at the corner of East Sth 
and Caswell Road, about two miles from the teiness center of the City of Charlotte, Tombstones 
bearing the following inscriptions were found:

ALEXANDER OSBORNE wee born in 1709, it is aaid, in NEW JERSEY. He married AGHIS UcWHOR- 
THR, sister of DR. ALEXANDER McWHORTER, the early missionary and one time President of "QUEEN'S 
MUSTUM" in Charlotte, Hie wife was aleo the sister of the wife of the pioneer JOHW BREVARD, and 
the wother of EPHRAIM BREVARD, ADMXANDER OSBORN had two eisters, ome of whom married COL. JAMES 
PATTON, and the other was the first wife of REV, JOHW THOMSON. As come evidence of these rele + 
tionships, in Deed Book No. 1 p. 323, dated APRIL 15, 1753, there is the record of a desd from 
ALEXANTER OSBORNE and his wife AGNES to JAMES HARRIS, to 600 acrea of lend just below tha forks 
of ROCKY RIVER, and scrosa to the South Fork adjoining McCULIOGE, which wat wituessed by JOHH BER 
VARD ( his brother in law ) and ROGER LAWSON, ( who married a deughter of REV. JOHN THOMSON), In 
the year following there is another deed eigned by the same parties and by the fame witnesses, EMV, 
HGH NcaTEN in his journal of 1755 mentions staying at the home of COL, OSBORNE, Soth OSB and

BENJAMIN WINSLOW was the ancestor of the WINSLOW FAMILY, who Lived juct over the Line in 
what is now IREDELL COUNTY, in the Center Cmirch neighborhood in the old days, As early as MARCH 
25, 1752 he patented five bundred scres of land on both sides of DAVIDSON'S CREEK - the South Fork. 
Rampie's History of Rowan calls it "DAVISES CREEK", tut I am quite sure it was DAVIDSON, and if #0 
it was dn the present MECKIEWBURG inetead of ROWAN or IREDELL, BENJAMIN WINSLOW had three children,

Trom otitre who teve written shout MECQLENBURG COUNTY, WORTH CAROLIVA, thie compiler was 
once seriously tmpradsed with the ifes that it wes purely and solely PENNSTLVANLA'S baby. 

From the work performed in gathering the information cradely set down in the nearly 250 
pages preceding, from the actual records, he finds that impression entirely dispelled. 

Some of the reasons? 

fhe Scotch and Irish, some called Scotch-Irish, many of them, appear on the records of 
North Carolina earlier than they do in PENNSYLVANIA, 

Those who did go to Penn's colony started from and originated in the same general area on 
the EASTERN SHORE OF VIRGINIA aud MARTLAND, whose families at that time had already begun the mi~ 
€ration to the Yadkin-Cstawba valley. 

Pennsylvania's Susqushannah Valley and the lands along its tributaries drew people fron 
Doth VIRGINIA and MARYLAND = restless creaturea, disgusted with slave-packed plantations, nelghbor 
hood overlerds asi state supervised andi tax eupported religious institutions to which they did not 
Delong or subscribe.Ths records disclose that often members of the same family would go one way 
while othera went anothsr; one neighbor to Pennsylvania and another to the Carolinas. 

Thus the familier-sounding names found in the "Pennsylvania Archives® and wther sources, 
Bot the most of them were cithar TIRGDVLANS or MARYLANDERS = many of then natives. Some of them 
remsined in Pemeylvania long snough to get their names on 5 rent or meter roll, or som other sem 
blance of 2 record, which present day genealogists and historiene have "anatped up" as evidence 
that they were from Penneylyania. 

But these people sojourned only a brief pepiod among their Dufch associates, for they no 
flooner heard from relatives or a neighbor who had reached the Carolinas, then they unceremoniously 
mullel up stakes and headed due South. 

Thus, we can surmiee that when THOMAS SPRATT crossed the Yadkin "on sheele" and séttled 
in whst is now MECKEENSURG COUNTY, he hastened to commmnicate with hie old SOMERSET neighbors, the 
FOLKS, who at last accounts were on their way to Penneylveniu. The next acene shows young TROMAS 
POLE, tired and dusty, but merrily swinging his kmapenck and knocking at the mmble door of the 
SPRATT CABIN, a few miles South of the present sprightly tow of CHARIOTTE, 

So mech for THAT, 


MECKLENBURG COUNTY, WORTH CAROLIWA, in its early days appears to have been the breeding 
Place of PATRIOTS, inetesd of great ORATORS and STATESHEN. It also prodiced outetandine teachers 
and ministérs of the Cimrch. So far as statesmen were concerned there was glory auough in heving 
furnished ANTREW JACKSON and JAMES K. POIK to serve as Presidents of the United Stetes, in the 
light of whose accomplishments the county's fame has never languished, nor ever will. A Zive mile 
RING draw ao little Rast snd South of the present PINEVILLE will encompass the encestrial bomes 
of both these outstanding notables. 

But there is another ring, which cem be drawn on the map of MARYLAND in the extreme 
Northeastern corner, between the forks of the BLE RIVERS which would encircle the homes of many 
families, who made the most marvelous contribution to the history of MECKLENBURG COUNTY. Within 
this imaginary ring, populated by a race of people who loved and prised liberty above life, re- 
sided the ancestore of the ALEXAWUERS, EWINGS, LAWSOWS, DAVIDSONS, REESES, HARRISUS, SHARPES, 
McWHORTERS, MOORES, CUNNINGHAMS, BARRYS and CALDWELLS, whose descendente blazail their way acroge 
Plain and mountain to the valley of the CATAWBA and TAURIV, while the elghteenth century wes in 
ita swadling clothes. 

Then from various points, further down tha MARYLAND PENINSULA, from whence the BIZ RIVER 
Pioneers had earlier migrated Northward to CECIZ COUNTT, beyond the SASAWRAS, CHESTER, CHOPTANE, 
WICOMTOO and on down to the ANIEMESEXES and POCOMOKE, came another delegation, Kinwmen of tho 
BIETOW families, who joined them in the trek to the CAROLINAS, In this tribal migrstion will be 
found the names of SPRATT, POLE, CALDWELL, SHARPE, WILSON and HENRY. 

Uf the naves mentioned were omitted from the rolls the atory of ths MECKLENBURG DRCLARL 
TION OF INDEPENDENCE mieht never have been told,

Approximately a hundred years before the ALEXANDERS, FOLKS, CALDWELLS and others mn — 
tioned began to settle along the Yasin and Catawba persons of the eams names, with one STEramy 
BORSEY, as their leader, left the Mastern Shore of VIRGINIA ( then called ACCOMAC, and now acoo- 
WAC and NORTHAMPTON COUWDIES ) and settled between tha LITTIS and BIG ANMEMBSSEX rivers in whet 
is now SOMERSET COUNTY, MARYLAND. ‘Their lesfer, HORSEY, and perhaps othere, were ttre of being 
taxed to maintain the so-called Matablished Church, when they did not belong to it, Believe ip 
it, ov, except when forced by threats, attend it, Some were Quekers ( called by the Indiaho 
QUACKIS ), some DISSENTERS, end all wero NON-COMFOMITSTS, Maryland bad mads overtures to welcoue 
them, ao thoy moved across the lines. 

Tt wes in the midst of these families that at the instance of WILLIAM STEPHENS, the aay. 
PRANOTS MaKEMTI was went from the BARBADOMS; it was dy thote families that the FRESBITHRIAN CEUBGE. 
Was established om American cotl. MaKEMIZ lived over tho line in ACCOMAC COUNTY, Virginia, tut 
Lis labors included these folks. Then came REV, JOHN SAMPTOM, JOHN SENT, McWISH end REY, JOEY 
THIMMN, who labored to tarry on the work ‘thet MsKEMIN had started, These greet ministers ani 
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teachers began to sow the fertile seeda of Idberty and religious freedom that tock firm root in 
the minds of HORSEY'S followers along the Annemssser and Pocauoke, The preaching of FRANCIS Me 
EEMIEZ, GEORGE McNISH, JOHW REMY, JOHY HAMPTON and REV, JOHN THOMSON fanned the tiny flemes of 
human hopes implanted tims early along the shores of Bastern Maryland, which eventually burst forth 
between the Yadkin and the Catawba in 1775, by being crystallized in the MUCKIENEURG DECLARATION 

OF INDEPENDENE. But the interesting part of this story is that the faded names on the Church 
Tolls of POCOMOKE, SNOW HILL and MONIKINS tally so perfectly with the names signed to thet imor 
tal document, 


The settlement on the Annemsssex and Pocomoke occurred between 1666 and 1670. Their 
leader, STEPHEN HORSEY, dief thers in 1772, leaving a family of eight children named in his will, 
Even the witnesses to that document » JOSN WalXUP and HEWRY POWLL ~ represent early snd well 
Imown leadere in MECKLENBURS COUNTY, WORTH CAROLINA; families whose names are to be found at every 
turn on the musty records kept by the Harriaes and Alexanders. There is no list of these people in 
existence, so far as the writer knows, Some settled in the JAMESTOW section of Virginia, nearly 
a half century before; some had reioved to the South side of the JAMMS RIVER, alone Wlisabeth River 
in Norfolk, and the bays and inlets of Wansemond County, and like those who remained in ACCCMUC for 
sometimes, joined the migration to the ANWEMESSEX and POCCMOKE. Among the latter wer, the sons of 
the persecuted JOHN PORTER. Some of them were straight out IRISH, same properly to de called 
SCOTCH-IRISH, snd some who had come direct from SCOTLAND and ENGIAND to oither the Weetern or Esst= 
em Shore of Virginia. WILLIAM DURANT ( father of GEORGE of DURANT'S NUCE, slreafy in Worth Caro- 
lina ) lead eome three hundred to the inlets of the CHOPTAMK and WILLIAM STOWE, ones a poriten 
lender, and Sherigf of NORTHAMPTON, had been appointed GOVERNOR at ST, MART'S, and carried uome of 
bis neighbors with him to Maryland, also, particularly the HARRISONS, who, like himself, came frau 
NORTHAMPTONSHIBE, ENGLAND, From the "Northempton Engagement" and the "Northampton Protest", both 
signed by HORSEY before this migration occurred, and from the tythe list of WORTHIMPTOW (Virginia) 
in 1666, we cull many of the names that went along with Stephen Horsey, becauge they lived and died 
in SOMERSET, 1 sons and daughters, who are later to be found on the records of CECIL COUNTY, 
TAIBOT, KENT and CHESTER, further Worth, and finally in Mecklentmre County, BH. C,

This, breifly, is the saga of a race of people, scourge’ through long centuries by 
the nine-tails of tyrany, in quest of religious freodhp and liberty of action, whose bumble for- 
besre exiled themselves on the BASTERN SHOHE OF MARYLAND, among the islands and inlets of ite 
rugged cbett; were found by HEY, FRANCIS MaKENTE and encouraged to hope for divine aid in an event 
sl political emancipation, and whose children and chijdren's children clung to that hope for dear 
life through a long period of gmbrigue and schaming by the Calverts and the Berkeleys, only in 
the end to outwit the overlords and at times know what it was to witld the balance of power in 
their beloved Maryland, ‘They educated their som at Princeton, under most adverse circumstances, ond 
made them teachers ani leaders apong their kind; improved their own circumstances at every opportun- 
ity and kept an eye on the vast open speces of the Weet and South for the benefit of their poster~ 
ity, The eldest sons went forth at times to “spy out the country" and brought back stories of new 
regidns-in the Carolinas, snd new worlds to conquer. Occasional trials were mafe in Pennsylvania, 
generlly abandoned in favor of a less rigid climate and more homogeneoul surtmmiings, & end 
finally in a general exodus Southward, to join many who had preceded them to the new land of prom 
ise. Maryland had been their haven through several generations, and still retained the taint of 
feudal beronage, She had been their abiding place through the hard years, whon the light of s free 
people glimered first in the distance, which had bean fanned into reality through the preaching 
and teaching of the MeXenies, Rant, Thamsons and Craigheads, It was not that they did not love 
Maryland, but they loved liberty more. If the new country was not what it should be, they could 
reshape it to their own wiehful anise, or at least bry. How well they succeeded is now spread on 
the pages of History. The Old Worth State was the better for their coming, and the generations 
they multiplied and left to follow in their wake, can repest in throbbing song the Bamortal lines | 
of Maryland's own: |

OLD ALBEMARLE 
AND ITS ABSENTEE LANDLORDS 


REV. HOGER GREEN'S grant to a thousand acres of land between the mouth of the 
Chowan and Eosnoke rivera on the Weat end of Albemarle Sound in 1653, at the instance of WILLUAM 
BERKELEY, Waa made by the VIRGINIA ASSEMBLY, At that time there was no dividing line between 
Virginia and wiat Inter became the Province of Worth Cxrolina, and Green's erent was issued per- 
hapa on the theory that the land was in VIRGINIA, and not in that somewhat uncertain end undefined 
ares that lay along ATBEMARTE SOUND, South of the 014 Dominion, 


It was not until ten years later, March 24, 1663, when King Charles Second, xe- 
Stored to the throne of England after the Cromwell regime, exercising ths Divine Right of Kings, 
eesenbled a little coterie of favorites around him end bestowed upon then as his Royal gift, the 
vast domain lying between the Atlantic und ths "Western Waters", thus making them "Proprietors" 
of all Garolina. 


By historical courtesy these EVGLISH POLITICIANS have been desiznated at the 
"PEOFRIETUBS" of the CAROLINAS. Inf the simple tems of plain English they were the ABRENTEN 
LAWDIORDS of the want domain now chow on the waps of the country a8 North ani South Sare~ 
lies, Zach one of them, et the time of the "restoration" had 20 connived with the "powsrs that 
be" ae te ingratiate himself into the good graces of the new 31 year old Sovereign on the 
Buglieh throne, who, restored from his etile while the Cromwell» were in power, distributed his 
largess with a lavish hend. It eeems doubtfil whether any, save WILLIAM BERKELEY, ever eet 
feot on Cerolina soil. 


"OLD ALBEMAHLE® bears the name in perpetuation of GEN, GEORGE MONCK, who after 
Waris became DUKE OF ALBEMARIZ, who is Bo. 1 emong the shaentee landlords on ths above list, 
T say the least of 1t General George Monck was ne Suint. When Cromwell wes in power Monck was 
one of hic trusted lieutenants, but when the House of Stuart wae restored to ascosndency, it was 
Moneck's letter which furnished evidence on which some former adherents of Cromwell were meted 
out punishment, and at lesst one of them = the Duke of Argyle - was hung higher than Henn, Thus 
by “carrying water on both shoulders” Monde was given a Dake, and an eighth part of all the 
€xeat Province of Carolina. 


EDWARD HTT ( Wo. 2 on the Uist ) became the Zar] of CLARENDON, in the usture 
of things it was not the Enrl of Clarendon who was Governor of the Carolinas in 1712. That wan 
evidently another and different EDWAND HYDE, since it ie wilikely that Governor Byde of 1712 
could have been an octogenarian who was prominent in Courts of Englafid « half century before he 
muccesdsd THOMAS CARY as Governor, ANNE YIM, a deughter of the Earl of Clarendon, wae seduced 

the Duke of Tork, a younger brother of Charles II, and forced to marry her, andi « am of the 
old Barl, LAWRENCE BYTE wes contemporeneous with FHANCIS LORD WILLOUGHSY and with him wae civen the 
Governorship of one of the British Islands in the West Indies, 


ANTHONY ASHLEY COOPER became the Earl of Shaftesbury. He head vast interests in 
what is now South Carolina, where two rivers bear his mame. His sons cams to ‘the Barbadoss oni 
perhaps Teached the Carolinas in the South, but IORD ASHIZY COOPER for political reasons, sought 
am Geylum in Holland, where he died in 1683, It is not the province of thie work to detail the 
ventures in what ia now SOUM CABOLTMA, 


GHORGE CARTERET ( Absentee Tandlord Ho. 4). Know as Sir George Uarteret, 
he was one of the wealtieut men in all England. That he became one of the overlords of Worth and 
South Osroiina is not surprising in view of the fact that during a tenve Minancial crisis in n= 
@land he dug up a loan of fame 7280,000 for Qharlen TI, the embarrassed King. In 1669 Carteret 
was cond==ned by the House of Oonmmona for corrupt practices ani was expelled therefrom, Although 
we have found no positive record that Sir George Carteret ever came to the Carolinas, FETER CAR 
TERET, known to be his “dnenan” (possibly a brother, or a son), succeeded SAMUEL STEVENS as Gow 
ror of Albemarle in 1669, and served until 1674 in that offica, 


TOD COLLPMON, known as Sir John Colleton, had vast interesta in the BARBADOES 
and in Carolina, but conducted hie business by "remote control” as did most of the other absentee 
landloris, His son JAMBS COLLETON became Governor at Charleston. 


JOHN BERKELEY was a brother of SIR WILLIAM BERKELEY, and it was he who escorted 
Charles II back to the English throne from his enforced axile in Holland et the restoration. 
. WILLIAM EABT CRAVEN, says Wheeler, “was a brave cavalier, an old soldigr of the 
German discipline and supposed husband to ths Queen of Bolivia,” 
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OLD ALBEMARLE, THE GRANDFATHER 


By means of the map on page ‘560, the writer has attempted to delineste « cmie ouwt= 
lines of AIMBIARLE COUWTY or PRECINCT, the original gateway to the present NORTH CAROLINA and the 
home of ita firet settlers, At the time of ROGER GREEN'S GRANT in 1653 there were, of courses, no 
‘towns, except Indian Towns and even the rivers and streams were without fixed or settled names, and 
much Dames as they had were unpromoiumcible Indian names, to be supereeded? by others, some of which 
are not much better, even today. ‘he names of several present day towne, with their locations, and 
ths nemes of streame, later adopted, have been inserted on the map to ensble the writer to desig- 
nate placts, distances and the more important locations, and in order that readere may more éssily 
understand ths area sought to be described. 


This map and others that may appear herein are not drawn to any Particular scsle, nor 
has absolute accuracy been even attempted, By reference to sone of the places named and some of 
the present day towns mentioned, a fairly good idea of the distances and scale of the map may be 
gained. For instance: 


ELIZABBTE CITY is approximately 22 miles South of the line between the present WORTH 
CAROLINA and VIRGINIA. In the days of ROGER CHEERY (1653) and GHORDY DURANT (1661) there wes no 
Elizabeth City, no Bienton, Hertford or Windsor, but the distances between these places ae after — 
Wards ettablished and named, were the eames as they are today, 


From the mouth of CHOWAN RIVER to the present day towns of SLIGO and CURRITUCK is 
approximately 55 miles, as one traverses the modern highways. Windsor, present county seat of BER 
TTB COWTT, on the Cashey River is soms 14 miles West of the mouth of Chowan, and 21 miles West of 
EDENTON, Between HERTFORD and MDENTON is 13 miles, and from Bdenton West it is seven miles to the 
dridge across the Chowan to what is called EDENHOUSH POIWT, From Hertford, southward to ALBEMARLE 
SOUND along Earvey's Hecke ie about 12 or 14 miles, while ELIZABETH CITT 1s higher up and abont 20 
miles North of the Sound. 


CURRITUCK, the county seat of the County of that name, is abémt 16 miles Sonth of the 
Virginia line, OODWACK, in Ourrituck, ia 10 miles South of the town of Gurrituck, and OLD TAP, 
low dowa in Fasquotenk County is 16 miles South of the town of Camden, which ia four miles East of 
Elizabeth City, across the long causeway. 


POINTS OF HISTORIC INTEREST WUMBERED 


Several points of historic interest have been decignated om the map by mmbers, and 
those muybers correspond to the mmbered items which follow: 


(4) Thie mumber sppeara approximately at the site of the old home of COL. THOMAS 
EARVEY (1694) who.was Depaty Governor of what was then called the CAROLINAS, (See ps 61, thie 
Volums ), after whom this area of Perquiman's County ia named "Harvey's Mede". 


(2) Between the muth of the CHOWAN RIVER and the ROAKOKN ( sometimes then called 
MORATUCE } in believed to have been ths slte of the grant of land made to BOGE GREEH in 1655, At 
that time, from the wording of the grant itself, 1t appears there were already white settlers Lit 
ing along that section of the Chowan and Roanoke rivers. Who they were, where they came from, aud 
What became of them are questions the answers to which will never be mow. It is contended ty 
several writers that Roger Green's colony was never planted, but there are evidences that indicate 
thie canclusion is without foundation. ( So p. 289 thio bok ). 


(5) Some ten miles Sonth of the town of HERTFORD, county sent of PIRBQUIMANS COUNTY 
on the West eide of the River of thet name, and not far from the old home of Col. Thomas Harvey, 
is the site of the old hame of JOHN SETNNHR, = noted character in the sarly colonial days of old 

« (See p. 153 for Skinner Pamily notes ). “Skinner's Foint" is Wo. 18. 


(6) hie umber 4s used to designate the narrow pointed peninsula between IMI 
BIVEH ond PERQUIMANS RIVER, in the present Perquimans County, which is and hss from earlisst 
been designated as "DURANT'S NECE*, It was named for GEORGE DURANT, ( Soc p, 38, this yolum ), 
Yor the deeds from EILOOCAWES, King of the THOPIM TRIBES to GEORGE DURANT, as copied from the 
early records to the land on this neck in 1651, see pages 423 and 424, Yol. 3, of Hathaway's W. 0, 
Historical & Genealogical Register, . 


(7) Almost directly ecross the Perquimana Hiyer fram the old home of Ools Thomas 
Harvey, on the Bast aide of the river, and approximately ten miles South of the presmnt tow of 
Winfell is what ies known as the old HECEMLFIELD an, home of the noted JOHN HECELVINLD, in whose 
house the ALBEMARIZ COURTS ware often held, and where the General Assembly met many times when 
the affaira of the little colony were hanging in the balence, Ces p. 63). 


(8) Six miles telow the “Heckelfield Fam” fs another historic spot, known as the 
old leigh hone. At this place, in some unidentified spot om is told thet SOTH STHELL is tried. 
(See p. 156 this yohme). He served ae Governor from 1683 to 1689, He was finally seised and 
banished by tha coloniste. It is also asserted that GLORIE DURANT was also buried here, 


: (9) From the town of WINDSOR, now in Bertie Comty, to WILLLAUSTON in Martin County, 
South of the Roancke ia about 15 miles, The old Tuscerora Indian lanfg were located about five 
miles Weet of thie road, along the Roenoke (Moratuck) rivers : 
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(10) Tro miles below ELIZABETH CITY, on the outakirts of the present thriving lit- 
tle city on tne Vest) shore of the Pasquotank river is the old THOMAS RELFE plsce. Thomas Relfe, ' 
Sr. was Surveyor General of North Caroling in 1765, and his father TOMAS RELIZ wee 93 years of 
age in 1707. ("See p. 140 ). THOMAS MITZBR was Governor of the Colony or Province in 1677, about 
the time of the advent of JOH! CULPEPPER, and this old RELPH home was the central rallying point 
during the famous CULPEFPER REBELLION. The place is now know as "Enfield Porm" at "Cobb's 
Point® on the Pasquotazuk, = 


(12) about 2 mile distant from Enfield From is the old-home of JOHN HOLIOWELL (ase 
page 68 ) which dates bace of 2800. ; 


(12) This represents approximately the location of WEV BEGUM CHEEK, om which or near 
which is the town of Weskeville of the present day. New Begun Creek is often mentioned in the 
old North Carolina Reaoria, during the early provincial activities, and in many land grants, 

Ta thi neighborhood, on the Eastern shore of LITTLE RIVER, tut come ieletan- miles South of 
BLIZARETE OLTY! "is the location or site of the first achool established in 01d Albemarle, hich 
wes taught by CHARLES GHIFFIN, mentioned in the famous narratives of COly WILLIAM BYRD who helps 
yun the line between Albemarle and Virginia. Charles Griffin afterwards was in charge of the 
Indian School at William & Mary College in Virginis. Here also was located the QUAKER S2TTIEMENT 
Said to have been the first Quaker Meeting House in North Carolina.’ WIXONVILLE was sane four 
teen milen below ELIZABETH CITY, and was caligd "OLD TOMH", Yor a long time it was the County 
Seat of Pasquotar County. 


(13) Here there is 5 tablet near the old Hall's Creek Chmrc, on the Creek of that 
name which 1s supposed to mark the site of the first Grand Assembly of OLD ALBEMANTE, Morth Car 
lina, which was convened by Govemor William Drummond in 1665. Governor Drummond was eppointed 
the firat Governor of the Provinces of North Carolinas by WILLIAM EERKELEY, end waa succeeded by 
SAMUEL STEVEFS in 1667. (See p. 87). For his perticipation in Bacon's rebellion, Berkeley af- 
terwaris had Drummond hung zt Jamestom. 


5 (2¢) CHARLES EDEN, who was Governor of the Province, and for whou the town of EDER- 
TOM was named, 1s seid to have had his home on the West Bank of the Chowan river near the end of 
the bridge, now called EDENHOUSE POINT. He died in 1722. 


(15) This $e said to be about the location of the first church in the Province of 
Yorth Carolina. Por sn account of its location and the full history of the ownership of the lends 
on which it is said to have stood, see Vol. 1, pp. 256 to 267 of Hathaway's NW.

A CHRISTOPHER WOODWAHD, as early as 1629 was a Burgess from 
Charles City, County, and later settled near the Eandolphs at TUR-

between Thomas ahd Christopher Woodward is not known, but the list 
of headrights above strongly indicate that it certainly existed.

Between 1663 and 1685 the Virginia 
records, if searched, would perhaps show many later grants issued by that Commanwesith to landa in 
OLD ATBEMARLE, grante of which there is no record, either in the counties or et the State Gpitol 
at Haleigh, ‘he record is perhaps in existence in VIRGINIA.

records and published then in his Volume 1, pages 135, et seq. we are able to lint the names of 
many of those who were living at the time, whose names appear on thdae records, ‘They are all of 
great Historical significance and interest.

The TORDS PROPRIETORS ( Absentes Iandlords) of CAROLINA, as bas been stated, 
were influential politiciana who swarmed arowmd the newly-mounted throne of CHARLES II, at. the 
*restoration®, viz, GEORGE MONCK, EDWARD HYDE, AWTADNY ASHIZY COOPER, GEORGE CARTERET, JOU 
QOLINTON, JOM BYRKETZY, WILLIAM BERKELEY and the aged WILLIAM, EARL OF CRAVEN. SIE WITLIAM 
BERKELEY, being "on the ground" became spokesman: As GOVERNOR OF VIRGINIA, be invaked the laws 
Bgainst dissenters and banished many prominent Quakers who had Tocated South of the Jnmes. This 
policy increased and influenced settlérs to seek non-molestation in the new lands on Mbenarle 
Sound, only to find themselyes again under the rule of Berkeley as the deputy of the proprie- 
tors. We are told tiat in 1664 Berkeley himself went to the Albemarle regions armed with author 
ity to regulate the affeirs of those who had preceded and those who came after him. ut it is 
eltogether probable that such men as GEORGE DURANT, NATHANIEL BATTS, JOHN VARUHAN and CATCHMAID 
and others had already found their way to the banks of Albemarle Sound and the Chownn and Roan— 
oke rivers, had bought or obtained lands from the Indians and were planting com an? exercising 
the rights of settlers before Berkeley arrived on the scene.

C. Hist. & Gen. Register, p. 307), ‘his was sanetimes referred to as the "Upper Part" of PEAQUI-

The first land grants or patents issued by the proprietary goverment of North Caro- 
lina, and which are filed in the office of the Secretary of State, as heretofore mentioned, were 
copied by Mr. Hathaway, and those embracing real estate in CHOWAN PRECINCT < now COUNTY - were 
Published in his "Register" beginning on page 1, of his first volume. 

fhe grant issued to JOHN VARNHAM on November 22, 1769, is designated as the oldest ot 
these CHOWAN grants, but it, too, was among thowe isaued, along with the othera shown herpin, in 
the OLD ALBEMARLE region, on September 25, 1663, and the one of 1579 was a renewal of the first 
Patent, though the VARNHAM grant of that date does not appear among those published by Nugent in 
her "Cavaliers and Pioneers" of Virginia. 

We find that it would be impractical to publish the abstracts of all these CHOWAN 
grante in thie compilation, tue to lack of space. Same ~ but only a few - of these early grants 
wore issued during the existence of SHAFTSBURY PRECINCT, which wae coterminous with CHOWAN as the 
area was later designated, 

In lieu of pablishing abstracts of these early CHOWAN GRANTS it has been found expe- 
dient and informative to insert hereinafter a list of. these patentees, with the date of the grant 
in ¢ach instance following the name ~ the YEAR ONLT. As an additional source of information sub= 
joined figures, following both the name and the date refer back to the pages on which further in- 
fomation in regard to the patentee may be found in this work. This is preceded by a crude map 
on which the approximate location of the lands my be visualized, which locations have been 
Marked ty BRINGED NUMBERS for each LIST of neighbors in particular localities so designated. The 
compiler believes this information will be helpful to all historical and genealogical resxarchers.

THE FIRS? JOURN THOMAS, OF VIRGINIA 





The firet THOMAS to arrive in VIRGINIA and settle‘was a certain JOHN THOMAS. In the 
Year 1609 he embarked on the SHA VENTURE in BULAND, bound for the new colony over seat, with SIR 
THOMAS GATES, The "Sea Venture" fjoundered in a stom off the coast of BERMUDA, but nothing daun~ 
ted the victims of this disaster rallied and built two Pinances capable of withstanding the rough 
Seas and in 1610 came sailing up the JAMES RIVER to the headquarters of the new colony, with all 
Safe on board, save LIEVT, EDWARD WATTERS and one other, who had elected to remain in the BERMUDAS 
to which they had taken a fancy. 


In the contingent that arrived in VIRGINIA 4p 1610 with SIR THOMAS GATES and SIR 
GEORGE SOMERS "Admiral of the Fleet" came, among others SERJEANT SAMUEL SHARPE, afterwards promin- 
ent in the Colony, and a member of the first Legislative Assembly ever held in Jmerica, with SAMUEL 
JORDAN, of JORDAN'S JOUHNEY, in 1619, 


NOTE: ‘THOMAS JORDAN, a son of this SAMUEL JORDAN, and 
JOEN THOMAS, a son of the first JOHN THOMAS patented lands in 
NANSEMOND COUNTY that adjoined, by the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 


SERJEANT SAMUEL SHAHPE married and had children, His wife wae ELIZABETH, After the 
Geath of SAMUZL SHARPE his widow married THOMAS PARKER. mong the property of value left by SER- 
JEANT SHARPE to his widow was the headright of JOHN THOMAS, whose transportation he had effected, 
and whose heafright he claimed. This heaiiright was used by the widow, ELIZABETH PARKER, in taking 
out a patent to lands "between CURIES and VARINA,"in July, 1636. (Mugent page 45). If this head- 
Tight had been used before, the land secured had escheated or lapsed, and ELIZABETH here used it 
agein, .To further enhance and strengthen these intimate connections, after the death of THOMAS 
PARKER'S wife ELIZABETH, he had married CICELIZ, the widow of SAMUEL JORDAN, and of PETER MONTa~ 
QUE, the latter another patentee of lands in NANSIMOWD, adjoining young THOMAS JORDAN and young 
JOHY THOMAS and a HUMPHERY SCOWEN. (Hoddie, p. <39). JOHN THOMAS, the first, had gons, JOHN, 
PAILLIP, WILLIAM, BICHARD and MABKE THOMAS, as shown heresfter. See Nugent pe 175« 
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The first JOH THOMAS, if a® surmised from the records quoted, he come to VIRGINIA 
with SIR THOMAS GATHS, was born before 1600 ~ probably by 1590 ~ in ENGLAID or WAIHS. He may 
have been 3 married man on his arrival in VIRGINIA, lenving his family behind him, or he may have 
Married after he ame to VIHGINIA. That he settled on QUEEN'S CREEK in York County, an adjoining 
neighbor of JOSEPH CHOSHAT, NICOLAS JEHNEAU, HENRY MARSHALL, EDTARD MARSHALL, RICHARD MARSHALL is 
amply verified by mumerous records, vis:

Some of the notes shown in NUGENT xcfer to the first JOHN THOMAS, and some have ref= 
erence to his son, JOY THOMAS, The descerning worker will be «ble to segeegate them, Other refe~ 
ences to his other sons will be cited in the notes that follow. 


As before stated, the entire record, considered as a whole, establishes beyond ques= 
tion that the first JOHN THOMAS had at lenst FIVE SOWS, (perheps some daughters) ns follows: 


(1) WILLIAM THOMAS 
(2) RICHARD THOMAS 
(3) PHILLIP THOMAS 
3 JOHN THOMAS 
(*) MARK THOMAS (Oldest son, not traced). 

Our working notes disclose considernble information nbout (4) JOHN and (1) WILLLAw 
THOMAS and their descendants, but not so mich about (2) RICHARD and (3) PHILLIP THOMAS. In the 
sketches that follow for each one they are not taken up in, the omler set down immediately above, 
or have we taken the trouble to identify them in, these initial sketches by munber, but the reader 
will have no trouble in identifying each one. _* MARKE THOMAS hns not been traced. JOHN THOMAS, the 
first, wei deceased by 1763, (Nugent, p. 416.) (Also Mason, Vole 1, pe 73). 


JOHN THOMAS 


The nnmwe of the wife of JOHN THOMAS ( son of the first JOHN THOMAS ) wos DOROTHY, 
Her last name before marringe is, of course, unkmowm. This is evidenced by the following:

The following notes from reliable sources pertaining to JOM THOMAS ( son of JOHN) 
are of interest in connection with his history:

WATKINS, the "three last due". Mugent, page 297. 


Ta the menth of MARCH, 1650, a patent wos iseued 
THOMAS PAHEER in ISIE OF WIGHT or WANSEMOND COUNTY for 360 acre 
and 50 acres that had been grented te PETER MGHTAGUE, Feb. 25, 
1638, and 40 scres for the transpertation ef a negro Francia. 
One of these patents recites that TEDWAS PAMKER hed married the 
widew of PETER MONTAQUE, Boddie Pe 239; Vac Mog. 6, 420424,

JOHN BATTS and JOHN DAVIS patented lands at the head of QUEZN'S CREEK in Tort County, 
Virginia, April 2, 1639, using the names of WILL THOMAS, RICHARD THONAS andi EDWARD MARSHATY. in 
their list of headrights, while in 1638 CAPT, CHRISTOPHER WORMLET obtained a patent in Tor County, 
meuing JOY THOMAS and HENBY MARSHALL. Nugent p, 99, JOBW THOMAS had been living on Queen's Creek 
Tor some time when thase patente were taken out. Migent p. 73. WILLIAM THOWAS waa living in YORK 
County in 1648, when by hin affidavit evidences the mmoupative will of RICHARD MARSHALL Was proves 
end spread on the court recorda of YORK COUNTY, Fleet 25 p. 96. 


WILLLAN AP THOMAS, who died leaving a will in BLIZABETH CITY COUNTY, imnedistely be- 
lew TORE COUNTY at the end of the peninmla, also came te YORE COUNTY, tut in 1648 he patented 335 
acres in Elisabeth City County, 100 acres of which he had previously purchaesd from MAS, ICHOLAS 
HYLL, who had lived there, a clous neighbor to THOMAS WATS and the THOMAS FAMILY efore he moved 
te Isle of Wight County. ELIZABBTH HILL merried WILLIAM THOMAS. WILLIAM AP THOMAS wan perhaps » 
beutin of JOH, WILLIAM, RICHARD and PRILLIP THOMAS, and who used the prefix "ap 4n stening his 
name, « throwback to the Welch origin of the THOMAS FAMILY, It wae dropped by his children and 
grandchildren. JOBN BOBDISON, of YORK County was made the overseer of the will of WILLIAM aP THOM. 
AS, and hie daughter ANNE THOMAS married into the PARSONS family of Yerk County. He hat also pre 
chased lands in Yerk County from WILLIAM HAMPTON; many of whose descendants moved to Inle of Wight 
ani intermarried with the related familisa of the other THOMAS tribe of QUEET'S CHEEZ, who followed 
in the wake of the MARSHALL and MAJ. NIGIOLAS BILL and others, 


WILLIAM THOMAS of QUEEN'S CREEK (above), while sose of his sons settled in ISLE 
ef WIGHT and NANSEMOND, moved to the upper Happahannock section in WESTMORELAND and WORTHUMEER- 
TASD COUNTIOS, where his name was frequgatly used in the headright lists by persons whe wore 
previously identified with JAMES CITY and YORK COUNTY life. AMONG those whe used the name wae 
JOHN PROSSER, probably a son or relative of ISAAC PROSSEH who had bean transported by WILLIAM 
BODDIS before 1665, and ROHNERT TALIAFERRO and LAWRENCE SMITH, whe used WILLIAM THOMAS’ nome 
twice, and the names of HUMPRREY THOMAS, GILES LOVEIL, JAMES HARRISON and ROBERT and JOR ED- 
WEDS. This wat in 1666. Mugent p. 546, In 1649 WILLIAM BARZET?T used the namew of SYMON and Gi 
BRIEL THOMAS in taking up lands on the East side of the CHICKANOMINT RIVER. ‘These were appar 
ently wane of hia sons. Barrett also used the name of WILLIAM BATTS, prebably a brother or ten 
of JOHN BATTS who patented lands on QUERI'S tn York County 1m 1639. WILLIAM THOMAS hadi

JOHY DAVIS, who with JOHN BATTS in 1639 obtsinad a patent to certain lands tn TORK 
County, Virginia, used tre headrighte of WILLIAM and RICHARD THOMAS end EDWARD MARSHALL, the lat- 
ter perhapa the brother or uncle of RICHARD and HENRY MARSHALL: Wugent 107. But JOHN DAVIS had 
already used the nam of RICHARD THOMAS in obtaining 100 acres of land fronting on ARCKER®S HOPE 
not far away four years prier to that tine, Mugent pags 25. He and his partner JOAN BATTS had 
probably made e tradeof some kind and DAVIS had preserved the RICHAND THOMAS headright in the 
Geel and used 1t again in 1639, after having used it as his own in 1635 in securing the 160 acres 
on Archer's Bops, In the first application he stated that he had trangported RICHARD THOMAS at 
his own expense, In the first application DAVIS declared that he himself was a sorvent of RICEAXD 
PEERY, of IANDON, merchant, 

RICHARD PERRY, of Ionion, was the founder of the great mercantile houses of PERRY, LANE 
& COMPANY, of Loudon. His som HENRY was the son in low of the wealthy GEORGE MEWIVEE, of Bucklande 
en the JAMES, and hie son MICAJAH PERRY afterwards became the head of the Tendon firm, JOHN DAVIS 
Was perhaps a Sea Captain in charge of one of the PERRY owned vessels that plied between LONDON and 
Jamestown and brought over many emigrants. Captain DAVIS settled in Tele of Wight as did BYCHARD 
THOMAS, while WILLIAM THOMAS Jocated in Tencaster and Northunberlend, though his children lived ia 
Isle of Wight. GNORCE MENIVEZ, tho "Squire" of "Bucklande", the real whow place on the JAMES, wan 
from LONDOR ond « lawyer, and often represented PERRY, LANE & COMPANY in Virginia, ot well as the 
BARRISONS of Surry County, 4 


RICHARD THOMAS and hie wife, whoever she may have been, probably were the parenta of 
saveral sons und dauchtera, among wham were!

PHILLIP THOMAS lived on QUEEN'S CREEK in Yorr COUNTY, evidently for many years, and 
was neighbor to JOHY, WILLIAM and RICHARD THOMAS, his brothers. JOHN THOMAS owned lands there be- 
fore 1637, at the very inception ef the actual Settlement, Nugent, p. 73. The date of the using 
ef an emigrant's headright is never a criterian of when he arrived in the colony. FHIELEP haf al- 
ready arrived in the colony by 1635, we know, a8 witness the following:

The foregoing extract from Nell Marion Nugent's CAVALIERS sD PIONEERS ( p, 238) 
19 @ veritable mine of informat 2 not only om the THOMAS FAMILY, but seme of its connecting 
dines, Bat in tranecribing the names from the old records, regardless of the cars exercised, 
many mistskes have been made, and hidden behind these mistakes are CIES of great valus to the 
student which are often overlooked, 


In ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY, Virginia, in 1686, there died a very prominent personage, 
leaving = will whose name ic in the list given above, though one would never suspect it were he 
not familiar with the names. MICEAEL MACKERYE represents an imperfect transcription of the name 
ef MICHAEL MacKINVIE, sometimes spelled on the old records McQUINNIZ. In addition we eet from 
this list the name of the wives of PHILLIP THOMAS, Sareh, who was probably SARAH McKINNTE, a sister 
of this MICHAEL; oleo the name of one son, EVAN MAS. From other Isle of Wight records, careful= 
ly weighed end measured for their significance we concluds that the family set-up of this, the 
first PHILLIP THOMAS, was as follows?

HUMPEREY SOOWEN was from YORK and ELIZABETH CITY COUNTIES. He perhaps lived near 
the line between the two counties. An early landmaxk on BACK RIVER in NEV POQUOSIN about at the 
line was “SCOWE'S Daw" in 1639, (Nugent p. 111). ‘The name is spelled SCONE in some of the older 
Patents. HUMPHREY SCOWEN, or SCONE, retained and used his own headright, along with that of WIL~ 
LIAM EDWARDS (Nugent p. 47), He was Perhaps rather well to do. My conviction is that his dmghter 
married JOHN MARSHALL and that HUMPHREY SCOWEN was the grandfather of HUNPHRET MARSHALL, 


In May, 1637, HUMPHENY SCOWEN sola one hundre! acres of land to 
FRANCIS HOUGH on the South side of the WANSBLOND RIVER. Myent, pe 55. 


August 29, 1638, RUNPHREY scoumy patented 500 acres adjoining MARGAe 
RET ROGERS in this same locality. Nugent, ps. 96. 


A @rant of 100 acres was obtained by HUMPHREY SCOWEN, September 16, 
1636, for the transportation of hinself and WILLIAM EDWARDS. (Probably 
the emigrant ancester or fether of ROBERT EDWARDS who married MARY 
HUNT and later OWEN GRIFYOY and WILLIAM BODDIE. Nugent, pe 47. 


Tn 1643, HUMPHREY SCOWEN and PETER RAY ( One of my own ancestrial 
flock ) owed Innds at the hend of the main branch of NEW TOME RAVEN 
—in other words that blot on the ancient maps called CHUCKATUCK. He 
used the headrights of WILLIAM and JOR BURTON, See the WILLIAM BUNT 
sketch. Mugent p. 150. 


RICHARD BARTIETT patented linds "at the head of GQmckatuck"” next to 


HUMPHREY SCOWEN ond PETER RAY in 1645, and one the hendrights used by 
Bartlett was BRYAN BURTON. Nugent, Pe 160, 
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WIULTIAM HUnT 





WILLLAM HUNT patented 800 acrea of land on the Western Branch of NANSEIOND RIVER in 
ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY in 1636 end smong the headrights uaed by him were those of PRILLIP THOMAS, 
BVAN THOMAS and SARAH THOMAS and MICHAEL MACKINNIE (Mogent p. 238). 


JOSHFH CROSHAW, of QUEEN'S CHEEK in YORK COUNTY, Virginia, was a neighbor of JOMM, 
WILLIAM, RICHARD and FHILLIF THOMAS, snd on YEBRUART 27, 1649, had attached to hie application 
for lands he desired to patent "lying on York River, on the Sonth side thereof, about eight miles 
above the fort", the names of RICHARD HILL, RIGHARD SHARPE, JOHN CLARE aud WILLIAM HUNT. This waa 
fourteen years after WILLIAM HUNT himself had used the name of PRILLIP THOMAS, EVAN, his son, and 
SARAH, bio wife, as headrights over Sauth of the Jemes River in ISLE OF WIGHT or RANSEMOND COUNTY. 
Wugent's (valiers end Pioneers, in ite index ani in ite abstracts shows NINE persona named WIL- 
LIAM HUNT whose names were used as headrights by different persons. A study of those abstracta 
shows that most of them were the same person. 


No authentic and identifiable list of the children of this WILLIAN HUNT has been 
Yound by this compiler, tut there are itens that point ummistalmbly to persons of the name who 
were apparently his sons, and we know that he bad one daughter MARY HUNT. ‘hat WILLIAM HUNT was 
the father of GODFREY HUWT, who, himself, patented 600 acres of land in NANSEMOND COUNTY, Virginia 
April 5, 1664, abutting on the lands of one HOPKINS HOWHIL snd JOHN THOMAS, there is slight doubt 
in the mind of the writer. More than twenty years before, COBB HOWELL (1638) had used the name of 
WILLLA HUNT in taking out a patent in the Lower County of Hew Horfolk. (Nugent pp. 90 and 492). 
There are clear references to a younger WILLIAM HUNT in numerous places.on the ISLE OF WIGHT reo- 
ords, and found on the same records in after years are the names of DEMPSEY, JAMES, JOSHUA, PH 
DENCB, RALP, SAMUEL, WILLIS and other Bints, of all of whan it may be safely said, WILLIAs AUNT 
was the emigrant ancestor. The compiler feels safe in assuming that WILLLAM HUNT of this sketch 
was the father of the following persons of that meme:

DANIEL BOUCHER, Burgess for Tale of Wight in 1653-54, diead leaving « will in 
1667, im which he left legacies to "Kkinamen" ROBERT BOUCHER, BODGES COUNCIL, and WILLLAN and MART, 
children of WILLIAM HUNT, 


It was this daughter, MARY HUNT, who married (1) ROBERT EDWARDS (2) OWEW GRIFFIN 
and (3) WILLIaM BORD. 


WILLIAM HUNT JR. is believed to hove been the same person of the name who married 
TABITHA EDIOH, and had GEORGE, JOHN, WILLIAM and MARY HUNT. ‘This younger MARY HUNT married ROBERT 
MINGE, son of JAMES MINGE, the old Tend Surveyor. She wae born May 15, 1695, and by this, her 
first marriage, had two davehters TABITHA and MARTHA MINGE. ‘TABITHA marrisd HUTCHINS BURTON, nho 
was evidently named for RICR'S HUTCHINS, son in law of JOSEPH COBB, ond a neighbor on the Western 
Branch or Cypress Swamp of the HUNTS, BODDIES and COBBS. HUTCHINS BURTOW was a2 son of NOBL BUNT 
BURTON, and the father of COOL. ROBERT BURTON, of Granville Comty. He hung himself in the well of 
CEDAR WAIK, the old BURTON HOME, on Mitbush in Granville County, He was the ancestor of the BUR- 
TOMS of Uecklenburg County, Virginia, Granville Gounty, N, C. and LOICOLN COUNTY, North Cerolina, 
including JUDG ROBERT H, BURTON of the old BUNCOMBE DISTRICT in Western North Carolins. After 
the death of ROBERT MINGR, the younger MART HUNT ( MAS, MINGE ) marrded WILLIAM ALLEN, and by him 
hed AM, SAMUEL, WILLIAM HUNT ALIEN, JOHN ALIEN, VALENTDE ALLEN, G. HUWT ALDEN ond MARY ALLEY, 
COL. AHCHER ALIGN, of the American Revolution, wat a grandson of this younger MARY HUNT.

Students of genealogy who depend upon "headrizhte" as a source of accurate infor 
mation about their ancestors will meet with dissppointment, for several reasons, unless they have 
mich = keen zense of discernment that they can read between the lines. 

When a person cams to the colonies ( particularly VIBGINIA ) his ceming entitled 
somsbody to take up FIFTY AckES OF Lawp, If he paid his own passage that right was his own, It 
Wan his hesdright. He could aseign or sell it for his gere over, of for m mami of monty or tebacca, 
er for aiything elee of walue, So could the person who acquired it. Headrighte were bought and 
sold as a opeculative venture. Somes made it eo business. Ship owners amassed fortunes that way, 
and merchants advanced goods and merchandies to obtain then. 

Grenty euth hendrights patd for taking up 1000 aces of land, Often the person wite 
took up the land decifed that he wanted some other tract of land, some more lend next to It, or lao 
dn lie of it in e differant loction, shire or county, If 50, he allowed the land to forfeit. This 
414 not deatroy his "headrights*. The lands hed reverted, but the headrighte were still good. The 
Beme names, the same emigrants, evan though many years head passed, (See bottem of next page).

HUMPHREY MARSHALL'S will wos proven in ISLE OF FIGHT 
wa ‘ ie INIA, in L¥11, Many of his grandchildren moved to WORTH CARDLINA, where bis descent 
abts were legion. 


JOBS THOMAS, the ancestor of the THOMAS PAMILT, owned lands in 
Tork County, Virginia aa early a® 1637 (agent, p. 73). In 1638 
the headright of JOHN THOMAS and WEYRY MARSHALL were usad in tak 
ing up lends in YORK COUNTY (Nugent p 192). In 1639, JOMW DAVIS ised 
the headrights of William and Richard Thomas and BDWARD MARSHALL 
when he patented lands on yUNEN'S CREEK in TORK COUNTY, Virginia.

363) and wete kinmmen of the BLANDS and BENNETTS, ‘TECMAS HILL perhaps lived in JAMBS OITY or in 
YOM COUNTY. Hie brother, NICHOLAS ETLL, who married SILVESTER BENNETT, lived in ELIZABETR OLTT 
COUNTY ( Nuzent p. 175 ) but later moved to ISLE OF WIGHT, where he died leaving e will in 1674. 
ae (OKAS marriefi hie daughter, and HUMPERET MARSHALL married WILLIAM THOMAS! sister, PRIS-- 


JOHN HILL settled in LOWER NORIOIZ COUNTY at SEWELL'S POINT, where he was neigh- 
bor of CONVWELIUS LIOTD, JORW NORWOOD and the BENWHTTS, His son JOHN HILL became Sheriff and was 
accused of persscutine the Quakers or dissenters, JOEW HILL died about 1647 and his bother 
THOMAS HILL wea his efministrator (Nugent p. 172). But among the persons whose heatrights had 
been acquired by JOH HILL, SR. were those of WICHOLAS SMITH ( later Burgese ) and JOHN MARSHATI, 
father of HUMFHREY MARSHATL (MNugemt p. 172). JOHN HILL, pho used the headright of JOHN MARSHATI, 
tather of HUMPERDT MARSHALL, had #.00n ROBERT HILL, who married ELIZABETH THOMAS, ( daughter of 
WILLIAM THOMAS ) and sister of PRISCILLA, who married HUMPSREY MARSHATI; and ROBERT HILL and his 
wife ELIZABETG THOMAS had a son THOMAS HILL, who married MARY MARSHATI, daughter of HUMPHREY and 
PRISCILLA (THOMAS) MABSHALI. Then, WILDLAM THRAS, brother in law of BUMPHEEY MARSHALL and ROBERT 
HULL, became the eon in law of NICHOLAS HILL, uncle of ROBERT (m, Elizabeth Thomas) and JOHN HIIL, 
the old Sheriff of IYMHAVEN PARIS! in lower Norfolk, below the BENVETT settlement.

It will be noticed that JOHN HIML, SR. who patented lands in The Tanner's Creek 
setJenent in Lower Norfolk (Nugent 172) used the headrights of both JOHN MARSHALL and HICHOLAS 
MITE. The fact that HUMPHREY MARSHALL, son of JOHN, in his old age, married ANNE, the widow of 
this same NICROLAS SUITH 4s ample evidence that HUMPEREY MARSHALL was probably a grown man, or 
early so, at the time of thie patent, 1645. He may even have been married then, to PRISCIIA 
THOMAS, becouse they had grandchildren by or around 1660, born to their daughter HLIZARET, who 
hod married RICHARD THOMAS, son of JOHN THOMAS, ag hereafter shown,

the appomattox =< anywhere, In lieu of this he could sell his original grent to some planter wae

that JOHN THOMAS or HENNEY HAMELIN or eome other person appears to hsve been "brought ever" by some

WILLIAM, JOH, ROBERT and GILES LAWRE-CR make their appearance on the sncient rem 
ards of Colonial Virginis at about the same time and iu the sane locality, Every indication points 
to the fact that they were brothers. COL. WILLIAU BERNARD, who in 1642, patented 1200 acres of 
land at the head of LAYNE'S CREEK, founds his lands abutting on the lands of JUSTICIAN COOPER, ROB 
ERT ELOY and ROBERT LAWRENCE. ‘Two of the headrizshts, out of the 20 attached to his application for 
his Gand, plus: OUR HEADRIGHTS for himself, were JOHW GILES and JOHN LAFRENCE (Nugent p. 131), The 
300 acres patented by WILLIAM LAGENCE in 1643, next to THOMAS STAMP, extended North towards CHIP- 
POKES CREEK, and then lay in that part of JAS cliy COUNTY, South of the JAMES in the same general 
locality (Mngent Pe 144). The wife of WILLIAN LYRENCE was JOANE. In 1647 WILLIAM LAWRENCE sold 
or assigned his rights to ROBERT WARSEY (Mygent 183), In 1656 the nomes of WILLIAM LAWRENCE, WARY 
LAWRENCE, GARAH LAWRENCE, ANNE LAYRENCS and ARTHUR LAWRENCE were used aS hendrights by WILLIAM Jus- 
TICH in CHARLES CITY COUNTY, near Plower de Fundred = still on the South Side of the JAMES RIVER, 
which circumstance gives ug the names of the dhildren of WILLIAM LAWRENGE and hie wife JOANE, who 
Wee perhaps deceased at that times (Nugent p. 329). fhen in 1665, WILLIAM and JAMES LaWREVCR pat 
ented lands together in CHARLES CITY COUNTY adjoining DAVID JONES, thas indicating further that he 
had another son JAMES LAWRENCE, GILES LAWHENCE patented lands in NANSEMOND in 1651 (tugent 221) and 
in 1664 PETER MONTAGU was his attorney in Nansemond (Mugent v. 479)- 


Neither the dates of these patents, nor the dute their names were used as headrights 
by others is any criterion whatseever of the dates of their arrival in VIRGINIA, The record disclo- 
Ses that JOHN LAFRMNCZ came to VIRGIIA before 1638 (Nugent p, 10C) and the others named were pe~ 
aps in the colony just as early. 


ROBERT LAWRENCE belonged to the QUAKERS, or else was o Gunker sympathizer, because 
in a deposition or stetement by THOMAS JORBAN, the femous Quaker Minister, made in JOLY, 1661, he 
declared he had been persecuted 


“by six weeks imprisonment for beine taken <t a meeting in my 
owe bouse and released by the King's proclamation, Sndiy torent 
at ® Mesving as HUSsR? LAWRENCE! and bound over to the court 
of Naneemond Conzty", and he adds “taken by distress by THOMAS 
GODWIN, Sheriff, ete," ’ 


ROBERT LAWARNCE patented 290 screa in Isle of Wight County Sept. 12, 1644 (Iugent 
De 165) next to tne "tidow Bennett", and in partnership with ZLLIS BROWN another patent in LOWER 
NORFOIRK in 1644 (Nugent p. 156). His hendright was used on severul other occasions, some of they 
obviously repetitions, due to the switchine of lands and the ommership of the Keadrights, and 
poasioly, due to the fuct that he my have made trips oub of the comtry and retumed, tims doub- 
ling his rights, The wife of ROBERT LAWRENCE in 1642, was ELIZABETH. Wo record of his death nor 
the maiden name of his wife has shown up in any record found. From extant records and deeds the 
names of FOUR SONS ond one daughter have been tentatively if not positively identified. Other 
docunentary evidence seai to mke this list conclusive. They were:

‘1, ROBERT LAWRENCE owned a plantation in 1704 exactly on the line of ISLE OF WIGHT ond 
HANSEMOND, 400 acres being in one county and 400 in the other (Quit Rent Rolls), He ia said to 
heave died in 1720, part of his will being illegible, so that the namet of his children could not 
be desoyphered. (Boddie p, 492.) 


2, GEORGE LAWHENCE patented lands in 1680 on the Western Branch of Nansemond, next to 
bie father ROBERT LAWRENCE and his brother JOHN LAWRENCE, Other records pertaining to him and 
bis family have not been found.

Eis Worth Caroline lands adjoined those of his brother 1. ROBERT LAWREWOS and were on 
the Weat side of "Chowanoke” river, which appears to mean in what afterwards became BERTIE coun 
TT, West of the Chowan, JOHW LAWSEOE was a QUAKER, and from the Quaker Records it is shown that 
hey name was MARY. This JOH LAWRENCE and his wife MARY had a most interesting femily. From 
Judge John Bennet Boddie's “Seventeenth Century Isle of Wight" we have the nemes of all his chil- 
dren (pp. 494-497), They were:

to ths patent SETTLED THERE, The owner of the patent may have done so, and sometimes soma of tha 
headrighte, but never ALWAYS. Another thing to bear in mind 1s that the person whose name is used 
ase headright was not always o "wervant®. He may have paid hie own passage in the mpdendor of the 
day and time, and lost his "headright" in « friendly poker game, :

DECEMBER 14, 1635, WILLIAM HUNT in taking out a patent to 800 acres of lend on the 
Western Branch of the Nansemond River, claimed to have transported into the Colony of VIBSINIA at 
same time prior to that date, several persons, including PHILLIP, HVA and SARAB THOMAS, and one 
MICHAEL McKINNIE, SARAH THOMAS may have been the wife of PHILLIP and a sister of MICHAEL McKIwIE. 
This MICHAEL McKINNIN and his wife ELIZABETH were the ancestors of a long line of McKINNID de - 
Scendants scattered through WORTH CAROLINA, SOUTH CAROLINA, GEORGIA, TENNESSEE, KENTUCKY, TEXAS and 
other Southern States, The wife of COL, NICHOIAS IONG, of Halifax County, North Ceroling, was one 
of his grand-daughters, and many of the THOMASES were related to them, as well. 


ELIZABETH, the wife of MICHABL McKINNIE, who after his death in 1686, married sec~ 
ond THOMAS REEVHS or RIVES was perhaps ELIZABDTH DANIEL, possibly a sister of JOHN DANINL who died 
in ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY leaving a will in 1679, with RICHARD REYNOLDS and PHILLIP THOMAS as the 
witnesses, The will of MICHAEL McKINNIZ in 1686 was witnessed by JOHN MOORE, JEESMIAR BXUM and 
MARY DANIEL, When ELIZABETH RUWVES died in BEUNSWICK COUNTY, Virginia, about 1730, her estate was 
administered by ROGER DANIEL and JOHN DANIEL. 


PHARO COBB and OWEN GHIVFIN effected a division of the estate of JOHN DANI: in ISIE 
of WIGHT COUNTY in 1680, After the death of this OWEN GRIFFIN his widow MARY HUNT, becme the wife 
of WILLIAM BODDIB, whose son JOHN married ELIZABETH THOMAS, (See TIOMAS CHARTS), ‘The will of MI< 
CHABL McKINNIE in 1686, shows that he had only two sonse They were:

DEPOSITION OF THOMAS REEVES, made December 9, 1701, fifteen years after the death ef

The firet patent te lands in Virginia by WILLTAM BODDIE was temnsd in 1661 and 
was for 550 acres, Thiw land wae located in Isle of Wight County. a had pevheps been in the 
celony for some years at that time, fin July 12, 1665 be obtained and enlarged patent signed by 
Sir Williom Berkeley consisting of 3350 acres, to which wae attached the names of over fifty per 
sens whose headrights he owned at the time, claiming fifty acres ef land "for the transportation" 
of each porsen 00 named, Mugent pp. 475-476, Boddie pp 343-343. 


A check of the list of ngnes thus presented clearly indicates that WILLIAM BOIDIE 
41d WT transport inte Virginia, ell ef the persona whose names are on it. Ike other well-to~- 
de planters it would be more proper to say that he had “acquired” theae headrights here snd 
there, since he had taken out hie first patent four years previmely. Yor instance, the list con- 
teins the name of HENRY HUNT, when we have identified ao a son of WILLIAM BUNT, whose deushter MART 
wae the third wife of WILLIAM BODDIE, Ths Waeent Records show the nams of HENAY HUNT'o hendright 
on e list presented by COL. WILLIAM CLAIBORWS in obtaining a largs grant of lend on the TORK RIVER 
in 1653, On the Claiborne list with HUURY HUNT appears the names of EDWARD BICUNT, JON BENNETT, 
WILLIAM EDWARDS end JOHN ASKEW, all later proginent in ISTE OF WIGHT history. The name of EET 
HUNT, as well os MARY HUNT appears also in 1662 on a list of headrights presented by EDWARD SANDERS, 
dn securing a patent te lange on the line of Iencester and Nortimmberland Counties; and on thie list 
appears alse the names of JOHY SANDERS, ABRAHAM SANDERS, JORW GOODWIN and the sare JOHN BESHETT, mem | 
tioned above, All thess persens were Tele of Wight settlers. In addition the name of HENRY HUNT : 
uppeers in 1664 on the liet of JOM! SIOXELEY in Accomac, p 454, Nugent; Mendolph Kirie, of West~ 
morelend 1665, Nugent, p. 546, and HUGH YEO, of Northampton patent (who mint te Westmoreland and the 
Roppshennoce) in 2655, and JOHN INWIS tn Oioucsater patent 1663. Busent, 484. Altogether by 1668, 
Houry Hunt's heafright had been usel no lees then SEVEY TIMMS, and his is gast one of the more than 
fifty names on Williem Boddie's list traced. 


There are three pérsons on the list newed BODDIE - WILLIAM BODDIS, ANNE BODDTE and 
MENT PODDIB, Wleven headrights were used by WILILAM BODDT# in 1661 in taking out his firet petand, 
(Busent p. 393), but nono of thats names wore indlufidd ~ not even hie owne John Bannett Boddiio in 
hic "Seventeenth Cntory" concludes that MART BODDIM, named in the ascond liet, was hie daughter, 
whe married JOR BROWNE, and that AMT was hia first wife. This writer does not share in the firw'

WILLLAW EOMDID'S firet wife was ANNA, hie second ELIZanWTH ond his third, MARY HUNT, 
demghter of WILLIAM HUNT, who, in 1635, patented lands on the Western Bramch of Natisenond River, 
using the heaiirichts of PRILLIP THOMAS, BVAW THOMAS, SARAH THOMAS and MICHABL McKIYNIZ, This MARY 
Hunt's first husband was ROBEAT HOWARDS, her second was OWEW GRITYIN and her third WILLIAM BODDIZ. 


THE DIZON AD MARTIN RANILIBS 


ADAM DIXOW and his wife ANN, his daughter BLIZABETH DIXOW and his servant JOHN Mane 
MIN all came to VIRGINIA in the NARGARET and JOHN in 1622. (Nugent pe 8 ). %m 1626 ADAM DIXow 
Was granted 100 acres in a patent at "WAHRASCOYACK PLANTATION, contiming downward from HOG TSLawD 
15 milea by the river side", THOMAS DIXON who diefi in 1670, married MARIE or MARY BODDIH, the 
Wister of WILLIAU BODDIG. She was bom May 18, 1635 (Roddie p. 339) By her first marriage with 
THOMAS DIXON, MARY BODDYE had THOMAS DIXON and HENRY DIXON. TMQ4AS DIXON, their father was the son 
of ADAL DIMON, After the death of THOMAS DIXON, MARY BODDIE became the wife of HENRY MARTI, and 
they bad et least one son, HENRY MARTI.

FEV. WILLIAU COTTEN, minister of HUNGAR'S PARISH in ACCOMAC COUNTY, if not the ances~ 
tor wea 2 close collateral relative to the COTYMNS who settled in YORK COUNTY, ut for the fact 
thet HEV. COTTEN?’S chronicler’s wholly feil to refer to any children he had, save VERLIVDA COTM, 
who married WILLIAM STONE, who became Governor of MARYLAND, we would say that JOHN, THOMAS and WIL- 
LIAM COTTEN, of York Comty; were hie sons. AV. COTTEW married ANN GRAVES, dmehter of the ancient 
planter, THOMAS GRAVES, who was without doubt the grandfather of RAIPH GRAVES who married tne 
daughter of JOSEPE CROSHAW, of Queen's Creek in York, MARTIN PalMER married the widow of CAPT, BENJ. 
CROSHAW, and in 1660 EDWARD PATMER, whose name appears often in the Isle of Wight Records, wat a 
member of the Coroner's Jury in YORE COUNTY (D.& 9. Book 8 p. 1) end in 1677 MARTIN PALMER served 
on the jury in YORK COUNTY in the cess of JOHN COTTE y. JOHN HARRIS, et al (Book 6 p. 26). JOSEPH 
GROWSHAW was the adjoining neighbor of JOHN, WILLIAM, PHILLIP end RICHARD THOMAS on Queen's Creek. 
(See their sketches). At a much earlier date JOHN COTTEN owned land on KING'S CHEEK in ACCOMAC on 
the Eastern Shore in the immediste neighborhood of the HUNGAR'S P#@iISH CHURCH, of which REY, WIMMLaM 
COTMEN was minister (Nugent p, 285).

FRANCIS WHEELER had died, and his estate wad appraised by CHRISTOPHER HaRRIS, ROBERT HAWRISON, JOHW 
STaMPH ond JOHN COTM. Christopher Harris was a wealthy planter, who eventually returned to Ine 
gland, where he died; ROBERT FORRISOW married ELIZABETH COMINS, daughter of NICHOLAS COMINS, and 
was the ancestor of the HARRISONS of South of the Janes who married into the THOMAS FAMILY, and Cart 
YRANCTS WHEEIER had married the widow of NICHOLAS COMINS. JOHN STAMPE lived in York Comty at that 
tine, but bia brother or son, THOMAS STAMPE was the head of a prominent neighbor of WILLIAM BODDIE, 
the JORDANS, LAWHENCES, EXUMS and others, along CHUGKATUCK in Wannemond and Isle of Wieht County. 
AlL of the appraisers and parties mentioned owned lands on QUEENS CHEEK with JOHN THOMAS, NICHOLAS 
JUENEW, JOSEPH CROSHAW, the HEWWETTS and BARRISONS in York, and it followe that JORY COTTIN was alec 
of that nelghborhood, ‘his compiler has no shadow of doubt but that the JOBN COTTEN. who married 
MARTHA GODWIV and left a will in BERTIE COUNTY, N. C. in 1728; waa a son, nephew or other close rel- 
ative of this QUEEN'S CHEEK JOHN COTTEN. 


RICHARD EXUM and THOMAS GODWIN, in 1650 patented 550 acres of land tn what is now ( Lt 
is eatd ) ESSEX COUNTY, Virginia, using the headrights of sleven persons, among them being MORAN 
THOMAS, RICHARD EXUM and WILLIAM COTTEN, (Nugent 197).

Tm 1637 WILLIAM DAWSON was described as a "planter of Tele of Tight County, Virginie? 
(Mugent, pe 116) and JOmN Dawson, probably his brother, apperently lived in YORK COUNTY, neighbor 
to JOH THOMAS and his brothers, on QUEEN'S CHESK (Muzent, pp. 134 and 204). HENRY DAWSON in 1659

WILLIAM PARNELL was a headright of JOHN WEST in 1651, when he patented 1550 acree of 
land in YORK COUNTY, VIRGINIA.

The first GEORGE HARDY, how 
‘ever,scquiread the property kaown a8 "RARDY'S MITL" on Lewne!s Creek, from one EDWARD BRUCE, the 
ancestor of all the BRUCE FAMILY aftermmrds found on the records of Isle of Wight and other parts 
and sections of VIRODVIA. 


APRIL 15, 1646. EDWARD BRUCE deeds GHOR}T STEVENS, JOHN 
WATKINS and GEORGE HARDY, for 17,500 pounda of tobncen, one 
Water Mill at the head of LAWNE'S CREEK, with housing, land, 
etc. Witnessed by JOHN HAMMOND, JAMES BREWER and STEPHEN WHER.

After the death of the first GQHORGE HARDY, one of the grantees in the above deed, 
this property fell into the hands of the "kinanan" GEORGE HARDY, mentioned in the will, who in 
1663, according to Bell's Old Free State, Vol. II p. 218, married MARY JACKSON, daughter of one 
RICHARD JACKSON and his wife MARY BEIM@TT., The second GEORGE HARDY was a son of JOHN HARDY, who, 
according to Beli (p. 216) was born in 1613 and died in 1670, whose family chart is like this:

COUNTY, VIRGINIA T—. though possibly of ISIE OF WIGHT COUNTY, ‘The following statement from GIORGs 
Ws PASCHAL's “History of North Carolinn Baptists” has reference to 324 JOHN THOMAS, head of the 
above chart, and is self-explanatory: (Pages 180-181) 


To the South of Tar (Rivor) in the presant County of 
WILSON is a church called TOISNOT. It is not known 
who first preached the Gospel here or organized the 
congregation. It had no minister until 1748, when 
DR. JOSIAH HART came on one of his missionary tours 
and baptised JOHN THOMAS, who soon after was ordained 
pastor of the Toisnot Church by Elders George Graham 
and JOHW M0cHE, 


This JOHN TROMAS was probably the one of that name 
who in 1749 was appointed a Justice of the Peace for 
EDGECOMBE COUNTY, 


He had two sons who also became ministers, the one 
named JORN and the other JONATHAN, the latter being a 
great man of God, very effable in his address and a 
e&reat orator.

Beare herein. Dyring the period covered, which is nearly a hundred years, most of the THOMAS FAMILY 
of North Carolina, lived in HEHTIN COUNTY. This list and index will be found of great velus, and 
While the list appears short in the index, when properly checked, the results are surprising. Jor 
iustance, the Thomas notation in the infex is as follows:

The marriage bond of this 
JOSIAH THOMAS, himself, does mot appear emong these listed by Mr. Hethaway, bub eight pages 
farther over (Vol. 2 ps 328) is found an abstract of the will of one JOHN BAZEMORE, SR., which 
shows that he hed a daughter SARAH BAZEVMORE, who was the wife of JOSIAH THOMAS. It maids:

JOSIAH THOMAS m, TABTTHAY, 
The names of the children of 562 JOSUAH THOMAS come to us from family sources, which fortunate 
ly hays been preserved, tt dare of any mention of the maiden name of JOSIAR'S wife, TABITHA, 
leaving us to spemlate frantically on that point. 

As will be ascerteined from the Chart, 411 JOSIAH THOMAS, who married SARAH 
BAZEMORE, was the son of 330 JOSEPH THOMAS, who married AWN, end grandson of 20S. JOSEPH THOMAS 
whose name t¢ at the head of the Chart, 203. JOSHPH THOMAS was the son of 100 JOHN THOMAS and 
either his firet or second wife, SUSANWAR FORTIS or MARY LAWRENCE, and JOHN'S parents were RICE

There is 9 persistent tradition in this THOMAS FAMILY that the mother of JOSLAH THOM 
AS wae ELIZABETH ( last name unknown ) and not SARAN (BAZEMORE), 2s shown on the 203, JOSEPH 
THOMAS CHART, and in the will of JOHN BaZEMOHE, and the inet Bible entry above strengthens the tra- 
dition. Who was this ZLIZaBETE THOMAS (b. 1730, d. 1814) et the age of B4 years? Certainly the 
mother of the children of 411 JOSIAH THOMAS was Sarah Basemore, who'wad living in 1789, as the will 
of JOMY BAZEMORE sR, (2 Hathaway, pe328) shows. But SARAH (BAZEMOHE) THOMAS may have died, and 
the first JOSIAH THOMAS may have married ELIZABETH as his second wife, and she could have been the 
subject of the last entry. Or, this FLIZARETH THOMAS, could have been 414 ELIZABETE THOMAS, sister 
of 411 JOSIAE and the spinster AUNTof 562 JOSTAN THOMAS who married MBITHA, living with her 
nephew's family in 19814 at the time of her death. After canvassing all angles of the problem, the 
compiler believes the actual records presented are correct, and that the explainstion of TLIZABETH 
on the Bible is one or the other of the two suymosiiinas above stated.

CHEEK section. There were two INDIAN TOWNS not far frem this same 
Settlements (Hetheway Vol. 1 p. 265) One of these wae near the 
aeuth of the Meherrin River which was occupied by the MMHERRIN I~ 
DUNS, In fact, Indians were all around them at that period and it 
was much later when the Indian lands were laid out lower down on 
the Moratuck or Eoancks, in the bounds of the present BERTIE COUNT.

history of ELEER? COUNTY, by Col. John H. McIntosh and the meubers ssh the STEPHEN HEARD CHAPTER of 
the TD. 4. B., published in 1940, much is said about this commnity. In telling the story ef this 
Section, the beck says (pp. 51 and 52) "Settlements sprang up almost over night, and with this meco- 
tial activity herse racing, cock Yighting, turkey shoots, gaming and fox bunting became the order 
ef the day. Briefly, and very briefly indeed, did such state of affairs continus unchallenged, for 
in 1724, when GENERAL GEORGE MATTHEWS came to GEORGIA, he wes accompanied by HEV. DOZIER THORNTON. 
The item continues: 


Before the Act of the Georgia legislatures was passed 
creating the County of Blbert, DOZIER THDENTON waa busily en~ 
gaged in preaching throughout the entire area of WILKES COUNTY. 
For a time he and MIDDLETON MBEKS served as MISSIONARIES 10 
THE CHEROKEE INDIAWS. Noither Thomton nor a evidenced the 
least fear upon entering the most hostile town, and zev- 
er once were they molested. 


Tt was during thie pericd that DAVID VANN, the famous 
CHIEF OF THE CHERBDKERS, was converted by the preaching of 
Thornton, and they became fast friends, 


The first important act of DOZIER THORNTOW in Georgia, 
was the establishment of VANN'S CHEEK BAPTIST CHURCH, mamed in 
honor of his INDIAN FRIfWD. This event took place early in 
1785, and VANN'S CREEK became the sixth Church of the Baptist 
faith to be established in all Georgia. 


The County of ELBERT was at this time a part of WILKES COUNTY and same of the rec 
erds pertaining te ELBERT COUNTY at that early date apply to people whe lived in BIBEET COUNTT 
as it in teday, In this deductive study of the VANW and ROGERS family, we find the follewing 
netes te be considered: (Wilkes Comty) Jrom Vol. 1, Davidson's Records, 


About 1783 ene WILLIAM MOSELEY was deceased and JAMS VAM was ap- 
pointed administrater. 

Before the WIGHTSBORO land beard, December 7, 1775, ene 
JAMES VANW, frem South Carolina, himself and one child, applied 
for 100 acres on SAVANNAH RIVER adjoining ALEXANDER MACHAN. At 
the same tims THOMAS WOOTEN, frem North Carelina, with his wife, 
7 sons and one daughter, frem 18 to ene year old, was awarded 200 
acres en North side of Broad River eppesite the mouth of IONG 
CREME, and 300 acres en the South side of said river adjoining 
VARN'S OLD VIBLD.» (Tho first tract was in what is now ELBERT 
COUNY and the second tract im what is new WIIKES COUNTY.)

WILLIAM ROGERS, the Great Great Grandfather of WILL ROGERS, the famous AMTRTCUN, 
was the "Grandson, WILLIAM ROGERS" mentioned in the last will and testament of ROBERT ROGERS, ef 
CHOWAN COUNTY, N. C, in 1739, His father was ROBERT ROGERS, the "“gen,: ROBERT ROGERS", whese "chile 
Gren" are mentioned in the seme will, Just who the other "children" (brothers and sisters of this 
Willism) were, is uncertain, since their names are not mentioned. 


Thies writer has examinsé the records pertaining te this family ae far as he has 
found them available. Though error iz possible, he is couvinced of this mich: That the ROEIRT 
ROGERS, who died in 1739, waa the son of another ROBERT ROGERS, who died ten years previeusly, alse 
4a BERTIE COUNTY, and thet the last tientioned ROBERT ROGERS was perhaps a brether of MICHAEL ROGERS 
who died tn ISLE OF WIGHT COUNTY, Virginia, leaving = will in 1710, and ef JOSEPR BUGERS, whe died 
leaving will im DOBTHAMPTON COUWTY, Us C. in 1752. Alwe that:

3. THOMAS ROGERS. The records of the Broad River settlement in WILKES and Be 
BERT COUNTIES, in GEORGIA, show that practically ALL of the children mentioned in the will of this 
THOMAS ROOERS, settled there, though soms of them have not been certainly identified. Out of the 
list ’of children mentioned in his will, we find that the son PELEG wae in ELAERT COUNTY, and that 
OBEDIENCE ROGERS and her Imeband THOMAS RARHOW was there; that UNITY, another doughter was thers, 
and MOURNING and her husband WILLIAM or EDWARD MOORE was there, ameng the residents ef the VAMIg 
CHEEK BAPTIST CHURGS settlement. The oldest son, JOHN ROGHRS married MANCY and died in ELBERT 
COUNTY sbeut 1796, when Wancy applied for letters of administration en his estate. Ths deaghter, 
MABRY HOGERS, who married THHOFRIIUS THOMAS, may not have ceme to GEORGIA, but at least one of hor 
sons, MICGAJAH THOMAS settled over in Hancock County, Georgia, nesr hie uncle REV. JOEN THOMAS on 
Sheulderbens Creek. In Davidsen's Wilkes County Hecords numerous deeds and instruments bear the 
Demes of JAMES and THOMAS ROGERS, possible sona of THOMAS, and nephews of 1, WILLZAM THOMAS, 


In addition to the above we find that at least five of the six sens of WILLIAM 
THOMAS’ uncle, JOSEPH ROGERS, who died in Northampton County, N. C. in 1752, sppear on these some 
recordas 

In 1766 AARON ROGERS witnessed a deed in WILKES COUNTY, 

Tn 1782 BHUBEH wae one of the appraisers of DAVID HOWAI'S estate, while his 
brother TRURY ROGERS wae the Executor. DRURY'S will with a list of all hie children and his wife 
TABITHA, will be found in another place, Jamary 3, 1787, the brother JOHN ROGMRS and hin wife 
AGHES sold lands to ROBERT CHAMBERS, and in 1787, MICHAEL ROGERS witnuesned = deed of DOROTHY ASH~ 
PIELD, to lands in GREEWE COUNTY, and this was the same DOROTHY ASHFIELD whose deed was witmeused 
by his brother ALHON ROGFRS in 1786 = the previous yesr.

1. WILLIAM ROGERS, the great, great grandfather ef WILL ROGERS, was a lawer 
and teacher, That he wae a lawyer by profession see Georgia Historical Collections, D. A. 3. 
Vol, II, page 311; thet he wes a teacher, ses abstract of his inventory, given below, and the Eo- 
tate of JESSE WALKER, in Wilkes County, Ga. (Davidesn, Yol. 2, p, 308) where Baldwin Bobinsom 
peid WILLIAM EOGERY tuition for two of the minor children. 


WILLIAM ROGERS settled in whet was then BURKE COUNTY, im Georgia, while it 
was yet an almost unorganized prevince, He was probably im the vanguard of the Rogers family mi- 
gration to that comtry. He practiced law for many years at AUGUSTA, GEOROIA, when that place was 
little wore than 2 trading post. His tusinesa end profeseional atsocistee were of the highest 
Standing, ond the names of some of them appear in the brief abstract aécempanying Khe inventory 
ef his estata, which appears on page 107 of Davidson's Barly Records of desrgia and Wilkes Ceunty, 
Vol. No. 1, Womerous items relating to his business transactions, hie anseciates and his clients 
are also to be fyund in Georgie Chepter Historical Collections, Vol. 2, of RICHMOND COUNTY, 
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The brief abstract or mention of the filing of the inventory of his estate, om do- 
gust 9, 1794, reads ac follows: 


WILLIAM ROGERS, deceased. Inventory August 9, 1794. 
A WONDERFUL LIBRARY OF CLASSICS. He seems to have been o 
teacher. His ostate owned the notes and obligation sgainst 
the following persons: WILLIAM MEAD, NATRANIEL COCKE, JOEY 
CRUTCHFIELD, PHILLIP CLAYTON, FIELDS PERDUE, JOHW GARRETT, 
GEORGE WALKER and NATHANIEL DUHEEE, Appraisers of his Betate 
were SYIBIOR COSBY, WILLIAM TRIPLET? and THOMAS LASLEY, 


1, WILLIAM ROGERS numbered among his clients, the first named mentioned, WILLIAM 
MEADE, and had meny business transactions with him. On April 28, 1788, WILLIAM Mad eave w 
bill of sale to WILLIAM ROGERS of Augusta, for a slave. Doubtless in payment of legal services 
rendered. Witnessed ty ZACHARIAH LaMaR, JE., ani WILLIAM RETEY. On ley the lst, following 
WILLIAM RELLY also sold or transferred a slave to WILLIAM ROGERS, : 


MATEANIEL COCKE and his wife REBECCA in 1791 sold some lands in HALIFAX COUNTY, 
Virginia, to DANIEL ROBERTS. This was witnessed by JAMES BARWES and WILLIAM ROGERS. 


JOEN CRUTCHFIELD was an Indian treder, from Spottsylvania County, Virginia, whose 
wife was SUSAWMAH, This JOHN CRUTCHVIELD'S wife was'a full blood CHEROKES INDIAN, end their chil- 
dren were half-blood Cherokees. Many years after the death of WILLIAM ROGERS, JOHN CHUTCHIIELD, 
then living among the Indians in North Georgia, was killed by JAMES VANN, in 5 misunderstanding 
that had arisen between them. Yani was also part Gherokee. After Vann had slain Crutchfieid, he 
adopted two of his sons JOSEPH and ROCK CHJTCHFIELD, raised and educated them, and left lands te 
them as legacies. 


THOMAS LASIZY, also mentioned in this inventory, was the ancestor, no doubt of 
WILLIAM LASLEY who married MARY VANN, and MABGARET LASLEY, who married ANDREW M.. YAMy, vho were 
Drether end sister of SALLIZ VaNW, grandmother of our own WILL ROGERS, 





These facts, which are real facts, backed up by the records, are links in the chain 
that tend to identify 1. WILLIAM ROGERS as the ancestor of WILL ROGERS, 


The wife of 1, WILILAN ROGERS wes MART. She was the afministrator of his estate. 
By the time che made her returns for 1811, however, che had married again to - man named BRAGG, and 
made cath te the statement as MMS. MARY BRAGG, Administratrix. ‘The fact that after fifteen years 
the administration of the estate of WILLIAM ROGERS was still pending in YILEUS COUNTY, GEORGIA, 
shews that he left a considerable estate, besides "a wonderful library of claesice", and doubtless 
a lares family of children, mest of whose names are lost. We can only guess at the identity of 
MARY ROGERS. his compiler has made three guesses, (1) that she was MAHT PENN (2) or MARY VANE, 
or (3) powsibly, MARY CORDERY, ‘But these are pure guensea. 


From the data presented above, and from a study of the ROGERS FAMILY and its allted

ERTTIE MOSELEY who married JOHN ROGERS, great uncle of WILL ROGERS 


was the daughter of SUSAN CORDERY ( sister of Sarah and Incy Cor - 
dery above ) and JOHN MOSEIEY, son of WILLIAM MOSELEY. 
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Through his grandfather, ROBER® ROGERS, WILL ROGERS wag part Cherokees. This 
ROBERT ROGERS was ome quarter Cherokee, 

He married SALLIZ VANN, daughter of AVERY VANN and his wife PHGCY (Margaret) 
MoSWAIN. AVERY VANN was not an Indian, but his wife was a wuarter blood, so that SALLIE VANN, 
grandmother of WILL ROGERS was one-eighth Cherokes., ‘Thus, the Cherokee strain in WILL ROGERS 
from this part of his ancestry was almost drained by the time it reached him | 


MISS NARBY AMERICA SCHRIMSHER 





MARY AMERICA SCHRIMSHER was the mother of WILLIAM PENN ROGERS. She was 
bora October 9, 1839, and married CLEMENT VANN ROGERS, son of ROBERT ROGERS end his wife 
SALLIE VANN. Mary America Schrimsher was also part Cherokee, 


JORN GUNTER in 1914 was a powder maker, somewhere back 
in the mountains of Tennessee and Georgia. 
He married KATIE, a full blood Cherokee, of the 
"Paint" clan. Both JOHN GUNTER and his wife KATIE 
died in 1835, They had a danghtert 


ELIZABETH HUNT GUNTER (b. 1804) m, MARTIN MATTHEW SCHRIMSHER, who was 
born in 1806 in BLOUNT COUNTY, TENIESSER. 


Martin Matthew Schrimsher went with the "Gold Rush" to Califormia in 1849, 
but did not remain long and retumed and Settled in the Cherokee Nation, His wife died in 
1877 at their home at CLAIRUORE, OKLAHOMA, ut the hane of her son JOHN GUNTER SCHRIMSHER. 
JOHN GUNTER SCHRIMSHER was = Captain in the Confederacy during the war between the States. He 
was either the father or the uncle of Miss Mary america Schrimsher, who became the wite of 
Clement Vann Rogers. CLEMHIIT VANN ROGERS and MARY AMMRICA SCERIMSHFER had children:

4s all the World kmows our WILL ROGERS was killed 4m an airplane accident when the 
ship crashed on the bogsy tundras of Northem Alaska, a few years ago. Since then we have become 
Tesigned to his loss and have received much amsement from the hundreds of ambitious entertainers 
who have tried in vain to D{ITATE HIM. He never had and never will have an equal in his sphere. 


THE SCHRIMSHER FAMILY LIVED IN CHOWAN 


Not only the ROGERS FAMILY and the VANN FAMILY were early residents of OLD ATBEMARIE, 
NORTH CAROLINA, and particularly CHOWAN PRECINCT and COUNTY, but the SCHRIMSHER FAMILY ae well. 
Ov page 241, Volume 1, of Hathaway's N. C. Hist. & Gen, Register, containing the Marriage Bonds of 
Chowan County, will be found the following entry:

Tn the foregoing account of the family of WILL ROGERS, 
the compiler has been cramped for space, and has been com 
pelled to "trim it down" to the point where much of the most 
interesting data he had gathered, mst be left out. ‘The real 
foundation of the account is to be found in the "HISTORY OF 
the CHEROKEES" by Bumett Starr, 
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Wilson County is co young that it is thought by many persons to have no history at ald, 
and those who desire to leak further are discouragéd by the many complications arising frem its 
fairly recent four~county erigin or by the scanty published materials that feature such errenagus 
Statements as the ous that the territory was first penetrated by Scotch-Irish settlers about 1790, 
The fact ie that the earliest citisens of what is now Wilsen Geunty were predominantly Inglish and 
began arriving as early a9 1740 from southeastern Virginia and the elder settlements of northeastern 
Worth Carolina. the historian or geneslogiat 1a therefore cenfronted with a real problem in any at- 
tempt te trace the history of Wilson County and tts peeple prior to its foundation im 1855, fren 
parts of Mdgecombe, Nash, Johnston and Wayne Counties. 

The settlement of Wilson County resulted ultimately from the gradual growth and fecus- 
ing es the 1661 penetration North of Albemarle Sound, 1691 immigration to Pamlice River, and the 
1704 movement up Meuse River. In 1712 the second was incerperated into Beaufort County and the third 
inte Craven County (1) and in 1722 Bertie County was formed fer the government of the inhabitants 
ef tha territory west of Chowan River and County: (2) The western boundary ef Beeufort Comty wos 
elarified by the subsequent formation ey Migecombe and Jehnsten Ceantles, and when Pitt County was 
formed in 1760 from the Western part of Beaufort County, the Taigecembe-Pitt boundary followed the 
eriginal and ig still retained iu the predent Wilson-Pitt Ceunty line/(3) 

aaa Governor and Counctl of North Carolina authorized Bagecombs Precinct om May 16, 

1782 (4) te take care of the settlements nowth of Reancke River from Bertie County, but the General 
Avsembly did net give it formal sanction until November 12, 1734 (5) he western boundary was ef 
ne importance in that wildernees, but the eastern ous was stated to degin near the present Hamilten 
{et the mouth of Conoconarc Creek on Roanoke River) ani te run eouthwesterly in a Straight line te 
Bleunt's O14 Town on Tar River and toe Nemise River, passing thence to the northemstern branch of 
the Caps Fear River. Most of this territery was watered by the rivers eriginelly incerperated inte 
the Counties of Beaufort and Craven, tut the majority of the affected inhsbitante lived nearer te 
Bertin Coumty and were governed by her until their ow County goverment was ettabliched and Mige~ 
cembe became an independent County on “April 7, 1741, 

The saetern boundary wes now considered te begin at Jeukina Henry's house om Roanske 
river and to proceed in a straight line to the mouth of Chesk's Mii] Creek om Tar River, going from 
thera in d atraight line to the middle grounds between Tar and Wecuse Biyers, “and frem thence up 
es high as my be, keeping the middle between the said twe rivers, which shell be the dividing line 
Detwaen the Counties of Craven and Edgecombe, and Resufort.” (6) Thies was an improvement over the 
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first delineation of the boundary, but there was considerable confusion until 1748, when the line 
was drawn southwesterly in a straight line from Penny Hill at the mouth of Cheek's Mill ( now 
Suge'a ) Creek on Tar River to Contentnea Creek at the mouth of Tosmeot Swamp, and thence nerth - 
wosterly along the course of said Contentuea Creek towards ite soured (7). Part of thie line is 
represented in the present Wilson-Greene County line. 

The settlements in the upper part of Craven County hed been growing all the while, and 
this newly peopled area was formed into Johnston Comty on Jime 28, 1846 (8). The course ef Com 
tentnes Creek formed ite northern beundary and coincided with the southern beundary ef Edgecambe 
County. In 1758 a straight line wae drawn south-seuthwesterly’fros Beykin‘e Ford on Great Content 
ues ( a point about one and one-half miles west of the mouth of Bleamery Swamp) to the seath ef 
Mill Creek on Neuse River, and the territory east of thie line became the now attinct Dobbs County. 
(9). he General Aseembly that met on May 3, 1779, formed Wayne County from the Western part of 
Dobba Comty by drawing a line due South from a point in Contentnea Creek about threes quarters of 
a mile west of Buffin's Bridge ( Originally Swmel Peacock's Bridge). (10). 

About this time the southern tip of the Edgecombe County line from Pemy Hill te the 
mouth ef Tesneot Swamp was pivoted westward about a half-mile to coincide with the northern tip ef 


the Dobbs-Wayne County line, but with the formation of Wilson County in 1855 this line wae restered 
to the survey of 1748, Dobbs County disappeared on December 5B, 1791, the upper part beceming Glas- 
gew County and the lewer part becoming Iensir County, with no effect on their suter boundaries (11). 
On November 18, 1799, without any alteration of the beundaries, the unpepuler name of Glesgew Coun- 
ty was changed to Greene County. (12). ‘The General Asvembly that met om April 8, 1777, had already 
formed Nash Crunty from Edgecombe County by drawing a etraight line from the Becky Mount bridge at 
the Falls of Tar River to Widow Christiano Rope’s Ferry on Contentuesa Creek (13) at the northern tip 
ef the Johnston-Debbe County line. 

Wileon County was created by the General Assembly on February 13, 1855, (14) and a care~ 
ful déscription of the new beundaries of Bdgecembe, Nash, Johneton and Wayne Counties is uscensary 
te shew the territory that they lest te Wilson County: ~ 


Beginning at a point in the Bigecembe-Pitt County line abeut a 

mile south ef Turnage's Crossroads, go northwest five miles in a straight

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THE MARTINS OF OLD BATH TOWN 


—————eEeESEeEee 


JOHN MARTIV ef LOWER NORFOLE COUNTY appears to have been the ancestor of the MamTI¥ 
FAMILY that settled in OLD BATH TOWN on the banks of the PAMLICO RIVER in the early days of'ite- 
establishment. The records disclose that he was living in Lewer Norfel County om October 1, 1646 
when ene Lancaster Levitt patented 300 acres "beginning at an island to the westward of JOH MAR 
TIN'S HOUSE, where Bennetts Creek ( the one in that part of Virginia ) divides itself inte three 
branches in Lower Norfolk County, the island being between the south and west branch". (Nugent, pe 
162.) Five years later, October 21, 1651, this JOHN MARTIN ond his neighbor LANCASTER LOVEIT pat~ 
ented 600 acres together in the same general neighborhood, sam being tn LINEAVEN PARISH “at the 
mouth of the Bastern Branch, which 4s at the head of Bennett's Creek," (Mugent, pe 220.) Be was re 
lated in same way te the WOODHOUSE FAMILY, as on July 16, 1655, he witnessed the will ef HENRY WOOD 
HOUSE, and en Wovemberl, the same year, that of THOMAS NNEDHAM, a relative of the BRYAN FAMILY, whese 
relationship has been heretofore mentioned (See notes on the Bryan family and the Eardys), On 
Octeber 17, 1672, hia o1d neighbor Lancaster Lovett died leaving a will in lower Nerfelk, in which 
he mentioned JOHN MARTIN "deceased". By inference we thus learn that JOHN MARTIN of this sketch 
had died net se very long before that time. He is alse referred to, by inference, at least, in the 
will ef ADAM KEELING, his son in law, whe left a will im 1683. (See p. 231 of this beck). It is eb 
Viows that the JORY “ssTIN of this sketch, who evidently died in LOWER NORFOLK, was a different 
JOEY MARTIN frem the one who was related to ADAM DIZON, whose son HENRY MARTIN married a sister ef 
WILLIAM BODDIE, heretofore mentioned. (Nugent p. 8). 


The record aa a whele discloses that this JOHN MARTIN, of LOWER NORFOLK and LYNHAY- 
EW PARISH, had the fellewing children:

The ancient records of OID ALBEMARID and its descendant sub-divisions are filled 
with notes about the BRYAN FAMILY, Members of this family came down into WORTH CAROLIWA early 
from ISLE OF WIGHT, SUERY and NANSEMOND COUNTIES. 


The original emigrant ancestor of this family is not difficult to identify as the 
EDWARD FRYAN who came over from BYGLAND in the BONA NOVA in 1620, EDWARD WATTERS obtained his 
nestaient from THOMAS HAMOR, brother of CAPT. RALFH HAMOR, together with that of WILLIAM ARNALL 
who came over in the SHATIOWER in 1621. Neither of them were brought to VIRGINIA by EDWARD WAT 
TEES, but both of them were used by that worthy in 1634 when he patented 100 acres of land ‘two 
miles below BLUNT FOINT in ELIZABETH CITY COUNTY (Mugent p. 4). 


EDWARD WATTERS who used the headright of EDWARD BRYAN in 1624 
was one of two parsons on the SEA ADVENTURE, all of whom were ship- 
wrecked in the BHEMUDAS, on their way over fram ENGLAND in 1609,who 
liked the SOMERS ISLANDS so well that SIR THOMAS GATES was unable to 
persuade them to continue on their journey to VIRGINIA in the two 
small pinances that were tilt to bring them the rest of the way with 
GATES, STR GEORGE SOMERS and others, But in 1618, on her way to VIR- 
GINTA, the "DIANA" arrived a4 the BERMUDAS and among her passengers 
was GRACE O'WELLL, then 16 years old, who married EDWARD WATTERS and 
they came on the "Diana" to VIRGINIA, and settled on this 100 acres 
in ELIZABET! CITY COUNTY. Waters died before 1628 and his widow be- 
came the wife of OBEDIENCE BOBIWS, but the son of EDWARD WATTERS set— 
tled in ACCOMAG and was the ancestor of the Waters family to which 
the old revolutionary "war horse" of South Carolina, COL. PHIZEMOy 
WATTERS was descended. 


But back to BDWARD BRYAN, ‘There is a blank period between 1624 and about 
1665, when an EDWARD BRYAN ( possibly a son, or maybe a grandson of the first HDWARD ) married 
CHRISTIAN COUNCIL, the daughter of HODGES COUNCIL and LUCY HARDY. In the meantime, however, the 
first EDWARD BRYAW had found him a wife, in the person of a demghter of JOHH NENTHAM, one of the 
"servants" of the famous GEORGE SANDYS, Treasurer of the Colony, whose heailright he used in 
securing a Png to 400 acres of land in the precincts of ARCHER'S HOPE, and who came over with 
SANDYS in the "GHORGE”. This patent was isgued to SANDYS in 1624 at about the same time EDWARD 
WATTERS secured the 100 acre tract in ELIZABETH CITY COUNTY, close by. It tekes no clairvoyant 
to gense that the EDWARD BRYAW who married CHRISTIAN COUNCIL was either a son or grandson of ED 
WARD the first and his wife MISS NEEDHAM, when one scene the long list of persons descending from 
this marriage who were saddled with the Christian name of NUMUHAM, beginning with the first WNED- 
HAM BRYAN. (Nugent, p. 4). 


Nowhere on the VIRGINIA or NORTH CAROLINA records do we find a list, name by uame, 
of the off=spring of CHRISTIAN COUNCIL and EDWARD BRYAN, bot as the BRYAW-HANDY-OOUNCIL parads 
pesses along before us, emerging from the ancient archives of OTD ATBEMARIZ and TASTMMY VIRGINIA, 
it is comparatively easy to POINT THEM OUT. The BRYAN CHART runs something like this:

The prolific end prominent WHITFIELD FAMILY, whose Tepresentatives joined the tide of 
migrants from VIRGINIA and settled in OLD ALBEMARTE stem from WILLIAM and RICHARD WHITFIELD, who 
Came with or shortly after SIR THOMAS DAIZ. RICHARD WHITFIZED, according to the records wes a 
hesdright of one GREENLIEF, who used it in taking up lands in CHARIES CITY COUNTY in 1635, Nugent 
Pe 54; while one JOHN CHANDLER claimed the headright of WILLIAM WHITFIELD in 1636 when he patented 
1000 acres of land in ELIZABETH OITY COUNTY.

The MINERS AND FARMORS JOURNAL wae an early publication in Medkclen- 


berg County, North Carolina. 


It begat the CHARLOTTE JOURHAL, which, in tura 


begat the CHARIOTIZE WHIG, published by THOMAS J, HOLM, and there finally 
came forth from theee worthy ancestors the present modern, streamlined daily 
newspaper, THE CHAHLOTTE OBSERVER, the great grandchild of the first publics- 
tion named, frem which the very interesting notes above, were taken. Even 
newspapers have ancestors that it is sometimes interesting to trace, Aside 
from the OBSERVER, whe first gave space to these eld notes, credit 1a dne to 
REV. WILLIAM L, SHERRILL, who later gave to the World his "ANNALS OF LINCOM 


counTr". 


It was to this revered author, who thumbed the musty pogre of the. 


yellow files of the old JOHNAL, the WHIG and the FARMERS JOHHAL, tribate should 
be paid for preserving these priceless records of the distant paste Iivery day 
History is being made and the newspapers are preserving ita details for future 

generations,

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NORTH CAROLINA PRECINCTS 


HISTORY 


How often you hear even natives of the O1d North State say: @riginally, North 
Carolina was divided inte THREE PRECINTS.” Some will tell, you there were FOUR precincts, and 
semetines they say "four counties", =stc. That of course samples only a pepalar cenceptien = net 
the student's ideas. But oven the student is te be excused, in view of the warieus statements 
— found in bocks dealing with the State's history, which are confusingly out of harmony with 

facts. 

Trou firstito last there were no less than TWENTY-TWO cubdivisiens of OLD ALBEE 
MARTE, designated ae "PRECINCTS", up te 173d, when the uae of the nome PRECINCT was shelished and 
the term COUNTY or COUNTIES adopted. This cCempiler may have made a miscomt. If so, it has boon 
an honest ons. I am counting CARTENET PRECINCT twice, because there were two of them, ene NORTE 
of ALBEMAETE SOUND, which wae abeliched in 1684, and ene on Cape Fear, established in 1722. I em 
alse counting OLD AIPHMARTZ ae 5 precinct, which it wae often called, though many of the oldest 
Tecords refer te it as ATBEMAHLE COUNTY, hefore the name COUNTY came inte official use in the Pre 
vince, It is interesting to consider a brief history of these several early sub=divislens.

ALBEMARLE PRECINCT, You may call it a County, if you prefer, but it represented and embraced the 
entire habiteble portion of what is now WORTH CAROLDUA. Out of ite wide demain came all 
ef the ether PRECINCTS and COUNTIES, It was the "grani-dadéy" ef the whole family, new 
consisting of one round hundred (100) counties, the youngest of which was named AVERY in 
1911, after BON. WAIGHTSTILL AVERY, an early patriot, Judge and stateaman, who was one 

. of the signere of the MECKLENBURG DECIARSTION, (See pege 381 of this beck). Mich other 
material herein deala with the history of OLD ALBEMARLE, more in detail, to which the 
Teader's attention is called. 


BERKELEY PRECINCT. Named for SIR WILLIAM BESEELEY, or hie brother, whe were eneng the fPreprie - 
terb® of the Province of North Carolina. It wan ons of the three precincts s#tsblished 
in 1671, at which time the first "division" of Old Albemarle wae mads. This precinct 
lay between the present CHOWAN and PASQUOTANK COUNTIES, and embraced all of the terri- 
toxy now known as PERQUIMANS COUNTY, pins a four or five mile strip eff the Mast side 
ef the present GATSS COUNTY, which extended te the VIRGINIA LINE (which at that tine was 
tuknown and usettled), It also aubraced a larges block of torritery inmefiately Seuth of 
the present PERQUIMANS COUNTT om the lower side of AUHEMARIN SOUND, then often referred 
te in the encient recoria a5 "Carolina River’, Thin strip ef lund extended fren ATEE- 
MARTH SOUND indefinitely Sunthward, and was for a long peried ef time undefined and um 
known aS to either ite extent or character, BERKELEY PRECIUOT lasted for approximately 
thirteen (13) years, when the name BERKELEY was dropped and it was called thereafter 
PERQUIMANS PRECINCT, ‘his wes about 1684, 


. This Precinct was established in 1671, and waa named fer another Preprietor, 
See "Old Altemarle and Its Absentee Iendlords" herein. ‘he territory ef which it was 
cauprised law immediately Hast of BERKELEY PRECINCT and embraced all of the present 
Counties of PASQUOTANK, CAMDEN and CURRITUCK, which at that time was on the Jorth side 
of ALBEMARLE SOUND. he territory of CARTERET preswmbly alec tenk in all landa within 
am even pres belew the Sound, extending Seuthward indefinitely inte unknown and mex 
Plored regions. Worth of the Sound, and perhaps Southward as well, the country was in~ 
feasted with Indtans and there are lagimis of pirates who made their homes eslemg the riv- 
re and arms of the sea that. jutted toward. 8 Procinct also lasted for thirteen 
years, uitil 1684, when ite name was changed ty making it twe precincts calisd Paci 
TANK snd CURRITUCK PRECINOTS. 


‘zB Ch, It embraced «li of tha present CHOWAN COUNTY, most of GATS, and premmably 
all territory West of the CHOWAN RIVER in the present Worth Carolina that was habitable 
or might thereafter becoms hsbitable. Jt was alse named for ene ef the "Preprietors® or 
absentee landlords. Ite territory also jumped the Sound and extended @euthward for en 
indefinite distance. In 1684 the name of SHAITSBURY was dropped and the name CHOWAN eab- 
stituted, 11 these of these first precincte being @anged in name, and the new names 
based on the then establishad name of thé principal water way Werth of the Albemarle 
Seand 


BATH PEECINGT. The exact date of the actual birth of BATH PRUCINCT is shrouded in mystery. Pre- 
Sumebly it came into existence ON PAPER ONLY about the time ef the establishment of the 
three other precincts mentioned sbeye - in 1671 = but es it was dosigned te auibrace 
lende lying South of the Albemarle Sound, which wore at that time perhaps inhsbited ty 
wild tribes of Inijans, its actus] coming inte physics erletance, may have been saue~ 
what later, At the hems of old man JOB EEGKELITEID in 1705, in PASQUOYANE PRECINCT, the 
Council oftesembly granted a charter for the incerporatien ef BAT TOWNE, anay belew 
the Sound in what for several years hed heen exlied om the records PAMTTCOUGH. Thereaf 
tor many of the inhsbitanta ef Numtow ( er what afterwards became EDENTON ) settled ot 
this place, and thereafter you will find thea referred to fer several years as “ef Bath! 
and semotimes "Zath Town", Tras the name ef Bath cams into generol use, BANE FROCK? 
you sauetines referred to as CLARENDON, cleo. “his writer believga they were the same, 
centemporansously and paxbaps entraced ON PAPER the seme territory. 
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CLARENDON PRECINCT, As heretofore otated, thie nate wad applied to what was camnonly called 
WRATH" Precisct oo the records. It lo likely thet CLANENDOW was the official name 
for it, adopted from another one of the "Proprietors", the intention having been to 
name 4 peeviaes for each 6f them, thouzh it appears they never got around te all of 
them, The incorporation of the Old Town of BATH im 1705 appeare to have pre-enterd 
the title, because of the popular conception that anybody who settled in the ricin~ 
ity of the town, was from BATH, ‘That is said about the later dicposition of the 
territory of BATH, therefore, applies to CLARMIDON. 


CHOWAN PRECINCT, This wae originally called SHAFTSBTEY, and the name was changed to CHOWAN Sa 
7684, the new title, like other substitutions, being adopted frem the name of the 
principal stream or river penttrating the territory. In theory CHOWAN PHECINOT, Like 
SHAPTSHRY, extended indefinitely Westward, presumably even over the mountains into 
what is now TENNESSES, and on to the MISSISSIPPI, or the "“Weatern Watera”® ebout which 
Little wae known. Otherwise, until the erection of RERTIS PRECINCT in 1722, tt com 
prised the original territory of SHAFTSBURY, It took in most of GATS COUNTY, Hirt 
TOHD, NORTHAMPTON and on West, unless it may be said that at the time BATH coma into 
existence, CHOWAN stopped at the line of PERSOW and CASWELL COUNTINS as they are to~ 
Gay. Consult the accompanying maps for details, 


PERQUIMANS PRECINCT, Originally called BERKELEY, It embraced, so far as the record appears, 
the same identical territory included in BERKELEY until TYRERLL PRECINCT was estab- 
lished below ALBEMARLE SOUND tn 1729, which teok away from 1t the last of ite ter = 
ritory below the Sound, In 1705, however, the lower part of ita Southern territory 
had been absorbed by BATH or CLARWNDOW, and as early as 1696 the almost legendary 
PAMPTICOUGH PRECINCT. Ite territory North of Albemarle Sound remained intact until 
GATES COUNTY wos e®tablished in 1779 and absorbed the narrow strip of land that con- 
nected it with the Virginia line, now camprising a part of the Bastern boundary of 
GATES COUNTY, which Ur, Hathaway, from an examination of the ancient deed records, 
Conceived to be about three or four miles im width om thot side. 


PASQUOTANK PRECINCT waa established in 1684, out of the Western part of the elder CARTERZP 
PRECINCT, which went out of existence in that year, Until CAMDEN COUNTY was formed 
in 1777, Pasquotank's Eastern boundary wae CURRITUCK, but nearly all of the new 
sub-division = CAMDEN ~ was taken fren PASQUOTANK, leaving CURRITUCK as it had 
heen previously, with all of ita territory SOUTH OF AISMURTE SOUND, intact, as om 
iginslly, except that part of it which hed been first, in PAMPTICOUGH, second in 
BATH, and finally in WICKHAM and HYD. hie territory was finally taken away frew 
QUERTTUCE when DARE COUNTY was set wo in 1870. Of course, in 1738, lile all the 
other Precincts, PASWUOTANK became a COUNTY, ‘ 


CURRITUCK FRECINGT, as stated above, was until 1684, a part of the first CARTERET PRECINCT, 
when that Precinct was divided into PASQUOTANE and CURRITUCK. Included in this Pre— 
Zinct, #8 well as today, when it te a County, ite jurisdiction included the lands 
and territory embraced in the peninsular formtions Bast of CURRITUCK SOUND, on 
down to and including BOANKOKE ISLAND, "NAG'S HEAD", stc, In the sarly exploratory 
era these bays and inlets furnished piratical harbors and bayena for sich charactera 
ae "Blackbeard", Stete Bonnett, and others of that ilk, whe raided not only the sr 
rouniing waters of the Gulf and bays, but harrassed would-be industrious settlers 
for half a century. Hven today there is an "OLD BRICK HOUSE" standing on the banks 
of the PASQUOTANK RIVER, perhaps tn wist is tow CAMDMW COUNTY, which 1s pointed owt 
#3 9m @f the traditional hauite of "Blackbeard" the pirate. 


BERTIE FAEOINCT. This Precinct wae established by the General Ascambly of North Caroline, iu 
1722, It toak away from CHDWAN FRECINOT sll of ite territory lying Weet of Chowan 
River, and extending South to the lower bends of the ROANOKE , follewing the high 
Water shed between the Tar and Neuse to the line of Virginia ( still unsettled ) at 
= point now comprising the boundary between PERSON and CASWELL COUNTINS. It re - 
wained time for a period of nineteen (19) years, or until 1741, when irom BERTIE was 
talon NORTHAMPTON and EDGECOMBE COUNTIES. Weither BOGECOMBR ( which embraced larga 
areas ) or NORTHAMPTON COUNTY were aver known os PRECINCTS, since they were eatsb = 
lithea after the Act of the General Assembly of 1738, which abolished the use of the 
tem PRECINCT, See sketches of the Counties and the accampanying maps. 


[TRESLL FRECINCT was erected out of most of the territory left of the original ALBEMARTE and 
its subsequent subdivisions, lying South of ALBEMARLE SOUND, with the sxecptien of 
the Lurger part of what is now DARE COUNTY, which at that peried (1729) was still o 
part of CURRITUCK PRECINCT, In 1729 when TYRRELL PRECINGY was established it ex- 
Dended Mast ACROSS ALLIGATOR RIVMR, as ia shown by deeds to lands on the Hast sidy 
ef ALIIGATOR, stated to have been in TYRRELL PRECINCT, On the West TYRRELL PRECINCT 
when 7Ziret established, imcluded #11 ef the present MARTY COUNTY, =texpt 4 block aff 
the YRS mm, between the ROAWONS and the present Line of BDGRCOMBY COUNTY, which was 
taken from HALTYAE COUNTY in 1774 to mike MARTIN, The Southern boundary of TYRART 
FPEECINCD was the BATH - CLARENDON ~ PAMPTICOUGH line, thovgh at that tine the Torthera 
lines of BEAUFORT and HYDE PRECINCTS, MARTIN COUNTY, in 1774, WASHINGTON COUNTY. in 
1799, ahd DARE COUNTY in 1870, taken from whet wae formerly TYRIMLL PHECINCT ( lene 
ufter 4t became a COUNTY ) has trimmed TYRHRLL COUNTY down considerably, Today Was 
INGTON COUNTY embraces the site of most of the important early aettlements there, 
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BAMPYT COUGH PHEOTNCT. ‘This ia the name applied to that certain area Lylre immediately South of 
the present Counties of MARTIN, WASHINGTON, TYHRELL and DARE COUNTIES from 1896 to the 
year 1705, including both sides of the PAMLIO) RIVER and the nrésent CRAVE COUNTY. It 
appears in certain deeds to ania and other items relating te people living at that pe- 
riod in that section. It may have been another name for BATH, or regarded es © differ 
ent Precinct, carved out of BATH and CLARENDON, No record of this nams has been found 
after 1705, when the name of ARCHDALE and WICKHAM PRECINCTS came inte eristence, the 
first applying to the BEAVTORT TESRTITORY and the second to the area known after 1712 as 
HYDE PHECINCI. Of courses the nams came from the PAMPTICOUGH RIVER, since designated ca 
the PAMIICO on modern recorda, 


ARCHDALE PRECINCT. So called, nerbaps, for GOVERVOR ARCHDALE. I comprised the territory now 
embraced in BEAUIORT & PITT COUNTIES. It lasted for seven (7) years ani ment eat of 
existence as a Precinct of that names in 1712, Here was the scene of the Indian upris- 
ings of 1711 around old BATH TOWN, then regarded as the capital of that sectiou, which 
for a time almost emptied the cammnity of its residents, 


WICKHAM PRECINCT. This was the name of the Precinct, which embraced ths territory now comprising 
HYDE COUNTY, from its establishment im 1705 and ite ending in 1712, whee WICKHAM PRY - 
CINCT went out of existence and was superceded by HYDE PRECINCT. 


SEAUICRT PRECINCT. Came into existence in the place of ARCHDALE and comprised the same territory. 
It was established as a precinct in 1712. The present PIT? COUNTY and BEAUFORT COUNTY 
ducludes sll of the old original territory of BEAUFORT PRECINCT. The tom of WASHINGTON 
at the conjunction of PAMLICO and the TAR RIVER is new the capital. This town was Iald oft 
by one of the BONNER FAMILY, and was the birthplace of a notable,moders day, diplemat and 
newspaper man, JONATHAN DANIELS,  BEAUNORT PRECINCT sutomatically became BEAUFORT COUNTY 
by Act of the Assembly in 1738. 


HYDE PRECINCT was the miccasaor, so far as the same territory 18 concerned; of WICKHAM PRECIYCT, 
mentioned above. It want out of existence, after a period of twenty-six years, when it 
becume one of the original THIRTEEN COUNTIBS of North Carolina, after the name vf PEE 
CINC? was abolished, It 1s now HYD" COUNTY, 


CRAVEN PRECINCT, Im 1712, at the seme time that BEAUWORT ani HYD! PRECINCTS to the inmediate 
Werth of PAaMLICO RIVER, cams into existence on the map, CRAVEN PRECINCT wes establiched. 
Two years prior to that time, in 1710, CHRISIOPHER de GRAAITEWREID?T and hie ec~called 
Palatines, from Switseriand, had acquired a large tract of land on the Neuse Biver and 
ssttied in thie territory, naming their headquarters NEW BEEN. New Sern is still the 
official county saat of the present CRAVEN COUNTY. Craven Precinct was mate up of ter 
ritory considered as belonging to BATH or CLARENDON PRECINCTS, and Col, Fred Olds, hose 
views have been adepted by this compiler in regard to CRAVEN'S origin, se states, CRAe 
VEN PRECINCT remained intact ae a sub-division of OLD ATSEMARLM, until ite neme af a 
Precinct was dropped by the General Assembly in 1738, after which it was called CRAVE 
COUNTY, It wae ene of the Original Thirteen Counties of NORTH CAROLINA, Bee map. 


CARTERET PRECINCT, Established in 1722, It wes the seme in area then as 1t is todsy, under the 
name ef CARTERET COUNTY. The fact that among the three original first @ivisions ef OLD 
ALBEMARLE, the territory now comprising PASQUOTANK and CURRITUCK COUNTIZS wan set epar't 
as a CARTERET PRECINCT has confused ever the historians, but one bas only te etudy the 
doamentary declarations that accur in Wills and Deeds of the twe periods te understand 
and differentiate between them. The illustrious JOHY H. WHUEIEE in hia B1@TORY OF MORTH 
CAROLINA who forgot more than thia writer will ever knew about North Carelina Bixtory, 
became confused alut this meatier and inadvertently referred to this latter cubeAivielon 
as "One of the Original Precincts of the Loris Proprietors" = thinking of the first and 
Writing of the second CARTERUT, (See his Yoly 2p. THe) Wo other subdivisions were 
ever taken from this ares, ani it became one of the ORIGINAL THIRTEEN COUNTIBS of NORTH 
CAROLINA in 1748. Tt came out of BATH PRECINCT. 


NEW HANOVER PRECINCT, JUDGE WHEELER says this “subsdivisidn.wae formed in 1728 and called in 
honor of the House of Hanover,in Inglend, but whelly fails to designate the nome of the 
Serritery from which it was taken. COL, Fail OLDS declares it was established in 1729 
and thet it came — like CRAVEN = from BATE COUNTY, and aide that “it wae the last teken 
out of that® territory. In other words, when NEW HANOVER PRECINCT was eostavliahed ia 
1728-29, it embranced all of the remaining and unepprepristed territory originally er 
that ever belonged to BATH or CLARENDON PRECINCT, and the latter sub-division became 
extinct, We have endeavored to show om the accumpanying maps ths fill embant ef NW HA 
OVER FHEOINCT, which extended Wastward indefinitely to the “Weetern Watera” whatever that 
may hews implied at that time. —— 


BLADEN PRECTNOD, which wes srected out of the vast area of the territery ulletted to MEY Ranovm 
mostly to the West of Cape Tear River (ses map) came inte etistence tn 174. It remeined 
a "PRECINCIY for only four years, and then cams tn wnder the wire as onw af the OADSTMAL

The County wet named fer 
NATHANINL ALEXANDER, of Mecklenburg County, Governor of the State. The territory cemprin 
ing ATEXANDER COUNTY had besa settled about 100 yeara before the County wan eatabliched, 
end at one time it was #ll a part of ROWAN COUNTY.

ANSON COUT, This is one of the oldsr counties of the Old North State, which hae been in extn 
euce since 1749. In genealogical terms ANSON COUNTY was the grandson of NEW HANOVER, ene 
of Worth Carolina's Original Thirteen Counties, its parent being BLADEN COUNTY, establich 
ed from New Hanover in 1734. Anson County at the time of its establishment (1749) om = 
prebended almost the entire western part of North Carolina to the Tennessee line. & Large 
Slice of it was allocated te ROWAY COUNTY in 1753, and nine years later to MECKLEWBURG and 
THYON COUNTIMS went the most of the remainder, Today it ie a emell cowty on the banks of 
the Pee Deo River, some fifty miles Hast of Charlotte, with WADESBOHO as the County seat. 
Meniy of the old original recerda of this county are still preserved in the little county 
coirthouse at Wadesboro, and some abstracts of these records will be found published in 
thie book on peges 195 and 196, Also see maps. 


ASHD COUNTY, It wae teken out of WIIKES COUNTY in 1799. It was named for GOVERNOR SAMUEL ASHE, 
Tts northern boundary is the Virginia line next to GRAYSON COUNTY, Virginia. Here wail 
the home of the CALLAWAY, CLEVELAND, MILLER, HARDEN and McMILLAN families, menibers of 
which served the county in the General Assembly at different times, BENJAMIN HOWARD, of 
Marylend settled here before the revolution, and his descendants and the descendants ef 
other families mentioned peopled Tennessee and the Weet leng afterwards, A splendid soures 
of information in regard to theseearly esttlers of ASHE COUNTY is artimr's History of 
Wester North Carolina, BENJAMIN CLEVELAND, the revolutionary leader, lived im what ia | 
now Ashe County, in the Yadkin Valley, | 


AVERY COUNTY is the youngest child of OLD AIBYMARIE, namad for a signer of the Medelenbure Declar- ! 
ation, when it was born in 1911, Hons WATGHTSTILD AVERY, Wor 112 years the territory om- . : 
prising AVERY COUNTY was @ part of ASHE COUNTY, though ot the time it was established nene 
of its territory cime directly from ASHE, but from other counties surrounding that had 
beon taken from ASH previously. Its Western beundary is the line of TENNESSEE, and the 
town of NEWLAND is the county seat, Good highways run through the county and over the 
mountains into Tennessee valleys. 


BEAUFORT COUNTY. ta territory came out of BATH PRECINCT originally. It was BEAUFORT PRECINCE 
formerly ARCHDALE PRECINCT ) from 1712 until it became Imown as BEAUSDRT COUNTY in 1738, 
Tims it was one of tha Original Thirteen Counties of North Carolins, Mer a lone period 
‘the old town of BATH wae the capital of this territory, and later the town of WaSsINeOr 
was established at the confluence of the TAR and PAMLICO rivers, which lias since been the 
county seat, Many of the old landmarks of the town of BATH are yet intect, including the 
eid St’ Bhomas Omirch ( See illustration ), built in 1724, though the Grarch wae organ~ 
dzed in 1701. The first public library in North Carolina was started here by Rev. Theme 
Bray in 10, Thic was the scene of the Tuscarora menssacre. BATH is said to be the eldest 
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town in WORTH CAROLINA and 1t ts claimed wae at one time the Gapital or the Frovince, 
Tt waa the heme of Governor Bden at one tine. Tie couity seet of the county Was 
moved from BATH to the town of Washington in 1785, Bath and Back Creeks coming in from 
Pamlico river furnish water fronts for BATH and there ig now = bridge across the river 
at Washington. The BONNERS, BIOUNTS, ENENS, BLACKLMDESS, LANIERS, STANLETS and Wie 
TAAMSES were prominent tamtlies in BEAUJORT COUNTY in tte earlier days, 


BERTIN COUNTS was one of the Thirteen Origina? lbrth Carolina Counties, by reason of the fact that 
BERTIZ PRECINCT ( establiahed in 1722 ) was in existence in 1738, when the names of 
these precincts were changed to COUNTIES, WINDSOR, located om the CASHIH RIVER ts the 
County seat. ‘They call it the "Valley of the Cashie River" and thers are hiile that 
everlock the tom, One JOHN GRAY donated land for the tom site in 1722, the year 
BERTIE PRECINCT was established out of CHOWAN COUNTY. Three miles fram the town ie 
the site of the home of DAVID STONE, Governor of North Carolina in 1808. Eleven miles 
Bast of Windsor is the location of the old sstates of the Dukenfields, end it was in 
the forks of the Cashie and the Roanoke river, according to tradition, that the erent 
ef lend was made to REV. ROGER GREEN in 1653, by Governor Berkeley, with the undem 
standing that he and a hondred followers would locate along the Reoanokes It ic cleimed 
that the settlement was never msde, though there is plenty of evidence that there were 
white aettlers Jn the vicinity by this time. The Tuscarora Indien reservation granted 
them in 2717 are located about five miles West of the highway between Windsor and FIL- 
WILLIAISTOW ( South of the Roanoke ) in BERTI! COUNTY. It is called the Infian Woods. 
So meny notable persona lived in BERTIE COUNTY and others are descendants of people 
who lived there that it would be folly to undertake to list even a fewot them, See 
the genealogical section of this work for revsrencas to many of then, 


BLADEN COUNTY, ‘The territory for BLADET came out of NEW HANOVER in 1764, at which time it was 
called BLATEN PRECINCT. Your years later ( in 1738 ) it became BLADEN COUNTY, and by 
virtue of this fact it became ons of the THIRTEEN ORIGINAL COUTTS of WORTS CAROLINA. 
(See Map). Eleven years later BLADEN lost the greater pert of its territory when si 
SON COUNTY was organised in 1749, which territory covered most of the Western rart of 
Worth Carolina. Mr. Wheeler in his history of BLADEN COUNTY says that in 1840 = com 
tain WILLIAM PRIGDIM lived in thie County, who was the oldest man on the U. 3. ceansus 
for that decade, and that he was 112 years old at that tims, and lived until be wag 
122 years old, ELIZABSTETOM, on the Cape Fear River is the county sest, and it ws 
at thie place that a battle took place between the opposing forces during the Ameri~ 
cen revolution, Among the prominent families represented on the recerdis of SLADE 
COUNTY during and after the revolution were the following: WHITE, OWNY, STEWAHT, JO~ 
SIAH IMWIS, COWAW, SELLERS, BEATTY, McMILLAN, HOMES, GROMARTYB, ASHFORD, RICHAHDSOW, 
(awos), GILLASPYIE, LYOW and JONES. 


BRUNSWICK COUNTY. This County, lying West of the lower Cape Fear River, was mt off from NEW Hal 
OVER COUNTY in 1764. It fronts on the coast to the South, (See maps). Although Brons- 
wick County was not created from New Hanover until 1764, there was sn early settlensht 
on the Cape Fear River mich sooner. In 1725 COT, MAURICE MOORS laid off the town of 
BRUNSWICK and named both town and county for the Prince of Bronewick- Im 1731 Dr. 
Brickell in his "Satural History" wrote! "SHONSWICK TOW is most delizhtfully seated, 
on the South side of that noble River Cape Tear; and no doubt it will be very consid 
rable in a short time, by its grent trade, the mmber of merchants and rich planters 
thet sre settled upon its banks," Its exact location is not Imown to the writer, tt 
ene authority places it on the Southwest side of Caps Tear River, which, it seems to 
me, locates it in what is now BRUNSWICK COUNTY, It is claimed that mo lens than 
thres colonial Governors of North Carolina lived at one time at OLD BRUWSWICK, 4, o, 
GABRIEL JUHNSTON, ARTHUR DOBBS and GOVEENOR TRYON. It wae to Shese parts that JOStAH 
MARTTY fled te escape the wrath of the aroused populace, when the revolution got hoty 
end boarded His Majesty's vessel to make good his escape out of the cotntry. But olf 
BRUNSWICK gave way to WILMINGTON, which later became the Capital of the State, and 
the onee thriving settlement practically vanished. It is now a "ghoet town", Wilming~ 
ten and Old Branawick were ports of entry, and it was through vessels Ianfling in this 
area that Flora McDenaldts hordes of Scotch setlers arrived, Idkewise from the yicin~ 
ity of OLD AUAYMARUE, after the Tuscarora War was over, cams = long Met of migrants 
to this sams aettlement. Among the families in that catagory were: SWANW, PORTE, 
HARNA'TT, MOORS, McHEE, RICK, GRAINGER, HOLT, WALKER and others, 


BIMCOMEY COUNTY. This county was established in 1791 and the territory comprising it, which wat 
‘extoneive, *e¢ taken partly frem BURED OOUNTY, mt mostly fram RUTEERIOED COUNTY. The 
portion contributed by BURKE was sell compared to the other parte (See maps). after 
werls practically 211 of the counties in the extreme sonthwestem portion of 
feorolinn were taken from the territory Rutherford had contributed to Imionmbs. On 
peges 299 ond 194 of thie volume will be found published abstract of some of the very 
“arly yecorda of HUNCOMBE COUNTT, showing the names of sume of the earliost sottiors 
aud fenili#s. Haywood County was the Ziret county eetabiiehed oxt of Bunceade tm the 
year 1908 and most of thse other counties then cams out of Taywood. 


BURKE GOUNTT woe established tn 1777, from territory taken out of HOWAN COUNTT. MOROMVICIE be the 
Oounty weat, This was the hous of JUDGE VAIGHTSTILL AVERY and his datceniant® «te 
still iivine there. Here 4t was that GOV, JOH SEVIER, of Teunesses, wan rescue by 
dome 6¥ Dif followsrs when he had been srrested and brought bade te North Cerolits in 
bie political mixupm. ALL records of Surke County were turned during the War, 186}-5. 
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CABARHUS COUNTY, ‘This Ominty cyme into existence in 1798. Tts territory was for a long time 
part of MECKLENBURG COUNTY, which was taken from ANSON in 1762, thirty years prior to 
Chat tim. It wae named for STEPHEN CARARRIIS, one of three brothers, AUQUSTUS, BAR- 
THOLOMEM and STEPHEN CABARRUS, ‘Stephen Cabarrus wae from CHOWAN COUNTY, and died at 
Pembroke, 1n Chowan County, in 1807. (See page 21 of this book), he county seat of 
Cabarrus County fs CONCORD, historic old town of North Carolina, which had its repre- 
Sentatives in the Mecklenburg Convention in 1775. Sse pages 369, 390 and 391 in this 
book. The Qabarrus family sas from France. The first gold diecovered in North Caroling 
was on Meadow Creek in Cabar-us County in 1799, on the farm of ons George Reed, and 
this excitement preceted other discoveries made later ( notably in Rutherford Comity) 
and the eventual location of a branch of the U. S. mint at Charlotte, in Mecklenburg 
County. mong the prontnent families of CABARRUS COUNTY were the HARRIS, BARRINGER, 
PRIFER, MclEAW and ALEXAWZER clan. Also the WHITE FAMILY, members of which partici- 
pated with "Mackface Billy” Alexander in the so-called “gun powder plot" sbout the 
tine the emy marched through towards Hillsboro to quéll the "Regulatore". 


GALDWELL OOUNTY. This county was taken from BURKE and WIIK@S COUNTY, both of which, however, 
conaisting of territory that came cut of ROWAN COUNTY. It was named for IR, JOSEPH 
CALITELE, noted educator and first President of the University of North Carolina. It 
Was one of later counties, entablished in 1841. ‘The town of LENOIR is the County 
seat, Here wes the home of the famous Western North Carolina revolutionary patriot, 
WILLTAM LENOTR, for whom LENOIR COUNTY back over in Enstern North Carclina, was named, 
as well es the County seat of Caldwell, The Lenoir family scattered over the entire 
Southland, to South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Tennesaée and even Texas. Todd .Rob= 
inson Caldwell represented Caldwell County in the General Assembly in 1850, and was 
Governor of North Carolina in 1873 and 1874. 


SAMOEN COUNTT. This County was composed of territory taken away from one of the Original 
Thirteen ( 13 ) Counties of Morth Carolina - PASWUOMAMK, and wes organized in 1777, Ite 
northern line is the line between Virginia and North Caroline, established by William 
Byrd and his party of surwyore, who served on the commisaio: appointed for that par 
pose. Part of the Dismal ewamp is in the Northern part of this couhty and extende over 
into Virginian. Among the prominent historical characters who resided in CAMDEN COUNTY 
after its erganizatien were ISAAG GREGORY, WILLIAM AND THOMAS BURGESS, CALEB PERKINS, 
ATTHUR OLN, TEXPSEY SAWYER, BENJAMIS JOWES, NATHANIEL SNOWOEY and others. nearly, if 
not all, of whau were revolutionary soluers. 


CARTERET COUNTY. This was one of the Thirteen (15) Orieinal North Carolina counties, which 
Waa established ae a Precinct in 1722. Ite boundaries have never changed materially 
since it was organized. See sketch under "orth Carolina Precincts", Barly public char 
echers in this County after the revolution were OTWAY BURNS, for whom BURNSVILIN, NORTH 
CAROLINA, was named, David W. and William H. Borden, John and Sumel BASTON, Jacod Henry 
and John Robards. , 


CASTHLL COUNTY, Territory for this County was teken frem ORANGE COUNTY in 1777. This ‘partic 
wlar part of ORANGE COUNTY came out of BLATEN COUNTY and had been prior thereto a part 
of WEV HANOVER PRUCINCT, (Sex maps), The County seat is named YANQYVILIZ, doubtless for 
the uoted BARTIZT? YANCEY and his family, famous in the political history of that section 
of North Carolina. The County, of course, is named for RICHARD CASWELL, the firet Goveru- 
or of North Carolina, after the sdoption of a Constitution, following the revolution, or 
durine sama, who lived in IENOIR COUNTY. The northern boundary line ie the line between 
Worth Caroline and Virginia. It in a great tobacco country and as you drive along its 
well paved bighways there are tobacco barne on all sides, After the war batween the 
States thera were many members of the Ku Klux Clan in this section. It was the breeding 
Bleco of the LEA FAMILY ( The DUKE IBA, of Tennessee ), of the WILLIAMS FAMILT, one of 
when served in Congress trem the District (Hon» Marmadike Williams) and then moved to 
Alabama, where he wee a Judge at Tuscaloosa, and was narrowly defeated for Governor of that 
State by one of the BIEBS. The famous JOHN SHARP WILLIAMS, of Mississippi, was of this tam 
idy also, Other notable families in this County were the GRAVES, MOORES, WALKERS, DIXONS 
ani RAYS, 


CATAWEA COUNTT. This camty was formed in the bend of the Catawbe River on the North, out of IDE 
COIN COUNTY, which came from TRYON, out of ANSON, that came from BLADEN, ‘The County we 
established tn 1842. It ig claimed thut it waa named for the INDIANS and not for the RIV- 
EE thet ninost surrounds it. WEVWION i: the County seet, KENRY W. COWNGR, whose ucme ip 
ozten mentioned in this book, 5 member of the J, S, Congress, resided in DATAWSA COUNTY. 
Its history is closely linkad with LINCOLN and MECKIMNETAG COUNTIES, 


CHATHAM COUMPY sas formed in 2770 from the territory siven to OMANGE ont of BIADEN COUNTY in 17H3, 
Tt is a very interesting 014 County and PITTSBORD is’ the County seat. On pages 192 to 20k 
in this volume will be found mmerous abstrects from the early records of thie county, and 
which will give a fair idea of who liye there in the early days, Pittsboro ie only 34 
miles irom Raleigh, the Capite] of the State, southwestward. It was the home of the MARSE, 
STEDMAN, STRWART, RAMSEY. MEBANE, ADSTON and MeWUEVIN families, and many others who mignt 
be mentioned, 


SREROKEE COUNTY This County mas established in 1839 from Macon County, Both of which came out of 


Serritory formerly beloncing to BUNCOMBE COUNTY, It waa nemed, presumably for the Chere- 
kee Indiana tribes. Tt 43 to the extreme southwestern corner of the 018 North State, 
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CHOFAN COUNTY. ‘This was one of the Thirteen (13) Original Countien of North Garslins and 
been CHOWAN PEDOINCT from 1684 until the name “Precinct” want out of wee to 17eb. Ths 
first title as a sub—division ef OID AIBEMARIZ had been SHAPTSEURY PRECINCT, which'wae 
altered to CHOWAN in 1684. This aub-division once inghidéd all of the territery axtend- 
ing Westward that wae considered habitable, until the territory aseignwd te BAT! ( er 
CLARENDON ) wap defined to include territery South of the Mine of Virginia inmefiiately 
West of the later Granville County. (Consult maps herein ). Since QUEEN AmM's rom 
Wos setsbliched ( the original name for the prezent ZDEITON ) that Place has been the 
County eeat at oll times, and is today. "hene notes have mich material abeut the por 
Die of this sub-division of the 01d North Stats, which need only be pointed oat here, 
Such notables as Governor EDEN, SAMUEL JORNSTON, HUGH WILLIAMSON, JUDGE Jaume 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, JOSEPH HEWES, signer of the Declaration of 
Tadependence, STEPHEN CABARRUS , and the BIOUNTS, HOSKINS, SETWNERS, BROWRIGGS, BUL- 
TOOKS and STALLIWIS were all of CHOWAN COUNTY and are @ibsely linked with ite earliest 
Mistory. The reader is referred to other material on this County. 





CLAY COUNTY, is a amall bit of territory taken from CHEROKEE COUNTY, in the extreme southweat~ 
rm part of North Carolina, named fer the femous statesman, HEWRY OLAY, of Kentucky. 
At one time it was a part of HUTHERJORD and later of BUNCOMBE COUNTY, when only the In- 
diuns (Cherokees) held sway there and made it their hone, It was the home of the FER 
SAND femily of North Carolina, MICAJAH THOMAS, JR» mentioned on the genealogy of the 
"THOMAS FAMILY" herein, who was very wealthy, owned lands tn this county, or in the 
territory thet now comprises the county. (This was perhaps a descendant of the UTOAJAH 
THOMAS of that cempilation, theugh it ie said he had no male descendants, and he, bin 
self could hardly have been the one who built a hotel at BUCK POREST on little river Just 
prior to the Ciyil War ). Hayesville is the County seat. Sema of the ALEXANTIERS and 
MARTINS from Wilkes County settled in this county. Fron this county came REV, GORGE W. 
THUETT, the late beloved Baptist Minister of Dellas, Taras, aleo, He was related to the 
Penlands and the KIMSBYS, of "KINSEY MOUNTAIN" aver the line tn Tennesees, 





CLEVELAND COUNTY was established in 1841, from parts of both LINCOLY and RUTHERFORD COUNTING, and 
the territory of which those two sub-divisions were camprised came fran ths short-lived 
and now extinct cemty of TRYOH, taken from ANSOM COUNTY in 1762, A fow abstracts of the 
early records of CLEVELAND COUNTY will be found on page 202 of this volume. ‘The County 
Waa cemed for the old Havolutionary soldier, BENJAMIN CLEVELAND, who came from WIIKES 
ASEH and WATAUGA COUNTIES on the Yadkin, The spelling wes afterwards changed. SHELBY is 
the County seat, meamed for TSAAC SHEISY another well imown and famous patriot. Many of the 
men whe fought et King's Mountain, lecated close by, came fram this county, 


COLMMGUS COUNTY waa estublished in 1906, frem territory taken from the counties of BIAUEN and 
CE COUNTY, ‘The county seat is WHIVEVILIR, named for a family of that eaction whe 
settled there in the sarly days when it wae ull in NEW HANOVER PRECING?. The nomen of 
JAMES B, WEITE, IKE BR, SIMMONS ( afterwards tn ALABAMA ), CALEB STEPHENS, JAMES OUTTOW, 
ee eel POWELL and RICHARD WOOTEM eccur often on the early recerds of COIUMUS COUNTT. 
{See map). 


CRAVEW COUNTY. Established as CRAVEN PRECINCT in 1712, from territory belonging to Ratt ( or 
GLARENDON }, One writer hes sald that it came ot of territory belenging te ARCHDALE, 
although that territery went out of sxietence with the name ARCHDALE attached ¢h it i 
the game year, and our tmpresaion is that ARCHDALE!S lines only included what ts now 
know as BEAUTORT and PITT COUNTIES, NEW BREN, perhaps first established by tho Swiat 
"enpresaria" CHRISPHER de GRAFVEWRETIT and his céicny in 1710, is the county teat. 
Mite wae the hane of many ancestors of people whe are now scatttered throughout the 
Sowlhland. mone the noteble residents of the sarly CRavEN SOUPTY ~ were WILLLAW BIOUNT, 
later Indien Agent end Governor of Tennesdee, ABNER WAS! ( berm in Prince Ziward Geonty, 
VIRGINIA, snd 2 zeletive of the HMADS end EINES }, RICHARD DOES SPRIGHT, nomnd fei GOV. 
ZQRTHUR: DORSS, whe alse lived in CHAVEN when Governor, JOHN and MDWARD STANUMY, whe 
cams there {rea EDGZCOMBE and BERTIE COUNTIES, WILLLAM GASTON, THE BEYAYS, HART SONy, 
BADGERS, DONNELLS, SHEPARDS, SITGREAVES, ALLENS, COORS, WEALES and others, CRAVEN wae 
one of the THIRJHEN ORIGINAL COUNTIES of NORTH CAHOLINA, that were chariced from the 
Resignation of Praciucte to Counties by th General feeembly in 1754, The largest part 
of its territory on the Northweat went te fom JOBNSTOW COUNTY in 1746. dee mapo. 


COMBERTAND COUNTY, Bayetteville was the County seat of the County. Tt was one of the sarly 
Counties formed in 1754 from what rempined of BLADEN COUNTY, after it had given up most 
Of te territory te ANSON. When formed its northern lines joined what is now WARE, JORH~ 
STON sud CHATHAM COUNTIES. See maps, Fayetteville was first called CAMPBELIMOW! und 
Tater Creas Oredk* It was at Cross Creek, now FAYETTEVILIB that Allen end Mors MeDom 
eld, from Scotland settled shortly prior to the revolution end it was here also that the 
battle occnrred during the révolution between the forces unfler McDonald for the Bing anid | 
Junier TAMMS MOORE for the colonies clashed, remiJting in « grat victory for Moore and 
his troops and the capture of McDonald, who was threwm inte Jail st MALIMAX, North Car- ' 
Olins. The Scotch higylanders who fought under ‘the McDoanlis for the King, many of then, 
remained in this section, and became good loyal Americans, notably ctms of the CaMPnEtis, 
‘They ars now scattered over the entire South. among thease might be mentioned the MeNATS,.

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CUERITVCK COUNTY, This wat another one of the Orizinal Thirtesn Counties of North Carolina, thet 
previcu® to 1744 had been enlled PRECINCTS. One writer eays that it was formed in 1670, 
but 2s tn ervor,for the reason that from 1670 to 1684 the territory of which 1t is com 
prige® wae a part of CARTERET PRECINCT, But in 1684, this CARTEHU?T PRECINCT ( named for 
one of the Proprietors" of the Province of North Carolina ) was abolished and tha terrt- 
tory divided into TWD PRECIVOTS called PASQUOTANK snd CURRITUCK. There war a tribe of Tu 
diane called CURRITUCKS, from which the name perhaps was obtained, This Couty is loca- 
ted in the =ctreme Northeastern part of the State, and until 1870 its demain extended 
ecroos ALBEMARLE SOUND on the South snd took in the territory asslgnsd that year to the 
Present DARE COUNTY. Many of the names that appear on the records for CURRITUCK PRECINCT 
and COUNTT to the early days were names of people who lived South of Albemarle Sound sleng 
ths ROAWOKXE SOUND and ALLEGATOR RIVER. The name of the County seat is CURRITUCK, a mall 
town or Village on the Western shore of CURRITUCK BAYT, some fifteen or twenty miles from 
ELIZASETS CITY. Some call 4¢ CURRITUCK SOUND. CURKITUCK COUNTY takes in ROANOKE ISLAND, 
the aite of the first English landing in North dmericas mong the early and prominent 
residents of CURRITUCK, a list of whom will be found in other parts of these notes, wars 
the SANDSRSONS, LINDSAYS, WHITHS, WILLIAMS, HUMPHRIMS, FERUSERS, GAEHETTS, BELLS, BALLS, 

BARNARDS and HAWRISONS, See maps and other notes, 


DARE COUNTY. Thie county, which is bounded on the Eaat by ROANOKE SOUND ( or Bay ) han been in ex 
ietence aa 2 separate county only since 1270. When it wos formed, mout of ite area wan 
taken from CURRITUCK COUNTY, now confined to the islands on the East and the territery ly» 
dog North of ALBEMARLE SOUND, with a small area from HYDE COUNTY and narrow strip on tha 
Bast hank of the ALLIGATOR RIVER, from TYRRELL COUNTY. It was namod fer VIRCINIA DABS, the 
almost legendary "first child born of English parents in America", whese parents were eneng 
the pessengers that came over in Sir Walter Baleigh's adventure in 1685 to Beanoke Island, 
al] of whom are supposed to have peridhed afterwards beforé aid could be brought to them. 
The county hoa several mall towns among them being Buffalo City not far from the banks of 
the ALLIGATOR RIVER. 


DAVIDSON COUNTY. ‘The territory from which thie county wae fomed in 1922 was taken from BOWAW 
QOUNTY. It lies impediately Bust of the present. ROWAN COUNTY and is cut off from it by 
the YADKIN RIVER, Ths name of the County seat of Davidson is LEXINGTON. The County wat 
named for Generel William Lee Davidson, who was killed during the revolution at COWAH'S 
FOHD in Medclenburg County* ‘The BARGROVE, HOGAN, HAMPTON, WISEMAN, SPURGEON, THOMAS and 
IMaCH PAMISIES were numerous in the early days of its formation and took an active part 
in its political affairs, The town of LEXINGIOW is a prosperous and thriving-little City, 
about mideey between SALISBURY in Bowsn, and High Point, in Guilford County. 


DAVIE COUNTY. Thies Gourty was esteblished from territory taken from ROWAW COUNTY in 1826. The old 
town of MOCKSVILIE is the County géat and the lower Yadicln is the line between it and the 
present ROWAN COUNTY. Thie territory was the heme of HON. RICHAOND MONTFORT PEARSOMW, dim 
Uinediahed Worth Carolins Fudge, and the Pearson family to which he belonged. ‘The EEHR, 
MILLER, LILLINGTON and DOUTHIT families were among those who resided in DAVIE COUNTY aleng 
about the time it wee established. Some of the WILLIAMS family alse lived there omch eam 
Mer, Ths County waa named after HON. WILLIAM RICHARDSON DAVIE, dictinguishel statecnam 
and revolutionary patriot, who 1s buried et the old WAXHAW CHURCH in Ieancaater County, 
South Garolinay oat who adopted North Carolina a5 his hawe for the greater part oF hie ac 
tive life und where his pelitical career had its beginning and ending, Be married a dough 
ter of the noted GEN, ALIN JONES, of Halifax County. 


DUPLIN COUNTY. ‘Tats County came into existence in the year 1749 and was composed of the northern 
part oy WHY BAVOVSR COUNTY, te northern line joined WAYNE and JOHNSTON COUNTING, and fa 
1784, the County of SAMPSON was established out of the Western half of ite originel ter 
titory. Ure Wheeler in his fine "HISTORY" says that its early eettlere were TRIG, end 
multe this is probably true, it drew to it representatives of many familie® who had pre= 
Viowtly resided in the older subdivisions to the North and East of it. Among these ware 
the GOOPERS, Eennanz , CANNONS, DICKSONS and others. Among the families who settled in 
TOPLIN were the GRIMES families, from which cane HON, JESSE GRIMES whe emigrated,first, te 
ALABAMA, and finally to Tetas, where he served in the Congress of the Republic in the dare 
of Sam Houston. The RHODES, CLINTON, GILLASPIE, WATKINS, WRIGHT, GLISSON, HUSSEY and HILL 
families were prominent in the political live of BUPLIN COUNTY. ‘There were also menbers 
of the THOMAS FAMILY, from X0GECOMBE and BMRTID COUNTINS, who lived there, On pages 20S, 
204, 205 and 26, of thts work will be found meny abstracts of early records of DUPLIN 
COUNTY pertaining to the families who settled there, In these will be found the asmes of 
CASHOLL, LANIER, HILL, THOMAS, GREE, HERRING, SLOAN, O'NANTEL, PHARSALL, OUTLAW and eftb- 
era, Its records are a veritable mins of valuable cenmalogical material, 


DVRRAM COUNTY, hia fs one of the younger counties of Worth Gnyelina, and hae been in existence 
* only since 1881, Ita territory was appropriated {run ORANGE COUNTY, prinoipally, with « 

amall slice off of Wale Bounty. The City of Tmrham is the counly seat, anf Dirbum ( the 
City ) da also the home of the famous DUKH UNIVERSITY, established by the phtlantkrony ot 
ea member of the old North Curolina family of that name, ‘The nome DURRAM wae eflepted in 
honor of DR. HASTHCLOMEW DURHAM snd applied to both the County wud the City that bears Lt, 
The Gity of Durham ty only a short drive in these modern daye trom BALWIGH, the Capital 
of the State, and likewise from CHAPEL HILL, the seat of the Great Imiversity of the State 
ef North Carolina. Jno adf@ition to thie DUBHAM is a tobacco manufacturing town, the pred- 
acts fron which are soid qround the World. It 49 a thriving, throbbing North Caroling 
metropolis, the seat of factories, banks and commsrcial institutions, ap well a8 « Veri~ 
tndle bib in the wheel of EDUCATION, . 
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EDGRCONSE COUNTY. This county woe establishe’ in 1741, the same year that WORTHAMPTON COUNTY coms 
tanto existence, both belne comprised of territory that tnd been 4 par} first, of BERTIE 
PRECINCT, and after 1738, of BERTIM COUNTY, BRRTIE COUNTY was one of the Thirteen ( 15 } 
Orleinal Comties of North Carolina. ‘The original territory of Bizecambe consisted of 
all of the territory now comprising GRANVILIZ, part of PERSON, VANCE, WARREN, FRANE- 
LIM, NASH, HALIFAX and a proportionate part of WILSON COUNTY. GHANVILLE COUNTT, when 
eatablished out of BIGECOMBE in 1746, absorbed all of WARREN, FRANKLIN, VANCE, most of 
PERSON and the present GRANVILLE, (Sea maps). In 1758 another large slices of EDGE 
COMBE was given to create HALIFAX COUNTY; NASH COUNTY was carved out in 1777, and WIL 
SON long later in 1855, leaving EDGECOMBE COUNTY trimmed down to ita present propor 
tions, The county seat is TARBORO., Early and active reeidents of EDGZOQOMBE were THOMAS 
ULOUNT, ETHELHED PHILLIPS, RICHARD HARRISON, JOHN LEIGH, JEREMIAH HILLIARD, JOHN COTIoY, 
IOUIS D, WILSON, JUDGR JOSEPH J. DANINL, BENJAMIN SHARPE, JOHN ROHN, MOSES BAxXER, NATHAN 
MATO, HARDY FLOWERS, WILLIAM GRAY and JOSHUA BARNES, — 


FORSYTH COUNTY, This County wae established in 1849 from STOKES COUNTY, whose territory came out 
of SURRY COUNTY, which cme out of ROWAN COUNTY. The up to date mtrepolis of JORSYTH 
COUNTY is WINSTON-SALEM, reputedly one of the richest towns in all North Cerelina. fits 
wealth comes from tobacco. The town of SATEM ( Now Winston-Salem ) Was first establiah- 
ed by the MORAVIANS, and it is an old, old settlement, whose history le abuerbingly in 
teresting. Winston-Salem is the comty seat. JOSEPH WINSTON,from whom the WINSTON pert 
of the name came, wae a native of the parent county, STOKES, When the county of STORET 
wae first established JOSHFH WINSTON was its first Senator» Forsyth County wes named for 
COL. BENJAMIN FORSYTH a soldier in the War of lel2, 


FRANKLIN COUNTY was establixhed in 1779, from the lower portion of old BUTZ COUNTY, which want amt 
of existence at the same time. BUT was abolished beceuse one half of it want to WARES 
COUNTY andthe other half to FRANKLIN COUNTY, Bute come into exietence in 1764 ( ont of 
territory taken from the original Granville County ) and lasted for fifteen years, Prauke 
lin County was named for BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. The town of LOUISBURG on the TAR RIVER is 
the county seat. Notes and abstracts of thé records of PRANKLIN COUNTY will be found an 
pages 207 end 208 of this book, Aleo see maps herein. Among the early familier who set~ 
tled and lived to FRANKLIN COUNTY were the following: HILL, CHRISTMAS, HAERIS, DAVI8, 
BRICKELL, HALL, GREXN, FOSTER, SHEHROD, ALSTON, LEWIS, WILLIAMS, STONT, HAWKINS, HOUSE, 
COLLINS, BRANCH, LANIER, BATTIZ, HOWERTON, HARRISON and JEYYEETS. The famous WAKE FOREST 
COLLEGE 4a located just over the lias frem FRANKLIN QOUNTT, in the extreme upper portion 
of WAKE COUNTY. 





GASTON COUNTY. This County was esteblished in 1846 from the lower part of LINCOLW COUNTY, and wes 
named in honor of JUDGE WILLIAM GASTON, who, however, never lived in the County, GASTONIA 
is the county seat. WILLIAM GASTON lived in CRAVEN COUNTY and his name has been mention~ 
ea wader the sketch of CRAVEN COUNTY. He wes = Judge of the Supreme Court of North Caro- 
lina, The early hiatory of LINCOLN OQOUNTY necesesrily includes the early sennsls of Ga 
TOY, which eprang from LINCOLN, GASTON COUNTY territory ( when it wes, of course, now 
ae LOVOOIa ) was the home of REV. RUMPAREY HUNTER, one time pastor of STEELE CREIE CHURCH 
do Msdklenturg County; of MAJ. WILLIAM ORRONICIZ, who lead his Catawba Fors Boys at the 
battle of King's Mountains of the APMSTRONGS, the RANKINS, the MOORES, ADATRS, ALEXANTERS, 
CALDWETLLS, and of JAMHS HENDERSON, prandfather of JAMS PINCKNEY HENDERSON, the Zirat Gov 
emor of the creat STATH OF TEXAS. Jimen Picney Mendarson woe born at Idnsolnton, ts the 
present LINCOM COUNTY, tat his zrandfether rests on a high biuff on the Ment site of 
of the South Fork of the Catawba River in the present GASTON COUDTT, 


GATES COUNTY. Thla Oounty joins the line of Virginia and 49 dn the heart of the 014 original Ale 
BEMARIE PRECINCT or COUNTY, thonzh this sub-division wae not Jald off and mote into « 
County until 1779. ‘Territory to comprise the sreu wai talon at that time frow threw 
different cumties, vie, HEBIVORD ( as originally established in 1759 ), CHOWAY, to whom 
sll of the territory taken had belonged until 1759, except the strip of about three or 
four miles in width that was appropriated fram PURYUDUNS for the benefit of the ane 
BATES COUNTY. ( See maps ). hie GATES COUNTY has remained unchanged, 30 far a® the 
records seem to show, from the time it was eetablished up to the present, It embraces am 
interseting ares, and one that perhaps was the first selected by migrants of TSE OF 
WIGHT, NANSEMOND and other VIRGINIA COUNTIES, across the then wholly tmginotive Lins be- 
tween OLD ALBEMARLE and VIBGDVIA. Among these were JOY ALSTON, ROBERT and JOMW Tun 
RENCE, ROBERT, THOMAS and MICHADI. ROGERS ( ancestors of the famous WILL ROGERS ), end 
inmumerable others, whoss names will be found in connection with the eccounte of the 
farliest settlers in the Old North State, im this volume. Also consult the mape of Ure 
yezion shown herein. BENNETT'S CREM, probably deriving its name Prom WILtLAD S SHOVETT, 
waS a navigable elough or stream risiug, perieps ia Nensemont County, Virginia, and flo 
ing Southward to ATBEMARIE SOUND via the CHOWAN RIVER, wan the principe! etrese. Veesale 
plied its waters and Indians ( who hat their villages round wbout ), und migrants fram « 
the outside, found the fishing profitable - and do yet, Yor that miter, Dontacte ere 
constant between the Indiane and the whites, mid there were even intumarriages between 
them, to which were bom children of the hnlf and quarterblood, whe bore the names of 
thelr Enelish fathers, Out of this jumble of cocial relations grew atreige aio Later 
esting complications in family histories, and out of it Also, came forth many of the 
erent "white Chiefs! amone the different tribes, who wielded creat. infimeves and fureish 
ed leadership when the tribes were finnlly driven to the reserpationa in the fhr Feat. 
Ont of this strange Adwixture of the races cane forth such rare personages 5® the late 
lamented and beloved WILL HOGERS. (See other notee,) 
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SEASAY COUNTY. Mis is another one of the late counties, ostablished in 1872 from CREROKED COUNTE, 
emay dom in the Sodthwestern comer of the State next to the Tennessee lines The county 
was named in honor of WILLIAM A. GRAHAM, whe was Governor, United Statea Senator and also 
Confederate States Senator and Secretery of the Navy. The name of the County seat of CRa- 
HAN COUNTY is ROBRINSVILIZ, where Junaluska, the Cherokee Chief, sleeps in a market Ereve. 
Tafsyette GHOMMUEY, an early settler lived ncay the mowth of Mountain Creek, DAVE ORR be- 
tween Beer and Slick Rock creeks, and Rev. Joseph A. Wiggins, distinguished Uethodist min- 
ister wes born in Graham County. A family named STEWART came there trom GRORSTA, and an 
other by the name of STRATTON came from Monroe County, over this line in Tenndsace. A noted 
cherscter frau POLK COUNTY, TENWESSEE, named JOM) DENTON, settled in Graham County, who waa 
Six feet, three inches hizh and whose mother JANE MERONEY, is sald to have been a first 
cousin of JHYFHRSON DAVIS, (See Arthur's Western W. C. pe 212.) 


GRANVILLE COUNTY, This county was erected in 1746 from EDGECOMBE COUNTY, and ie one of the older, 
thoveh not one of the thirteen original counties of the State. When first established 
GRANVILLE QOUNTY included practically all of the present PERSON COUNTY, that which 1s 2ow 
GRANVILLE, all of VANCE, WARREN and FRANKLIN. (See maps). Also pages 264-265 herein, 

See alwo notes and records fram page 209 to 304 inclusive, of this volume, all of which ma- 
tertal hes been separately bound and published under the title "COTONIAL GRANVILIN COUNTY 
AD IVS PHOPGH". OXFORD is the county seat of GRANVILIN county. 


SREMNE COUNTY, This county ws established in 1791 and named for General Nathaniel Greene, of the 
American Revolution. The history of the territory of which its ts composed ta about as 
follows: Originally it was part of CRAVEN PRECINCT, cut out of BATH in 1712, In 1746 ait 
was part of JOHNSTON COUNTY, which was established that year, out of CRAVEN,. which had 
been Imown a3 a COUNTY since 1738. Then im 1758 a county called DOBBS was formed out of 
the lower end of JOHNSTON COUNTY. In 1779 half of the County of Dobbs on the West was maid 
into Wayne County and the other half became LEYOIR and GLASOOW counties. Then in 1791, the 
meme GLASGOW was dropped and the territory comprising it was called GHEENE COWMY. Por a 
better understanding of this geographical middle see the maps of this aren herein, ‘The 
county seat of GREINS COUNTY is SOW HILL. The HOOKERS, SPHIGHTS and MOYES, the WILLIAMS, 
FARPERS and TAYLORS were prominent in GREENE COUNTY. 





SUILIMED COUNTY came into existence in 1770. Judge Wheeler tells us it was created out of ROWAN 
and ORANGE COUNTY, Ag a matter of fact only a small part of it came from ORANGE COUNTY, 
that Deine now a part of ROCKINGHAM COUNTY, No part of the present day GUILFORD COUNTY was 
ever in ORANGE COUNTY. (See maps herein). When first established GUILFORD COUNTY consisted 
of all of the territory now included in ROCHINGHAM, GUILFORD and RANDOLPH COUNTINS. In the 
year 1779 RANDOLPH COUNTY was cat off of the southern end of GUILFORD, and in 1785 ROCKING~ 
HAM was established out of the Norther end of Guilford. ‘The county seat of GUILFORD coUn- 
TY 4s GREAVSBORO, though the great battle fought during the revolution was ut what is call~ 
ed GUILFORD COURTHOUSE, located in the same general vicinitye Among the historical char- 
acters who lived in GUILFORD COUNTY were HEV, DAVID CALDWELL, noted teacher and minister; 
ALEXANDER MARTIN, who served in the Senate, RAIPH GORRELD, DANIEL GILLESPIE, SAMIEL LINDSAY, 
JONATHA FARKER, ROBERT HANNAH, WILLIAM ARMPTHLD, HANCE McCAIN, JOHN RANKIN, DAVID WORTH, 
OHV i. WOREEHAD, JAMES McWATRY and. mimerqus others, not forgetting to make it of record 
that GUILIDRD OOUNTT was the native home of one WILLIAM SYDNEY PORTER, better know ell over 
the world as "0, HENRY", which will explain the presence in the present GREMNSBORD of a hante 
some modern hotel bearing the name. 


EALTRAX COUNTY, ‘This is one of the historic old counties of NORTT CAROLINA, which cane into exiat= 
enee in 1758, out of territory taken from the original EDGECOMBE COUNTT, lying betwen the 
ROANOKE RIVER on ‘the North and Pishine Creel on the South, (See maps). The town of HALIFAX 
wae made the county seat, which had been previously ( for Eigzoombe ) located at ENFENLD, 

2 mall village, which is sfi11 in existence, HALIFAX was, the home ov GENS, ALTEN and 
Wilmt Jos, col. NICHOLAS Lone, WILLIAM RICHARDSON TAVIE ( from Sowth Carolina, who mar 
vied @ARAR, a daughter of GEN. ALLEN JONES ), COL, NICHOLAS IONG, JUDGE JOSIPH J, DANTML, 
GOV. HUTCHINS GORDOM BURTON ( who married SARAH, the daughter of COL. WILEY JONES ), ana 
many other distinguished churacters, Here lived also representatives of the LON0S, MONT. 
FORTS, QiARLHS, ADSTONS, BRANCHES, WRITAKERS, MATTHUWS, JOYNERS and others, ances tore 
of thousands seattered over the Southern States trace back to some of these old famtiles in 
HALIFAX COUNTY, 


HARVEST? COUNTY. In 1855, less than a hundred years ago the uppér portion of CUMBERLAND COUNTY was 
erected into HARNET! COUNTY, and named for (RELIVS HARNETT, 2 celebrated tevolutionary 
patriot, snid to have lived at WILMINGION, 101 years prior to that time ( im 1754) the 
County of Cumberlund had been established ont of BLADEN COUNTY, formerly BLADEN PRECKICT, 
from 1754 to 1758. Many people, therefore, who are listed as haying lived in Cumberland 
County prior to 1859, lived just over the line from WAKE and JOHNSTON COUNTIES, which form 
the northern boundary of HARTETT. The town of LILIINVTON 41s the county seat of HARVET?

fLAYWOOD: COUNTY, Thie county was established out of BUNCOMBE OOUNTY in Western North Cerolina, in 
1803, and named for JOHN HAYWOOD, who was State Treasurer of North Carolina for a long peri~ 
of of years. See notes on page 193 of this volume, Many of the enrliewt settlers of HATWOD 
COUNTY came From over in Lincoln ang Wedeleniure Sounty, including the HOWBLL FAMILY, men- 
tioned at some length in ALLEN'S “Annals of Haywood County", ‘The county seat of HAYWOOD 
GOUNTY is WAYNESVIIIZ, 
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HENDERSON COUNTY This cousty in now w Tittle over mw hundred years old. It was established tn 
1838 end the territory of witch it ic comprised was taken from BUNOOMBE COUNTY, We 
are told that it wis uamed in honor of JUD3E IZONARD HENDERSON, of Granvilie County, 
North Carelina, who had a distinguished cureer on the bench of the Old North State, and 
who was n Son of JUDGE RICHAN) HENDERSON, of Transylvania fame, ‘The county seat of EI 
DERSON COUNTY is called HENDERSONVILLE. The line between Worth and South Carolina con- 
atitutes ite southern boundary. 


HERTHORD COUNTY. On some of the old mapa this is oslled HARTFORD COUNTY, but the none HERTFORD 
is now the sccepted mma, as shown by the modern records, The couty was termed fin the 
year 1759, and in order to secure sufficient territory for the county, all of CHOWAN on 
the northern side of CHOWAN RIVER and Wost of Bennett's Creek was taken from that coum 
ty, and strip was mt off the east side of NORTHAMPTON COUNTY, and the balances of the 
territory used had comprised the upper part of what was then left of BERTIE COUNTY. Tres 
BERTIE COUNTY received its final cut, and was left as it is today, ‘The town of WINTON, 
located South of the Meherrin River and Weet of Chowan River, is the county seat. HARDY 
MURFREE or MURPHY lived in what is now Hertford County, fran wham the tewn of MURFREES- 
ORO in Hertford, and in TENNESSEE derives their names. It was also in thie ceunty that 
HON. JOHN H. WHEELER, the great North Carolina Historian, was born, the son of s cer 
tain JOHN WHEELER, who was ence postmaster of the little town of MURFREESHORO, MN. C., 
mentioned above. ‘The WHEELERS of thie family cams fran ELIZABETHTOWN, NEW JIMSEY, where 
REV. JAMES CALDWELL, of the Charlotte County (Yn.) GALDWELLS wae killed during the reve- 
lution. JOHN HILL WHEELER, the Historian, was bor August 2, 1606, at MURFREESBORO, HERT- 
FORD COUNTY, North Carolina. HERTFORD COUNTY was also the home of the SUMNERS, the 
WYNNS, the BOOWS, CARTERS, HILLS (HMRY HILL), PMRRYS, MONIGONERYS, BRICKULLS, MANNEYS, 
BAKERS, JORDANS ani the SHARPES, 


HOKE COUNTY. This county and AVERY COUNTY must heve been twins, since they were both established 
and came into existence the sam year = 1911, It has been esid by one historian thst 
AVERY COUNTY wus the last county established in North Carolina. Not having found the 
“tact dates for sither, the compiler ie unable to say which is the younger of the two and 
must accept the claims of AVERY, as has been asserted, HOKE'S territory was taken from 
CUMBERLAND and ROBESON COUNTIES about half and half, (See the maps pertaining to these 
counties for more detailed information.}. The town of RAEFORD iu the county seat, 


HEYDI_COUNTT. This county was formerly known as WICKHAM PHECINCT, which had been a part of PAMPTI~ 
COUGH PRECINCT, which came fran BATS PRECINCT, all now ettinct. HYDE PRECINCT was the 
heme of the territory until 1728, when it became HYDE COUNTY. This was one of the THIR- 
TERN CRIGINAL North Carolina Counties. Swan Quarter is the name of the county seat. In 
1870 a small corner of this county fronting east on ROANOKE SOUND was taken frem RYDE. 
COUNTY to help provide territory for the establishment of DARZ COUNTY, The County and 
precinct ts said to have been named for EDWAR! HYM, Colonial Governor in 1712, when the 
name of WICKHAM PRECINCT was changed to HYD PRECINCT, ‘The RUSSELLS, J , SELBYS, SAV = 
DERSOVS, JASFERS, FUOES, CJRTERS, JORDANS, GIBBS, FARROWS and SINGLETONS have lived in 
WYDE COUNTY since days before the American revolution. 


LEMDELE COUNTY. The name of the county seat is STATESVILIZ, which before the days of ectunl toms 
Was known as FOURTH CEEIK. The County of IREDELL wan formed in 1788 trom territory taken 
from ROWAN COUNTY, «hich came out of ANSON COUNTY in 2753. It was nemed for JUDGE JAKES 
TREDELL, 2 member of the Supreme Court of the United States, This rounty was the home oi 
the WHITH FAMILY, represented by MOSES WHITE. father of JAMES WHITE, of Knoxville, Tennes= 
See Tame, sani erandfather of JUDGE BUGH LAWSON WHITH. Since the line between MECKLENBURG 
and IREDELL GOUNTY Jong renained in doubt, there is same doubt as to whether the WHITES 
belongeS to one county or the others It is known that SUGH LAWSON, whose daughter married 
JAMES WEITH iz turied in WICKLNNBURG COUNTY at the Baker's Oraveyard, but it may be that 
some of the WHITES are buried in the fupper Baker's Gravoyuri", which is in whet is new 
IREDELL COUNTT* (See page 425 of this volime)s The original femilie® in what is now IRE- 
DELL COUNTY were the OSBONMES, CALIWELIS, WESBITS, DAVIDSONS, MATTHEWS, HARTS, HUGGHIs, 
TORRENCE, COMMAS, ALLISONS, YOUNGS and HILLS. 


JANSON COUNTY, This county is over it\ Western North Carelins, and was formed tn 175i, from terri- 
tory taken fram HAYWOOD and MAGON COUNTIES, all of which came from BUNCOMPE, orizinaliy. 
Sea meps, Tae county was camed for ANDREW JACKSON, President of the United States. The 
present couity seat is SYIVIA, ont when the county was first Jal@ off the name of the 
county seat was WEBSTER, which neme was adopted because the famous DANIEL WEBSTER bed just 
died, Among She uotale characters of that carly day, who were then living were TRADES 
‘De BRYSON, of Snott's Creek, GOL.

Mi0ON COUNTY. ‘This county will be found on the map of North Carolina away down in the extreme 
southwestern portion of the State, It waa formed and organised in 1828 fren s part of Hap 
wood County, which came ont of BUNCOMBE. The name was given it in compliment to NATHANIEL 
MACON, a distinguished WARREN COUNTY statesman who wet once Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the United States Congress. Nexcon County was the home of JACOB SILER, head 
of 6 well Imown North Carolina tribe, which ie still oumerous, ft was also the home of Gen, 
THOMAS IOVE; of the PATTONS, BARNARDS; GUIMNS, DOBSONS, HOWARDS, McDOWELLS, COMMMANS and 
DICKEYS, Artimr's Western North Carolina appears to give the most accurate and complete 
acoount of these early settlers in NACON COUNTY, ‘The town of FRANELD is the county asat 
of MACON COUNTY. 


MADISON COUNTY was erected from BUNCOMBE and YANCEY COUNTIZG in 1851, It 1c directly on the line 
of Bast Yennesses and North Carolina. It wes named for JAMES MADISON, President of the 
United States, and the town of MARSHALL is the county seat. It is ssid that the TOME of 
MARSHALL was: named for Chief Jnstice JOHN MARSHALL. ‘In 1859 MARSHALL ( the town ) war 
called LAPLAND. Thie writer finds same very interesting names anong the early residents of 
MADISON COUNTY, Sone of these are the ASKEWS, LUSKS, GARRETTS, MOODYS, > A 
MARTING, ATEXANDERS, GUDIGERS, PENLANDS, HAWKINS, LOWRIS, SWAIN and JONES, ‘I have found 
that the county records will still give up information to those who are looking for histe- 
ry pertaining to these families, end others. 





MASTIW COUNTY, The territory from which Mertin County was formed came aut of TYRELL, mostly, with 
@ considerable square of territory taken off the southeastern end of HALTFaX in 1774, which 
reduced the size of Halifax somewhat from it. original area. It is stated that thiv cousty 
wae nered for JOSIAH MARTIN, the last roysl Governor of the Province, who left the country 
om board ship out of Wilmington in »& kind of hurry, when he found how the sentiment of the 
people ran, The comty seat of this county is WILLIAMSTON on the South side of the Boat 
eke river. This county, Wheeler gays, was the home of WHITMLL HILL, who married WINNEIRED

The town of MaRION is the county seat, tt being named for 
GENERAL FRANCIS MARION, while the county was named for COL, JOSEPH McDOWELL, the old war 
hores of the Indian days, and Indian boundary commissionér, Although the territory of 

came partly fran BURKE and partly from RUTHERFORD, and BUSKE COUNTY came out of 
the original ROWAN COUNTY area, while ROTHERIORD came out of the THYOW COUNTY area, yat, 
when you trace back the genealogy of McDOWELL COUNTY you will find that its ancestrial 
county waa ANSOW and before that BLADEN, then NEW HANOVER and BATH. BLAUMW gace the ter 
vitory to AYSON, ana ANSO gave territory to ROWAW in 1753, and to THYOM (later Rother 
ford ) in 1768, Thos McDOWELE COUNTY came out of AUSOW entirely; when you go back to tha 
warly part of the territory's history. 


MECKLENBURG COUNTY. This county was created in 1762 from ANSON COUNTY, and the county seat is 


CRARIOTTE, now the largest end most populous City in North Carolina, In 1768, &T1 of the 
territory of Mecklenburg County Weet of the CATAWBA RIVER ( now the lite between Meckien~ 
burg and Lincoln ) was given to what was called THYON COUNTY. After that time Mecklen- 
bure's ares covered the county ae it is today and all that territory now embraced in CAB 
ABRUS OFUNTY, and ebout all of the West half of the present UNION COUNTY. In 1791 Oe 
barrus County wae established, which took away that territory, snd in 1842 Union County 
Was established snd absorbed the lower end of the county, thus trimming MECKLEWUEG COUR 
TY down to what it is at the present day, Mecklenburg County, of course, wos the home 
of the "Mecklenburg Signere". (See pages 313 to 558 herein). 


MITCHELL COUNTY. ‘This county was established in 1861 from parts of five different Weatern North

It orteinally com 
prised 211 of ite present territory with 11 of the presant county of Stanley, which new 
lies to the immediate weet of it.

The county seat of RANDOLPH County is ASHMBORD, in 
betwoen LEXINGTON and PITTSEORO, and a place of mich interest, because so many ancestors 
of so many people once lived there, Som of the outstanding leaders of the "regulators" 
lived slong Sondy Creek in this county, including HERMAW HUSBANDS, whose two sons, set— 
tled on DEEP RIVER, near what wes called in the olf days BUFFALO FORD.

ASHEBORD 
was also the hame of JONATHAN WORTE, Governor of the 01d Morth State from 1866 to 1868, 
Eis home is still standing in ASHEBORO, with an appropriate marker. His family furnished 
this writer a good Christian name, Other notable families of RANDOLPH COUNTY whose names 
occur often on the sncient records were the COLLIERS, SHARPES, WADDELLS, GRAYS, HARVIYS, 
WOODS, BAILEYS, ARNOLDS, WaDES, BRANSONS, DTNDONS, ARMISTRADS, STALBYS, LANES, HOOVERS 
( ancestors of the President ), CRAVENS, WAIKERS, -QUNWINGHAMS; ELLIOTTS, RUSH, HAWKINS, 
LAWES and MARSHES, 


RICHMOND COUNTY, This county was established in 1779 from ANSON COUNTY, just thirty years after 
the latter county had bee taken out of BLADEW and set apart with a vast territory of its 
owo. (See maps ). The tom of ROCKINGHAM iz now the county seat of RICHMOWD COUNTY. 
Aman namet OZARIES MEDIOCK had ouch to do with the affaires of this county when 4t was 
first organised and represented it many years in the State Senate. The WEBSS, WALIS, Wo 
PARLANDS (Duncan j, ALEXANDER McMILLAN, STEWARTS, STERLES, NcLEODS, WHEBS, WALLS, SPEEDS, 
TYONASES, POWELLS, COLES, ARCHIBALD McNATR, ERASMS LOVE, GEORGE THOMAS, and ALFRED DOG 
ERY, were sl] prominent. This was the home of THOMAS BLEWETT, who ran a ferry on PEE DEE 
RIVER, and whose descendant, THOMAS GARTEN BLEWETT ( THOMAS BLEWETT married a GARTEN ) 
owned a yeast plantation near COINMBUS, MISSISSIPPI, before the war between the States, If 
seems that ALEXANDMR MARTIN also lived in this county. 





ROBESON COUNTT, This county wan formed in 1787 from a part of BLADEN COUNTY, (See map ), It 
was .amed for a COL. THOMAS ROBNSONW, a zoldier of the revolution. The county saat te 
LUWPeeTON, There is a tribe of strange people in this county that. is linked by tradition 
with the £11 fated expedition that landed in 1685 at Roancke Island, who appear to be of 
a nheted “"sod with sane strange race, the explanation that it waa with the Crostai Indisne 
and white sethlere of the expedition, Deing sometimes accepted. ‘The earliest repratgutie 
tive of ROBESON COUNTY in the State Senate of North Carolina was a JOHN WILLIS, ani his 
guccessor was an ZIJAS BARNES, probably a descendant of the BAHWES TAMIDT of Bastern Vir 
ginla, who had penatyated by 1800 to this part of the O14 North State. ‘This spe also the 
home of BENJAMIN WM, ALTED BOWLAND, JOHN GILCHRIST, SHADRACH BOWELL, KEWVETE BLACK, a 
ZACHARISH JORDAN { one went to Texas, and I knew him ), SUGH BROW, DUNCAN UeAlPIn, JOM 
REAGAN, JANES McQUT, JOHN PURCELL, ALEXANDER WATSON and others. Here, tos, in MORE 
SON COUNTY is buried — DIR. JAMMS ADATR or ROBERT ADAIR, said to have been the ADATH who 
was the Zatnes of sll the CHUROEE! INDIANS bearing the oxume, and also reputed to he the 
"ROBIN ADATR" famed In sone and storys (See "KINFOLKS" ty William C. Barlee ), 


ROCKINGHAM COUNTY. ‘This county was efteblished out of GUILFORD COUNTT in 1785 and the nome wae 
adopted from 5 certain Duke of Buckingham. The little vill ge of WHNTWORTH ic the hone 
of the comty courthouses and the county sect. ‘This was the home of the famone JUDIE j 
THOMAS SOPTIB, a ploneex jurtct of the Old North Stete, It is in the midet of & erent 
tobacco ruiving country, Yemiligr memes op its ancien’ records are the GALOWATS, WIL- 
LLAMS, PHILLIPS, Scales, BTLLS, TATIONS, TRAKS, SUIS, DOUGLASS, BLACKWELIS, ENTHTS, 
UANTEHS, NOREHRADS and MARTINS, Also DAVID S, BUID of REIDSVILLE. 


ROWAN COUNTY, Established mt of ANSON COUNTY tn 1753, oni containing at thet time a Taree pert of 
the territory North of the Oetewlm River bend ap westward to the line of Tennesane, arrose 
the mountains, As 4 matter of fact, it te mippoted to have taken in all that pert of Ten- 
nezsee, weet of the Alleghameys in the "Watouee Settlements” including Sallivan County and 
the Jonesboro comtry, later ceed to Munsegen by North Gerolinu. -Guece, here, of cours, 
ig wholly inafequate to portray the long and tntereating iistory of Mowe County. Sy con 
sulting maps fn this work, the evolutios of thia ynet tercitory can be better ernasped and 
Uiderstood by the resder, Mich material in tweerd to ite people will be found recorded on 
other pages of this volume, to which the mader ts referred.

RYO COUNTY was divided into two ceunties in 1779, one 
being BUI and the other LINCOIN, The territory Comprising RUTHERSORD extended 
weetard to the extent of the habitable country, and in theory to the MISSISSIPPI BIvEE, 
taking 1m 2 good part of what is now TENNESSEE, The county of HUTHERIORD was nemad fox 
Gens Griffith Rutherford, patriot of the revolution and Indies fighter. The tow of 
EDTOW is the county seat.

This county was established in 1734 from DUPLIN COUNTY, which territory had been, 
appropriated from NEW HANOVER COUNTY in 1749 to make DUPLI™, SAMPSON comprised all of 
the wastern sides of the original DUPLIN COUNTY and it was bounded on the North by the 
Seunties of JOHNSTON and WAYNE, end this will ®xplain why so many of the same namea one 
finds of families in DUPLIN are to be found sles in JORNSTON and WAYH® COUNTIES, There we 
only the county line between them, and many families lived on both sides of the line, SAMF- 
SON COUNTY was algo the home of RON. WILLZAW BR, KING, whe became Vice President of the UWi~ 
TED STATES, after he moved over into ALABAMA, SAMPSON was also the hoes of the CLINTONG, 
(DeWitt's relatives), HOIMES (Gabriel), KERNAMS, GAVINS, BLACKMANS, MATTHEWS, BHYAWS, SEL~ 
THRS, DORMS, WopIZys, THOMPSONS, KINGS, BOYKINS and UNDERWODS., ‘hs town of CLINTON is 
the county peat of SAMPSON COUNTY.

LAURSNBIRG 42 the name of the county seat, What has heretofore beams 
written about RICHMOND COUNTY and its serly residents, of course, applies te SCOTLAND'S 
history. 


SUAMTBT COUMTT. This comty was formd out of the territory lying weat of the YADKIN RIVER in its 
pastage through MONTOOMERY COUNTY. Its weatern border ie the eastern line of the prenent 
CABAREDS COUNTY, formerly a pert of the original MEGCLMIBURG COUNTY, STANIZY was crested 
in 1841, and has therefore been in existence for a period of 105 years at thie writing, 

Tha county 4s said to have been named for JOHN STANTRY, of MEW BEEN, whe wat several times 
elected speaker of the House of Commons of North Carolina, and whese forbears lived in RE 
TID and EDSZCOMBS COUNTIES. (See Genealogy of the Thanas Family im this velune ). Eos

It has a most interesting history and Dackground and hae been re~ 
ferred to as "Eietoric Yancs County" in an interesting yolme published by JOHN BULLOCK 
WATEIVS, 9 native of the county, and of HEWDEHSON, the county seat, Mention ef nearly 
all ef ite sarlisst raeidents has been made in that section of this volume dealing with 
"Colinial Grenville County and Its People" esbraced in pages 209 te S12, to which ref 
erence is here made. It wes the home of the WILLIAMS, HENDERRIN, DANIEL, SEAROY, Yan~ 
CSI, BULLOCK, HARRIS and other interesting families. 


Raleigh, the county seat, is the present Oapital of ths State of Berth Sarelins. The 
ty was teken from territory formerly embraced in ORANGE, JORNSTON amd CUMBERIUND 
COUNTIES, but the anount of territory that was taken frea ORANUE and CUMBERLAND wan negli~ 
gible, ae the great bulk sf the territory cams gut of JOMNSION COUNTY. There 1s 5 imp 
appearing herein which is designed to make plein the details of the ceecerephical con 
utruction of the county, with the changes made in it frau time to time, so that it can 
be understood. WAKE COUNTY was establidhed in 1770, Space will not pemit in this brief 
sketch an adequate chowing of its earliest citivenchip and history.

WILSON COUNTY. This county was created in 1855 from four counties surrounding it, viz, EDGECOMBE, 
RASH, JOHNSTON and WAYNE. It was named for the HON. LOUIS B. WILSON, a prominent citi- 
gen who resided in the county and served as a Colonel of treops in the War with Mexico, 
In a special article written by MR. HUGH BUCKWER JOHNSTON, a native of WILSON COUNTY and 
an eutetanding writer, historian and genealogist, a complete account of the geography 
and histery of WILSON COUNTY is set forth on other pages in this volume, to which refer- 
ence is here itade. The County seat of WILSON COUNTY is the town of WILSON. 


TADKIN COUNTY was established in 1850 from SURRY COUNTY. YADKINVILIE is the county seat. The YAD- 
KIN RIVER furnishes its northern and eastern border. 


TANCEY COUNTY.. This county was established in 1833 from parts ef both BURKE and BUNCOMEE COUN ~

SAMUEL HENDERSON OF ASHELAND 


Thomas Henderson came from 
Dumfries Seotiand io Jamesiown, 
Virginta in 1607, living at Blue or 
Yellow Springs and having several! 
children, He was a Burgess in 1619. 
A son, Richard Henderson moved to 
Henover County, Virginfa,; marrying 
“Polly” Washer, 4 daughter of En- 
sign Washer. Samuel Henderson, 
1700-1783, married, in 1732, Elizabeth 
Williams, who was eighteen years 
old and an sunt of Judge John Wil 
llams of Montpelier. They moved 
to Granville County North Caro- 
lins about 1740. (# 

Samuel Henderson” was the first 
Sheriff of Granville County in 1746, 
and had a “Red Tavern” in Williams 
boro, which was modeled after an 
English Coffee House. Also, before 
1750, he started » mill just beyond 
Flemingtown, and the-old dam there 
cam be smen today. It ik just above 
where the road crosses Hendersor 
Mill creek. 

He bad seven sons and four daught- 
ers. The oldest son, Judge Richard 
Henderson, 1735-1785, married, in 
1768, Elizabeth Keeling, an eighteen 
year old daughter of George Keeling 
ot Nine Oaks. He was a partner with 
his first cousin, Judge John Williams 
of Montpelier In “Williams & Hend- 
erson”, Judges and Attorneys. 


was @ Judge. Another son, Chief 
Justice Leonard Henderson ix written 
Gp in our “City of Henderson” sec- 
tion, es the man for whom the City 
Was named. 

Asheland was built by Sarnue) Hen- 
derson probably when be came over 
from Hanover County, Virginia, and, 
as far as I know, it is the oldest 
house in Vance County. It has a 
small hell, with a side stairway, and 
a large rcom back of this, all on one 
side, with two rooms about the same 
size on the other side. The same 
arrangement was upstairs. There 
were two large chimneys at the back, 
all facing the south. There prob- 
ably was @ porch in the front. 


After Judge Richard Henderson's 
death, Asheland war sold to his sop, 
Archibald Henderson of Salisbury; 
who probably scold it to Richard 
Bullock, who Is said was the richest 
man bt Granville County around 
1820, He was the only son of Len 
Henley Bullock In 1820, Archibald 
Henderson, a son of Chief Justice 
Leonard Henderson, married the 
only daughter of Richard Bullock, 
“Annie Bullock” and this Richard 


Bullock gave Asheland to them, so 
that his daughter could live neat 
him.

Later, Vinek- 
ler Jones gave this to a son, John 
Jones. In 1820, John Jones of Maury 
County Tennessee, sold this as then 


1589 acres, to Dr, Thomas Hunt, a 
stn of Menucan Hunt, who was the 
first State Treasurer of North Caro- 
lina, Dr, Hust repafred the house, 
adding the frescoilng. In 1824, Dr, 
Hunt sold this place as 2000 acres to 
Patrick Hamilton. There is a book 
called ‘Patrick Hamilton of Burt- 
side”, which tells much gbout him, 
He was State Senator, and filled 
other positions. 

After Patrick Hamilton’s death in 
1850, the place became the property 
cf his son, Robert Hamilton. Since 
that time it has changed owners 
about fen tires, and now is ihe pro- 
periy of R. B. Crowder, of Raleigh.

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WILLIAM HENRY BOYD 
OF BELVIDERE 


Lord Robert Boyd, died 1469, was 
a “mast courteous, wise and kind 
knight, peer of Parligment and Gov- 
ernor of the realm, who negotiated 
a marriage hetween King James III, 
and a daughter of King Christian of 
Norway, and who, himself married 
King James' sister, Lady Mary.” : 

This writer further states there are 
228 Boyd Revolutionary Veterans, 
and many other things about this 
family. 

Alexander Boyd, 1749-1801, known 
as “Alexander the Great” in the 
family, was one of four brothers wha 
came from Kilmamiock, Ayreshire, 
Scotland to Virginia, He married 
Ann Dantridge Swepson (The Dand- 
Fidge family is an itlustrious Colonial 
family, Martha Dandridge being wie 
Widow Martha Custis, who married 
George Washington, President of the 
Voited States). 

Alexander Boyd setiled at Boyd- 
ton, Virginia, and is considered the 
Jounder of thst city. He had ten 
children. The third son, Richard 
Boyd married Panthea Burwell, 
they lived neat Boydton, and 
having. ten children. 

The youngest of these, Willlam 
Henry Beyd, 1819-1882, married in 
1648, Susan Davis, who died soon, 
leaving mo children. At that time, 
William H, Boyd bought-an@ moved 
to Belvidere, bullding the present 
house, This place is twelve miles 
sortheast nf Henderson, on the 
Drewry-Townsvile road. 

Around 1763, David Mitchell 
bought three tracts of land, all to- 
gether 640 acres, which started Bel- 
videre. In 1810, he sold this ws B80 
aerey to John Rust Eaton of Blooms- 
bury, an adjoining pleatation. In 
1848, a son, James W. Eatony sold 
“Belyadier", as the déed spells it, to 
William 3. Boyd. This place was 
mostly between Big and Little Nut- 
bush Creeks, but later William H. 
Boyd added several hundred acres 
on the north, across Little Nutbush 
Creek. 

William H, Boyd married, second,

For our Burwells, Edward Burwell 
of Bedfordshire, Engisnd, married 
Dorothy Bedel, and was granted land 
in Virginia from James Tst., in 1607. 
His 50n, Major Lewis Burwell, 1625- 
1658. settled about 1645, of Carier's 
Creek, Gloucester County Virginia, 
marrying Lucey Higginson, whose 
father wes a Captain in the Colonial 
Army, Major Burwell was a Ser- 
geant Majcy, One son went to Lake 
Erie, and has descendants in Canada,

thaniel Bacon of “Bacon's Rebellion”, 
Ablgal inheriting much Jand from 
this uncle. 


A. son, Lewis Burwell IY, 1684- 
iv44, married 3 Miss Armistead. 
Their son, Armistead Burwell, 1718- 
1754, started “Stoneland", In Meck- 
lenburg County Virginia. He _mar- 
ried Christian Blair, a daughter of 
Honcrable John Blair, who was 
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President of the Council and Acting 
Governor of Virginia, 

A son of Armistead Burwell, Lewis 
Burwell, 1745-1800, was a Colonel in 
the Revolutionary Army. He mar- 
vied, first, 1768, Ann Spottsweod, a 
daughter of Governor Spottsword. 
Colonel Lewis Burwell martied, seo 
ond, Elizabeth Harrison, a cousin of 
President Harrison. A son by this 
second niarriage, Henry Harrison 
Burwell and his wife died from burns 
they received from the burning of 
“Stoneland” in 1815, 

Colenel Lewis Burwell and his 
firs. wife, Ano Spottswood, had 
twelve children. Of these, “Ann 
Spottsiyood" wis the second wife of 
Bishop Ravenscroft. “Panthes" mar- 
ried Richard Boyd, they being the 
parents of “William H. Boyd of 
Belvidere.” 

Another child, Spoltswood Bure 
well, 1785-1855, married Mary Green 
Marshall, they living at “Spring 
Grove”, on the Townesville-Hargrove 
Road The house burned some years 
ago. so, lately, a tenant house has 
been built st the location. ‘They Had 
nine children, and many descend 
ants. some of whom are listed on 
charts T have of this Jamily.

Tt hes taken the compiler TWO TEARS to write this book, which contains 700 pages. ‘The 
Teasarch necessary has taken a still larger toll in time and effort, before a line could be written. 
Being umeuslly compact the material produced would have made three large Volumes in the ordinary 
type used in mest beoks. Naturally, where so much meterial hae been handled, it hag been wholly im 
possible te prevent many errors creeping into the mmscript. Also, while the work was béing trane« 
eribed, the research campaten contimed ahesd, requlting in new discoveries, after it was teo late 
te insert them in the text. Itkewise new ideas were born ef ths intense concentration centered on 
the subjects treated. It in imnossible to detail s1l of the errors, correct all the mistakes, or in- 
tert an adequate recital of the new divcoveries, at thia point. But following herewith, are o few 
randes notes pertaining te these matters, ta :ehith the attention of the stulent end reader is here 
called, as a matter ef fairness te beth the reader ani the anthor:
